They will take effect the Ist November 
1884. 

The Port of Chittagong, and the navigable 
river and channels leading thereto, having, with 
the sanction of the Governor-General of India in 
Council, been declared subject to the provisions 
of Act XXII of 1855, have become subject to Act 
XII of 1875 (the Indian Ports Act) in accordance 
with the provisions of section 3 of the latter Act. 

The limits of the said Port of Chittagong are 
as follow:— 

To the north-east,—a line drawn across the 
river Karnafoolec from the boundary pillar at the 
mouth of the Chaktai nulla to the boundary 
pillar oil the opposite bank of the said river. 

.To the south,—a liue drawn from Jooldia 
to Patunga beacon. 

These limits include so much of the river 
Carnafoolee and the shores thereof as lie within* 
fty yards of high-water mark at ordinary spring 
idcs.

light, visible all round the horizon, at a 
distance of one mile. Vessels under wei"h at 
night shall show the lights prescribed by the 
Board of Trade Eegiilations. ^ 

Rule A'.—All ballatns, cargo-boats, bhurs, and 
budgerows when under weigh after dark within 
the port, shall carry a white light in a kintcrn 
in the forepart of the vessel, where it can he 
distinctly seen. 

Rule XL —Except in cases of emorgoncy, no 
vessel shall be moored, or unmoored, and no haw

way oflP the bar, or on the bar, and any vessel so 
anchoring shall be liable to a fine not exceeding 
Bs.

Rules for Pilots in the Port of Chittagong. 

I.—'Pilots in charge of inward-bound vessels 
are directed to hoist the vessel's number, and if 
salt laden or from dutiable ports, are to have the 
ensign hoisted at the' main-mast head for the 
information of the Customs Inspectofe. Juldia. 


II. --A pilot on taking charge of an inward- 
bound Tcssel shall, immediately on boardine 
her, hoist his distinguishing number, and hand 
over to the master of the vessel the followiue 

»“le8 ( 2 ) Pilotage Rules! 
(3) Medical Inspection Rules, (4l Customs 
Regulations. If any case of choleaa; small-pox 
or other epidemic disease common in India is 
on board he shall at once report the fact to 
the Port Officer, stating the number of cases 
and s^jall await orders before taking op any 
anchorage in the harbour. or/ 

III. —A pilot detained on boifrd at Juldia will 
in the event of the captain refusing to take steam* 
report the matter to the Port Officer and await 
orders. 

IV. —The pilot shall not give over charge of his 
vessel in the river unless she Ras been moored 
or he has been relieved by a harbour master or 
other officer authorised to take charge. 

V. —Pilots on arrival off town shall state the 
time of arrival, the vessel's name, the place where 
she has been left, and, if moored, v»ith how much 
chain each way. This information is to be entered 
m a book kept at the Port Office for that purpose. 

VI. —Every pilot shall on arrival report to the 
Port Officer the number of pilots on the station 
and also any alterations he may have observed in 
the river on his way up. 

VII. —No pilot shall take charge of an out- 
ward-bound vessel without an order signed by the 
Port Officer, or proceed unless the vessel has 
obtained her customs clearance. If the vessel is 
to take steam, he should not break ground with¬ 
out satisfying himself that the tug is engaged to 
take the vessel to sea, or to remain by her till the 
vessel is outside the Outer Bar. 

VIII. —The pilot a^ll ascertain that the 

vessel has two serviceable bower anchors, and 
if she has not a sheet or spare anchor fit for a 
bower over her side, that she has one in such a 
position on deck that it can easily be brought 
into use in case of necessity. Also that a kedge 
with line ready bent be on deck and ready for 
immediate use. ^ 

IX. —If a pilot appointed to take a vessel 
to sea during neaps considers her draught too 
much, and that it would involve a risk and 
responsibility which he is unwilling to take, he 
should at once communicate the fact to the 
master and report to the Port Officer, for orders, 
fully explaining his grounds of objection. 

X. —If after a pilot joins a vessel he finds 
that she is of larger draught than she was 
reported to be, or that she takes in any cargo that 
alters her draught, he will at once report the 
matter to the Port Officer and await orders. 

XI. —Pilots are on no account to cro.ss the 
bar between sunset and sunrise, on pain of dis¬ 
missal, without the permission of the Port Officer 
in writing, the cost of lighting the buoys being 
defrayed by the ship concerned. 

XII. —A pilot shall not relinquish charge of a 
vessel unless ou account of sickness or other 
unavoidable necessicv. If he 


necessity. If he is in any way 
impeded in the performance of his duty, he should 
report the circumstances to the Port Officer, and, 
if necessary, anchor the vessel. 

/^III.—Pilots shall attend the Port Office 
\j, and shall not leave town without permission 
S Port Officer being previously obtained. 

IV.—Until further orders, pilots shall be 
[ed by the following rules as to the draughu 
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of vessels to be moved either up or down, in or 
out;— 

(a )—They may move a vessel in or out* with¬ 
out steam at a drauj^ht of 18 feet, and 
with steam to any reasonable drau^^ht. 

{b )—Vessels of 275 feet length and upwards 
shall’ilbt be brought up above Moiscally 
without permission from Port Officer, to 
whom her length and draught must be 
reported in writing. 

XV. —No pilot on his way up or down the 
river, and not e^nployed on any special duty, 
shall pass a vessel having a pilot signal flying 
without boarding her and ascertaining why 
she is without a pilot, and if required shall take 
charge of her, and take her on her way and stop 
by her Yintil she cm he left in safety. 

XVI. —Masters are requested to report when 
there appears to have been any unnecessary 
delay in getting the pilot on board, 

XVII. —If a vessel loses an anchor or anchors, 
the pilot* shall rirnmediately submit a report to 
the Port Office. The report should be attested by 
the master of the vessel, and to enable the Port 
Officei^B Department to identify the lost articles, 
it shall indicate accurately the following parti¬ 
culars :— 

(1) —Locality of the loss. 

(2) —Bearings of known objects. 

(3) —Description, weight, and distinc¬ 

tive marks of anchors. 

(4) —Description and quantity of cable. 

XVIII.—Slutuld a vessel ground, collide with 
any vessel or buoy, or meet with any casualty 
while under weigh or at anchor, the pilot shall, on 
tlie first opportunity, forward to the Port Officer a 
report in writing of the occurrence, containing 
the following particular :— 

(«)—Locality of tho accident. 

(/>)—Bearings of any known object in view. 

(c) —The vessePs draught of water. 

(d) —The time of tide. 

le) —Hour of the day the accident occurred. 

(/)—Manoeuvre tlie pilot was executing or 

attempting to execute, 

(g )—The damage, if any, sustained. 

ih) ~ The time the vessel was on shore. 

(i)—Quantity of water made by the vessel. 

XIX. —Pilots, before leaving a vessel, shall 

obtain a certificate from the master as to how he 
has performed his duty, and present the sarne to 
the Port Officer on arrival. * 

XX. —Pilots, whilst in town, should daily 
inspect carefully the channel and the river-hook 
kept at tbe Port Office. 


XXI. —pilot considers himself aggrieved 
by any contt on the part of the master of a 
vessel, he shall ismit his complaint in writing 
to the Port Officer for his consideration and 
orders. 

XXII. — Masters or agents are requested to give 

at least 24 liours^ previous notice when a pilot 
w required to shift or take a vessel to sea or 
lor any other purpose, to enable the Port Officer 
to send for pilots from the mouth of the river, 
if required, * 

Xpil.—The cutter with pilots shall cruise in 
the day backwards and forwards from the Outer 
liar buoys to oil the mouth of the Satigoo river 
during tlic south-west monsoon, weather permit¬ 
ting, and shall remain day and night on her 
station, viz. three miles outside the liar buoys 
during the north-east monsoon. The senior pilot 
on board will be held responsible should anv 
complaint be made owing to delay being incurred 
in getting, or putting on, or taking a pilot out 
from a vessel.

Tho Board’s Report on the Administration of the Excise Department for 1883-84. 

The proposal to which reference was made in the Resolution recorded 
ast year, for appointing a special Commission to consider and report upon the 
lystem of excise on country spirits in all its aspects after careful local enquiry, 
vas carried into execution during the year under review. The Commission has 
lince the close of the year submitted a report, which has been under the 
eparate consideration of Q-overnment, and, as all questions connected with 
ountry spirits will be dealt with in the orders finally disposing of it, it will be 
innecessary to enter at any length into the discussion of such questions in this 
iosolution..

There was thus an increase in revenue of Rs. 20,43,875 over the average 
of the preceding five years, and of Rs. 6,41,321 as compared with iMt 
year. Moreover, there was a decrease of Rs. 10,349 in charges as 
compared with 1882-83. The largest increase of revenue occurred in 
Patna (Rs. 1,11,190}, Chittagong (Rs. 57,126), Calcutta, Suburbs, and Howrah 
(Rs. 41,797), Shahabad (Rs. 37,890), Monghyr (Rs. 31,580), and Lohardugga 
(Rs. 31,025). Only seven districts show a decrease, viz. Gya (Rs. 15 263) 
N.uddea (Rs. 6,305), Purneah (Rs. 3,172), Rajshahye (Rs. 2,786), Dina<4pore 
(Rs. 1,648), Noakholly (Rs. 1,659), and Backergunge (Rs. 469). The increase

Compared with 1882-83, there was no change in the incidence in the Presi¬ 
dency Division, while there was an increase of Re. I in each of the Divisions 
of Burdwan, Rajshahye, Dacca, Pstna, Bhagulpore, Orissa, and Chota Nat'pore • 
of Rs. 2 in the Chittagong Division; and of Rs. 5 in Calcutta. Apart from 
Calcutta, the districts in which the incidence was highest are Darjeeling 
(Rs. 69), Patna (Rs. 44), Gya (Rs. 28), Hooghly (Rs, 25), and 24-Pergunnahs 
(Rs. 24). It was lowest in Noakholly (Re. 1), Khoolna, Jessore, Dinagepore 
Backergunge, Tipperah, and Singbhoom (Rs. 5). The population being taken 
at 66 millions, the excise revenue during the year gives a rate of two annas 
and five pie per head, or Re. 1-8 for every ten of the population.

6. The number of licenses taken out for the wholesale sale of country- 
jade rum rose from 18 in 1882-83 to 24 in the year under review. Of these, 
5 were taken Out in Calcutta, 3 in Darjeeling, 2 in Dacca, and 4 in 
lymensingh. On the other hand, the number of licenses for the retail sale 
f rum decreased from 115 to 103. The quantity of inim of country manufac- 
ure passed for consumption amounted to 13,832 gallons against 13,847, the 
uty realized therefrom showing a small advance from Rs. 74,020 to Rs. 75,124. 
Tie total realizations under rum amounted to Ks. 1,14,576 against Rs. 1,08,761. 
?here was again a falling off in the importation of Shahjehanpore rum, the 
uantity imported in 18H3-84 being 17,500 gallons against 18,340 gallons 
a the previous year. The Assam Administration has raised a question 
whether that province should not be credited with the <^uty paid in Calcutta, 
r received by the Bengal Government on account of rum imported for con- 
umption into Assam. The matter is under consideration. « 

6. The total number of licenses, wholesale and retail, for the sale of 
nported wines was 999 against 941 in the previous year, while the revenue 
ose from Rs. 1,94,090 to Rs. 2,00,795. The quantity of foreign wines, spirits, 
nd beer imported and the customs revenue realized therefrom were—

It is remarked that the demand for claret in this country is declining; that 
s regards sherry, the public taste has followed the lead of England, where the 
rade has suffered severely; that champagne has recovered the decline of the 
jrevious year ; that there has been a continued falling off in the importations 
)f brandy and gin; and that the importations of whisky, rum, beer, and 
mrter have increased. 

7. The number of licenses issued for the sale of tart fell from 30,311 in 
L882-83 to 20,138 in 1883-84. This decrease is due to the orders issued lai 
^ear under which unfermented iari was exempted from the operation of th 
Excise Act throughout the Dacca Division. The revenue amounted i 
lls. 6,63,693 against Rs. 6,61,887, the increase being obtained chiefly i 
Sooghly, 24-Pergunnah8, Calcutta, Gya, Shahabad, Durbhunga, and BhagU 
3ore. 

8. The number of licenses taken out for the sale of pachwai was 2,25 
igainst 2,169 in the previous year, and the revenue from license-fees roj 
from Rs. 1,76,613 to Rs. 1,83,054. The increase was chiefly obtained i 
Bankoora, Midnapore, Moorshedabad, Darjeeling, Mymonsingh, the Sonthi 
Pergunnahs, and Manbhoom, while there was a decrease in the revenu 
in Burdwan, Beerbhoom, 24-Pergunnahs, Rajshahye, Julpigoree, Dacc^ 
Furreedpore, Chittagong, and Maldah. The increase in Bankoora an 
Midnapore is attributed to the reduction in the number of outstill shops in th 
ISonthal parts of the districts, some of which worked in concert with pachwt 
shops. The vendors being relieved of the outstills, the fees for their pachwt 
shops were increased. The increase in Moorshedabad and Sonthal Pcrgunnal 
is attributed to the establishment of a larger number of shops, in Darjeelin 
to the growth of population and development of business, in Mymensingh t 
the adoption of steps for preventing illicit manufacture, and in Manbhoom t 
the fact that certain outstill vendors who had taken settlement of countr 
liquor shops at a high license-fee were induced to take a neighbourin, 
pachwai shop also in order to protect the more valuable custom c 
their outstilu. On the other hand, the decrease in Burdwan is ascribei

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partly to the high price of rice, from which alone pachwai is brewed i 
that district, and partly to the increased competition of country spirit 
and in Beerbhoom to the concessions made to the Sonthals in regard to 
home brewing. The decrease in the remaining districts was insignificant and 
calls for no special remark. 

9. The quantity of ganja consumed in Bengal depends mainly upon the 
outtixrn of the Rajshahye crop. All ganja remaining in the wholesale golahs 
after two years is destroyed, and thus the annual consumption within the 
province can seldom very largely exceed the quantity produced, although 
it may, and frequently does, fall below it. Tlio system under which excise 
duties are levied on ganja is as follows. Licenses for the cultivation of 
the hemp plant for the manufacture of ganja are granted by the supervisor 
of the ganja mehal, and all stages, both of the cultivation and of the 
manufacture, are subjected to strict supervision to prevent the risk of illicit 
transactions. All ganja thus produced is stored by the wholesale dealers in 
licensed golahs, which can bo opened only at regular intervals, and in the 
presence of responsible Government officers. The retail sale is carried on by 
licensed vendors, who obtain their licenses under the auction system. All 
ganja issued from a wholesale golah to a licensed vendor is carefully weighed 
and examined in the presence of an Excise Deputy Collector or Sub-divisional 
Officer at the time of issue, and a fixed duty has to be paid before it leaves 
the golah. / The tax on ganja thus consists of two parts, the fixed duty paid 
on the quantity which passes into consumption, and the license-fees. Any 
increase iT\ eitlxer or both of these must tend, pro tanto^ to raise the price of 
ganja to the consumer, and therefore to diminish the consumption of the drug. 

The ganja crop of the year was much more plentiful than in the 
previous year, being 8,982 maunds against 6,261 maunds, and the result was 
a considerable fall in prices. The wholesale price of flat ganja ranged 
between Its. 10 and l^s. 2o against Ks. 12 and Ks. 40, and that of 
round ganja between Rs. 12 and Rs. 35 against Rs. 15 and Rs. 45. 
There was an increase in the number of shops from 3,271 to 3,298; in the 
quantity consumed from 5,045 maunds to 5,H8l maunds; in the revenue from 
license-fees from Rs. 7,95,223 to Rs. 8,41,776 and in the revenue from duty; 
from Rs. 10,65,274 to R.s. 11,28,937. The increase in the revenue, notwith¬ 
standing the late enhancement of duty, is no doubt in a great measure the 
result of the prosperity and increased spending power of the people. The 
increase was most marked in the Presidency and Patna Divisions. There was an- 
actual decrease in the consumption in the Rajshahye, Dacca, Chittagong, and 
Chota Nagporo Divisions, notwithstanding which the revenue shows an increase. 
A considerable quantity of illicit ganja has, for years past, found its way into 
the district of Midnapore from the adjoining Tributary States, and it has been 
found necessary in the interests of the revenue to prohibit the cultivation of 
the plant altogether in the State of Mohurbhunj. These orders wore not issued 
until after the close of the year under review. 

The Excise Commission have given reasons for suspecting extensive 
smuggling of ganja, and illicit sale by vendors under cover of their licenses. 
This matter will be separately enquii'cd into. 

10. The price of excise opium remained unaltered diiring the year. There 
was a decrease of 19 in the number of licenses issued, an increase of 116 
maunds in consumption, and of Rs. 1,09,553 in the revenue realized. Almost 
half the increase in the revenue occurred in the Chittagong district 
(Rs. 54,650), where the increase in the quantity of the drug purchased (58 
maunds) is due to the extension of smuggling into Arracan. It is understood 
that while on the Chittagong side the system is that generally in force 
in Bengal, on the Arracan -ide there is a system of ^ farming by a monopolist. 
There the sales are limited, and this is due to the policy which has been deli¬ 
berately adopted with respect to Burmah, viz. to keep down the quantity of 
opium available for sale in that province. The Board write— 

If the authorities in British Burmah are interested in keeping the supply of opi^ down 
to a minimum, it is for them to guard their frontier and seaports against smuggling, long 
and difficult as the frontier may he to guard. It does not appear to the Board why tho 
Bengal Government should spend money on police or other agency to prevent opium 
smuggling when the result of successful prevention must be to diminish the provincial excise 
revenue. On principle, therefore, the Board think it should he maintained that the cost of 
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* KDj preTeiitiT« measures ilndertakea shoidd be debited to Burmah. To be effeotiTe tbej are 
likely to be ezpensiTe. To prerent this smuggling, it is obrious that opium most be made 
as dear in Chittagong (or very nearly so) as it is m Arraoan. The Board do not think the 
mere raising of the wholesale prioe at the Government treasury £rom Bs. 28 to Us. 30, or 
even’Us 32 a seer, would be suffioient. Some plan of a muoh more radical character would 

• be required. * * the Board are of opinion that to nearly double the retail prioe would 
hardly be fair to the bond fide consumers in Chittagong. They would take measures to 
obtain the drug cheap from Calcutta and other distri^, and smuggling, though diminished 
on the Arraoan frontier, would be indefinitely increased elsewhere. 

• »*•*•*• 

The Board, afterta careful consideration of the subject, hare come to the conclusion that 
so long as the Burmah system is maintained, it appears impossible to make any change in the 
Chittagong system which will not be injurious to the revenue, unfair to the bond fide 
consumers of opium, and fraught with difficulties as to smuggling into Chittagollg from other 
Bengal districts, to which the smuggling on the Arraoan frontier is nothing in comparison. 

The Lieutenant-Governor agrees generally in the views expressed by the 
Bcrard. The cjuestion, however, is one of no small difficulty, and Mr. Kivers 
Thompson desires that the Board will continue to give it their closest attention. 
It may be possible to come to some arrangement with the Government of British 
Burmah, by which the pronounced differences of system in the administration 
of the department in respect of opium between Chittagong and Arracan may 
bo somewhat shaded off. Until this is done, it seems primd facie unlikely that 
any complete remedy can be applied to the evils complaint of. A* copy of 
this Resolution will bo forwarded to the Chief Commissioner of Burmah. 

An important seizure was made by the Hooghly police, in which over 
six maunds of contraband opium were confiscated. The offender was tried, 
convicted, and punished with imprisonment and fine. 

11. The number of arrests for offences against the excise laws was 4,092 
against 3,757 in the previous year, and the number of persons convicted was 
3,386 against 3,104. (Jf the persons arrested, 3,663 were other than licensed 
vendors, 528 committed breaches of license, and one was employed in the Excise 
Department. Compared with 1882-83 there was greater activity both on the 
part of police and excise officers in the detection of breaches of the law. 

12. The names of the officers selected by the Board for special mention 
will be noted in the Appointment Department. The Lieutenant-Governor 
again desires to thank the Board for their careful and efficient administration of 
the Excise Department during the year.

TRIBUTARY STATES OP ORISSA FOR THE YEAR 1883-84. 

POLITICAL. 

Darjeeling, the 27th October 1884. 

EESOLUTION. 

Read—^ 

The Annual Report on the Administration of the Tributary States of Orissa for the 
year 1883-84. « 

Read also— 

The Reports for 1881-82 and 1882-83, and the orders of Government recorded 
thereon. 

Of the 19 Killahs or States under the general designation of the Tributary 
Mehals, five were, during the year under review, as in the preceding year, 
luider direct management, two—Angul and the Khondinals—^Iwing Government 
estates, and three, Raramba, Dhenkenal and Mohurbhunj, managed for their 
minor Cliiefs. The other 14 States were administered by their own Chiefs 
imder the general supervision of the Superintendent. 

2. Of the 17 Native States one, “ Pal Lehara,” pays tribute to Keonjhur, 
to which ^it was formerly subordinate. From the remaining 10 Native States 
the total tribute payable to this Government was Rs. 3.3,249-7-11. There was 
no balance outstanding from the jirevious year; and of the demand for the year 
under review, Rs. 10,033-14-5 had been paid in advance. The collections 
amounted to Rs. 20,112-0-3, of which Rs. 22,629-0-1 were for the current year 
and Rs. 3,482-10-2 in advance. 

3. At the six stations where proper rain-gauges are kept, an average 
rainfall of about 55 inches was shown. Rut the rainfall, though not below the 
average, ceased early, and the crops in consequence suffered. It does not appear, 
however, that any great suffering was caused to the peojde, although the price 
of grain rose by more than 30 per cent, in some States. The Sujierintendent 
remarks that, if the present season be favourable, no serious distress need be 
apprehended. The returns of the Meteorological Department arc up to date 
quite favourable from all the reporting stations, but these do not give the 
reports from the interior of the country, and it would be well for the Ruperin- 
tendont to imjiress on the Native Chiefs the advisability of procuring accurate 
infonnation as to the condition of the people in order that steps may be takvm, 
if necessary, for their relief. 

4. iHie general health of the people is stated to have boon much better 
than in the preceding year. There was the usual outbreak of malarious fever 
in certain jiarts; but except a few instances of cholera in Angul and of small¬ 
pox in Angul, llindole and the Khondinals, the States were free from epidemics. 
Rut litth; appears hitherto to have been done in extending vaecinatinn througl 
the States. Tlierc was a very severe epidemic of small-pox in the Mohurbhuir 
State in 18.82-83, which lasted three months, and carried off the Maharajah anc 
his Rani. The people are reported to be still partial to inot^ujation, and to havi 
no faith in vaccination. The Lieutenant-Governor considers that advantagi 
should be taken of the fact that five of the States arc now under direct manage 
ment to encourage the spread of vaccination. It is probable that, if tin 
Ci.h'fs of the other States have its advantages prominently brought to thei 
notice, they will be more inclined to enforce its adoption in their own Statet 
In Gooch Behar.tliejiracticeof inoculation was, during the administration of th 
State l»y thi.s Government, proliibited, and theinoculators induced to adopt th 
profession of vaiiciuators. The results were excellent; and tlse Lieutenani 
GoA'enior recommends that the Superintendent should adopt some simila 
measures in the States under his management. The recent appointment of on 
vac,(dnator for the Khondmals and of two for Dhenkenal will have but sligh 
etfec.t until the preference of the people for the more dangerous projihylacti 
be overcome. 

5. The population is generally scanty, and having abundance of wast 
lands to cultivate is disinclined to emigration. The trade and commerc* 
owing to the miserable condition of communications, are of no importanci 
There are said to be coal-fields in Talchere and Angul, and it is possible, if th 
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CJuttack and Benares Railway be constructed, that they may bo found of value. 
At present they cannot be worked. Althouj^h the Mahanuddi, Brahmani and 
Uyiurni rivers either pass through or take their rise in the Tributary Mehals, 
;hey ’are only navigable for native boats from Juno to December, and the 
lavigation is much impeded by large rocks. There are no land routes 
leserving the name except some local roads in Dhenkcnal, Keonjhur and 
liohurbhuiij. The two existing lines from Cuttack to Sumbulpore, one through 
Angul and the other through Sonepore, are submerged in parts during the 
•ainy season, and are neither bridged nor metalled. Some of the Chiefs have 
nade praiseworthy felforts to improve the state of their roads, but much of 
heir effort has hitherto been wasted owing to want of system and supervision, 
rhe Superintendent reports that he is endeavouring to work out a schcnie which 
vill supply proper professional supervision to all public works throughout the 
rributary Mehals, and that he hopes to overcome the chief difficulty, viz. that 
IS to ways and means. The Lieutenant-Governor will await the further report 
iromised on this subject. From the remarks made by the Superintendent, 
lowever, it would seem that not only is there an absence of supervision over 
he work executed, but a want of co-operation among the Chiefs themselves 
ind the officers in the States under the management of this Government as 
o the construction of roads. In submitting his proposals, the Superintendent 
hould report whether it would not be feasible to form a scheino for a, regular 
ystem of roads by which all the States might benefit, each contributing a 
iroper share in the construction. 

0. The only State in which the people manifested any resistance to the 
luthority of their ('liief was that of Nilgiri; and it was rcjiorted that a party, 
liscontented with the action of the Dowan, whose servicas had been lent to the 
tajah, had committed many acts of violence. The Superintendent himself 
vent to Balasore, and after holding an enquiry submitted a report to this 
Tovernment. The Dewan was finally removed, and at the repeated requesf 
)f the Rajah for a Euroi)ean ofiiccr, the services of Mr. Ricketts, the then Sub- 
livisional Gffi<!cr of Bhuddruck, were hmt to the State by Govcirnmegt. The 
listurbanccs have .since .suhsided. 

7. The t(iial number of civil and revenue suits instituted during the 
rear was 6,774 against 6,131 in the year 1882-83. The number of such .suits 
)euding from the previous year was 1,362, and of those pending at the close 
)f the year under review 1,553. Thercj were 6,583 cases di.sposed of, and of 
he.^ 2,661 were contested. The ttJisildars and managers disposed of 6,028 of 
he suits. 

8. 3'bero were 1,456 offences reported and 1,104 returned as true. 
The Superintendent remarks that the differeiuic is great, and that an 
ittempt will be made to ascertain the (tause. There were 321 true cases of 
heft, 24 of offeiuics affecting human life, and 5 of dacoity and roblauy. The 
lumber of crinuis of violence appears very large, con.sidering the .scanty 
lopulation. Altogether there w('re 1,000 cases brought to trial, affecting 2,120 
lersons. Of persons brought to trial, 1,072 were convicted, 021 acquitted, and 
108 remained under trial at the close of the year. Smious charges, such as ina 
•egulation district are tried by the Court t)f Session, are hoard by the Supm'in- 
.endeut and Assistant Siqiorintendonts ; and the tehsildars and managers try 
he potty offenders. Appeals from the orders of the Assistant Siijicrintendents 
ind the Manager of Mohurbhunj, and in criminal cases from the orders of 
he Manager of Dhcnkenal, arc heard by the Superintendent; those from 
he orders of the tch.sildars and the Manager of Baramba, and from decisions 
ff the Manager of Dhenkcnal in civil and revenue ca,ses, are heard by the 
As.sistaut Superintendent. The managers, again, hear appeals from the orders 
.)f their assistants. 

9. With regard to forest conservancy, the Superintendent remarks:— 
“ The Tributary Mehals are without doubt among the best timber-producing 
tracts in India, but unfortunately the Native Chiefs, by whom a gi’eater portion 
of it is owned, have hitherto taken little care of their forests. They have 
established no reserves, and the forests are re(!klessly wasted without any corre¬ 
sponding gain to agricultm'c or to the general wealth or 2>i’*^8perity of the 
country.” The advice given to the Chiefs on this subject appears from 
the first to have been totally ignored by them. As the country is opened 
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up, and the timber becomes more valuable, the Chiefs will no doubt be induced, 
in view of their own interests, to preserve the forests. In the meantime the 
Superintendent can do no more than impress on them the future advantage 
they will gain by preservation. No officer could be spared from the Forest 
Department of this Government or of the North-Western Provinces during the 
past cold season to examine and advise the formation of reserves in the forests 
of Dhenkenal and Mohurbhuni, as the late Superintendent had suggested. 
The Lieutenant-Governor will, however, endeavour to procure the services of 
an officer for the piarpose during the ensuing cold season. The Khondmal 
forests were, it is stated, during the year examined by the Conservator and 
Deputy Conservator, and considered to be valuable. No report or recom¬ 
mendations regarding them have, however, as yet been received by this 
Government, 'i'he Superintendent considers that it would, in a political point 
of view, be a veiy dangerous experiment to insist on the formal reservation of 
these forests, and that whatever is done should be done gradually and with the 
consent of the Khonds themselves. As the Superintendent expresses his inten¬ 
tion of visiting this part of the country next cold weather, and taking some 
steps towards an indirect forest conservancy, the Lieutenant-Governor will await 
his report before passing further orders on the subject. The reserved forests 
in Angul were brought by a Government notification of the 6th December 
under section 19 of the Indian Forest Act. The reserves notified have not yet 
been accurately surveyed, but the total area is reported approximately at 
170,880 acres. I'he reserves in Angul are not at present worked, and are to be 
allowed rest for 10 or 12 years. It is satisfactory to note that, as regards 
Angul, the demarcation of boundaries has been practically completed. 

10. The number of schools shown in the returns for the year was 1,060 
and of pupils 13,667. The former increased by 56 and the latter by 1,091 as 
compared with the preceding year. Of the schools, 7 were Government 
schools, 26 cess schools, 138 primary fund and 889 unaided schools. The 
total expenditure for the year was Its. 60,029, of which Its. 7,589 were contri¬ 
buted by* Government. For the purpose of regular inspection of all schools, 
the mehals are divided into five circles, each of which is under a sub-inspector. 
One of these is paid from the Khondmal Education Fund; half of the pay of 
another from the funds of the Dhenkenal State'; and the charges of the rest 
are paid by Government. The arrangements are stated to be insufficient and 
generally unsatisfactory, and the whole subject to be under consideration. 

11. No change was made during the year in the number and sites of the 
post offices in the Gurjhats. T here were 11 offices maintained from the Gurjhat 
post office fund, and the road cstabli.shment connected with these offices is paid 
by the Postal Department, the charges of the office establishments and contin¬ 
gencies being paid from the post office fund. The latter fund is made up by 
voluntary contributions by the Chiefs, the contribution of each being settled by 
the Superintendent’s office. Some of the Chiefs fell greatly into arrears, there 
being no means of realizing the duos from them; but there appears a probability 
that the receipts will soon be sufficient to meet the expenditure. In addition 
to the post office lines maintained from the fund, there are four Government 
post office lines, viz. those from Cuttack to Angul, from Cuttack to Dhenkenal, 
from Balasore to Mohurbhunj and from Rosul Kunda in Ganjam to Bisipara in 
the Khondmals, and two private lines from Bhuddruck to Keonjhur and from 
Baripada to Bahalda. 

12. The total current demand for the year under the head of land 
revenue in Angul was Rs. 32,983. There was no balance outstanding at the 
close of the year. Of the total demand of miscellaneous revenue, including 
arrears amounting to Rs. 6,630, the outstanding balance, which was entirely on 
account of judicial fines, was Rs. 403. Since the introduction of the sub-divi¬ 
sional system of accounts, payments into and from the sub-treasury are 
reported to be made regularly and punctually without any inconvenience. The 
excise revenue, owing to keener competition, increased from Rs. 1,244 to 
Rs. 1,579. The permanent retention of three peons for process service has been 
sanctioned since tne close of the year. The only fund at the disposal of the 
Superintendent for roads and other improvements on the estate is the 10 per 
cent, assignment on the revenue collections, amounting during the past year to 
Rs. 3,245, and of this small sum good use appears to have been made. Owing 
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to the largo number of life-tenures that had become liable to re-assessment, an 
application made by the Superintendent for an extra establishment was approved 
in July 1883. The Superintendent now reports that at the time of submitting 
the application there were 11 cases for disposal, involving a total area of 
5,887 acres, but that 29 fresh cases, affecting an area of 7,563 acres, have 
aince come up. Assessment was completed in only four cases, however, with 
an area of about 5 acres, and measurement only in four other cases The 
amount of work shown as done ai)poars oxtremefy small, but no explanation 
is given. The Superintendent states that he is not satisfied that the detailed 
measurement or assessment was necessary, and that he will reconsider the ques¬ 
tion before applying for an extension of time for the employment of the extra 
establislunent. The Lieutenant-Governor will await his report. * 

13. In Baramba the settlement operations are reported to bo nearly com¬ 
plete. The jumma assessed at the new settlement amounts to Ks. 28,365— • 
an increase of over Rs. 5,000 above the former assessment. Of the debt of 
Rs 10,000, Rs. 9,500 have been paid off. The collections on account of land 
revenue amounted to Rs. 14,159, and miscellaneous revenue Rs. 5,493. Efforts 
should bo made to reduce the heavy arrears. 

14. 'I'lie minor Rajah of Dnenkcnal, now in his 19th year, passed at 
the last matriculation examination of the Calcutta University in all subjects 
except English, and in that ho failed only by a few marks. A European tutor 
has been appointed for him and for the minor Chief of Mohm’bhunj. T'he young 
Chief of Dhenkenal married a daughter of the Rajah of Banai, in the Central 
Provinces, in February last. The settlement of the State lands is reported to 
be not yet completed. Endeavours should be made to complete it, if possible, 
by the time the minor Chief assumes the administration. The total current 
demand for the year was Rs. 1,09,102 against Rs. 1,73,622 for the preceding 
year. This large apparent decrease, however, is nominal, as the preceding 
year’s demand included Rs. 67,242 on account of the nazarana refunded by 
Government. The collections made during the year, including current and 
arrear demands, amomited to Rs 1,06,370, and in addition to this amount 
Rs. 24,155 under land revenue and Rs. 512 under miscellaneous revenue were 
collected in advance for the current year. The sum of Rs. 1,04,585 was invest¬ 
ed during the year in Government promissory notes. The management of the 
jail dispensary and schools appears to have been creditable. The total expendi- 
t 4 ire on public works amountea to Rs. 35,809. The Suj)crintendpnt states that 
on his visit to Dhcnkenal during last cold weather, he found that the system 
followed in regard to many public works was very unsatisfactory. Most of the 
roads constructed were only fair-weather ones, and were impassable during the 
rainy season. The Lieutenant-Governor approves of the Superintendent’s 
orders to the Manager to prepare estimates for completing the metalling and 
bridging of five of the nuxst important roads already made, and to posstpone 
the construction of other new roads until those in existence have been com¬ 
pleted. Eveiy effort should bo made to provide the State with good roads 
while it is still under direct management. 

15. The State of Mohurbhunj, Avith an area of 4,243 square miles and a 
population of 385,737 souls, is the most important of the Tributary Mehals. 
The late Chief died in May 1882, and the State is now under direct manage¬ 
ment for his minor son, Srirain Chunder Bhunj, who is at 2 U’e.sent over 12 years 
of age. The Suj)crintcndcnt rejmrts that, during the two years that the State has 
boon under direct management, improvements have been made in almost 
every department of its administration. Justice is more 8j)eedily administered, 
the system of granting rent receipts in printed cheque forms is being gradually 
introduced, projects for the iniprovemeut of the State by tanks, irrigation bunds, 
and roads have been started, and the j)eoj)le are beginning to apjH’eciate the 
advantages of the new system. The total demand for the year was Rs. 3,32,099, 
of which Rs. 1,82,505 were collected and Rs. 10,604 remitted. Of the balance, 

Rs. 1,38,989, remaining unrealized at the close t)f the year, Rs. 64,642 were 
due from the zemindari mehal of Nyabasan in Midnapore mider the manage¬ 
ment of the Collector of that district. Laboirr is cheaj) and plentiful, the 
resources of the State are great, and they will probably bo well dev^cloped 
during the remaining years of the minority. T'he construction of good roads, 
the proper settlement and collection of the land revenue demand, and the 
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preservation of the extensive and valuable forests, should for some years fully 
employ the attention of the offic-ors and all the spare resources of the State. 
The minor was at the time the report was submitted studying at the Ravenshaw 
Collegiate School in Cuttack 

16. The Superintendent’s report regarding Athnmllik is again satisfactory. 
Although the revenue the Rajah derives from his State is under Rs. 11,000 i)er 
annum, he so well husbands his resources that he is able, while maintaining his 
own dignity, to meet the expcmses of his Government, and even to effect public 
improvements. He has, it is stat()d, opened out a difficult ])ass and constructed 
a good road leading to it, has established a school in his killah, a dis]iensary, 
and a post office entirely at liis own cost. Mr Rivers Thompson desires that 
his sense of the high character and continued good administration of the Rajah 
may be conveyed to this Chief. 

17. But few details are given in tlui report regarding the State of Boad. 
During the year under review. Baboo Madhu Sudan Rantra was Dewan, and 
since his api)ointment no complaints have been made against him. The Rajah 
is believed to be still heavily in debt. 

18. The Superintemhmt was not able to visit the Da.spala State during 
the year, ‘and though he reports tliat die administration of the State has much 
improved «f late, he gives no details as to what imjuovoments have been made. 
It is, however, at lea.st satisfuctory to find that the State is now less disturbed 
than formerly. The Superintendemt should, if ])ossibh!, visit this State diming 
the next cold season, and impress on the Rajah the necessity of improving its 
material condition. 

19. 1'hc Rajah of llindolo appears to be disposed to improve his State as 
far as his means permit. Ho reduced his di'bts from Rs. 6,494 to Rs 4,366, 
has established two schools, and has undertaken to construct a road and 
dispensary as soon as his debts arc cleared off. He was, during the year, very 
unfortunate in his domestic concerns: his only son and heir and an infant 
daughter died, and all the buildings in his palace and nearly all his moveable 
property with a portion of his office records wei'o destroyed by tire. 

20. The State of Keonjhur is one of the largest of the Tributary Mehals, 
its area being 3,096 square miles, but the revenue is under Rs. 90,000 per 
annum. The Maharajah continued to bear the good character he had hitherto 
borne; but the Superintendent .should advise him of the advantages to be 
gained by improving the internal communications of his State. 

21. The small States of Pal Lehara, Khandpara, Tigira, Runpore, 
and Nursingpore are in a very backward condition. The introduction of 
improvements in these petty mehals no doubt greatly depends on the personal 
character of their Chiefs, but the success which has attended the administration 
of an able Dewan in Talchere within the last four years indicates to what an 
extent under good advice and guidance the grossest mismanagement may b® 
ameliorated. 

22. The administration of the Nilgiri State is reported to have been in 
a more or less chaotic condition throughout the year under report. The 
Rajah’s authority was for some time set at naught, and some cases of violence 
were reported. I'he services of Baboo Bholanath Das as Dewan were not 
found conducive either to good administration or to improvement of the 
relations between the Rajah and his p(!oplo, and it was found necessary to 
dispense with them. At the sj)ccial and urgemt request of the Rajalj for the 
appointment of a Euroj)ean officer in the stead of the late Dewan, the Jjieutimant- 
Governor sanctioned the appointment of Mr. Ricketts, and it hoped that 
officer will be able to restore tranquillity. The senior Rani, who opposed the 
adoption by the Rajah of a son of the late Chief of Mohurbhunj to the 
exclusion of a sou of his own brother, is dead, but there are, it appears, still many 
who support the claims of the alleged first adopted son. The (lucstion is at 
present unsettled, but the Lieutenant-Governor is of ojiinion that it should 
not remain undecided until the Rajah’s death. The delay has no advantages 
to recommend it, and can only result in ultimate dLsappointment to pne or other 
of the claimants and to dissensions in the meanwhile. The Superintendent 
should, therefore, submit a detailed report on the contested claim to adoption 
in order that a final decision may be made at an early date as to which of the 
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claimants shall, in case of survival, bo recognized as the heir on the death of the 
present Rajah. 

• 23. Mr Smith held the office of Superintendent of the Tributary Mehals 
,from 1st April to Gth July 1883. Ho then went on privilege leave for three 
* months, and during the penod of his leave Mr. Larminio aet((d for him Mr. 
Smith returned on the 0th October and remained in charge till his appouitment 
as Officiating Commissioner of the Presideiuiy Division. From 2;>th November 
Mr. Larniinie was again in charge till the end of the year. I ho Lieutenant- 
Governor desires to express his thanks to j\Ir. Larminio for. his careful and 
interesting report. The Suncriutendtmt’s reniai’ks, contained in paragraphs 402 
to 408 of that report, regarding the officers subordinate to him, will he recorded 
in the Appointment Department.

Obsbkvatiuns.—T he Government of India, in the letter quoted above, 
expressed an opinion that the proposal made by the Commissioner of the Orissa 
Division.in his Revenue Report for 1882-83, to enquire into the present 
system of charging water-rates in Orissa, was deserving of consideration. 
The Board of Revenue have since asked that, siiould a Commission be 
appointed to consider the matter, the propriety of levying an owner’s rate 
on land irrigated or protected should be remitted to it for report. The Lieuten¬ 
ant-Governor has decided to accept these recommendations, and also to include 
in the points referred to the Commission certain alleged irregularities in the 
system of recovering water-rates by the certificate process. 

Rks'LUTION.—H is Honor the Lieutenant-Governor has been pleased to 
appoint a Commission, consisting of the oflBcers named below, to enquire into 
certain matters in connection with the Orissa canals;— 

Lieutenant-Colonel J. M. McNeile, b.e., Joint-Secretary, Public 
Works Department, President. 

Mr. B. H. Wilson, b.c.s. 

Major 0. W. I. Harrison, b.e., Superintending Engineer, Public 
Works Department, North-Western Provinces, Members. 

The Commission will meet as soon as possible after 1st December next, 
and will enquire into, and report on, the following points:— 

I.—The alleged oppressive procedure on the part of the Canal Re¬ 
venue authorities in the assessment and recovery of water- 
rates, and especially on the operation of the “ Certificate 
Procedure” Act (VII of 1880), which is stated to have 
been used in a hasty and injudicious manner, and to have 
caused considerable discontent among the ryots. 

II.—The existing tariff of water-rates, both for long and short leases. 

111.—The proposed imposition of an owner’s rate, either on “ Irrigated ” 
or “ Protected ” lands. 

The Commission should also express their view, from a consideration of the 
various facts which may be elicited in the course of the enquiry, as to the 
advisability of making any, and if so what, changes in the existing system of 
assessment and collection, and of the distribution of duties regarding assess¬ 
ments and the supply of water between the Engineer and Revenue officers.

Of the Number of Commissioners and Wards. 

1. The Suburban Municipality shall be divided into six wards, in the 
following manner:— 

Ward No. I, comprising the police thanas of Cossiporo, Chitpore and 
Ooltadanga. 

Ward No. II, comprising the thanas of Mannicktollah and Baliaghatta. 

Ward No. HI, comj)rising the thanas of Entally and Baniapookur. 

Ward No. IV, com})rising the thanas of llallygunge and Tollygi^nge. 

Ward No. V, coniprising the thanas of Bhowanipore and Alipore. 

Ward No. VI, comprising the thanas of Watgunge, Ekbalpore and 
Garden Reach. * 

2. There shall be thirty Municipal Commissioners, of whom ten shall be 
nominated by Government and twenty elected under these rules to represent 
the several wards.

49. Eo election shall be invalidated on a point of form, provided that 
these rules have been substantially obeyed. 

60. No election shall be invalidated on account of any irregularity what¬ 
ever, unless it shall appear that that irregularity was such as materially to afieot 
the result of the election. 

51. 'No person in the employment or pay of the Municipality thall, 
directly or indirectly, engage in canvassing for votes, or otherwise assist in the 
election of any candidate, otherwise tlian by ^ving his own vote, Any breach 
of this rule will render the offender liable to dismissal.

Of the quali^oation of voters, 

1. Persons otherwise qualified to rote must be malesy who ha^ resided 
within the limits of the municipality for one year previous to the date of the 
election. 

2 Subject to the above rule, all persons who have, during the year 
immediately preceding the election, paid an aggregate amount of not less than 
Ee. 1-8 in respect of any rates imposed by the ct, and who have been duly 
registered as Weinafter provided, shall be qualified to vote, 

3. Subject to the proviso contained in rule 1, any person who, being a 
member of a ioint undivided family, one of the memWs of which has, during 
the year preceding such election, paid in respect of any of the rates imposed by 
the Act an aggregate amount of not less than Be.

31. All costs incurred in the preparation of the register of voters, the 
publication of notices, the holding of elections, or taking any other necessary 
actions under these rules, shall bo payable by the Commissioners out of the 
municipal fund.

TAKEN IN BENGAL DURING THE WEEK ENDING THE SIst OCTO- 
BER 1884. 

The Hieteoroligy of the Province at the commencement of the week under review was 
dependent upon a disturbance the formation of which was briefly described in last week^s 
report. The disturbance, as measiired by the depression of the barometer, was small and 
extended over a large area. The air motion was comparatively feeble near the earth^s surface. 
The rapid drift of the. clouds and the amount of vapour brought up into the Province and 
deposited as rain indicated that the disturbance was very considerable, and the air motion 
large, in the higher atmospheric strata. It gave general and moderately heavy rain on the 
last day of the previous week to the whole of the coast districts, including Orissa, South- 
West aud East Bengal. The rainfall extended over the whole Province excepting the 
northern districts of North Bengal and the adjacent districts of North Behar on the 35ths 
the first day of the week under review. It was distinctly heaviest in the divisions border¬ 
ing on the coast, and several stations in South-West and East Bengal received large 
amoums. The rainfall extended over the whole of the interior of the Province on the 
26th, and ceased in Orissa and the adjacent districts of South-West Benj^al. The largest 
amounts fell in the northern and central districts of Behar, where a considerable number of 
Biations received rainfalls varying from two to four inches in amount. 

The supply of aqueous vapour brought up by the disturbance was now apparently 
exhausted. A few light sporadic showers fell on the 27tb, but the disturbance rapidly 
passed away, and fine dry cool weather, with light northerly to westerly w uds, was established 
over the whole Provinc*e again on the 28th, and continued during the remainder of the 
week. The disturbance hence lasted from the 23rd to the 26th, and gave abundant rain 
to every part of the Province, with the exception of portions of the Singbhoom, Cuttack and 
Balasore districts, aud the more northerly districts of North Bengal (including Dinagepore, 
Rungpore, Cooch Behar, and Julpigorec) which received amounts differing slightly from the 
normal of the period. 

Jtast Beniral received an average of 3’2 inches, or four times the normal amount, *8 
inch; North Behar received an average of 2*2 inches, or slightly less than four times its 
normal, *6 inch; South-West Bengal and South Behar each obtained an average of PG 
inches, or slightly more than twice their normal amounts -7 inch. North Bengal received an 
average of 1*2 inches, Chutia Nagpur *6 inch, and Orissa 1*1 inch, tlicir respective normal 
amounts being *7 inch, 1*3 inches and *5 inch. 

The rainfall of the month, which has occutT'd during two periods of disturbance 
of somewhat unusual character, in the first and last weeks of the month, is above tne 
average in nearly all districts of Bengal, Behar and Chutia Nagpur. The excess is greatest 
proportionately in North Behar, and least in Chutia Nagpur. There is a slight deficiency 
(less than 20 per cent.) in Orissa, 

Pressure was considerably above the average at the end of the last week under 
review except in Orissa. The low pressure iu Orissa was due to the existence of a large 
but diffused cyclonic disturbance which formed iu the Bay off the Orissa aud Ganjam 
coasts. Pressure fell rapidly over the whole Province until Sunday morning. Thi% was 
due partly to the further development of the disturbance, aud partly to its norttiward march 
into South-West Bengal. Pressure was ’ll" below the normal of the day on Sunday morning 
at Calcutta, where the deficiency was greatest on that day. 

Pressure increased very rapidly during the next 24 hours, and was from *03" to *08" 
above the normal on Monday morning. The dcprcision had hence filled up during this 
interval, and the disturbance disappeared completely before the evening. Duriut: the 
remainder of the week the movements of the barometer were small in amount and of no 
importance. The mean pressure of the‘Week was slightly above the norm tl at all stations. 
The excess averaged '01*^ in Chutia Nagpur, *02'^ in Onssa and South-West Bengal, aud *04" 
in East Bengal aud Central Behar. 

Temperature was unusually low during the week. This was partly due to the 
disturbance at the commencement of the week, which reduced temperature in all parts of 
the Province, but most largely in South Behar. The mean temperature of the 26fch was 8® 
below the normal mean iu South* Behat. 

During the remainder of the week the variations from the mean were smaller. The 
night or minimum temperatures, as usual in November, diminished more rapidly than the 
dav temperature.

c mean temperature of the week was 2^^ below the i^omal mean in Orissa and North 
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^har, and northerly winds in Bengal. Light, but steady, cool dry winds prevailed generally 
until the 29th, after which the winds were variable, local, and very light. This was due 
apparently to slight disturbance beyond the limits of the Provinoe, partly in Upper India, 
• and partly in the Bay. 

Rainfall .—rainfall of the week occurred during the disturbance which commenced 
on the 23rd, and passed away on the 27th, after which dry weather with clear skies.obtained 
over the whole Province. It was stated in last week's report that rain fell generally and 
in moderately large amounts on the 23rd or 24th in Orissa, South-West Bengal and the 
greater part of tast Bengal. General rain was received on the 24th, the first day of the 
week under review, over the whole of Orissa, South-West Kengal, East and North Bengal 
(excepting the Northern districts including Dinagepore. Rungpore, Julpigoree, and Gooch 
Behur,) Chutia Nagpur, South Bebar, and the western districts of North Bebar. The 
rainfall was fairly distributed, but was distinctly heaviest iu Orissa, South-West and East 
Bengal. The following amounts exceeding three inches were registered at 6 p.m. :—

No rain fell on the 24th over Orissa and the greater part of South-West Bengal, and 
the south districts ot Cliutia Nagpur. The remainder of the Province received general rain' 
which was heavy over the greater part of Behar, moderate in North and East Bengal, and 
light in Chutia Nagpur and the Sonthal Pergunnahs. The following amounts exceeding 8 
inches were registered at 6 P.li.:—

A few light local showers fell on the 27th, chirfly in East and North Bengal and North 
Behar, No rain occurred iu any part of the Province during the remainder of the week. 

Every district of East hengal and South-West Bengal received abundant rain during 
the week. Iu North Bengal the rainfall was considerably in excess in the south-eastern 
districts of Bogra and Pubna, which shared the abundant rain that fell in East Bengal. It 
• was slighily m excess in the central and south-western districts. Julpigoree, Cooch Behar, 
and Darjeeling, on the other hand, received barely 50 per cent, of the normal fall of the 
week. 

In Behar, every district, except the Sonthal Pergunnahs, received a larger rainfall than 
the normal. The Uurblianga, Gya and Patna districts obtained by far the largest amounts 
averaging from lour to six times the normal fall of the week. Over the greater part of 
Chutia Nagpur the rainfall was slightly in excess, but was below it in the Balasore, Cuttack 
and Singhboom districts. Hence the rainfall of the week was most abundant in those dis¬ 
tricts of Behar, Central and East Bengal, where it was most deficient iu' the preceding 
monsoon months.

f. The Suburban Municipalii^ shall be divided into six wards, •«! the 
following manner:—r 

Ward No. I, comprising the police thanas of Cossipore, Chitpore and 
Ooltadanga, 

Ward No. II, comprising the thanas of Mannicktollah and Baliaghatta. 

Ward No. Ill, comprising the thanas of Entally and Baniapookur. 

Ward No. IV, comprising the thanas of Ballygunge and Tollygimge. 

Ward No. V, comprising tlie thanas of Bhowanipore and Alipore. 

Werd No. VI, comprising the thanas of Watgunge, Elialpore and 
Garden Reach. *, 

2. There shall be thirty Municipal Commissioners, of whom ten shall be 
nominated by Government and twenty elected under these rules to represent 
&e several wards. 

3. The twenty elected Commissione]:;i shall be allotted to the several 
wards in the following manner:— 

To Ward No. 1, three Comnussioners. 

„ No. II, three „ 

No. HI, three „ 

„ No. IV, two „ 

„ No. V, five „ 

„ No. VI, four „ 

0/ the Qualification of Voters. 

4. • Persons otherwise qualified to vote must be males, who have resided 
within the limits of the municipality for one year previous to the date of the 
election. 

5. Subject to the above rule, all persons who have, during the year im¬ 
mediately prec(iding the election, paid an aggregate amount of not less thnn 
Ks. 3 in respect of any rates imposed by the Act, and who have been duly 
registered as hereinafter provided, shall bo qualified to vote. 

6. Subject to the proviso contained in Rule 4, any person who, being a 
member of a joint undivided family, one of the members of which has, during 
the year preceding such election, paid, in respect of any of the rates imposed 
by the Act, an aggregate amount of not less than Ks. 3, is a graduate or 

• licentiate of any University, or holds a certificate as a pleader or mooktear, or 
holds any office or., employment carrying a salary of not less than Rs. 50 per 
mensem, shall be entitled to vote. 

7. Each voter shall be entitled to vote for the ward in which he ordinarily 
resides, and for no other. Each voter shall have as many votes as there are 
vacancies, and may give as many of these votes as he pleases to any one or 
more candidates. 


0/ the BegistraHon of Voters. 

8. For each ward a register shall be prepared by the Municipal Commis¬ 
sioners, in which shall be entered the names of the persons qualified to vote at 
elections. This register for each ward shall be prepared as soon as possible 
after the approval of these rules by Government, and hereafter Hball be revised 
annually, and republished on the 1st October in each year. 
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9. When the registers are ready, copies of them shall be aiHxed at the 
principal civil and criminal courts, and at the office of the Conimissionere, and 
so much of tliem as may refer to each ward shall be affixed at each' police- 
station in that ward, and at such other places as may be deemed ‘ by the 
Chairman to be necessary. 

10. Objections to, and claims for, the registration of voters may be made 
at any time being not less than 18 days before the election. All such objec¬ 
tions and claims shall be heard by throe Commissioners, to be appointed by the 
Chairman, who do not stand for election in the ward to which the objections and 
claims apply. The decision of the majority shall be final. If no appointment 
of Conunissioners is made by the Chairman under this rule, such objections and 
claims shall be heard by an officer or officers who shall be specially deputed in 
this behalf by the Magistrate of the district; and the decision of such officer or 
officers shall be final. 

11. No person shall be qualified to vote unless his name has been entered 
in the register of voters. 

Of the Qualification and the Nomination of Candidates. 

12. The Chairman shall, at least 30 days before the date fixed as herein¬ 
after provided for the commencement of the elections, issue notices calling for 
nominations of candidates. 

13. Any person qualified to vote under these rules shall be qualified for 
nomination as a candidate. 

14. Any four persons registered as qualified to vote in any ward may 
nominate a candidate for election Jj) represent such ward. The nomination shall 
be made in wiiting in the form annexed to these rules, and the candidate shall 
signify on the nomination pajier his consent to the nomination. The nomina¬ 
tion pajier shall be delivered at the Municipal Office not less than ten days 
before the date fixed for the election. 

15. The Chairman shall forthwith ascertain whether the nominators and 
the candidate respectively are qualified in accordance with these rules. If 
satisfied in this respect, he shall insert the name of the candidate in a list of 
candidates for the Commissionership or Commissionerships to bo filled up. 
Such list shall also contain a specification of the qualifications of the candidate, 
and specifications of the names and qualifications of the persons nominating 
him. 

16. On or before the morning of the ninth day previous to the election, 
the Chairman shall cause a copy of the list to be affixed at the Municipal Office, 
and another at each police-station within the ward. 

17. Any registered voter may, within 48 hours from the publication of the 
list at the Municipal Office, object in writing to any such nomination; his objec¬ 
tion shall specify the grounds on which it is made, and shall bo delivered at 
the Municipal Office. 

18. Such objection shall, within 24 hours, be decided summarily by the 
Sub-Committee appointed by the Chairman, or by the officer or officers specially 
deputed by the Magistrate of the district, as the case may be, under Rule 10, 
and the decision, which shall be immediately announced, shall be final. 

Of the manner of holding Elections. 

19 The election of Comihissioners in each ward shall bo held on such date 
(not being less than 30 days after the publication of the registers of voters under 
Rule 9) as the Chairman, with the sanction of the Local Government, may 
appoint. This date shall be announced by advertisement in the Calcutta 
Uasette, and in such newspapers as the Chairman may think desirable; also by 
a notice affixed at the Municipal Office and at each police-station in the ward, 
and at any other place which may seem to the Chairman to be necessary for the 
due publication of the notice.

21. The Municipal Commissioners shall appoint polling officers and other 
establishments, and may define their duties so far as they may not be defined by 
th^e rules.

shall be paid from the funds of the municipality. 

23. If the number of candidates be not greater than the niunber of 
vacancies, the Chairman shall declare the candidate or candidates to* be duly 
elected.

24. If the number of candidates be greater than the number of vacancies, 
the Chairman shall issue a public notice (to bo affixed at the Muniqipal Office, 
at the police-stations, and at as many as possible of the chief public offices, and 
to bo otherwise notified in such manner as may seem to him necessary), declar¬ 
ing the day and hours in which, and the place at which, the election is to be 
held, and also the names of the candidates. 

25. The poll shall commence at 8 a.m. and shall close at 6 p.m. 

26. Each candidate may appoint, by a letter to the Chairman, a copy of 
which shall be delivered by the candidate to each agent to serve as his autho¬ 
rity, not more than two ^ents to be present at the polling place to watch the 
proceedings on his behali^and to bring to the notice of the polling qfficers any 
instance of false personation or other malpractice which may comb to their 
knowledge as the election proceeds. Such agents shall be bound to obey any 
directions which the presiaing officer shall give them for the purpose of keeping 
order; and no election shall be invalidated on the ground that the presimng 
officer has exceeded his powers in this respect. 

27. The polling officer shall be provided with a list of the registered voters 
qualified to vote witlin the ward.

(1) Return it by post, duly filled up, to the Municipal Office, in a

32. All voting papers received at the office in accordance with the first 
clause of the last rule shall be made over unopened to the polling officer to bo 
opened by him publicly at the polling place witliin the hours fixed for the poll.

42. Any agent appointed by a candidate in accomance with Rule 26 may 
mspect any voting paper. He may, at any time up to the close of the poll, 
object in -writing to me reception of any vote, stating the grounds of his 
QbjeCtions, and he shall sign such statement. 

43. If in any case the presiding officer shall find that a second voting 
paper is presented, purjiorting to be on account of a person whose vote has 
been already recorded, he shall proceed in tlie same manner as in the case men¬ 
tioned in Rule 41. 

44. At the close of the poll, the presiding officer shall transmit to the 
Chairman all objections, together with all the records relating to them. The 
Chairman, or, if he be prevented from attending, a Sub-Committee of Com¬ 
missioners appointed by him, shall proceed on the next following day, not being a 
Sunday or holiday, to near and determine such objections, and the decision 
shall l)c final. 

45. At the close of tho poll, the polling offiemr shall forward to the Chair¬ 
man all the voting papers, ai ranged according to their consecutive numbers, in 
U packet duly sealed and secured. 

46. As soon as may be after the decision of objections has been con¬ 
cluded, the Chairman shall publish, in the Calcutta Gazette, and at the Munici¬ 
pal Office, the names of the person or persons in whose behalf votes have been 
recorded, and the number of votes given for each of them ; and the candidates 
for whom the greatest number of votes shall have been given shall be declared 
to have been duly elected. 

47. If the same person bo a candidate for election in more than one ward, 
on Ids election for fme ward ho shall cease to bo eligible in any other ward. 

48. In case of an equality of votes, the Chairman shall give a casting vote. 

49. No election shall be invalidated on a point of form, provided that 
these rules have been substantially obeyed. 

50. No election shall be invalidated on account of any irregularity what¬ 
ever, mdess it shall appear that that irregularity was such as materially to affect 
the result of the election. 

51. No person in the employment or pay of the Municipality ^all, 
directly or indirectly, engage in canvassing for votes, or otherwise assist in the 
election of any candidate, otherwise than by giving his own vote. Any breach 
of this rule will render the offender liable tp dWnissal.

Thi 29#A Septmher 1884.—The following rules for the election of .Muni- 
cipal Commissioners in all Municipalities in the Burdwan, Presidency, 
Rajshahye, Dacca, Chittagong, Patna, Bhagulpore, Orissa, and Chota Nagpore 
Divisions (except Howrah and the Suburbs of Calcutta), have. been laid down 
by the Lieutenant-Governor under section 15 of Act III (B.C.) of lb84:— 

Of the qualif cation of voters. 

1 . Persons otherwise qualified to vote must be males, who have resided 
within the limits of the municipality for one year previous to the date of the 
election. 

2 Subject to the above rule, all persons who have, during the year 
immediately preceding the election, paid an aggregate amount of not less than 
Re. 1-8 in respect of any rates imposed by the a ct, and who have been duly 
registered as hereinafter provided, shall be qualified to vote. 

3 . Subject to the proviso contained in rule 1, any person who, **being a 
member of a joint undivided family, one of the members of which has, during 
the year preceding such election, paid in respect of any of the rates imposed by 
the Act an aggregate amount of not less than Re. I -8, is a graduate or licen- 
titate of any University, or holds a certificate as a Pleader or Mooktear, or 
holds any office or employment carrying a salary of not less than Rs. 50 per 
mensem, shall be entitled, to vote. 

Of the registration of voters. 

4. As soon as possible after these rules shall have been published, the 
Magistrate of the district shall cause to be prepared a register of persons 
qualified to vote.

The figures above show a decrease of Rs. 67,160, or 3 per cent, in the 
receipts, and of Rs. 88,258 or 27-7 per cent, in the charges, thus yielding an 
increase of Rs 21,098, or •! percent, in the net revenue. While there has been 
a decrease in the receipts from duty on imported salt, that on excise salt yielded 
an increase (Rs. 2,281, or ‘01 per cent.), the net decrease in the receipts from 
duty on salt being slight, and calling for no comments. The decline in the 
receipts from rent of warehouses is attributed chiefly to the stocks being low, 
a state of'things which continued for some months during the year under review. 
The decrease in" the charges has been due to smaller refunds of customs duty on 
salt. 

2. The total quantity of salt in stock at the commencement of the year 
was 14,16,637 maunds against 23,18,543 maund.-* in 1882-83. During the year 
under review, 94,62,56> maunds were imported against 84,46,014 maunds 
imported in the previous year, and 6,37,672 maunds were manufactured locally 
against 2,87,81(0 maunds locally manufactured in 1882-83. The total quantity 
available for con'>umption during the year thus amounted to 1,15,16,874 maunds 
against 1,10,52,403 maunds in 1882-83. Duty was paid on 94,64,307 maunds, 
including 5,16,498 maunds of Bombay salt passed free of duty. The stock iu 
hand loft at the close of the year was 20,00,056 maunds against 14,16,637 
maunds in the previous year. There has thus been an increase both in impor¬ 
tation and manufacture during the year of report. 

As usual, Calcutta and Chittagong were the only ports into which salt was 
imported, the chief sources of supply being the United Kingdom, Frantic, 
Bombay, Madras, the Arabian and Persian Gulfs and Italy. Spain and Austria 
did not contribute anything, and only a small consignment was received from 
Port Elizabeth. TJie Lieutenant-Governor notices with jdeasure the attempt 
made by the Compagnie Nationale do Navigation through Mea.srs. Ralli 
Brothers to import Sardinian salt and obtain cargoes from the Mediterra¬ 
nean ports, and trusts the enterprise will ju’osjjcr in their hands. I’liis 
attempt to open up a now line of trade explains the increase in importations 
from Italy, while the enhanced import from the Arabian and Persian Gulfs 
is attributed to the stocks of salt froni those ports having fallen very low at 
the close of last year. Depression in the Eastern trade, small profits from 
freights for the homeward voyage, previous losses, and continued low prifies, 
are said to have led to the decline in the importations from Liverpool. The 
propo.sal to reduce the wastage allowance to 3 per cent, by introducing a more 
careful system of weighment at Liverpool is still under the consideration of 
the Board of Revenue. 

3. The clearances of imported salt from shipboard increased by 5,36,843 
maunds, or 8‘.5 per cent, in Calcutta, and by 61,573 mauads, or88'3per cent in 
Chittagong during the year under report, thus showing a total increase of 
5,98,416 maunds, or 9 4 per cent, in the quantity cleared at both the ports. The 
duty realized on the same amounted to Rs. 1,33,07,827 against Rs. 1,23,61,188 
in 1882-83, showing an increase of Rs. 10,66,039, or 8 1 per cent. In addition 
to the above quantity, 54,650 maunds were cleared from shipboard at Chitta¬ 
gong under bond for Naraingungo. Tiie increase in clearances from ship¬ 
board is attributed to large imports, slow trade, and low freights, as will 
be shown below. 

A decrease of 7,65,768 maunds, or 30 4 per cent, in Calcutta, and of 
13,472 maunds, or 4’7 per cent, in Chittagong, is observed in the clearances of 


t 
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imported salt from bond during the year under review; while, on the other hand, 
there was'an increase of 20,131 maunds, or 80‘8 per cent, in Naraingunge, and 
of 1,0^4 maunds in Balasore. The net decrease thus amounted to 7,58,055 
maunds, or 23'3 per cent, in the total quantity cleared from bond in all the four 
putts, and of Rs, 13,11,707 or 26 4 per cent in the duty realized. 

Five thousand nine hundred and eight additional maunds of salt were 
removed from Chittagong to Calcutta under section 106 of the Customs* Act, 
while 4,59,520 maunds wore cleared for Noakhally, Tipperah, Naraingunge, 
Chittagong and Calcutta on payment of duty at Chittagong, against a total 
quantity of 3,96,793 maunds in 18^2-83. The increase is mainly attribut¬ 
able to larger clearanttes for Naraingunge • 

4. 'riic result of the manufacture of excise salt compares very favourably 
with that of the past two years, the total quantity manufactured amounting to 
6,37,672 maunds against, 2,87,816 maunds in 1882-83, thus showing an increase 
of 3,49,826 maunds. The outturn during the year under review was even 
larger than that in 1880-81 (6,15,776 maunds), which was a very successful 
year. 

In the 24-1’ergunnahs, where the manufacture was in the hands of one 
licensee, it was altogether abandoned during the course of the year. The 
licensee did not apply for a license on account of his having, it is «aidf a large 
stock in hand, and the trade not being profitable owing to the comparatively 
low price of imported salt. 

In the Pooree and Balasore districts there was an increase of 2,75,751 
maunds and 94,137 maunds respectively, while in the district of Cuttack there 
was a falling off of 12,418 maunds. The net increase in the Orissa districts was 
therefore of 3,57,469 maunds, or 127-5 per cent, in the quantity of salt manu¬ 
factured during the year under review. 

The Kurkutch or sun evaporated salt forms the bulk of the excise salt 
in Pooree, and the fact that the year was favourable for its manufacture 
partially explains the increase in this district. The dryness of the season 
explains also the increase in Balasore. These circumstances, combined with 
the efforts made by the manulacturers to recoup the loss sustained by them 
previously, and to bring the stocks up to the mark, secured the result 
noted above. The result would have been more satisfactory had not a 
class of the manufacturers, who were trying to (iounterbalance the partial 
failure of their ricie crop by securing a good outturn of excise salt, been 
deterred from (tarrying on their operations by a sudden outbreak of cholera. 

The existence of largo stocks left undisjxiscd of at the close of the 
previous year, coupled with the breaking out of bad weather during the year 
under review, which prejudiced the manufacturing operations, led to the reduced 
outturn in the district of Cuttack. 

5. There was an increase in the .sales of excise salt of 4,157 maunds in 
the 24-Pcrguanahs, of 10,762 maunds in Cuttack, and of 94,450 maunds in 
Pooree, while in the district of Balasore the sales loll off by 33,1 maunds. The 
net increase in the sales thus amounted to 76,230 maunds or 20‘9 per cent., and 
in the duty to Rs. 1,52,459 or 20-9 per cent. 

It is pointed out that the incieaso in the sales in the 24-Pergunnah8 
is no indication of the development of the trade in excise salt, as the licen.see 
simply attempted to clear as much salt as he could, and established a number 
of retail shops, disposing of the article even at a loss. 

Tho increase in the district of Cuttack calls for no comments, having 
been exported either to Balasore or to the Tributary Mehals. Kurkutch salt, 
which is cheaper, is imported to this district in exchange for the salt locally 
manufactured, which is sent out to the neighbouring places 

In 1881 competition of Gan jam salt led almost entirely to the decrease 
in the sales in Pooree. In addition to this, tlio manufacturers there, learn¬ 
ing of the smallness of the stock at the Gaiijam warehouse, combined 
to demand comparatively higher prices for salt of inferior quality with 
the hope of realizing largo profits. Their liopes were, however, frustrated, 
and in 1882-83 they lowered their prices, but too late to affect that year’s result. 
It is satisfactory to note that their rate lias now been reduced from Ks. 'z-n per 
n aund in 1882-83 to Rs. 2-8 in 1^83-84, which has led to a largo increase in 
the sales in this district. That the Pooree manufacturers have regained their 
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position in the market is apparent from the fact that, while the sales from 
Pooree increased by 94,450 maunds, those from Ganjam fell off by .84,605 
maunds. 

Of the decrease of 30,000 maunds in the Balasore district, 10,000 
maunds are made up by the increased sales of Cuttack and the Liverpool salts 
in the protected area. With rej^ard to the balance, it is said that sales from 
outside into the unprotected area, which cannot be ascertained, explain it 
partially. Increased coinsumption of Jiiverpool salt in Mohurbhunj, which used 
to take its supply from lialasore, also contributed to the decrease noted above. 

6. I he sales of salt in the portions of the .saliferous districts of Bengal 
and Ori^sfi, in wdiich tiie rotonnah system is in force, rose during the year under 
review from 9,96,877 to 10,’22,157 maunds, thus showing a net increase of 
2.5,280 maunds or 2'5 per cent Tjicreaso in consumption is noticed in the 
districibs of the 24-Pergunnahs, Khoohia, Backergungo, Chittagong and Cuttack, 
while Midnapore, ETowrali, Noakholly and Balasore show a falling off. 

Sales in Midnapore show a decrease amounting to 1,938 maunds or 
3••3 per cent. Emigration on a larger scale than usual, the (dosure of the 
Orissa Coast Canal for a portion of the year, the facilities for manu- 
factming salt from brine, the high price of salt within salt limits, the 
failure .of ^he police to detect illicit manufacture, are set forth as the 
causes which led to the decrease in question. D(5crca8e of consumption 
in t|ie Contai thana of this distri(it was noticed in l8sl-82, and formed the 
subject of a special report. Illicit manufacture was the prineijial cause of 
the decrease, and increased attention subsequently paid to its suppres¬ 
sion led to an increase in consumption of 801 maunds in 1882-83. Of 
the causes enumerated above, it appears to Mr. Itiyers Thompson that the 
decrease is mainly due to the inactivity of rhe police. 

The decrease in Noakholly and Balasore is mainly due to increased 
purchases outside the protected area, while that in Howrah calls for no com¬ 
ments. Influx of visitors to the Exliibition accounts for the increase in the 
24-Pergunnahs. In Khoolna importation of a large number of workmen may 
have to some extent led to the increase noted, but it is more probably due 
to the increased requirements of a growing population. The increase in 
Backergunge during the year under review confirms the belief expressed last 
year, that illicit manufacture is not carried on to any very great extent in that 
district. Vigilance on the part of the police in suppressing illicit manufa'cture 
and transport is said to have led to the increase in Chittagong. The increase 
in Cuttack was the largest, amf)untlng to 11,732 maunds or 6T per cent, 

7. The returns of salt attached, rolca'<ed, and confiscated during the year 
ore more satisfactory than they were last year. Four hundred and fifty-nine 
seizures were made against 432 in the previous year, while the quantity of 
salt attached was only 697 maund.s against 4,755 maunds in 1882-83. Midna- 
poro agnin shows a falling off in rlu; number of .seizuixis as well as in the 
quantity attached. Out of the 19 cases of s(nzure in Avdiich 5 maunds and 

14 chittacks were attached, 3 maunds 31 .severs 2 (diittacks wore confiscated in 17 
cases, Avhile 1 maund 9 seers 12 chitta(d<s \V('ro reh'ased in two ca.ses. Consi¬ 
dering the total result of the s.ilt adminish'ation of tliis di.strict, the Lieute¬ 
nant-Governor cannot help remarking that the police must have been 
very negligent during the year undtu' review witli regard to this portion 
of tiu'ir duties. 'Fbe quantity of .salt relcasiid was 547 maunds in 22 eases 
against 4,594 maunds in 40 cases, wdiilo that conlbscatcd was 150 maunds in 
430 cases against 163 maunds in 395 cases in 1882-83 rcspe(!tively. The 
ratio of the quantity released to the quantity attacln.-u was therefore 79 per 
cent against 96 per cent, in the previous ycair, which is satisfactory. Of the 
201 maunds of salt attached in 13 caK(>s in How'rali, 200 maunds had to he 
released in one case, and the rest confisc^ated in the remaining 12 cases. 
The Commissioner is right in holding that this re.sult sugge.sts hasty action on the 
part of the police. The results in the di.slricts of Backergungo and Noakholly 
are accepted as satisfactory. In tin; former tlio whr»le (juantity attached [ 19 maunds 
13 seers 4 chittacks) was confiscated, and in the latter, out of 12 maunds 25 seers 

15 chittacks attached, only 16 seers wore released, tlius showing the judiciousness 
displayed by the police officers in making those attachmorts. In Cuttack 
the seizures numbered 103 with 1:::2 maunds of salt attached, 25 maunds 
of which were confiscated in 102 cases and the balance released in one 
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case. The seizures in the other districts call for no special comments. The 
•nnrahor of seizures and of unsuccessful searches was ^24 and 102 against 518 
and 147 respectively in 1882-83, a result which is not unsatisfactory. The state 
of aff&irs disclosed in the district of Backorgunge requires further explanation. 
One hundred and sixty-seven unsuccessful searches and 43 seizures were at first 
returned for this district, 102 of the former and 3 of the latter heiiig in one 
sub-division alone The figures were, however, hubsequently corrected after‘‘a 
careful enquiry” from 107 and 43 to 39 and 04 nsspeciively. But it is not 
clear on what basis this enquiry was made and the figures altered, and the 
Lieutenant-Governor requests that the Board will call for further particulars 
on this point. . 

8. 3'he number of prosecutions.for offences against the Salt laws rose 
from 1,077 in 1880-81 to 1,262 in 1881-82, 1,173 in 1882-H3 to 1,306 in 
1H83-84. The number actually disposed of, including cases pending from 
the previous year, was 1,304 against 1,174, while convictions were secured in 
1,128 cases against 1,078 in 1882-83 respectively. Midnaporc, Khoolna and 
Noakholly show an iucrcas(^ in the number of cases instituted, the others 
showing a decrease, except the 24-Pergunnahs, wh(!re the number was the same 
as that in the year preceding. Ceases umhu* sections 20 and 21 form the bulk of, 
those in Midnaj^ore, most of which wore instituted in Contai. The Lieutonaut- 
Goveruor agrees with the Commissioner in the view that the rule reejuiring to 
sales to be ('iitcred in the 2 )ag(!s should not be too strictly enforced. As a rule, 
jycojdo found breaking tlu^ conditions of their licen.se should at first bo warned, 
and j)ro.secuti(m slionld only bo resorted to if the warning has tio effect. 

9. The amounts realized as fines and disbursed as rewards were Rs. 4,986 
and Es. 3,352 against Rs. 6,-5 ;;9 and Rs. 4,167 respectively in 1882-83. 
The action of the Deputy Magistrate of Balasore Avith regard to the 
payment of rewards is noted with displeasure. Rewards liberally and 
promptly awarded are great incentives to the detection and prosecution 
of broaches of thc! Salt hnv. 

19. The Lictitenant-Governor approvers of the Board’s decision not to in¬ 
troduce any change in the jiresont Salt law limits of the Khulna district. The 
larger (lucstion of jdacing the manufacture and sale of excise salt in Orissa 
under tin* sujtervision of the Comini,s.sioner of Salt hevonue, Madras, subject to 
the control of this Government, Avill he considc'rcd in connection Avith the 
sjiecjal report on the subject recently submitted by the Board of Revenue. 

11 , In 2 »uragrapli 9 of the Govoriimeut Resolution on the Board’s re 2 )ort for 
3 S^l-82, the question of sinqdifying the 2 >tc.sent salt system for the greater 
couAU'iuence of tlfo 2 >ol)lic Avas initiated. Ihqiorts from the Commis,sioncrs of 
the saliferous districts Avero called for and incoiqiorated in the Board’s report 
for 1882-83. 8 u 2 ) 2 >lementary o 2 nnions liaA'e again been furni.shed in the Board’s 
report under roA'icAv. The Board think that the existing salt system should be 
ullovv(>d to continue until thc question of bringing th<> salt administration in 
Orissa under the contnd of the Jladras Salt Loimnissioner is settled. The 
Lieutenant-Governor Avill 2 *est 2 ione ox 2 )rossing his own Auew in the 2 )oint. 

12. The Lieutenant-Governor thanks the Bo.'ird for their careful administra¬ 
tion of the dejiartment during tho year. 'I'he name of the ofiieor favourably 
mentioned will be communicated to the A 2 ) 2 >oiiitmont De 2 )artment.

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RULES FOR THE ELECTION OP MUNICIPAL COMMISSIONERS, 
UNDER ACT III (B.C.) OP 1884 FOR THE 
SUBURBS OP CALCUTTA. 


The 2btk October 1884.—The following rules for the election of Municipd 
Commissioners for the Municipality of the Suburbs of Calcutta have 
down by the Licutenant-Govemor under section 15 of Act III (B*C.) of 1884. 

Of the Number of Commissioners and Wards. 

1. The Suburban Municipality shall be divided into six wards, in the 
following manner:— 

Ward No. I, comprising the police thanas of Cossipore, Chitpore and 
Ooltadanga. 

Ward No. II, comprising the thanas of Mannicktollah and Baliaghatta. 

Ward No. HI, comprising the thanas of Entally and Baniapookur. 

Ward No. IV, comprising the thanas of Ballygungo and Twlygunge. 

Ward No. V, comprising the thanas of Bhowaniporo and Alipore. 

Ward No. VI, comprising the thanas of Watgunge, Ekbalpore and 
• Garden Reach. 

2. . There shall bo thirty Municipal Commissioners, of whom ten shall be 
nominated by Government and twenty elected under these rules to represent 
the several wards. 

3. The twenty elected Commissioners shall be allotted to the several 
wards in the following manner:— 

To Ward No. 1, three Commissioners. 

„ No. II, three „ 

„ No. Ill, three „ 

„ No. IV, two „ 

„ No. V, five „ 

„ No. VI, four „ 

Of the Qualification of Voters. 

4. Persons otherwise qualified to vote must be males, who have resided 
within the limits of the mimicipality for one year previous to the date of the 
election. 

5. Subject to the above rule, all 2 )crsons who have, during the year im- 
mediately preceding the election, paid an aggregate amount of not loss than 
Rs. 3 in respect of any rates imposed by tlio Act, and who have been duly 
registered as hereinafter provided, shall be qualified to vote. 

6. Subject to the proviso contained in Rule 4, any person who, being a 
member of a joint undivided family, one of the members of which has, during 
the year preceding such election, paid, in resi)oct of any of the rates imposed 
by the Act, an aggregate amount of not less than Its. 3, is a graduate or 
licentiate of any University, or holds a certificate as a pleader or mooktear, or 
holds any ofiico or employment carrying a salary of not less than Rs. 50 per 
mensem, shall be entitled to vote. 

7. Each voter shall be entitled to vote for the ward in which he ordinarily 
resides, and for no other. -Each voter shall have as many votes as there are 
vacancies, and may give as many of these votes as he jileases to any one or 
more can^dates. 

Of the Begistration of Voters. 

8. For each ward a register shall be prepared^ by the Municipal Commis* 
sioners, in which shall be entered the names of the persons qualified to vote at 
elections. This register for each ward shall be j^repared as soon as possible 
after the approval of these rules by Government, and hereafter whall be revised 
annually, and republished on the 1st October in each year. 
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■ 9 . the registere are ready, copies of them shall be affixed at the 

principal civil and criminal courts, and at the office of the Commissioners, and 
tso much of them as may refer to each ward shall be affixed at each police* 
station in that ward, and at such other places as may be deemed by the 
Chairman to be necessary. 

• 10.' Objections to, and claims for, the registration of voters may be made 

at any time being not less than 18 days before the election. All such objee- 
ti<m8 and claims shall be heard by three Commissioners, to be appointecLBy the 
Chairman, who do not stand for election in the ward to which the objections and 
claims apply. The decision of the majority shall be final. K no appointment 
of Commissioners is made by the Chairman under tliis rule, such objections and 
claims shall be heard by an officer or officers who shall be specially 4eputed in 
this behalf by the Magistrate of the district; and the decision of such officer or 
officers shall be final. 

11. No person shall be qualified to vote unless his name has been entered 
in the register of voters. 

0/ the Qualification and the Nomination of Candidates. 

12. The Cliairman shall, at least 30 days before the date fixed as herein¬ 
after provided for the commencement of the elections, issue notices cftlbrig for 
nominations of candidates. 

13. Any person qualified to vote under these rules shall be qualified for 
nomination as a candidate. 

14. Any four persons registered as qualified to vote in any ward may 
nominate a candidate for election to represent such ward. The nomination shall 
be made in writing in the form annexed to these rules, and the candidate shall 
signify on the nomination paper his consent to the nomination. The nomina¬ 
tion paper shall be delivered at the Municipal Office not less than ten days 
before the date fixed for the election. 

15. The Chairman shall forthwith ascertain whether the nominators and 
the candidate respectively are qualified in accordance with these rules. If 
satisfied in this respect, he shall insert the name of the candidate in a list of 
candidates for the Commissionorship or Commissionerships to be filled up. 
Such list shall also contain a specification of the qualifications of the candidate, 
and specifications of the names and qualifications of the persons nominating 
him. 

„ 16. On or before the morning of the ninth day previous to the election, 
the Chairman shall cause a copy of the list to be affixed at the Municipal Office, 
and another at each police-station within the ward. 

17. Any registered voter may, within 48 hours from the publication of the 
list at the Muniei 2 )al Office, object in writing to any such nomination ; his objec¬ 
tion shall specify the grounds on which it is made, and shall be dclivereu at 
the Municijiul Office. 

18. Such objection shall, within 24 hours, bo decided summarily by the 
Sub-Committee appointed by the Chairman, or by the officer or officers specially 
deputed by the Magistrate of the district, as the <!aso may be, unde:; Rule 10, 
and the decision, whicli shall bo immediately announced, shall be final. 


Of the manner of holding Elections. 


19 The election of Commissioners in each ward shall be held on such date 
(not being less than 30 days after the publication of the registers of voters under 
liulo 9) as the Chairman, with the sanction of the Local Government,*may 
appoint, ^riiis date shall be announced by advertisement in the Calcutta 
Uaeette^ and in such newsjjapcrs as the Chairman may think desirable; also by 
a notice affixed at the Municijial Office and at each jmlice-station in the ward, 
and at any other place which may seem to the Chairman to be necessary for ths. 
due publication of the notice.

The Municipal Coanmissioners shall appoint polling officers and other 
establishments, and may define their duties so far as &ey Inay not be defined by 
these, rules. 

22. The allowances of establishments shall be filled by the ComniiSsioners, 
md these, as well as all other expenses incurred in conducting the elbctionf, 
ihall be paid from the ftmds of the municipality. 

33 ,. If the number of candidates be not neater than the number of 
racancies, the Chairman shall declare the candidate or candidates to be duly 
elected. If there be any vacancies for which no candidates have appeared, the 
Chairman shall report the fact for the information of Government. 

24. If the munber of candidates be greater than the number of vacancies, 
the Chairinan shall issue a public notice (to be affixed at the Municipal Office, 
it the police-stations, and at as many as possible of the chief public offices, and 
to be otherwise notified in such manner as may seem to him necessary), declar¬ 
ing the day and hours in which, and the place at which, the election is to be 
lield, and also the names of the candidates. 

25. The poll shall commence at 8 a.m. and shall close at 6 p.m. 

20. Each candidate may appoint, by a letter to the Chairman, a copy of 
trhich shall be delivered by tne candidate to each agent to serve as his autho¬ 
rity, not more than two agents to be present at the polling place to watch the 
aroceedipgs on his behalf, and to bring to the notice of tho polling officers any 
jistance of false j)ersonation or other malpractice which may come to their 
cnowledge as the election proceeds. Such agents shall be bound to obey any 
Jirections which the jn’esiding officer shall give them for the purpose of keeping 
irder; and no election shall be invalidated on tho ground that the presiding 
ifficer has exceeded his powers in this respect. 

27. The polling officer shall be provided with a list of tho registered voters 
jualified to vote within tho ward. 

28. I’ho votes shall be taken by means of voting papers. 

29. A voter may either attend at the polling place and record his vote, or 
le may forward his vote to the polling officer, so that it may roach him before 
he hour fixed for the close of the poll. 

30. Any voter wishing to obtain a voting paper beforehand may apply, 
lot less than five clear days before tho day fixed for the election, at the Munici- 
lal Office for a voting paper. 'J he ai)plication shall bo in writing, and shall 
joar the signatm-e of the voter written with his own hand; it shall specify his 
iddrass and liis number on the register. A voting paper in the form appended 
o these rules, shall bo at once forwarded to the voter by post, or by (hicn other 
node of conveyance as may be convenient. 

31. The voter having received tliis voting paper may— 


(1) Return it by post, duly filled up, to the Municipal Office, in a 

closed cover marked “ Voting paper—Ward No.-; ” or 

(2) Present it himself at tho polling place within the time fixed 

for the poU. 

32^ All voting papers received at the office in accordance with the first 
lause of the last rule shall be made over imopened to tho polling officer to be

33. Should any cover received, at the Municipal Office, and not marked as 
•eq^ed by Rule 31, be found to contain a voting paper otherwise in order, 
men paper shall be immediately placed in a cover and sent to the polling officer 
io be dealt with according to Rule 32. 

34. No duplicate voting papers shall be issued, but any voter, to whom a 
noting paper may have been lomarded under these rules, may nevertheless 
ittend and vote in person at the polling place. In this case the original voting 
paper shall be considered as cancelled. 

35. The voting papers sent out from the office under Rule 80 shall be 
printed on paper of a different colour from that used for papers to be furnished 
st the polling place. They shall bear the signature of the Chairman stamped 
apon them, and shall be numbered consecutively, and duplicates of them suui- 
[tfly numbered shall be kept in counterfoil. 

Sfi. Any voter who may presmit himself at the polling place to vote shall 
ippear before a polling officer, who shall question him as to nis name, address,

37; The voter shall, if he can read and write, record his own vote on it, 
and*shall present it to Ibe presiding officer, who shall initial it, and aba] ] en te r 
the vote on the copy of the remster made over to him under Rxile 27. 

• 38. If the voter be unable to read and write, his vote shall he recondfed 

for him by an officer authorized by the Chairman; the paper shall then be 
returned to him for presentation to the presiding <^eer, who shall deal with it 
as directed in the preceding rule. 

39. In all cases in which the voting paper is filled up in a language, other, 
than English, the name of the voter and of the person or persons for whom he 
votes*shall be entered in English by an officer authorized by the Chairman. 

40. If a voting paper received by post is not in order, the polling officer 
shall nevertheless receive and record the vote, at the same time recording the 
objection and separating the voting paper from those papers to which there is 
no objection. 

41. If an objection, on the ground of personation, of non-registry or any 
other cause, be made to the polling officer in any case, the vote shall neverthe¬ 
less be noted and separated as above, and the objections shall bo recorded. 

42. Any agent appointed by a candidate in accordance with Rule 2 ^ may 
inspect any voting paper. Ho may, at any time up to the close of the poll, 
object in writing to the reception of any vote, stating the groimds of his 
objections, and he shall sign such statement. 

43 . If in any case the presiding officer shall find that a second voting 

E is presented, purporting to bo on account of a person whose vote has 
already recorded, he shall proceed in the same manner as in the case men¬ 
tioned in Rule 41. 

44. At the close of the poll, the presiding officer shall transmit to the 
Chairman all objections, together with all the records relating to them. The 
Chairman, or, if he bo prevented from attending, a Sub-Committee of Com¬ 
missioners apptunted by him, slmll proceed on the next following day, not being a 
Sunday or holiday, to hear and determine such objections, and the decision 
shall lie final. 

45 . At the close of the poll, the polling officer shall forward to the Chair¬ 
man all the voting papers, ai ranged according to their consecutive numbers, in 
a packet du^ sealed and secured. 

46. A* soon as may bo after the decision of objections has been con¬ 
cluded, the Chairman shall publish, in the Calcutta Gazette, and at the Munici¬ 
pal Office, the names of the person or persons in whose behalf votes have been 
recorded, and the number of votes given for each of them ; and the candidates 
for whom the greatest number of votes shall have been given shall be declared 
to have been duly elected. 

47. If the same person be a candidate for election in more than one ward, 
on his election for one ward ho shall cease to be eligible in any other ward. 

48. In case of an equality of votes, the Chairman shall give a casting vote. 

49. No election shall be invalidated on a point of form, provided that 
these rules have been substantially obeyed. 

50. No election shall be invalidated on account of any irregularity what¬ 
ever, unless it shall appear that that irregularity was such as materially to affeq^ 
the result of the election. 

51. No person in the employment or pay of the Municipality sliall, 
directly or indSroctly, engage in canvassing for votes, or otherwise assist in the 
election of -any candidate, otherwise than by giving his own vote. Any breach 
of this rule will render the oJSender liable to. diHTniHHfl.1.

The 2m Scptemher 1884.—The following rules for the election of Muni- 
cipal-Pommissioners in all Municipalities in the Burdwan Presidency, 
Raishahye, Dacca, Chittagong, Patna, Hhagulpore, Orissa, and Chota Nagpore 
Divisions (except Howrah and the Suburbs of Calcutt^a), ha^ been laid down 
by the Lieutenant-(jrovemor under section 15 of Act 111 (U.L.; ot lbS4 


' 0/ the qualification of voters. 

1. Persons otherwise qualified to vote must bo males, who have resided 
within the limits of the municipality for one year previous to the date of the 

election, persons who have, during the year 

immediately preceding the election, paid an aggregate amount of not less than 
Re.A-8inrespectof any rates imposed by the -Act, and who have been duly 
registered as hereinafter provided, shall bo qualified to vote. 

8. Subject to the proviso contained in rule 1, any person who, being a 
member‘of a joint undivided family, one of the members of which has, during 
the year preceding such election, paid in respect of any of the rates imposed by 
the Act an aggregate amount of not less than Re. I -8, is a graduate or licen- 
titate of any University, or holds a certificate as a Pleader or Mooktear, or 
holds any office or employment carrying a salary of not less tlian Rs. 50 per 
mensem, shall be entitled to vote. 


Of the registration of voters. 

4 As soon as possible after these rules shall have been published, the 
Magistrate of the district shall cause to be prepared a register of persons 
qualified to vote. Such register shall be prepared from the asse8.snient lists, 
from enquiries made by persons specially deputed for the purpose, and in such 
other manner as may appear expedient. Suci register shall from time to time 
be corrected and added to as the Magistrate may direct. It shall be tlje duty of 
the Chairman of the Municipality to furnish the Magistrate or the Sub- 
Divisional Officer with any available information required for the preparation 
and correction, from time to time, of the register iii question. 

6. At least one month before the date fixed for the elections as herein¬ 
after provided, an extract from the register, showing the persons qualified 
to vote within each Ward, shall be piiblished at suitable places within that 
ward. A copy of the whole register shall also bo published at the municipal

k Ihe M^istrate, or such other gazetted officer as ho may depute for 
the ptirpose, shall sit to hear and decide objections to, and claims for, regis- 
tration of voters on some date of which at least three days’ notice shall have 
been given, and which shall be at least ten days after the publication of t^e 
lists in question, and at least one week before the -iiate fixed for the commence¬ 
ment of the elections; and such decision shall be final. , , . . 

7. Hie ward li>t8 as amended, after the hearing and decision of claims 
and objections, shall bo considered as the final lists of persons entitled to vote 
at the elections, and no person whose name does not appear in the ward lists 
shall be permitted to vote. 


Of the qualification and the nomination of candidates, 

8. Any person qualified to vote under these rules shall be qualified for 

nomination as a candidate. . 

9. Any rate-payer qualified to vote may nominate any other qualified 

person as a candidate. . , , , ^ i- j i> 

10. The Mao-istrate shall, at least six weeks before the date fixed for the 
eommencement of the elections, issue noiices calling for nominations of candi- 
dates Such nominations shall be delivered at the municipal office within 
fourteen days from the date of publication of the notices in question, No 
ppmes of cAudidates shall be received after the expiratiop of such period. 
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11. Hie preliminary liat of candidates, with the names of the persons 
nominating them, shall be published in each ward, and at the municipal o£Blce, 
at least three' weeks before the date fixed for the commencement of the elec¬ 
tions. A notification shall at the same time be published, fixing a date for the 
hearing of objections to candidates. Such date shall be at least one week later 
than the publication of the notification in question. 

12. The Magistrate, or such other gazetted officer as the Magistrate may 
depute for the purpose, shall hear and decide all objections to candidates; and 
such decision shall be final. Before publishing the final list, he shall ascertain 
that all the candidates are eligible and willing to stand for election. 

13. The final list of candidates shall bo published in each ward, and at 
the municipal office, at least one week before the date fixed for the commence¬ 
ment of the elections. No candidate whose name is not contained in such list 
shall be eligible for election. 

Of the manner of holding elections, 

14. The elections for the different wards shall bo held on such date as 
may be fixed by the Lieutenant-Governor and notified in the CalouUa dazette* 

15. The Alagistrate shall decide at what place the election for each ward 

shall be held. _ _ *. 

16. The date fixed for the election in each ward shall be duly notified by 
beat of drum, and by the publication of notices in such ward at least one month 
beforehand. 

17. Each voter shall be entitled to vote for the ward in which he ordinarily 
resides, and for no other. He shall be entitled to vote for as many candi¬ 
dates as there are vacancies for such ward. 

18. All persons wishing to vote must be present at the elections. No 
votes by proxy or in writing shall be received. 

19. 'J he Magistrate, or such other gazetted officer as the Magistrate may 
depute for the purpose, shall preside at the election for each ward, assisted by 
a Committee of not less than three and not more than five rate-payers of the 
ward, nominated by the Magistrate. 

20. The j)roceedings shall commence by the presiding officer explaining 
the nature and objects of the meeting to the assembled voters.^ He shall then 
read cut the list of candidates, and state the number of vacancies. 

21. Each candidate shall then bo proposed by one qualified voter, and 
seconded by another. Subject to the control of the presiding officer on points 
of order, each candidate and his proposer and seconder shall be permitted to 
address the assembled voters on the subject of his candidature. The- names of 
candidates not duly proposed and seconded shall be removed from the list. 

22. In the case of the number of the candidates duly proposed and 
seconded not being greater than the number of vacancies, the presiding officer, 
if he is satisfied that not less than 10 per cent, of the registered voters for the 
ward or wards in which the election is taking place are present, shall at once 
declare such candidates to be duly elected. 

23. Jf the number of candidates duly proposed and seconded exceeds the 
number of vacancies, the presiding officer shall proceed to call for a show of 
hands in f avour of each candidate. The presiding officer shall decide and state 
which of the candidates have received the largest number of votes by the said 
shows of hands, Should no poll be demanded against any one candidate, he shall 
declare such candidate to be duly elected. 

24. Any defeated candidate, or his proposer or seconder, may demand a 
poll on his behalf, as against any or all o' the candidates selected under the above 
rule. 

25. When a poll is demanded, the votes shall then and there be recorded 
by the presiding officer with his own hand. All objections to voters shall, if 
possible, bo summarily decided by the presiding officer, atter reference to the 
register. No objections shall be entertained other than objections arising out of 
matters subsequent to registration under rule 6. 

26. The presiding officer shall then and there declare such candidates as 
have a clear majority of votes to be duly elected. Provided that no candidate 
shall be declarea to be duly elected unless at least 10 per cent, of the registered 
■voters for the ward have appeared and recorded their votes. 
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37. If 10 per cent, of iho registered voters for the ward are not present 
(Rule 22), or have not appeared and recorded their votes (Rule 2®)) the 
presiding officer shall report that the electors have failed, under section 16 
of the Act, to elect Commissioners for the ward, 

28. In case of an equality of votes for the same vacancy, and when the 
number of vacancies docs not admit of all the candidates who have obtained 
an equality of votes being eIo(!ted, the presiding officer shall postpone tlie 
election, fixing at the same time .'i. diito upon which the proceedings shall be 
re-commenced. Wiien the majority for any candidate consists only of disputed 
votes, with reforencb to which further enquiry appears to be necessary, the 
result of such enquiry sl^ll be notified on a subsequent date. 

29. The list of duly returned candidates for the whole municipality 
shall bo forwarded to the Commissioner of the Division for publication in the 
Calcutta Gazette. 

Miscellnneom. 

30. No election shall be invalidated on a point of form, provided that 
these rules have been substantially obeyed. 

31. • No election shall be invalidated on account of any irregularity what¬ 
ever, unless it shall appear that that uTegularity was such as materially to affect 
the result of the election.

Of the number of Commissioners and Wards. 

1. There shall bo 30 Commissioners, of whom 20 shall bo elected under 
these rules, and 10 shall be appointed by Government. 

2. The municipality shall be divided into 10 wards in accordance with 
the schedule annexed. 


Of the qualification of voters. 

3. Persons otherwise qualified to vote must be malesli who have resided 
within the limits of the municipality for one year previous to the date of the 
election. 

4. Subject to the above rule, all persons who have, during the year im¬ 
mediately preceding the election, paid an aggregate amount of not loss than 
Rs. 3 in respect of any rates imposed by the Act, and who have been duly 
registered as hereinafter provided, shall be qualified to vote. 

5. Subject to the proviso contained in rule 3, any person who, being a 
member of a joint imdivided family, one of the members of which has during 
the year preceding such election, paid in respect of any of the rates imposed by 
the Act an aggregate amount of not less than Rs. 3, is a gmduate or licentiate of 
any University, or holds a certificate as a Pleader or Mooktear, or holds any 
office or employment carrying a salary of not loss than Rs. 60 per mensem, 
shall be entitled to vote. 

Of the registration of voters. 

6. As soon as possible after these rules shall have been published, the 
M agistrate of the district shall cause to be prepared a register of persons 

Q ualified to vote. Such register shall be prepared urom the assessment lists, 
rom enquiries made by persons specially deputed for the purpose, and in such 
other manner as may appear expedient. Such register shaU from time to time

be ^rreoted and added to as the Magistrate may direct. It shall be the duty 
of th.e Chairman of the Municipality to furnish the Magistrate or the Sub- 
Divisional Officer with any available information required for the preparation 
and correction, from time to timo, of the register in question.

Provided that no candidate 
shall be declared to be duly elected unless at least 10 per cent, of the registered 
voters for the ward have appeared and recorded their votes.

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METEOROLOGICAL AND RAINFALL SUMMARY FOR THE MONTH OF 

OCTOBER 1884. 

Normal mteoroloffical features of tfie month .—The month of October in the IVovinoe of 
Beng8>l witnossos the transition from south-wost to north-east monsoon conditions. The trail* 
sitira is a comparatively slow process, and differs considerably in character from the establish¬ 
ment of the south-west monsoon. The latter is usually an energetic action—an advance of 
a maBriiv/3 current up the Bay, impelled from behind by very strong forces. The reverse 
process is one of gradual decay or increasing weakness. 

It has been more than once pointed out in these reports that the south-west monsoon is 
not a steady current, but is a series of up-rushes or advances of strong winds followed by 
intervals of \ 9 eak winds or of partial exhaustion. The intermittent advances of strong southerly 
winds bring up with them vast quantities of aqueous vapour. The chief feature of humid winds 
is that they deposit rain as soon as favourable conditions occur, and that certain actions accom¬ 
panying the rainfall increase the air motion. The mutual actions thus established hence tend for 
some time to extend the area of rainfall and increase its intensity. As the suppUes of acque- 
ous vai)our are limited, this action only goes on for a brief period, and is followed by an 
interval of weakness, partial rainfall, and light winds. Each upnish gives rise to much eddying 
motion in front, which frequently accumulates to such an extent as to produce a cyclonic 
disturbance of considerable intensity. Ilcnce it is that so many of the larger bursts of the 
monsoon rains in Bengal are preceded by cyclonic disturbances, which, as it were, carry the 
heavy rainfall with them o ver the country. The heaviest rainfall usually occurs near the 
front of the advancing moist winds, and plays an important port in their onward motion. It is 
almost certain that after the primary establishment of the monsoon current, the higher tempera¬ 
ture in the interior of India acts a very secondary part in producing these advances of humid 
and roin^giving winds. This is most strikingly shown by the fact that prolonged heat and 
drought in Upper India in June and July (such as occasionally occurs) is not as a rule followed 
by exceptionally heavy rain during the I'emainder of the monsoon, but by a continuation of the 
drought or previous hot weather. It appears to bo almost certain that after the monsoon is 
established it contains within itself forces or energy sufficient to ensure its continuance for 
some months. During the earlier monsoon months, its self-contained energy carries the 
current to the head of the Bay, and it recurves usually in East and North Bengal. As the 
monsoon season progresses, these advances generally become feebler, with longer intervals 
between them. After the beginning of October, they rarely advance as far as the head 
of the Bay, but recurve further south, and licnco give rainfall to the west coast, the area 
of heavy rainfall travelling southwards with the recurving current, which is usually finally 
displaced from the Hay in the beginning of December. Occasionally cylonic disturbances 
form in the Bay in front of the current in October, and advance to the north or west coasts 
of the Bay. The conditions are, at intervals of several years, favourable to the continued and 
prolonged accumulation of sufficient energy necessary to constitute an intense disturbance 
such as the Backergunj cyclone of 1876 or the Calcutta storm of 1864. The chief features of 
October ore rapidly diminishing temperature, increasimr pressure, and the pnwalenco of light 
northerly, and hence dry land, winds. In the early pari of tlio mouili, advances of humid 
winds into Bengal, due to uprushes of the monsoon cuirent, may ocjcur, cither quietly, or be 
preceded by cyclonic storms of moderate intensity. In the latter part of the mouth such 
advances are very rare, but may occui‘ under very exceptional circumstances. The smaller 
cyclonic disturbances whi(jh form in front of the recurved curroot, after what may be termed 
the establishment of the north-east monsoon on the Madras coast, usually advance to the west 
coast and strike it between Orissa and Ceylon, and further south generally as the season 
advances. Theso storms, however, usually modify the winds in Bengal and frequently give 
cloudy skies, and light to moderate rain, such as in fact generally obtains in the outslurts 
of a cyclonic disturbance. 

Average distribution of rainfall of the The normal distribution of rainfall for 

October is more irregular tLan that of the preceding mouths of the rains. The rainfall of 
the month is due, as indicated in the preceding remarks, -to two different causes or sets of 
actions. The first is the continuance of south-west monsoon conditions and rainfall in 
Bengal dming the early part of the month, for periods which vary considerably from year to 
year. The second is the advance of cyclonic storms, formed dining or after the recurvature of 
the south-wost monsoon over the centre of the Bay, which change usually initiates what is 
tenned the commenc^ement or burst of the norih-east monsoon on the Madras coast. I’h© 
average distribution of rainfall for the month is hence somewhat irregular, and the actual 
distriluition in any year may differ very greatly from the noriual, if a cyclonic storm of 
unusual intensity or character occur. The following statement of the average rainfall of the 
month as determined from the average of the past 16 jy^oars’ rainfall observations in 
which a few slight local irregularities in the normal distribution are omitte i, gives a fairly 
appr<jximate view. The avemge rainfall in Behor (with the exception of the Pumeah and 
North Bhagulpore districts) and Chutia Nagpur (excluding the districts immediately bordering 
on South-West Bengal) varies from two and a half inches to four inches. The amount is least 
for the Gya district. It varies between four and six inches in the case of the previously 
exce;pted districts, the western districts of Orissa, and the whole of Bengal, excluding the 
Julpxgoreo district and a narrow strip extending along the coast, and boimded on the north 
by a curved line running through Cuttack, Jajporc, Diamond Harbour, Port Canning, 
Chandpur and Chittagong. Over ihis long narrow area, the width of which varies from 
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20 to 60 miles, .tHe avetege rainfall exceeds 6 inches. It is absolutely greatest at False Point, 
for iid^oh it is 11*4 inches. 

Meteorological mmmary of the the end of the month of September south¬ 

west monsoon winds ^ of moderate force were blowing at the hSod of the Bay. There was at 
that time local depression of the barometer in Orissa and Ganjam. During the first two days 
of October the conations were unaltered. Moderate rain fell over the districts in and near 
the depression, that is in Orissa, South-West Bengal, and the southern districts of Chutia 
Nagpur, The current increased considerably in force and extent, and the area of minimum 

S ress^e was on the 3rd somewhat suddenly transfen’ed to South Behar and the Ilaza^ibagh 
istrict. Heavy rain fell over the whole of the interior on that and the following day. 
North Behar and the northern districts of North Bengal received unusually heavy rain. 
The depression and attendant cyclonic circulation disappeared on the 5th, when light and 
local showers fell in East and North Bengal. The barometer had risen rapidly on the 4th 
and 6th, and on the 6th the distribution of pressure in Bengal and at the head of the Bay was 
such as indicated the oommencoment of the north-east monsoon period. A few days of fine 
weather with light variable winds in Bengal and the north of the Bay followed. On the 
13th winds began to increase in force at the entrance to the Bay, which generated a disturbance 
of considerable intensity that passed across the coast near Negapatam on the evening of the 
16th. Eain fell in connection with it over the coast area as for north as ChandbalTy on the 
15th and 16th. This was followed by almost steady and continuous rain on the South 
Coromandel coast for some days until the 20th, when it almost entirely ceased. During this 
interval, the weather in Bengal was such as generally accompanies strong north-east 
monsoon winds on the Madras coast in October. Pressure was excessive, temperature 
unusually low, the air dry, and winds light to moderate, and from directions ranging 
between north-east and west over the Province generally. The barometer on the 19tn 
in Bengal was very nearly two-tenths of an inch above the mean height. • It then 
began to give way rajiidly, and the conditions in the Bay changed. The winds weak¬ 
ened in force, and rain ceased to fall in Southern India. On the 22nd the conditions were 
such as Txsually ])recedo the formation of a depression and cyclonic disturbance. The obser¬ 
vations of the 23rd showed that a well-marked depression was in existence off the Ganjam 
and Orissa coasts, and was marching slowly northwards. It proved to be a very large and 
shallow depression, and attended with winds of moderate force at and near the carth^s surface. 
It brought up very lai'go quantities of aqueous vapour, wliich speedily raised the humidity 
of the whole Province. Orissa received moderately heavy rain on the 23rd. The rainfall 
extended to the greater part of Bengal as well as Orissa on the 24th. General rain was 
received on the next day over the whole Province, except the northern districts of ^ North 
Bengal and the adjacent districts of North Behar. The influx now began to show signs of 
e:^austion. Little or no rain fell over the greater part of Orissa and South Bengal on the 
26th. The only districts which received heavy rain were the central and eastern districts of 
Behar. The barometer had risen rapidly dining the previous 48 hours. A few light local 
showers occurred on the 27th, (3liiefly in East and North Bengal, and were the last amounts 
received from this burst of roii^fall. Kne dry weather with clear skies prevailed during the 
remaining days of the week. 

Temperature ,—Tlie temperature of the month has boon almost without exception continuously 
below tho normal 1 lio two periods of rainfall were unusually cool; on both occasions the 
mean temporatui*e in Behar was for a short interval (on the 6th and tho 27th) from 6^ to 
8° below tho normal mean. The following table gives the variation from tho rman in each 
division for the live weeks ending 31st October

The night temperatm*o on the whole decreased from 8° to 12° over the interior duiing 
the month, and tho maximmn day tompemture from 5° to 8°. 

Preamre at tho commeiicemont of tho month was below tho normal. It was most 
deficient on the 1 st and 2nd in Orissa. On tho Six! tho area of most deficient pressure was 
transferred to Chutia Nagpur and Behar. Pressure inereased rapidly on the 4th and 5tli, and 
Ion the 6th was above Ihe normnl by amounts ranging from *01" at Pumeah to 08" at Cuttack, 
wt oscillated within nairow limits, and also inoroasod generally from that date until tho 19th, 
ahenitwasin excess by amoimts ranging fiTmi *14" at Cuttack to *18" at Patna and *21" 
at Durbhanga. It then commencod to diminish, and was below the average by varying 
amounts until the 20th, when it increased rapidly and was above the normal during the 
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remainder of the month. The mean pressare of the month iros in exeew hy amonnt^hiob 
averaged ’OS" in Orissa and Chutia Nagpnr, •06*’ in South-West Bengal, •07" in East,Bengal 
and *08" in Behar. The foUouring gives a riiort aooount of the two important bazomemo 
depressionB or storms of the month.. 

Barometric depremom md storms of the month .—Two dmressions of unusual ohazacter 
formed during the month. They ^ve rise to very mod^te winds and were.ohie^ 
remarkable for the large amount or rain which oooiuTed over the Provinoe under unususljy 
favourable conditions during their existence. • 

1$/.—Depression of the 8rd to tho 5th in Behar, Chutia Nagpur, and North Bengal. 
Moderate monsoon winds were blowing at the head of the Bay ana across the nmth of the 
Peninsiila from the Bombay coast on the 29th and 30th of SeptemW. il^ssure was at 
that time lowest in Orissa and Ganjam. This determined the rainfall on the 1st and 2nd 
chiefly to Orissa, South-We?t Bengal and Chutia Nagpur. In consequence probably of a 
large increase in the strength of the currents, or perhaps of some unknown atmos¬ 
pheric actions in Central or Upper India, the area of minimum pressure was trans- 
fon-cd on the 8rd to Behar and the adjacent districts of Chutia Nagpur. Pressure 
at 10 A. M. of tho 3rd was lowest at Hazaribagh and *13" below the normal. Heavy rain 
commenced to fall in North and Central Behar and the northern districts of North Bengal. 
Pressure increased rapidly, and on the 4th was generally above the normal. It was lowest 
in Central Behar, and thus drew the moist winds from the Bay chiefly into North Bengal 
and Behar, where abnormally heavy rain was now received. The barometer continued to rue, 
and on the 5th there was no longer a local depression, nor any definite cyelonio circulation. 
Shower? more or loss local in character fell during the 5tb, after which fine dear weather 
sot in. 

2ndl—Depression of the 22nd to the 27th. This oommenoed to form immediately 
after the first break in the north-east monsoon rains on the Coromandel coast. Its existence 
was not plainly indicated by the observations at the coast stations of the Bay until the 
morning of tho 23rd, when there was a well-marked depression and cyelonio cdrculation 
covering Ganjam and Orissa and the adjacent portion of tho Bay. The depression inten¬ 
sified ^ghtly and drifted northwards. The centre crossed the coast on the evening of the 
25th, and was near Calcutta at 10 a.m. of the 26th. It filled up rapidly during the miy and 
disappeared before 10 a.m. of tho 27th. It was throughout a very shallow depression and tho 
winds unusually feeble near the earth's surface. It, however, brought up very large sup- 
^es of vapour, which were carried northwards and westwards as far as North Bengal and 
West Behar, and gave general rain over the whole Province, which was largo in amount 
in many of the districts of Behar and North Bengal that bad received very deficient 
rainfall in August and September. 

The rainfall of the month was entirely dependent upon tho two depressions 
described above. Its chief feature is that it occurred moirt abundantly in those districts which 
received most deficient rain during the preceding months of August and September. 

Time distribution of the rainfall .—On the let and 2nd, light to moderate showers fell in 
Orissa, Chutia Nagpur, South-West Bengal, and the. southern districts of East Bengal, and 
on the 2nd in North Bengal and the Sonthal Pergunnahs. The amounts received wCte in no 
case large, but such as to indicate fairly general and uniformly distributed rainfall over a large 
area. The transfer of low pressure to South Behar on the 3rd initiated and accompanied 
one of the most general and largest bursts of rainfall dimng the previous monsoon in that 
area. It was heaviest on the whole m North Behar and Bengal. The following amounts 
exceeding 4 inches were registered at 6 f.m. of the 3rd

Th,e ninfall of the 5th was, in oompatison with the ^revions, small p amotint. Showers 
^Ting fairly ^neral, but very moderate, rain were reoeiyed in North and East^engal, and 
the Fomean, Durbhunga, and Moorshedabad districts. 

' From the 6th to the 23id no rain occurred over the FroTinoe, with the exo^timi of one 
or two very light local showers, and a feeble burst of rain in the Pooree and Cuttack districts 
on the 16th and 16th, due to a slight disturbance in the south of the Bay, whioh 
advanced to the west coast, and affected the weather as far north as the Balasore district. 

The disturbance which formed in the north-west of the Bay on the 22nd began to 
m ve rain to the coast districts on the 23rd. Orissa obtained heavy rain on that day, agA 
^ht to moderate local showers pcourred in South-West Bengal and the CUtta^ng ai^«-" 
Backergunge districts. The heaviest fall on the 28rd was 6’1 inches at Pooree. The area of 
general ramfall on the 24th included the whole of Orissa, South-West Bengal, East 
Ben£^ (excepting Mymeueiugh), and the southern districts of North Bengal.

A few light local showers of little importanco occurred on the 27th. Dry weather with clear 
skies obtained during the remaining days of the month. 

Local (iistrihulion of rainfall .—The total rainfall of the month was less than two inches in 
the Chumparun and Sarun ^stricts, and in the more southern districts of Chutia Nagpur. It 
ranged between two and six inches in the whole of the remaindor of the Province, excepting a 
Tinr -.iw strip of tho coast area, and the eastern portions of Comillah and Mymensing, and the 
Coooh BeW and Darjeeling districts, Pumcah, Bhagulpore, and the larger part of Durbhunga 
and Mozufferpore, and tho northern portion of the Sonthal Pergunnahs, in which it ranged 
from 6 inches upwards to 15 inches. It exceeded 10 inches over a small portion of the Onssa 
and South-West Bengal coast area, and also locally in the Cooch Behar district, and at 
Darjeeling and Muddapur in the North Bhagiilpore district. 

The rainfall was in defect over the western districts of North Behar, the greater part of 
South Behar, Chutia Nagpur, the whole of Orissa, except a very small tract on tho coast, and 
tho greater part of Central Bengal. Tho deficiency was less than two inches, except in parts 
of Burdwan, Chumparun, and tne Cuttack districts. 

It was in excess over tho central and eastern districts of North Behar, the northern 
districts of North Bengal, the Sonthal Perguimahs, Bancoora, the southern districts of 
South-West Bengal bordering on the coast, and the whole of East Bengal, oxoludiug Furreod- 
pore and Dacca. Over a largo portion of this it exceeded two inches, and was greater than five 
inches in very small areas represented by the following stations:—Pooree, Contai, Maddupur, 
Coooh Bohor, and Perozepore. Tho same facts are expressed more'precisely in the language of 
percentages in tho table given below which gives complete data for the comparison of the a.ctual 
and normal rainfall of the month of October in every district of tlio Province. Tho figures aro 
derived from tho average and actual rainfall of the raiu-rocording stations in each district, duo 
weight being made for the area which each station represents. Tho first column gives the normal 
or average district rainfall as determined from the weighted rainfall observations of the 
past 15 years. The second column gives the actual district rainfall of the past month, deter¬ 
mined by tho same method from the actual rainfalls of the month at the registering stations 
in each district. Tho third column expresses the ratio of tho actual district rainfall of thb past 
month to tho normal rainfall of tho same period as a percentage. The fourth column gives 
the some information as tho third column, but stated in a slightly different form. It expresses 
as a percentage how much the rainfall of each district for the past month varied in excess or 
defect from the normal rainfall, and hence gives the difference between the numbers in the 
third oolomn and 100.

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SUMMARY OP THE METEOROLOGICAL AND RAINFALL OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN BENGAL DURING THE WEEK ENDING THE 7th NOVEM- 
BEK 1«84. 


After the considerable burst of rainfall of the last week of October (which ooounfed 
between the 23rd and the 27th , line weather with clear skies and northerly winds set in again 
over the,Province, and continued to the end of the month. Monsoon winds apparently prevailed 
during this period over the south of the Pay. They were, however, not continued to the Coro¬ 
mandel coast in the normal manner, and weather became unsettled in the Bay on the 31st of 
October. A rapid fall of the baroinet('r occurred on the first day of the week under review. 
The winds shifted at the head of the Bay, and indicated feeble cyclonic circulation. A small 
but scvorawliirl was generated, probably on the morning of the 1st, in the north-east of 
the Bay, and passed along the Chittfigong coast, and across the mouth of the Megna into the 
Noakholly and Commillah districts. As it filled up almost entirely before the morning of 
the 2nd, the observations give little infonnation of its advance. Very strong winds blew 
over, and to the ejist of, the path of the centre. It lasted for about five hours (from noon to 
5 p.M.) at Chittagong and inflicted mucli damage on the native craft. It gave very heavy rain 
to the Chittagjpng, Noakholly, Commillali, and Backergunge districts, rao(l(?rately heavy rain to 
the remainder of East Bengal, and liglit rain to Jessore, Khulna, Bogra, and Puhna. The 
Noakholly district received an average of 7 8 iinhes, Backergunge of 4'3 inches, Chittagong of 
2*5 inches, and Commillah of I -8 inches. The avi^rage rainfall of East Bengal for the 24 hours 
ending () p.m. of the 1st was 2 2 inches. After it passed away, winds began to strengthen again 
on the Coromandel Toast. On the morning of the 3rd north-east monsoon gradients were again 
established over the Bay. Heavy rain conimencod to fall on that day on the South Coromandel 
and Ceylon coasts. Madras received nearly 23 inches, and Negapatam 21 i inches, hot ween the 
3rd and the 10th. The weather in Bengal from the 2nd has been sucli as usually accompanies a 
strong north-east monsoon on tho Madias coast. Pressure has been steadily above the average; 
the mean dally temperature from 2° to 5'^ below the normal; the minimum night temperature 
unusually low; tho aii* drier than usual; and the noiih-westerly Aviuds very steady. 

PmHure was slightly above the average at the end of the previous week, on Friday? 
tho 31st' October. A very rapid fall occurred during the next hours, which was largest in 
amount at Calcutta ( 15") and 8aiigor Island rH''', and diminished northwards, westwards, and 
eastwards. A slight depr(?ssion was hence in existence at the In^ad of the Bay, indicating some 
disturbance. A small eyclonio storm or eddy passed northwards along the Chittagong coast 
and across the mouth of the Megna duiiug tho day. It commonood to fill up durinj^ Iho night, 
and completely disappeared on Sunday morning, when the haromoter was rising rapidly. 
Prossm’e was considerably above the averiige on the 3rd by amounts ranging from 03^' to ‘OH". 
During the remainder of the week it oscillated within narroAV limits, and the changes were of 
no iraportanoe The mean pressure of the week was approximately nomal in Orissa, East 
Bengal, 8outh-Wost Bengal, and Chutia Nagiiur. It was excessive in Bchar, more especially 
in Central Behar, as represented by Durhhunga and Patna. 

Tfmpmfture.--TL]n^. dislurhance at the commencement of tho week brought up moist 
winds into the Province, which increased the humidity, produced more or loss cloud in Bengal, 
and, as a fui-ther consequence, increased temy)erature, excejit in the area of heavy rainfall. 
Hence temperature was slightly above tho normal in Orissa and South-West Bengal on 
the 2nd and 3rd Normal cold-weather conditions and dry cool winds were established 
generally over the Province again on the 3rd or 4th, and temperature was considerably 
below the normal in all divisions after the 3rd. This was chiotly due to tho abnormally low 
night temperatures. The following table giving the minimum night temperature on the 
first, and last day of the week at nine stations illustrates the reduction that has ooourred 
during the week:—

The night temperature has hence diminished from 10° to 18® during the past fortnight 
over the whole of the interior of tho Province. 

3 he mean teraperaturo of the week was 4° less than tho normal mean at the East Bengal 
stations, 2° to 3° less in Bohar and Chutia Nagpore, and 1° to 2° in Orissa and South-West 
Bengal. 

Eam/alL^-Tho only rainfall of the past week occurred in connection with the disturhanoe 
of tho Ist. Rain was received over the whole of East Bengal, tho Jessore and Khoolna 
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amount received was unusually largo in the Noakholly, Backerg;unge, Commillah and Chitta¬ 
gong districts, and moderate or small in 'he remainder of the area of disturbance. The 
following table gives the rainfalls registered at 6 p.m. of the 1st, exceeding two inohes:—

A few light showers fell on the 2nd, but they were of no importance. Tlte average rain¬ 
fall of the week is very small, except in the coast districts of Orissa and East Bengal It is 
less tlran a tenth of an inch genomlly in Bohar, and than a quarter of an inch over the 
greater part of North and South-West Behar and the northern districts of East Bengal It 
varies between half an inch and an inch and a half over Orissa and the coast districts of 
East Bengal. The rainfall of the week was eight times its normal amount in Noakholly, six 
times in Baikcrguuge, four times in Commilloli and ( hitta.'ong. It was in excess by small 
or moderate' amounts in Mymensingh, Dacca, and Fmreedi'ore. It was slightly in defect in 
Jessore and Bogra and Puhua. No rainfall in any other district of the Province.

The results of observations at the Alipore Observatory are not ngorouslv comparable with 
the registers of past years (at the Park-street Observatory). The barometer is about 3 feet 
higher at Alipore, and, other things being equal, reads therefore *003 lower. The diurnal range of 
temperature is also greater at Alipore, and the mean temperature apparently about 0*8 lower; and 
finally, the thenuometer, which has furnished the record of temperature at the JMirrcyor-(jeneraPs 
Office during the last 20 years and upwards, is found to read 0*6 higher thin the Kew standard 
thermometer, which is the standard of reference at the present Observatory.

Coal^ «p.—This decrease is attributable to fluctuating demand on foreign railways. 

Sailwav Material, Foreign ,—The heavy fulling oft in this material was owing to the despatches for State and other 
railways under construction having been less than during the corresponding period last year. 

Seedi. —Small stocks, and buyers holding out for lower rates, caused a less active market than last year. 

-This decrease is accounted for by the old crop having been deficient and the new crop riot in the market* 
Cotton,^Th\% is assignable to a drop in the prices at Liverpool, which catised dulness in the Indian markets. 

Sugar *—Partial failure of last year’s crop accounts for the falling off in this staple. 

WAeai*~-A.u exceedingly dull market, and almost total absence of demand for export, account for the decrease in wheat 
traffic.

Ghee* —Due to ordinary fluctuation of trade.

RESOLUTION. 

Read again— 

Circular letter to CommisBioners of Divisions, No. 16T—R, dated 7tli October 1884. 
calling for detaiUid reports on tho harvest prospects, and on the state of the water 
and fodder-supply in tho Ijowor Provinces of Bengal. 

Read— 

The Reports submitted in reply by the Commissioners of the Pntnn, Bhagulpore, Chota 
Nagpur, Orissa, Presidency, Burdwan, Raj shahye, Dacca and Chittagong Divisions. 

• The rainfall statistics for each district of the Lower Provinces of Bengal for the six 
months ending 81 st October 1884. 

The south-west monsoon of tlie year 1883 was feeble in Bengal and gave 
deficient rainfall over a large part of the province. It terminated much earlier 
than usual in the last week of September. There was a remarkable atmosjjheric 
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disturbance in the first week of December 1883, which gave general rain to the 
greater part of the province, but with this exception the last cold-weatht r rains 
■were unusually li.i>lit. The first six or seven weeks of the following hot weather 
■were hence excessively dry, the temperature increasing with great rapidity and 
culminating in a period of extreme heat and dryness during the second and third 
weeks.of April last. Higher ternf)eratures and lower ranges of liumidity wore 
registered at the Bohar stations at that time than have been observed for many 
years in Ajrril. 'I'he intense heat in the interior gave rise to strong sea winds, 
which jrroduc.id much atmospheric disturbance during the early part of last 
May, and, in consequence, frequent local storms of abnonnal severity in every 
part of these province.s, excefrt South Bohar and Chota Nagpur, whore dry 
westerly "winds jwevailed. About the 10th May dry hot weather again sot in. 

The general influence of the heated interior regions of India now began to 
draw the south-east winds across the equator, and thus to generates the south-west 
monsoon at the entrance to the Bay of Bengal. Stjually weather with strong 
south-west winds and heavy rain followed, which culminated in a small 
but intense cyclonic disturbance which struck tlie Arracan coast at Akyab. 
A short lull followed this brief ruslI of wind and rain, when another outburst 
of less intensity, but greater diffusion, j)crmanently established the south¬ 
west monsoon over the Bay. fl'lic monsoon reached tiie Bengal coast on 
the 31st of May, and by the first week of June had extended over the ■wdiolo 
province.' The rainfall of May was above the average over nearly the whole 
of North and East Bengal, and the greater part of South Bengal, excessive 
local falls occurring in (Jooch Behar, Julpigori, Myniensingli, and South 
Chittagong. It was de6cient over tlio remainder of the provitice, more 
especially in Oris.sa and the Darjeeling Hills 

t he subsequent distribution of the monsoon rainfall was larg ly duo to the 
peculiar atmo.spheric conditions which obtained at the commencement and during 
the greater part of the rains. Barometric pressure was relatively high in 
East Bengal, and perhaps Norlh Bengal. It was, on the other hand, lowest, 
relatively to the nonnal distribution, in Orissa and Chota Nagpur. These 
peculiar conditions helped to draw the main body of the monsoon current 
into the south-western districts of the province, and hence to give abnor¬ 
mally light monsoon rains over the area of excessive pressure and its neigh¬ 
bourhood, including East and North Bengal and North and Central Behar. 

The monsoon current at its first establishment over the province > was 
feeble; and the transition from the showery weather of the month of May 
to the rains of Jtino was therefore much less marked than usual. Light 
to moderate rain fell during the first week of June, and fairly abundant rain 
during the second week. A partial break in the rains then ensued, to lx* 
followed by a storm at the head of the Bay in the third week r)f the month, 
and by several days’ general rain. The rainfall of June was very irregu¬ 
larly distributed ; Orissa and the adjacent districts of South-West Bengal 
receiving too much, whih^ the fall was below the average over the remainder 
of the province. The deficiency, however, was small, except in Beorbhoom, 
Bankoora, Shahabad, and Chota Nagpur. 

In July a series of five small storms, which formed in rapid succes.sion near 
the head of the Bay, gave heavy rain to the Orissa and < hota Nagjuir districts 
over which they passed, and drew away the rain-giving winds from East 
and North Bengal and Behar. Tlio rainfall of Julv was accordingly 
in excess over tlio greater part of Orissa and Chota Niigpur, Midna- 
pore, and the coast districts of South and East B ugal. It was also 
lof-ally in exciiss in Purneah and Cooch Bohar, but elsewhere in defect, the 
deficiency being greatest in Central Behar, Beug.il, Mymonsingh, and 
Dacca. 

The (Mirly part of the month of August was marked by a break in the 
rains in North Bengal and Behar, followiid by a more prolonged cessation in 
North Boiigal, Bohar and Chota Nagpur. Die rainfall of the month was 
below the imrinal everywhere, with the exception of one or two isolated areas 
where it was excessive. The deficiency was proportionately largest over 
Central and North Behar, Central and No.th Bengal, and the northern 
districts of East Bengal, and exceeded 50 per cent, iu Bogra, Dinageporo, Nud- 
dea, and Bajshahye.

In spite of a prolonged break, the rainfall of September was above the 
average over the noi’th-western .and southern districts of Behar, Chota Nagpur, 
the southern and central districts of South-West Bengal, and the coast districts 
of East Bengal. Klsewliore it was in defect, the deficiency being greatest 
ill Mymeiisingh, and in the Rajshahye and Bhagulpore Divisions. 

l''ho rainfall in Oct(jber was of a very unusual nature and extremely 
favourable, corisidcriug the previous character of the monsoon. Early in the 
month a depression formed in Behar, due apparently to the combined action 
of the Bombay and Bontrid branches of the monsoon current. This gave 
general raiti over the whole of Behar and the greater portion of Bengal, 
the rain being heaviest over the area most in want of it, including the 
north-eastern districts of North Behar and the northern and central districts 
of North Bengal. This rain was followed by clear dry weather with northerly 
winds, but after a short interval heavy rain, with north-east winds, continued 
for some days. This ceased on the 20th, but immediately a small depre8.sion 
formed olF the north west coast of the Bay, which, advancimr into South-West 
Bengal, gave genenil rain, uniformly uistributed, over the whole province. 
The usual cold-weather winds then began, and the south-west monsoon ended. 
Thus the south-west monsoon of 1884 was of unusual character. It was, as 
a rain-giving currcuit, moderatedy strong in Juno and the earlier parj of July, 
excessively weak in August, sonunvhat stronger in September, and above average 
strength in October. One of the more important features of a weak monsoon is 
the abnormal irn'gularity of the distribution of the rainfall. A refcirence to the 
tables printed as an a])p('ndix to this Uesolution wall show that this f('.ature was 
very strongly marked, and that even in the same district the rainfall varied 
within wide limits, so that oiu; station received ample supplies, whilst an 
adjac'cnt one suffenjd from drought. 

The fovegf)ing paragi’aphs give a general sketch of the meteorological con¬ 
ditions which prevailed ihroughout Bengal during the last year. It remains to 
ihdicat(5 how tlu'se varied in the several divisions, and how the variations affected 
the outturn of the cro])s. 'the result will sfi'erd a further confirmation of the 
close dependence of tin* ha»ve.st outturn of the.so provinces on the propitious 
distribution of the rainfulb rather than (within nece.<8ary limits'/ on its actual 
quantity. It will also supply a ])roof of the great advantages to Government 
of a competent Motooi’ologieal Department, botli as indicating harvest pros¬ 
pects, and as affording an invaluable check on the correctness of local 
estimates of crop jiroduee or croj) failure. 

d'o begin with Oris.sa, there was in that Division very light rain in May and 
Augu.st, hut (piantiti('s ahovc* the normal fc'll in Juno and September. On 
the whole ilu) r-ainfall for th(! s{'a.son varied hut .slightly from tho averago, 
and Avas in exce.ss in the Bala.sore district. The nu'teorological <;omlitions 
W'cre therebm! favomuble to agricndtnral opemlions, and accordingly the Com- 
mis.si()ner considiTs tliat then' is “no cause for anxiety regarding food, water, 
or fodder-sujiply in any of tln^ di.stricts of the division.” In Bala.son;, indeed, 
the alnindaiit rainfall enabh's tin; (Collector, Mr. Grant, to report that in his 
district th(> “ ju'o.spc'cts of the harv('.st are unusually bright.” 

Again in South-West and (k'litral Bengal, thaf is to say, in thcBimlwan and 
Presid('ncy Divi.sions, fairly abundant rain fell in May and June, although 
there was much local variation. The rainfall of .Inly and Angaist was consider¬ 
ably below the average, but lln^ (hdteiency Avas in .sonu' mea.sure made good in 
the soutlu'vn and eastern districts by anq)le rain in Septomhor, and moderate 
rain in Oc.tobcr. 'I’he rainfall of the Avhole seu.son Av^as fi’om 19 to 25 per cent, below 
the normal in Burdwan, NAiddea, Moonshedabad, and portions of Bi?erbhoom. 'J'he 
crop results suggested by the uu'teorological observalious coincide, oii the whole, 
with the iuforiuntion regarding the liarA'osts rej)o)'t('d by the local officers. 
Beginning AVifb the I’ro.sidency Division, it may on the Avhole be said with 
the C'ominissiom'r that “ there is no cause for anxiety regarding food, water, or 
fodder-supply in any of the distnets in this di\'i.sion.” It must, howcA^er, be 
added that, although iu tho diAdsit)U as a. Avhole things are not such as to 
suggest any a])preheusiou of scarcity, th(' outturn in Nuddea and Moorshedabad 
is likely to he thdicient. In tho Kaligunge thana, and in a portion of tlie 
Meherj)ore suh-division of the former district, there has been a considerable 
failure of crop, and some deficiency of water-supply is also anticipated. There 
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is indeed, according to the Commissioner, no cause for immediate alarm, and as in 
regard to the other portions of the district no special anxiety is felt, it wiir tie 
omy necessary to direct attention to a limited area. In regard to this area, 
further enquiries are now being instituted. As in Nuddea, so also in Moorshed- 
abad only a limited area is affected to such an extent as to create anxiety. 
Although* the crops are reported to be short in different proportions all over 
the district, there has been nowhere complete failure. Importation of food 
is going on briskly in several places, and although in the spring, or perhaps 
earlier, it may be necessary to provide employment for certain classes, the 
reports do not indicate that pressure, if it supervenes, will be greater than can 
be met by a moderate expenditure on public works. In regard to the tracts 
affected in both districts, a further report is to bo submitted by the Com¬ 
missioner after visiting the spot and considering local requirements. Finally, 
the Commissioner reports that the crops are satisfactory in Khulna, the 
24-i’orgminahs and Jessore. 

Looking to the Burdwan Division, it is apparent that there is no cause for 
anxiety in the Hooghly, Howrah, Bankura, and Midna])orc districts. In the 
Beerbhoom district the outtui'n of the autumn rice averages f> annas in the 
Sudder and 5 annas in the Kani})ore Hat sub-division, while the far more 
important amun or winter crop giv('S })romiso of an average of 7 annas in the 
former and 5 annas in the latter area. No misgivings are felt regarding 
fodder, aiid the water-supply is only threatened in isolated localities. Trade is 
brisk, and stocks in hand are reported to bo still considerable. On the whole, 
the Commissioner thinks it improbable that general measm’os of relief will 
be required in Beerbhoom, though perhaps here and there some trifling 
assistance may be necessary beyond that already afforded. It is evident, 
however, that the district will require attention. Portions of it promise an 
average harvest, while in other parts a serious failure of crop is to bo appre¬ 
hended. It is indeed probable that, taken as a whole, the pi*oduco of the 
district will sufiice for its wants, while means of remunerative employment 
will be afforded to the able-bodied portion of the population by the recently 
commeiKJcd works on the Bengal-Nagpur Railway. Still watchfulness is 
necessary, having regard to the recent pressure, tliough on the whole the 
district seems likely to tide over its difliculty. 

In the Culna sub-division of the Burdwan district, the Montessur thana will 
have a deficient <!rop outturn, and some doubt is also expressed as to the suffi¬ 
ciency of the water supply. From the Cutwa sub-division the information is not 
precise, but, so far as can be judgcid, no assistance will probably bo necessary. 
A further report on this point will, however, bo submitted. In the Kanksa 
thana of the Kaneegungc sub-division, where little or no aus is grown, the 
winter crop is reported to have suffered severely ; and mudi the same state of 
things is said to prevail in the Bood-Bood, Ausgram, and Sahibgunge tlianas of 
the Hudder sub-division. All these localities, however, are within easy reach 
of the Jtengal-Nagj)ur Railway w'orks, where ample employment can be found 
for all labourers, aud things may turn out better than is now anticipated. On 
the whole, then, it may be said with regard to Central and South-Western 
Bengal that no anxiety need be felt except in respect of isolated tracts in the 
Nud(l(?a, Burdwan, and possibly also in the Beerbhoom districts. 

Passing to East Bengal, including the Dacca and Chittagong Divisions, 
we have s<'en from the meteorologi(;al returns that this part of the country 
received abundant rain in May and Juno, while the 8upj)liesof July and August 
were considerably below the average. J’he rainfall of September and October 
was irregularly distributed, but was generally in excess. In September the My- 
mensingh district received unusually small amounts, only 28 per cent, of the aver¬ 
age of the month. 'I'akingthe division asawbole, the deficiency for the season 
exceeded 20 per cent, in the Mymensingh district only, for which it was 30 per 
cent., this being the oidy district in which the rainfall was seriously deficient. 
Hie local rejiorts as to the crops entirely Ixiar out what might have been inferred 
from the rainfall distribution. Inthewliole of the Chittagong Division the out¬ 
turn of both rice harvests promises to be fully iij) to the average. In Backergunge 
the prosjiects of the year are oven better than usual, and a largely increased 
export of rice from that district is anticipated. Similar accounts are given 
from Furreedpore. In Dacca there has been a fair crop, failure being ajiparent 
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»tily on the high lands, while such pressure as may be experienced in the 
north of the district bordering on Mymensingh will be toply met by employ¬ 
ment “bn the works of the Dacca-Mymensingh Railway. In Mymensingh 
itself, where the rainfall has been least propitious, the only part of the district 
wherp prospects are indifferent is the Attia sub-division; and even in Attia 
it is stated that “ there is no cause for anxiety.” 

In North Bengal, heavy rain in May was followed by a deficiency, increas¬ 
ing^ steadily from 16 per cent, in June to 64 per cent, in September. Abuddant 
rain fell in all districts, except Bogra and Rajshahye, in October; but the 
results of the season show that the deficiency of rain was greatest in Rungpore, 
Bogra, and Dinagepore. 

In the case of this division the reports of the local officers show that the 
deficient rainfall has been followed by a more or less marked failure of crop, 
showing itself in numerous isolated localities rather than in continuous tracts. 
In the Rajshahye district, taken as a whole, the crop will be short, and, 
although it nxay very probably be that the people in many parts of the 
district will bo pinched, the opinion of the Collector, that there is no cause 
to fear a general scarcity over the whole district, may be accepted as correct. 
The circumstances as disclosed at present support the Commissioner’s view 
that, if any assistance is rofjuired in the shape of relief works, it will only be 
required in isolated placics, and probably not miich, if at all, in excess 
of what the Road (Jess Funds can provide. In Dinagepore there will be no 
vyant of food, water, or fodder, and if any pressure be experienced in the south 
and south-west of the district where crops have suffered most, it will not be 
greater than ordinary employment on the district roads will suffice to meet. 
In Rungpore and J*ubna juospects are such as to call for no special measures of 
any kind, while the condition of Julpigori and Darjeeling is satisfactory. In 
regard to Bogra, the remaining district of the division, the tract cast of the Kara- 
toya river is reported to be safe, while in the area west of that river the aus was 
cither an av(a’uge or a bumper crop, the promise of the amun being something 
under half of an ordinary c,rop. Throughout the division the spring crops 
are reported to promise well. On these facts the Commissioner expects that 
Government will find it nec-essary to supplement the ordinary road cess 
expenditure by grants for other relief works. I’ho experience of last year 
in this tra(!t shows that the people are far better able to support pressure 
from crop failure than had then been supposed. No doubt their capa¬ 
city lo withstand the eff(.‘cts of crop failure is less after two indifferent 
harvests than after one; still, on the facts now disclosed, the Lieutenant-Governor 
is not disposed to embark, without further evidence as to necessity, on such 
undortiikings for relief pur])oscs as were begun last year, only to show that 
the alleged necessity for tluan did not exist. The tract is one which should 
certainly receive the attention of the loe-al officers, the condition of the people 
being described from time to time in the periodical reports prescribed at the 
close of this Resolution. 

In Behar the rainfall throughout the season up fi) Oedober was unusually 
deficient in every district exc.cpt Chumparun, where the rain of September was 
excessive. The deficiency was most serious in Purneah and North Bhagulporo, 
which received oidy 86 jcisr cent, of their normal amount, and in Monghyr and 
South Bhagulporo, whicL oblained only fiO per cent. In October matters im¬ 
proved, and the whole of Behar, except Ohumparun and Sarun, received 
abundant rain, Purneah and the Sonthal Pergunnahs being specially favoured 
in this respecit. 'I’lio total rainfall of the soastm was deficiemt by amounts 
varying from 20 per cent, in Sarun, Shahabad, Gya, Patna, Monghyr, 
Bhagulporo, and the Sonthal Pergunnahs, to 72 per cent, in Gya and the 
Sonthal Pergunnahs. 

For the Patna Division tln^ agricultural results may bo summed up in the 
statement, that the four districts of Ohumparun, Sarun, Mozufferporo, and Shaha¬ 
bad are declared to bo safe, while the remaining three districts of Durbhunga, 
Patna, and Gya are also free from danger, except the Suddor and Nowada 
sub-division in (jl}'a, the Behar sub-division of Patna, and the Sudder sub-division 
of the Durbhunga district, 'i ho fact that the portion of the Monghyr district 
which borders on Durbhunga is reported to be well off should lead to more 
careful enquiry as to the condition of the tracts about Roserah, which are now 
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Stated to exhibit indications of future scarcity. In the Bhagulpore Divisi(% 
ho scarcity is apprehended in Monghyr and !nimeah. In portions of Bhagul¬ 
pore and the Sonthal Pergunnahs some pressure is anticipated, although, 
on the information now furnished, the Lieutenant-Governor is not pr^aned 
to accept that condusion. From Maldah the reports are less satisfactory, 
but as the information regarding the condition of the people and the 
state of the crops in Maldah has already on more than one occasion been 
found on examination to be inaccurate, the Lieutenant-Governor will post¬ 
pone forming a final opinion uhtil the new Collector of the district has 
had time to enquire into the facts. Meanwhile, the Commissioner has already 
been instructed to give adequate relief wherever needed. 

1110 rainfall of Chota Nagpur was intermediate in character between that 
of Behar and Orissa. It was in defect until September, when the division 
received copious rain. This state of things corresponds with the crop reports 
and estimates of the local officers, which show that the prospects of the season 
are imsatisfactory only in those parts of Chota Nagpur which border on areas of 
failure in the Patna and Burdwan Divisions. The report of the Commissioner 
that there is no present cause for anxiety as regards food, fodder, and water-supply 
in any district of his division, and the further fact that the prospects of the 
winter rice have been improved by the October rain, seem to place Chota 
Nagpui;’beyond the reach of anxiety. 

To conclude, the only portions of these Provinces regarding which further 
enqtiiry or special measures of precaution or assistance seem to bo called fpr 
during the coming year are the Sudder and Nowada sub-divisions of Gya, 
the Behar sub-division of Patna, the Sudder sub-division of Durbhunga, 
portions of the Burdwan, Nuddea, Moorshedabad, and possibly also of Sio 
Maldah, Beerbhoom and Bogra districts. Even here it is evident that the crop 
failure does not cover the whole of the areas indicated. Further and more minute 
enquiries will now be necessary in order to determine, in accordance with the 
principles laid down in the Provisional Famine Code, the villages likely to be 
actually affected by distress, the classes of people in each village likely to need 
relief, the best means of affording it, and the probable cost. Special atten¬ 
tion should also be paid to stimulating private charity and enlisting the co¬ 
operation of local residents of influence and public spirit in meeting such dis¬ 
tress as may be expected to occur. These enquiries have no doubt been already 
completed either wholly or partially, but the facts should now bo reviewed in 
the light of the preceding^ remarks, and the result reported within one ‘month 
from this date. Meanwhile, in anticipation of such reports, the Lieutenant- 
Governor relies on the energy and resource of local officers to meet with ade¬ 
quate measures of relief any sudden emergency, should such, contrary to expec 
tation, arise; and to that end he will be prepared to consider applications for 
funds in addition to those already granted, or for increased establishments, 
which Commissioners may on sufficient grounds deem it necessary to make.

Bbferhino to your circular No. 16T—R, dated 7th October 1884,1 have the honour to 
report that there is no cause for anxiety regarding food, water, or fodder supply in any of the 
districts of this division. The Collector of Balasore, Mr. Grant, reports that the prospects of 
the harvebt in his district are unusually bright.

In accordance with the instructions contained in Government Circular No. 16TB, dated 
the 7th October 1884, I have the honour to submit the following report on the state and 
prospects of the crops, and the condition of the people, in each sub-division of each district in 
this division. 

2. As far as I can gather from the reports received from the several Oolleotors, there 
is no cause for anxiety regarding food, water, or fodder-supply in any of the districts in this 
division. In Nuddea and Moorshedahad, however, the prospects of the crops are not very 
brilliant, and the outturn as estimated is not suflScient. The prospects of the crops in 
Bongong of the Jessoro district are also not very favourable. I give below au abstract of 
the district reports, toL'other with my opinion with regard to the condition of oach district. 

3. ' ^^-Fergunnaha ,—As regards the sudder sub-division, there is no reason to apprehend 
any want of food, fodder, or water in this tract. The late rice premise well. It wanted only 
a shower of rain at the end of October, and this foil exactly as it was required. This rain 
will, it is stated, prove highly beneficial to both paddy and vegetables, and a full crop is ex¬ 
pected. The general health of the public has also been reported to be good. 

4. The am crop, which, however, forms not more than about a sixteenth port of the 
whole rice crop, appears to have been a 10-anna one. 

6. As to the increased price of food grains ruKng at the present moment, it is observed 
that the demand for labour is always i)refisiiig and wages are pretty high, so that the working 
classes do not, as a inile, much feel the present rise iu the rates, and there is nothing to show 
any particular change for the worse in the condition of the lower classes of the people. 

6. Besides rice, which of course forms the staple food crop, there is a fair cultivation 
of sugarcane, date, betel-leaves, and vegetables in a good many places of the sudder sub¬ 
division ; as well as of jute and dhonchia silkworms are also reared, though to a small extent 
in the Bistupur and Auohipur polico stations. The prospects of these are favourable. 

7. The outturn of the amun crop last year was about a 10-anna one. It is not ea'^y, 
Mr. Stevens says, to state with any degree of accuracy the stock in hand, but the supply in 
the local markets is up to demand, which circumstauce is a sure indication of the suflicioncy 
of the stock, and there seems to be no foar of the store running short within a few months to 
come. 

8. The supply of fodder and of water, both for irrigation and drinking purposes, is as 
good afl it usually is in most years. 

9. The Sub-Divisional Officer of Diamond Harbour reports that the condition of his 
sub-division with regard to the supply of food, fodder, and water is quite normal, and he 
assures us that there is no cause of any anxiety iu respect of his sub-division. There is no 
au9 here. 

10. Mr. Stevens observes that the Sub-Divisional Officer submitted his report before the 
last rainfall, and he estimated the yield of the late paddy at 12 annas. Since then there has 
been rain, which must materially improve its prospects, and a good harvest may be safely 
expected. 

11. In the same way, the Deputy Collector of the Baraset sub-division reports that 
there is no cause of anxiety regarding fo6d, fodder, or water-supply in his sub-division; that 
the last am crop was a fair one ; and that the amun now in the field is estimated by him to 
be an average one. There is, he states, ample water-supply, and the paddy in stock, includ¬ 
ing the last bhadoi crop, is quite sulficiont to last five months. 

12. The officer in charge of the Basirhat sub-division, in Lis report despatched before 
the last rain, informed the Collector that there was no cause of anxiety regarding the food, 
fodder, and water-supply in his sub-division, and that he expected a full paddy crop. He 
also expressed a belief that the stock in hand was more than sufficient for the demand of the 
people till the harvesting of the crop now in the field. 

18. In both Baraset and Basirhat there is a fairly large area of jute and date trees. 

14. The Cantonment Magistrates of Barraokpore and Dum-Dum have reported to the 
eSeet that their crops are good, and that there is no apprehension of soaroitjr. Their sup¬ 
plies, however, are chiefly imported. 

16. Mr. Stevens has made the following general remarks :— 

Sjieaking generally, I believe—(1) that the auft harvest, which is of little importanooi 
exo^t m the north of the district, has been nearly average, but perhaps slightly below it ; 
'"'I vaaA the amun crop promises to be at least average ; (3) that the weather nas been very 
routable for sowing rubbi crops, where such are grown; (4) that other misoellaneouB crops 
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are generally goo^ ; (5) that, as regards water and fodder-supply, there is no reason to appre 
hend any deficiency.’^ ^ 

16. The public health is good.” 

17. As regards this district, there is no cause for anxiety. The prospects of the crops 
are very favourable, and we expect to have more than an average crop. 

18. ^'uddea .—In the sudder sub-division the aus was \ery poor: 4 annas’in the Kali- 
gunge police station; an 8-anna crop having been harvested in all the rest. At Kaligunge 
and Nakashipara, too, the amuH crop has almost failed, only J-aiina crop being expected at 
the former and 2 annas at the letter; while within the Kotwali and Chapra jurisdictions 4 
and 6 annas, respectively, are only expected. The prospects of the‘r//t5/ crop are reported us 
doubtful, but all agree that with rain they are likely to be good ; and as wiin fell during 
the end of October, the Collector has called for further report from all the thnnas on this 
point. 

19. AVithin the sub-division of Kushtea, the arts was bad at Kushtea, Bholuka, Dow- 
lutpur, Nawpara, and Damukdea, being 4 annas only. At the last-named place, however, a 
fair amm crop of 12 annas is expected, but at the rest it has been a failure, except at Kliokha, 
where a small harvest of 6 annas may be looked for. This ci’op was destroyed partially by 
temporary overflow of the large rivers and by insects. The rubbi^ on the whole, with timely 
rain, is estimated at 12 annas. 

20. In Chooadanga the average outturn of ans was 6 annas ; at Jibanagur it was 8 
annas; and Kalupole, 4 annas; while at the remaining thanas it was only 0 annas. .At 
Damurhuda, the amun is estimated at 8 annas, at Kalupole 3 annas, at Chooadanga 2 annas, 
at Alumdanga 2 annas, and only 1 at the rest. The Sub-Divisional Officer has, however, 
reported that with rain this crop will improve. The rubbi crop is estimated at 10 to 
12 annas. 

21. In Eanaghat itself the am was the worst, being 6 annas only. It was 8 annas 
in Santipur and 10 annas in Chagda and Haringhatta. In Eanaghat and Santipur the 
outturn of amnn is estimated at 4 annas only. There arc no other staple food-groins in the 
latter, but in the former a full harvest of rubbi is expected, and 3 annas of teel. In Chagda 
what the expected outturn in anmn is has not been mentioned It is only stated that the 
prospects are not good in high lands. A further report has been cfdled for from the Sub- 
Divisional Officer. The rubbi crop is expected, in the event of there being rain, to be 10 
annas. In Haringhatta the amim is expected to be 14 annas, and tlie rubbi is spoken of as 
not bad. 

22. As regards the Meherpur sub-division, the Sub-Divisional Officer, having visited 
the whole sub-division, htis sent in a spc’ciiil report under the ( olleotor’s orders, issued pre¬ 
vious to the cir«mlai' from Government, and I submit herewith a copy of this report for your 
perusal. It will be observed that the Sub-Divisional Officer has divided his jurisdiction into 
two circles, viz., outer and inner, and has not, lite otlier officers, given the outturn thana by 
thana. In the outer circle the ovitturn of aus was lu to 12 annas, and the prospects of am^^n 
Aire exceedingly bad, the greater jiortion having been scorched. The state of the a/acn, how¬ 
ever, is a matter of indifforonoe, since, in the K*aluntui' heel, a bumper crop is expected, which 
will, after December, not only bring euprmous quautities of food into the market, but will 
afford labour to thousands of the people. The cold weather crops, too, are described as 
magnificient. 

23. In the inner circle, however, the aus was 4 annas and amun nil. The cold weather 
crops, however, are all good at present, but will require rain to mature them. 

24. In the sudder sub-division indigo and jute are extensively cultivated. Hemp 
is also to be seen hero and there, and sugarcane is grown in almost all the thanas. In 
Kushtea, Chooadanga, and Eanaghat jute, indigo and sugarcane, and in the latter sub-di- 
vision tobacco, form the chief non-food staples. All these are doing fairly well, and form 
a considerable factor in the capacity of the people to withstand pressure from esrop failure, 
especially in those parts where food-grains are even in good yeais imported. 

26 . Taking into consideration the harvests of last year, which \>ere bad, the prices now 
current, and the poorness of the last hhndoi crop, the several Sub-Divisional Officers, except¬ 
ing Kushtea, after making such enquiries as were desirable, are of opinion that the stocks in 
hand will suffice for the next four months at least. 'I'ho Kushtea Sab-Divisional Officer 
estimates only a two months’ supply ; but seeing that the crops of last year were better in 
that sub-division than elsewhere, the estimate, the Collector considers, is too low. Mr Beames 
of Meherpore estimates the supply within the inner circle to be decidedly low, but does not 
state how long it will lust. The trade in paddy is fairly active throughout the district, and 
may have some effect in preventing the mahajaus from withholding their stores. As a rule, 
paddy is imported into, and not exported from, this district, and hence the above estimates 
are not so low ^ at first appears. If, however, the prices in neighbouring distrio^^s, from 
which exportations axe generally received, range high, it will add to the pressure likely to bo 
experienced 

26. There is not expected to be any considerable variation in the supply of fodder, at 
any rate for some months. 

27. As regards the water-supply, there is always in this district a great deficiency in 

those parts whioli are remote from the rivers, but this deficiency is not likely to be this y^ ar 
greater than ic was last. Indeed, on the whole, the supply will probably be somewhat 
better. ^ 
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2H. Mr. Taylor makes the following general remarks 
Taking the district as a whole, there is a likelihood of some pressure here mi there 
in each sub-division, but notably in Kaligungo thana witlun the sudder and within the, 
inner oirole at Meherpore. In these places especially prices are likely to be high, and 
this will fall chiefly on the very poor and labouring classes. The Sub-Divisional Officer of 
Meherpore has asked for special grants for road works within the inner area. But with 
this exception, hone of the other officers have proposed to carry on any special work. 

I am, however, of opinion that a special grant might be made to the Road Cess 
Committee for construction of roads or tanks in tliose p^s where pressure is most felt; 
and if the earthwork for tho Central Bengal Railway, which is to run through the district, 
was again undertaken, much benefit would accrue to the labouring classes in Ranaghat, 
SaHtipore, Nakashipara, and Kaligange.^^ 


29. The prospects of the crops in this district ore far from being good. They are espe¬ 
cially bad in the Kaligunge thana of the sudder sub-division and in the inner circle of the 
Meherpore sub-division. In these places it may perhaps be necessary to open some relief 
works, but I do not wish to make amr definite proposal till I have visited the said places, 
which I intend to do immediately. 1 am not inclined to believe that there is any cause for 
immediate alarm. The water-supply in the inner oirole is reported by the Sub-Divisional 
Officer to be very deficient, and it may be necessary to do something in that direction. AlS 
to the other parts of the district, I do not tliink there is much cause for anxiety. There is 
every year a large import in Nuddea. I do not recollect any year of the five I was Magis¬ 
trate-Collector of/Tessore in which large importations were not made from the Jessore Sun¬ 
derbuns. With the stock in hand, the mntni and other food crops and importation the people 
will, I have no doubt, be able to tide over the present difficulty. 

30. e/rnwY*.—Mr. Barton states that, judging from tho present, there is no feaa* of 
famine or scarcity of food in this district. The absence of rain from the 6th to 23rd October 
1884 caused apprehension of some injury to the amnn crop, especially that which is on high 
land ; but tho rain that fell on the 24th and 25th ultimo has removed it, and the amun 
has been greatly benefited by the rain. On a rough estimate the amun crop is expected 
to yield an outturn of ) 2 annas in this district. Tho price of rice has recently increased. 
It IS selling at Rs. 3 to Ks. 3-12 a maund. This high price will probably continue till the 
amun crop is harvested, and its produce appears in the market in December next, when it 
is hoped the price will fall. As fax as the Collector has been able to collect information 
regarding the stock of rice in this district, he considers that it is sufficient to meet tho local 
consumption for three months. 

81. It is premature to say anything now about the prospects of (he rubbi or winter 
crops. The sowings of these crops have just commenced. Tho recent rains have benefited 
the cultivation of these crops. The prospects appear good. 

82. I'here is no fear of any faUure of the water or fodder-supply in this district. The 

rivers and tanks are full. ^ 

33. Mr. Barton adds that, as at present there is no cause for anxiety regarding food, 
water, or fodder in his district, it is therefore not necessary for him to submit any detailed 
report, lie has, however, given succinct account separately for each sub-division of the state 
and prospect of crops, and which is abstracted below. 

34. Sudder, * The sudder oanoongo, who was sent out to make local enquiries, reports 
that he visited many fields and villages, as well as some of the principal markets. He reports 
that tho last aus or bhadoi crop yielded on an average 10 annas of the full crop, and estimates 
that the amun crop is expected to yield an outturn of 12 annas. The cultivation of the rubbi 
or winter crops has just commenced. The recent rains have done good to the sowings of 
these crops. Very few non-food staples grow iu this sub-division. Jute and indigo grow 
here and there. The high prices that have recently ruled in the rice market are attributed to 
a smaller import and larger export than usual. The stock of rice in this sub-division is esti¬ 
mated to meet the local requirements for four months, provided the export is not carried on to 
any large extent. In case the export goes on largely, the stock will last only for two months. 
There is no fear of want of drinking water or fodder. No system of artificial irrigation pre¬ 
vails in this sub division. Taking the outturn of the last ans crop and the prospect of the 
coming winter rice into account, there is no anxiety for food. But tho high prices will cause 
pinching to many. 

85. Jhenidah,^ The Sub-Divisional Officer reports that there is no cause for anxiety 
regarding food, water, or fodder. The last aun crop yielded on an average an outturn of 
8 annas in this sub-division. The Sub-Divisional Officer estimates that the amun crop will 
yield an outturn of 10 annas. He r-ports that the stock of food iu his sub-division will meet 
the local demand for about four to six months. The price of rice has gone up considerably. 
Coarse rice is selling at 13 seers per rupee. The rice market is not expected to improve until 
the amnu crop is harvested. The prospects of date-juice and sugarcane are reported favour¬ 
able. The lust jute crop yielded more than an average outturn. 

36. Magura, —The Sub-Divisional Officer, who personally saw some parts of his sub¬ 
division, reports that tho aus crop partially failed in some places, but it was a splendid 
one in others. Taking the whole into consideration, he estimates the aus^ to have yielded 

o-—hile in,the interior the Sub-Divisional Officer came to know that the people in 

ion of Stilkia station were borrowing paddy and money from the mahajans. The 
the amun crop are reported to be good. Some injuiy is reported to have 
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done to this crop in some places by an insect called majm^ but notwithstanding this the 
outturn is estimated at 10 to 12 annas. The ploughing for the rahhi crop is going on. 
Prospects fair. There is no anxiety for food, water, or fodder-supply in this sub-division, 
Tift stock of rice in hand is estimated to meet the requirements for two months. As regards 
non-food staples, the jute occupies a prominent place in this sub-division. It yielded ftn out¬ 
turn of 12 annas last year. 

37, Narail. —The Sub-Divisional OfBcer reports that there is no cause of anxiety for 
water and fodder. He is also of opinion that there will bo no want of food. The stock of 
food is estimated to last for three months. The last am crop yielded a J 0-anna harvest. 
The amun is expected to yield an outturn of 12 annas. It is too early to speak of the 
prospects of the coming rtihhi crops, the sowings of which have just commenfied. Jute 
is grown to some extent in this sub-division, but the market being dull, the produce from it 
is inappreciable this year. 

36. Uoufjong.—Tho am or hhadoi crop jdelded an outturn of 10 annas. The yield from 
amim is estimated by the Sub-Divisional Officer to bo only (i annas. He says that want of 
rain retarded the sowings of the amiui, and adds that he himself saw fields of d/ian scorched 
for Want of rain. The only places whore the amuu has succeeded are the very low lands 
and heels. The prospects of the rnbhi crops are not unfavourable. Jute is grown in this 
sub-division to a small extent, but this cannot help the people to any appreciable extent. 
The Sub-Divisional Officer believes that the raahajans have ample stocks of paddy in their 
hands, but they are waiting for high prices;“hence there is not much activity in trade; and 
the result is the gradual increase of price. It is estimated that there is in this ^sub-division 
four months’ suf^ply of food. The Sub-1 dvisional Officer says that ho does not take a dos- 
I)onding view, but entertains a hope that the people will manage io pull through until they 
r(jap the hhadoi crop. There is no scarcity of driukini; water or of fodder in this sub-division. 

ffil. Mr. Barton makes the following general remarks as regards his district:— 

“ The prospects of the am.un crop are reported to be good from all sub-divisiona, except 
Bon gong, whore the outturn is estimated to bo b annas only. I think the rain that fell 
on the 24tli and 25th October has improved the condition of the aman in Boiigong. 

“ The season fpr date-juice, from which goor or molasses is prepared, has now come. 
This article is a source of income to tho peasantry in this district, and it will help them to 
some extent. ” 

40. In JoBsore or in the 24-Perguniiah8 there is no cause for anxiety. The year will 
probably be better than the past year as respects food, water, and fodder-supply. 

41. ^nddv)\ — Moov^hvdahad. —The last hhadoi was a good avorage crop in the low lands 
and on the (iearahs, but a failure on the high lands, whei’o the rice withered up and was not 
worth cutting. Taken togi4her, it cannot bo called more than a 4-anna crop. 

42. Tho winter rice crop will be a bumper one in the Kalantur, that is, in about half 
the a»ea planted out, and an almost entire failure elsewhere : a 6-anna crop is the most that 
can be expected. 

43. Tho recent rise in tho rivers will necessitate the re-sowing of the dearah lands, 
but this is almost com]>en8ated for by the increased fertility given by a fresh deposit of silt. 
The ground is moist, and rahhi prospects generally are very fair. 

44. IndigOj mulberry, and jute are, if sugarcane bo excluded, the principal non-food 
stajdes. Of these, the prospects of the first are good, though the October sowings are 
behind hand. Mulberry promises well, and with a clear sky the worms, now hatching out, 
will thrive. Jute is out, and gave a very fair yield. 

45. Last year’s harvest were hhadoi 10 annas, aman 6, and ruhhi 6. 

46. ( urrent prices at present are ; fine rice 10 and common 13 seers tho rupee, with a 
tendency to become easier as the roads are drying and supplies amvo from Beerbhoom. 

47. With an increased outturn there has boon a larger export of indigo, and the high 
prices have led to a brisk import of rice. Those apart trade is bad, and tho cloth market, a 
pretty good sign, is unusually sluggish. 

48. With a second bad year stocks are known to be low, and, as far as can bo judged, 
the supply in hand is not at the most sufficient for more than two months. 

49. Fodder Avill be short, but not to any serious extent. As to employments, there is 
3omo dearth of it at present, and will be till the silk filatures reopen, about November 15th. 
The Collector has therefore provided road work wherever it was asked for, and ho is told that 
[t comes in very usefully. Imgation is little resorted to, and though water must be hus¬ 
banded, there will bo enough. 

50. Kandi.—Bhadoi is not grown in this sub-division, except on the extreme oast, along 
:he lands bordering tho Bhagirathi, and the area thus ocoupied is so insignificant that the 
jrop need not bo taken into account. 

51. On tlio occasion of his visit to Kandi at the beginning of October, the Collector 
nade full enquiries as to the prospects of tlio winter rice in this the worst part of tho district, 
ind arrived at an estimate of 6^ annas. But heavy rain has since fallen, working a oonsidcr- 
ible change for the better. The outturn now cannot be less than 8 annas, and may he more 
or tho area jilantod out. This, however, is taking tho whole sub-division, only half of what 
vould be under rice in an ordinary year, and so an 8 anna crop means in reality nothing 
nore than a 4-anna one. 

62. Rahhi prospects are generally stated to bo fair, and of course they have been wfiv 
auoh improved by the rain wliioh has fallen since tho sub-divisional report was wriiU 
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But rum in tho Rarh, the local name of the stiff elayey tract bordering on to Beerbhoom, 
IS of but secondary importance. 

63. Mulberry is the only non-food staple of any impartance. It will he a good crop, 
but the decline of the silk industry operates most injuriously upon prices, and renders it'of 
less assistance than it otherwise would be. 

64. ‘.dman is the only crop grown, and its yield last year is stated to have been 9 to 
10 annas. Common rioe sells at 13^ seers the rupee. 


65. Trade is said to be stagnant: people having little money to spend and not being 
Reposed to spend what they have. Rice is coming in from Beerbhoom in good quantities 
but this of, course means local scarcity, and is no subject for congratulation. ^ ’ 


60. The Sub-Divisional OfiBoer thinks there may be two months’ supply in hand and 
it is certain the mahajans have and are holding book grain. Still the estimate is a’little 
too sanguine. 

57. There is no water for irrigation. The people have allowed the largo tanks duir 
for this special purpose, to become choked up and have only the most premature moans of 
raising water. Water for drinking purposes there will be, but before March it will in 
many places be bad and scarce. No difficulty as regards fodder is anticipated. Emplov- 
ment by next March will bo wanted in Gokum, Saktipur, and the greater part of KhurCTam 
and before that time the roadwork will be all finished. ® ’ 

5b. Lalhag.—Bhadoi yielded from 4 to G annas. It is not grown to any extent, oxoent 
in thana Bhugwangola on the banks of tho Tudma, and the area under it is at tho most 
but one-fourth of the sub-division. 


59. Here, as elsewhere, transplanting was much delayed owing to the long drought 
and from 6 to 8 annas of the acreage has not been touched. Previous to the late raiiriali 
the outturn was estimated at 5 to 6 annas, but now it may be safely estimated at 8 annas or 
a tnfle more. 

60. The late rise in the rivers destroyed a considerable breadth of recently sown kaM 
but this notwithstanding ruhbi prospects are decidedly good, though tho season will be a late 


. 61. Mulberry is a promising crop, but one not likely to bo remunerative at present 
prices. The October sowings of indigo have been damaged by tho rise in the river the 
late heavy rain, whilst jute is grown only in small quantities for local consumption. This 
exhausts the list of non-food staples. Oocoon-growers ai*e complainini? of tho low 
which have fallen from 11 puns the rupee in 1882 to 32. f H pritt.s, 

62. MaM last year gave 12 annas, amun 8 and rub/n 10. 


63. Common nee sells at 13 seers tho rupee, and wheat at 18. Wheat is cheaper 
throughout the district than it has been at any time during the last four years and this 
is a fact to be home in mind. In 1866 rice sold at 9 and wheat at 8 seers but nature’s 
liberality proved sufficient to cope with the crisis. In 1874 rioe sold at 13 and wheat a'. 16 
so that things were really somewhat worse than they are at present. Government gave three’ 
quarters of a lakh, which was spent on roads, laid out with a regard alone to the demand for 
labour, and the Committee now find that the repairs take up all their money. 

64. There have been considerable arrivals of rice at Bhugwangola, the price, wholesale, 

being Rs. 2-8 the maund, or 16 seers the rupee, and tho consignments, principally from 
Tipperah, oto in excess of ordinary years. In other respects trade is slack, things not Lviug 
improved smee the extensive failures among tho Kayas. ° 

65. It is estimated that there is a supply in hand for two months. 

66. On tho right hanks of tho Bhagirathi things aro muoh the same as in Eandi • that 
is, tanks dug for purposes of irrigation have boon allowed to choke up, and there will not be 
too muoh water for drinking. To the cast tanks have been-filled up from the rivers where- 
ever communication existed, or could be elfectod; where it was not practicable, well-sinking 
may have to he resorted to, as many tanks ar'e likely to bo dry by February. It is possible 
too, that there may be a difficulty about fodder, but on this point it is almost too early to ven-’ 
ture an opinion. 

67. Jmm>ur.—B/mioi iB grown only in the Bagri, i.c., that part of tho sub-division 
lying east oi the Cxanges and comprising nearly half the culturable area. It was an almost 
complete failure on the high lands, but the low lands yielded well, and the outturn on the 
whole was from 6 to 8 annas. 


68. The (imun in this suh-division, nearly all of which is grown in the Rorh, presents 

an almost oompleto analogy, and the yield is likely to be a 6-anna one, or possibly something 
more, as the late rains will have an effect. r j 

69. The promises well on all lands liable to inundation. There has been a good 
deposit of silt, and prospects as yet are decidedly favourable. Kaki, however, has been 
much damaged by floods, and this tends to keep up prices. 

70. Mulbeny here, as elsewhere, promises well, and jute was a fairly heavy orop 

These non-food staples, however, are of only secondary importance. ^ JP- 

71. The Sub-ffivisional Officer being now to his charge, no figures for last year’s yield 

has he^ given, but those for Lalhag, the oiroumstanoes of which are very similar, mav he 
safeW taken. ^ f j ^ 

J(l2. Coarse rioe selU at present from 13i to 14 seers the rupee, with a downward 
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73. Nothing is said about trade, but the Colleotor believes that there is very little of 
it in this .sub-division. 

74. The Sub-divisional Officer, following the estimate of men who are experienced, 
thinke*that there is a five months^ stock iu hand. The Colleotor doubts it very much, as it 
is not known why stocks should bo so much larger in Jungipur than they are elsewhere, 
where two months have been taken. With rice coming in from Eastern Bengal, it is i\pt at 
all likely that the mahajans would hold on for so long, and a five months' supply means a 
large capital looked up, oven in a year of low prices. 

75. Want of water is likely to be felt to some extent, and with a second year's deficient 
rainfall it cannot be reached at the usual depth. Employment is another want which is being 
met at present by road work, but will need some larger project. As to fodder, t^e large 
extent of ground that has lain fallow will provide grazing, more or less indifferent, in excess 
of ordinary years. To conclude, the western portion of this sub-division, parts of Suti and 
Mirzapur thanas, is the worst part of the district, and will need special measures, though it 
is doubtful if work can be foimd there. 

76. The prospects of the amun crops in some parts of the district, especially in Kandi 
sub-division, are nearly as bad as in Nuddea, and it may be necessary to open relief works in 
some places. After I have visited Nuddea, I will visit this district, and submit a further 
report as to what relief works, if any, shoiild be opened, and in what places. The water-sup¬ 
ply in some places is also expected to be deficient, and something, however, may have to be done 
to supply the want. As regards fodder, I am not inclined to think that there will be much 
deficiency. The land lying fallow will afford grazing to the cattle. This was aim feared 
last year, but nothing particular came of it. It is impossible now to foretell what showers 
may fall, and there is no good done in replenishing the tanks from time to time every 
year. 

77. KliooJna ,—The Collector states that there is no cause for anxiety in this district re¬ 
garding food, water, or fodder. The district depends only very slightly on its aun crop. 
That was a fair one, and in parts very good. The amun is the chief crop that up to the pre¬ 
sent is good. The Collector, who submitted his report before the rains which fell in the end 
of October, stated that if there should be more rain, it will be a bumper or 16-anna crop ; 
if not, a 12-anna one." There arc many other miscellaneous crops, such as date, sugar, 
beteliiut, and cocoanut. These are all fair. 

78. The ]^ro8poots of the amun crop in this district are indeed very good, and there is 
no cause for aiixitify here. 

79. To sum up, it will he seen that crops are good in Khoolna and satisfactory in the 
21-Porgunnahs and Jessore, and that anxiety is limited to parts of Nuddea and Moorshedabad, 
WatohfIllness is needed there. The Collectors of those districts will bo asked to give fort- 
nightly reports, and I will visit the parts affected at once. The Collector of Moorshedabad 
will bt^also asked to give details of the work, which, though ordinary road cess work, he has 
already taken in hand for the purpose of assisting the people.

To—The Collector of Nuddea. 

In reply to your memorandum No. 15250-, dated the 10th instant, endorsed in Commis-- 
sioner's No. lOMA, dated 8th October, I have the honour to report as follows. 

Without going into too minute details, which will be supplied separately with this, in, 
answer to your No. 15150, dated the 9th October, I am now in a position to repoii; further, 
as directed by the Commissioner, after having visited every part of the sub-division 
and having made the minutest and most careful enquiries from every source at my 
disposal. 

Such enquiries were necessitated owing to the conflicting statements of those on whom 
I chiefly depended for accurate information, viz., the numerous planters who reside in the 
sub-divisiou. Thus, for instance, Mr. Q-ibson of Kamnagore, on the one hand, was inclined 
to be too sanguine os to the condition of things; whilst on the other Mr. Patrick Smith of 
Kathuli was inclined to take too gloomy a view of things. Then, again, Mr. Macdonald and 
his assistant, Mr. Maodonnel, differed in their views, though living so close together, and 
Mr. Macnaughten of Nisohindpore is not himself quite satisfied us to the true state of things 
at present. 

Under the circumstances, I had carefully to weigh the information I received, but am 
now satisfied that I could not arrive at more correct conclusions than those I now offer us 
the result of mv delibemtions. 

During tne Poojas over 6 inches of rain fell in tliis sub-division, and all over 
it, and the result is that a veiy great change has taken place in the prospects of the 
crops and the well-being of the people. 

Before Poojas it was evident that, should the rain then cease, the amun dhan would 
be a cofitpkte failurcy and that it would be nearly impossible to sow anything worthy the nar^ 
of a oold-weather crop. 
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The Pooja rains have considerably altered that state of things. 

The amun dhan has improved, the land lias been rendered cultivable for cold-weather 
crops, and those crops, such as mAar, (il^ pepper, kalai^ &o., which were in the ground at the 
time, give promise of a better outtuni than has been seen for many years past. Agahi, the 
recently sown cold-weather crops have got a healthy and vigomus start, and with rain in 
Decojmber and January, or both, we may expect to have a bumper ruhbi crop. 

;^ven to-day the few drops which liavo fallen will do good, and a little more rain still 
threatcais. 

The ]>osition may bo thus briefly summed up. Had there been no rain after the oom- 
mem^cment of tlio Poojas, there would have been a famine: now the worst that can occur is a 
fioaroity 

The present state of things is generally this. Allowing for rain falling in December or 
January, the people living on tlie borders of the sub-division will not sufl'er at all, but those 
living in the centre of the sub-division will feel (Considerable pressure for many reasons, and 
it would he decidedly advisable for Government to contribute a little relief in the shape 
of road-making, in order to assist those who in times of distress cannot well command 
employment. 

1 here append a rough sketch of the sub-division to assist in reference, and request that 
this letter may be read with the lette r in reply to No. lolSG of the 9th October, in order 
to the complete understanding of the subject. 

From this sk(*tch map it will be seen the part most affected (marked with red ink) 
includes tlfe sub-divisional head-quarters and Ivathuli. 

Outside’this part, that is to say, in tlu' greater part of tho suh-di vision, the state of things 
is generally this. 

The rrwN crop was 10 to 12 annas in tlu^ south, and 8 to 10 annas in the noi’th, the whole 
area usually cultivated h(rmg also this y(‘ar (‘ultivated. 

The amun crop has brjou a disiimjt fniluro, little having been sowm, and tlmtin no place 
showing an outturn of more than (i annas : tho proportion of crop sown this year against 
that sown in ordinary years being 2 to n annas. 

The ruhbi cr(.)p jn'ornises to be a bum])er one, but tho result of all this is that during 
tho next two months of November and .l>(M;emher a little pressure will he felt, which may 
be completely tided over with a modicum of help from Government. 

As regards the distressed pai't witliiii tlie red lines, tho case is far othonviso. 

Here the aus crop was only 4 annas, and the amun amounts to about 2 annas, and barely 
that out of one-twentieth of the amount usually sown. 

Hero then there will bo during tho months of November and December need for more 
help than elsewhere. 

I have before said that no such tiling as famine is likely, but in the distressed part all 
agree with me in thinking that during November and December the pressure will bo most 
surely felt by tho poorer and more holphsss of the lahouring classes, and I wcnld suggest that 
Government should give assistance in the following manner. To Mr. Tatrick Smith of 
Kathidi, an old and highly respected resident of the suh-division. a sum of Its. J,000 to be 
laid out in road-making, as may seem advisable to him, on the Government road from 
Moherpur to Karimpore thana. To Mr. Macdonald of fcShikorpore Its. 600, to be laid out 
as may appear to him advisable on the roi)airs of the road from Gopalpore to Mamdagree (a 
Government road from Meherpur to Moorshedabad district). 

This would relieve all the heaviest distress, and at tho rate of 6 pice a day (tho present 
rate of wage), l\s. 500 would give relief to oOO peo])le a dav for two months. 

In the outer circle there is an abundance of water-8uj)ply from the rivers Jollinghee 
and Matabhaiiga, but in tho inner ciiclo tluue will probably great disfre^ss b-om failure of 
water-supply, owing, it is said, to the m^gloft to give ell'ect to Mr. Patrick Hmilh’s proposal 
last year to cut the bund at the mouth of the • Kajla river and let tho water in from the 
Matabhanga 

I am not aware how tliis is to mot, and I fear that many dentlis will occui’, the 
indirect result of a deficient water-supidy. Tiio fact is that the water-supply in the centre of 
the sub-division has been getting more and more scareo dmang the last roe years owing to 
the neglect to open the mouths of the Kajla and the Bhyrub, and these two works might 
well ho taken in hand as relief works,, and in order to give a good suj)ply of water in tho forth¬ 
coming year. 

'1 ho Bhymb might be oi)ened up by eutiing half a mile of silted bed of river between it 
and tho Kharia (Jcllingbee) at Karimijorc, and the Kajla might be opened up by cutting a 
similar distance between it and the Matabhanga. 

Should the Commissioner approve of these as relief works, 1 could procure rough esti¬ 
mates and submit when (;allcd on. 

1 consider that I should now bo placed in a position to grant Messrs. Macdonald and 
Smith sums of Its. 500 and Its. 1,000 respc(Tivcly at any moment I may be called on to do 
so by them, they of course submitting accounts in due course showing the applioation of the 
funds they may he cntriisted with. 

To^this last I beg tho favour of an immediate reply, after consulting the Commissioner. 

For further information I must refer you to the accompanying letter in reply to circular 
of the 9th October.

To—The Secretary to the Government of Bengal, llevenue Department. 

In reply to your circular No. 16T—R, dat«d 7th October, I have the honour to report 
on <4 e state and prospect of crops and condition of the people in the districts of this 
divisi‘n. 

2 In the Hooghly, Howrah, Bankoorah, and Midnapore districts there is no pause for 
anxiety. 

3 heerhhoom .—Sudder sub division. Am or early rice crop (probably what is meant 

by the term hhadd in your letter) averaged 6 annas, extremes being 10 annas in the west 
and 3 annas in the east. The am crop is in all p^s of Bengal Proper insignificant, being 
grown only on soleoted spots and in small quantities. ^ , 

4. The amun or winter crop, the main harvest of the year, gives promise of an average 
of 7 annas, extremes ranging from 12 annas to 3 annas. 

5. Ramporc Hat Sub-dwisi'm. — Atis, average 5 annas; annm probably 5 annas. 

6. 'Jhr'>ughout the district there is extremely little rMi cultivation; there may 
perhaps be a little more tliis year in consequence of the partial failure of the rice crop. So 
far, however, nothing has been done in this direction. Tnere are no non-food staples in 

this district. i i 

Lnst year’s rice harvest was below the average, being about 9 annas in the Sudder and 

7 annas in Ram pore Hat. 

Prices have of course risen; but the present rate does not look very alarming, being 
14 pui'ka seers to the rupee ns ag.iiust 22 seers at tlie corr(isp.)Tiding period last ypar. 

Trade has naturally suffered in a district where tlio priTicij)al business is export of rico. 
The returns from the railway stiitions from July to October in the Sudder sub-division show 
a fulling off of two-thirds as compared with the same period last year, and in Rampore Hat 

seven eighths. 

7. The stocks of food-grains must have been very seriously reduced. The Collector 
considers from local enquiries that tliereis j»robably a siiffioient supply (including the aas) to 
last for another five months. A railway runs through tlie whole length of the district, and 
private eut erprise will probably pour in supplies wlionevor wanted. 

8. The wai(U’-BU])j)ly has somewhat decreased, but it is only in the smell tracts affected 
by BCJircity that the decTeaso is serious. Irrigation of crops is not much resorted to. There 
is no cause for anxiety about fodder 

9. On the whole, I do not think it probable that any further general measures of relief 
will be reqTiirod in this district, though, perhap-i, here and there some trifling assistance may 
be necessary. 

10. Bitrdwafi. —Uaneegunge sub-division. No cause for anxiety in thanas Assensole 
and Raneegunge. In thana Kanksa little or no am is grown. The annul or winter crop will 
probably bo only a 4-arina one, and there will be distress in patches here and there. Rnhhi 
Bowfngs have begun, but the crop is a very unimportant one. There are no non-food staples. 
L’lst y( 3 ar’s cro]> averjiged only G annns. Coroinoii rice now soils at L3 to 14 pmka seers. 
Water getting scarce, tanks having been nearly emptied in trying to save crops by irrigation. 
I'he late rain Inis partly replenished them, but the want of water will be felt next hot- 
weather There is no anxhdy about fodder, ns there is abundant waste land for grazing. 
'J’he rice trade has somewhat fallen off, but there will probably be sufficient import as soon as 
a demand makes itself frit. 

11. S])eoial report, will bo submitted hereafter regarding Kanksa thana. 

12. Sudder sulhdirmoi}. —Thuna Hood-Bood adjoins Kanksa, and its condition is a little 
worse than that thana. There was a d-aiiiia ans, but it is grown in so small an area os 
to be of little use. The amui in 10 or 12 villuges has failed altogetlier, and in others there 
will only be a 2-auua crop; in some places as much as 4 annas. Rabbi prospects are more 
hopeful, though there is very little cultivation of this kind. 

Last year’s harvest was about o annas. (Jommon rice sells at 12 to 13 puoka seers. . 
In other respects the remarks maao about Kanksa will apply. A special report will be 
submitted about this thana also. 

13. Amijram, —The circumstances of this thana resemble generally those of Kanksa 
and Bood-llood, though the amun may possibly yield as much as 0 annas. This thana also 
will, unless matters mend soon, be included ia the report to bo submitted regarding Kanksa 
and Bood-Bood. 

14. Sahihgan(fi \—Same remarks as under Ausgram. 

15. Burdwau —.4average 6 annns, but very little of it is grown. Winter crop 
{amun) will be about 0 annns. There is good promise for rubbi^ but not much is grown. 
Last year’s harvest was not very good, but with so large a town as Burdwan in the middle 
of it, there is not likely to be any scnrcjity of stocks Coarse rice ia n)w s(‘lling from 14 to 
It) Beers, this price due more to Iiolding up of stocks than to scarcity. Water and fodder 
plentiful. Though there are a few patches of bad harvest here and there, the goneral 
condition of this thana does not give rise to any anxiety. 

10. SatgaeJna^ Khundghofte, Rama, and Salimabad .—Un to date there is no ronson to 
appreheud scarcity in tliese thanas. In the two last-named, the amun crop is expected to 
yield from 10 to 12 annas, and in the other two 8 annas. 
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17. Ctdm Suh-dimion ,— The information given by the Sub-divisional Officer is 
unfortunately not precise. The Collector, however* thinks that Ketugram tliana is not likely 
to suflEer much; the amtm is expected to yield a 7-aiina crop, and the am yielded about 
6 annas. In the other two thanas, Cutwa and Mungalkot, there has been failure of'Orop in 
patches, hut the condition of these two thanas will form the subject of further report. 

There is some jute grown in parts of this sub-division, and until recently rice was being 
exported to MoorsheJabad. There are probably still considerable stocks in the towxis <u 
Cutwa and Dninhat, which are centres of trade. 

1^.' Thana Culna expects a 10-anna harvest, and is quite secure. 

In Purbasthali no immediate scarcity is to be expected. Moutessur seems to be badly off. 
The am was only annas, and the amun is expected to be from 4 to 5 annas. No rubU has 
yet been sown. There are no good roads in this thana, and it is therefore difficult to put in 
supplies, nice is selling at from 13 to 14 seers, and there will be some scarcity of water but 
not of fodder. 

19. I’he annexed map will show the tracts in which scarcity is impending. It will be 
seen that they are comparatively small in area, and, with tlie exception of Montessur and 
Sahebgunge, readily accessible. Employment for the able-bodied is available on the 
Beng.al-Nagpore Kailway, and Government has given a sum of Us. 6,000 for charitable relief 
to those unable to work Present necessities are thus provided for, and subsequent reports 
will show what further measures are likely to be required. 


No. 507G, dated Dacca, the 28th October 1884. 

Frem—F. Wyrr, Esq., Officjiating Commissioner of the Dacca Division, 

To—The Secretary to the Government of Bengal, Kovenue Department. 

With reference to your letter No. 16T— R of the 7th instant, I have the honour to 
state that, with regard to this division, there is no cause of anxiety regarding food, fodder 
or water-supply. The Collector of Backorgunge reports that the prospects of that district 
are better than usual; and so far from there being any cause of anxiety, the exportation 
of rice will probably increase from bet voon 45 and 50 lakhs of mauuds, the quantity lost 
year, to 60 lakhs this year. The Colle(^tor of Mymennnif reports that the condition of that 
district does not differ from the normal state, and the only part of the district where the 
prospects are not good being the Attea sub-division, but even here tliere is no cause of 
anxiety The Collector of FurmHlfVirc reports the same for his district, and adds that Katwali- 
para and Gopalirunge will probably export largely In Daoca^ on tlie whole, there has been 
a fair crop, the only failure being the crop grown on the high lands, and there may be some 
pressure the north of the district, but the Daooa-Mymensing Railway will furnish ample 
employment, if, as is not likely, the people in that part are driven by want to look for 
work. 

2. In Bachonjunyr the great non-food staples, if such a term be allowable, ore supari 
and oocoanuts. Of the latter 13 annas ani of the former not far from a full crop is expected. 
Mr. Dutt reports that the wealth in Backorgunge from these crops and from other souroos is 
so great tliat even if the rice crop failed at any time, a oontiugenoy not at all likely ibo arise, 
the people would bo well able to p »y for imported rice. Both in Daooa and Mymensing the 
jute crop, wliich was a good average one, is being hold back on account of the low price. 
Tills proves that the ryots are well off ; otherwise they could not do this. In Furroedpore 
the yield of the crop has b'^on good ovorywliore, and in Goalundo it is said to have been a 
bumper one. In this district the area planted with jute was not larger than usual. In Dacca, 
however, owing to the high prices last year, a larger area was planted, and since it costs the 
ryots very nearly Rs. 3 a maimd to grow and prepare this crop, they have lost by its culti¬ 
vation.

With reference to Government Circular No. 16T—R, dated 7th October 1884, calling 
for a report on the st.ifce and prospects of the crops, I havo^ the honour to report that in all 
the (listnets of rny division tuero exists no cause for anxiety regarding food, water, or 
foddcr-su]ndv. 

2. In (hiittngong the Collootor, after personal enquiry, says that the crops, both aut 

and urn full average crops. 

3. Ill Noakh oily the crop has been 12 annas, while a bumper crop ol amun is 
expected. 

4. The Deputy Commissioner of Chittagong Mill Tracts reports that the condition of 
his district <loes in.t vary materially from its normal state, with the exception that the pros¬ 
pects of cotton more favourable than they have been fur many years past. He adds 
that some of the jooms beyond the frontier lino are being destroyed by rats; on this he 
promises to submit a further detailed report.

To—The Secretary to the Government of Bengal, Bevenue Department. 

With reference to Gotemment Famine circular No. 16 P.—R., dated 7th October 1884* 
I have the honour to submit a report on the state and prospects of the crops, and the con¬ 
dition of the people, in the several distiiots of this division. 

2. The Collector of Dinagepore, Mr. Tuto, reported, on the authority of Mr. 'Ricketts, 

Manager of the Sunkerpore Wards' Estates, that the only portion of his district which 
is threatened with scarcity is the south and south-west, and he did not think that much 
more will be required even there than the ordinary employment that can be given on tlie 
roads. ^ 

There will be no want of food, water, or fodder. Since be so reported, I have heard 
from him demi-offioially that there has been good rain almost everywhere, and that the 
south and south-west had the benefit of it. under the circumstances, I think it unlikely 
that Government will have to be asked to give or do anything in the Dinagepore district in 
consequence of short crops, and so give none of the details required in the case of districts 
in which distress is expected, 

3. 1 enclose a copy of the Collector of Rajshahye’s report, No. 809G, dated 27th 
October 1884, with the statements and map received therewith in original. The report may 
not comply exactly and precisely with the requirements of tlie (lovemment circular on every 
minor point, but it does on almost all of them, and it seems to me to give full information on 
all main points. 

My own opinion of the condition and prospects of fho Rajshahye district is this : 
I think it rather possible than probable that relief works in excess of the Road Cess Committee's 
annual repairs of roads may be required in parts of the district before the next rubbeo and 
aus crops are reaped: that if tliey are required, the amount to be spent in such works 
will not be lai’ge, and that with perhaps a few, other small loeaiities, where a little 
employment may be required for a short time, the need for employment will be confined 
to the Burliiiid tract. But 1 do nob think it at all certain tliat relief works will be 
nooossary anywhere in excess of the employment offered by tlio Road Cess Cr.amittee in 
repairing roads, and it may very probably result in the pcoj)lo in parts of the district being 
merely pinched, but being unwilling to go on relief works. While giving this opinion, I also 
wish to say fhat, when, as in this case, ilie^ro has been no general and considerable failure of 
crops, it is not easy to form an 0 ])iDi()n thus early in the season, and tliat it will be much 
more easy to do so a month liouce. The Collector, it will be seen, expects to bo able to judge 
better when bo has heard wliether the late rain has boon general, but I believe he will know 
more at the beginning of Dfujornber 

If Government will leave it to mo to report again if I find it necessary to do so when 
the Collector and I liave been able to obtain fuller informntion, they may rely on my doing 
so, if I do find it necessary, as soon as I ciin do so with the least eonfidonce; but from the 
information now before me I am able even now to express an opinion that the only sure and 
unfailing test in the case of a dLstri(?t so circmmstancod is whciiovor comjdaints of distre-^s and 
requests for relief are received to reply hy an offer of employment on relief works at the rate 
of three annas a day for a fair day s task for an ablo-bodicd raiyat (not professional eooly 
and lower rates for Women and cliildren. 1 propose to have the condition of the people 
watched, and to ask the District Oflicers and Hoad ( ess ( omniittees to act as abo o. 'I he 
Collector will be requested io do all in his power to secure liis obtaining information of distress 
and giving the people an op])ortuuity of complaining by a visit to the locality by a Government 
officer as if on ordinary business, so that the offer may be madi^ without delay if it is really 
needed. As regards water and fodder, some ineonvenienee will be felt in eortaiii lo(?alities 
for want of water, which will have to ho fetcHied from a distance, and doubtless tlie people Avill 
dimk bad water near at hand in porforence to fetching good water from a distance, which 
^ will cause sickness, in the matter of fodder, the cattle may he thinner than usual owing to 
there being less grass, but I do not expect more than tliat at present informed. Prices will 
be high,^ hut there will be no difficulty about a sulficieut supply of food being brought to 
where it is wanted. 

4. 'Iho rainfall in Pulma during tlie past season has been much below the average, and 
it is reported that the amuu crop will bo “ very short in places but it is said that tiiero is 
no reason to anticipate distress in any portion of iho district. Mr. Bolton says it is popsibie 
that special arrangements may bo required hereafter to provide labour for the poor around 
Taras in the Roy gunge thana, where the people had a bad season last year; but “there is 
no urgency in the matter, and iu any case the Rv>ad C ess Committee would probably ho able 
to do all that is needed.'’ 

There are no very large stocks of grain iu the district, but the supply is said to be 
milfioient, and it would bo supplemented, if necessary, by importation from the eastern 
districts 

The water and fodder-supply is also sufficient. 

In the case of Pubna, none uf the details mentioned in the Government circular will be 
acessary. The Colleotor will be told to keep himself infonuod of the condition of tho 
Bople of Taras and Roy gun go. 

5. 1 enclose a copy of the Collector of Bogra's report. It is very defective in o'*' 
aspect, i,e»y it gives no information as to thecrops, past and present in tho portion 
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the district to the east of tlie rirer Karotoya, and though the Collector had not Tisited 
that tract he could have supplied the information obtained from his sudordinates. Prom 
what have hfanl, however, I have no anxiety as regards this tract, though I will enquire 
about it. If it is necessary, I will address Ooverument about it, but not otherwise; unless 

I hear to the oontrnry. , t -l ± t. -x iv j. n • l * 

As regards the rest of the Bogra district, ! have to submit the following remarks. 

All th(j relief Government gave )a4 year was employment on relief works when people 
complained of distress and wanted siieh wonc. Government eould, in my opinion, do 
no less in any year. In the case of the khear or red clay tract that has now suffered more 

or less from bad crops for three years, and which only grows the single crop of winter rice, 

1 expect that, in addition to all the Road ('esB< ommittee can spend in repairing roads, Govem- 
raeiit, will have to complete the railway bank from Sooltaupore to Bogra in the course of the 
next eight months and to supplement tlio read ocss funds by grants to a considerable amount 
for other relief works. Employment will also be necessary in other parts, though to a_ less 
extent. Ilow much money will be required for relief works is uncertain, but the experience 
of last year showed that, putting aside the very few professional o .olies, tho people of 
Bo'U'a will not work for hire at all if they ean help it, and will work at any private employ¬ 
ment they can obtain ii) order to avoid resorting to public relief works. Erom what the 
Colh otor rej) rts about the increase of grain thefts and burglaries thus early, it looks as if 

emidoyment may soon be wanted. - 

I’expoct that the people in the worst tracts will suffer a good deal for want of water, and 
will be eomiielled to dig wells. The fsiltle in such tracts will suffer from a short supply of 
fodder, but it is yirobablo than a good nninher of calllo may be sold. 

t'ric'S will rule liicb no doubt, but any quantity of food roquired can Iw easily brought 
into ibe dis^;rict by railway, rivers, and roads. 'I'bo point is that in certain tracts there will be 
no money to buy food if it were ever so cheap, and it will have to bo provided by relief 
works. Whether some oharitahlo relii^f will be required will not be known till later, but pro¬ 
bably it will. I expect that Government will have to suspend the collection of the revenue 
demand over the worst parts on condition of zemindars doing what may be thought necessary 

for their tenants. .... ,. , ,, . . ^ 

In the case of Bogra, I propose to obtain iniormation as to tho parts to tlie east ol the 
Karotoya, and to have the oomlition of the people on tho west of it carefully watohed. I 
will take up at once tlio question of wluit roads would ho irsofiil in the worst, tracts, in case 
work 'on a cmisldorable scaleis neces,siu-y. 1 do not think tho time has yet come for prefer¬ 
ring a report in the Famine Code form, but that time will probably oomo about a month 
ll0UOB» 

1 shall visit Bogra towards tho oud of next month, and will address Government about 
that district again in duo course 

(). From the report of the ColltHiior of Uungpore it appears tha’- wherever tho aus non 
is gro^m, a full bumper crop has been harvested in all four suh-divisions,^ and that the jute 
crop lias also been good; but there will be iu the different 8ub-(Hvisions un aimm crop 
wliioh will vary from 4 annas to 12 annas. Where no othcT crop is grown, and where the 
outturn is low, some pinching is expect (‘d; but nothing more. _The supplies of food and 
fond< r oi’e ample everywhere, and except in a few special localities in the Gyahanda sub¬ 
division, where a tew wells may have to ho dug, there will ho no want of water. Altogether 
the Collector and I, as at present informed, do not think any special measures wdl bo 
necessary anywhere in the Itungpore district, and so I give no further details. 

7. Tho foregoing paragniphs give all the information and opinions I am in a position 
to give at present in regard to districts about which there seems to be room for the least 
doubt, even as regards any part ot a district ; but wheu the District Officers have done some 

louiing, wo shall fool more certain -rx • • j j. • n 

I'he present state of tho districts of Julpigoree and Darjeeling does not vary so materially 
from the normal condition as to give cause for the least anxiety as rogai’ds food, water, 

fodder, or want of employment. . . n « 

'I’he price of rioe m Julpigoree, however, is very high, “principally on aooount of export 
toother distriots.” Common rioe is now beifig sold at 11 seers per nipee, against 18 seers 
and 20 seers in the corresponding months of 1883 and 1882, respectively.

With reference to your circjular No. 297Mct., dated tlio 17th instant, giving cover to 
Govenimcnt Circular No. JOT.—H. (Famine), Hevenuo Department, I have the honour to 
submit the rcTiort therein I’alled lor in regal'd to the district of Bogra. 

2. 1 regret tho time allowed has been so short, lor althougli 1 have been continuously 

in camp since the date of the circular, tho 7th OctolxT, 1 have failed to personally inspect 
tue whole district. 1 have boon entirely unable to visit that portion whioh lies to the 
east of the river Karotoya; hut us it is a low-lying tract, traversed in all directions by 
^avigable rivers, water-channels, and marshes, besides that it is a large producer of aus rice 
W cheena, whilst tho people aio enriched by the jute trade, I think it may bo considered 
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Bafe from soaioifiy. Its inhabitants are also to a considerable extent boat-owners, or work 
at oft-times as boatmen, and so obtain a share in the profits 6f the valuable oarrying business 
of Eastern Bengal. 

8. On the west of the Karotoya the prospects are *muoh less favourable. After 
vMtinK all the thanas in this tract, except Sherepore, and having examined large areas in 
each, I beg to give the following replies as succinctly as possible to the question ask^ in the 
Government Circular, adding a few special remarks at the end of my report. 

4. It is to be understood that my replies apply only to the portion of the district west 
of the Karotoya. 

5. Over the whole of this area the bhadoi or aus crop was good. I believe it was 
everywhere an average or 12-anna crop, and in places a bumper crop. 

6. I fear I cannot estimate the outturn of the winter rice now approachinj# maturity 

at more than 6 annas, varying from 10 annas in Sibgunge and Nawabgange thanas, and 
8 annas in Khetlal and Panchbibi to 6 annas in Adamdighee and 4 annas in Bogra 
and Sherepore. Excluding the four more favourably circumstanced police divisions, there 
remains a tract, bounded on the west by the railway, on the north and east by the Sherepore, 
Bogra, and Dinagepore road, and on the south by the district frontier towards Pulma and 
Eajshahye, in whiSi I think it would be rash to estimate more than a five-anna crop, or, 
roughly, a third of a full bumper crop. In places it is undoubtedly more, but over many rice 
plains it is much less; for, unfortunately, it is the fact that on some high runs of country 
the crop will barely produce its seed grain. I'his area, it may be observed, is nearly con¬ 
terminous with that portion of the district which is composed of a reddish stiffs clay, known • 
as khear. * • ^ 

7. The promise of the rubbee or spring crops, so far as one can judge thus early in 
the season, is excellent. The heavy rain of the beginning of the month, and the light showers 
that now ore falling, although they have come too late for much of the winter rice, have 
thoroughly moistened the ground, and ploughing and sowing are already unusually 
advanced this year. The spring crops, however, I would remark, form but a small portion 
of the total food-supply of the district. 

8. In no part of the Cis-Karotoyan tract, except Panchbibi, where sugarcane and 
jute are largely grown, are any important non-food staples produced to such an extent as 
materially to enrich the people, and so enable them to sustain the effects of a food-crop 
failure. 

9. The crops last year were much as they are this year; that is to say, a fair bhadoi 
was followed by a deficient amun and a good rubbee crop. At the same time, judging by the 
rainfall statistics, the range of prices, and numerous statements I have heard, the winter rice 
was much less of a failure than it is this year, and hardly justified the relief measures token 
BO promptly by Government as soon as the first distress was reported : still it is manifest 
that such as it was, and covering exactly the same area as the failure of this year, the 
khear tract, it considerably encroached on the resources of the people and their ability to 
meelt the losses that have now come upon them. 

10. Prices are distinctly high at the present time, and have risen during the past two 
months from 15 seers to 12 seers (puoca) for the rupee. I regard the later price as one 
which, if not soon reduced, must press on a large section of the people in a very appreciable 
degree. It will entirely depend on the fact whetner this rate is maintained or not, after 
the amun harvest is reaped, whether serious distress will or will not be felt. If, as I hope, 
grain is abundantly imported from Eungpore and Mymensing, the price will fall; but if 
this expectation is not realized, the tract I have particularized above (viz. the thana of 
Adamdighi and the portions of thanas Bogra and Sherepore lying to the west of the 
Karotoya) will require careful watching, and very probably some form of relief early in 
the coming year. 

11. Trade is very active in all parts of the district, but I regret to say that I regard 
this fact with some alarm. I fear that its ordinary direction and tendency is towards 
export and depletion. I need hardly refer to a fact so well known as that the khear tract, 
which is also the area of failure, produces a fine species of rice, little used for local 
consumption, and which is eagerly bought up by petty traders, who are in effect agents 
to the large exporting firms in Calcutta. I anticipate that these men will use all their 
efforts to secure some part of their ordinary supply, and 1 fear that in the end of November 
wd ^oughout December, before serious pressure is felt, they will be only too sucoessful 
in still further reducing the district stocks, which now are not too abundant. Much will 
depend on the action of the zemindars in regard to rent, and the Government in regard 
to revenue. If these two forces exert themselves as in ordinary years, if where there 
is short produce they demand full rent and revenue, the peasantry will have no means of 
eBoape*from the depleting trader. The raiyat must sell his rice. I always have held, and 
always will hold, mat the quickest, honestest, cheapest, and safest fonn of relief is, when 
Government has satisfied itself that there is a really grave failure of food-supply, to at once act 
on the principle that where rent cannot be paid without danger, revenue cannot be demanded 
without setting an example a Government should not set. Further, when once revenue 
oolleotion is suspended, we should insist on proportionate clemency in tiie zemindar. 

I do not for an instant speak of remission. In nineteen-twentieths of Bengal the revenue 
assessment is so easy that only in the most exceptional oases would absolute remission 
be justified. The suspended revenue could be recovered in three to five years by instal 
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without interest, the loss of the latter amount hoing the measure of the general oontribu* 
tion of the province to local dUtress. 

12 . 1 am entirely unable to estimate the amount of grain stocks in the district * in the 
manner suggested, that is, terms of food-supply, for so many months. Judging by 
previous periods of distress, I venture to express the opinion that the district will probably 
be able to feed itself till the beginning of the hot weather—four to five mouths hence. 

13. The supply of water for all purposes is abnormally deficient. The rivers are 
already'at their hot-weather level and are loaded with impurities. They are almost all 
stagnant, and jute-steeping has been carried on in most. There is already an unusual amount 
of cholera about the district, and I fear that public health will deteriorate rather than 
improve. With the advent of the hot weather, I have even graver fears of trouble to the 
people frpm this source than from the failure of food-sup])ly. 

3'he fodder-supply, after the cattle have grazed off the short stubble of the crop that is 

E artially saved, or the standing rice, as they are already doing in many places, will necessarily 
0 very deficient in the khear tract. The rice nearly everywhere, even whore the grain 
yield promises well, is short in stalk. 

14. I have replied as far as I can the questions raised by the Government circular. 

15. In order to aid Government in estimating the pieseiit condition of the crops, 
I give below a table showing the rainfall, month by month, in the three abnormal years—1873, 
last year, and this year.

16. Two important facts are potent from the above table. The first is the extreme 
shortness of the rainfall in August and September of the present year. I do not believe 
in the efficacy of October rain, except to fill out the grain in plants which have not only 
survived the drought of the two preceding months, but still retain considerable vigour. The 
second conspicuous point is one of good hope. 3'he rainfall in April, May, June and 
July could hardly bo more propitious for the aus crop, which the dry, hot weather in the 
end of J uly and the beginning of August ripened to perfection. This fact alone would 
convince me that what I have heard on all sides is true, namely, that the aus yielded nearly 
a bumper outriirn. It was also an unusually extensive crop. Not only on the poli or 
light sandy soil, hut also on the stiff khear clay, that people hastened to refill their granaries, 
left half empty by last j^ear’s failure. Going about the district, I have everywhere 
notiood that a very considerable portion of the worst amun rice stands on fields which have 
ahoady yioldod an aus harvest. This is a fact of very great importance. 1 regret that 
I have no luf '11118 of estimating, with even a distant approach to statistical accuracy, what 
proportion the aus bears to the amun area. We are still, I regret to say, noarlv as 
ignorant on this and such like agricultural questions as we w'Cre ten yjears ago. I may here 
UiCntion ihat the people employ aus rice principally as food, and I nave heard the 
opiiuon freely expressed that they will not readily part with this their ordinary means of 
Bustennnee. 

17. I should not conclude this report without drawing atiention to the fact that 

burglaries and thefts show a marked increase. During the third quarter of the present 
year, 71 hnrglarios and i 19 thefts were reported as compared ^vith 46 burglaries and 71 
ihofts in the corresponding months of July, August and September 1883. The object of 
several of these offences has been food-grain, and the accused in many oases have pleaded 
the j)res8ure of hunger. (Jonsidering, however, that these figures represent the total crime 
against ])roperty among tliree-quarters of a million of j)eople, it would be as unwise to 
attach too much importance to them a,8 it would be to ignore them altogether, ^ 

18. As to the prohablity of serious distress, 1 think it distant. There are few land¬ 
less day-labourers in the district. 1 believe the coming cold weather, with a promising rubee 
harvest, will supply a fair amount of employment to them. I'he short crops are, moreover, 
confined i,o one-third portion of the district, and the population affected will not exceed 
quarter of a million. A bout 5 per cent, of this number probably live by day labour, and 
if Government gives a small suhsoription to the District Road Fund, besides completing the 
Stiltanpore-l ogra Railway embankment, I think wo will have sufficient aid to tide us over

• With reforonoe to Government Famine Circular No. 16T—-E, dated the 7th 
instant, I have the honour to state that I called for reports from the sub-divisirfnal officers, 
the District Superintendent of Police, and some of the zemindars and managers of estates 
in the district. The report from the sub-division of Nattore has not yet been received, but 
the district repoi-t being duo on the 27th, I beg to submit the following report on the 
several points noted in the circular. ' 

2. I beg to annex a tabulated statement clearly showing the approximate condition 
of each police station in the district under the various heads referred to in the Government 
oiroular, and to offer the following observations in regard to each station. 

3. Beaiileah ,—In this station there was a fair yield of the bhadoi crop, but the amun 
prospects are indifferent, except in places where the inundation water has reached. Sugar¬ 
cane cultivation is carried on extensively, as also mulberry, and the rearing of silk cocoons, 
which gives employment to a considerable portion of the population of this and the neigh¬ 
bouring thaT\as, is a fair souroo of income. 

4. It is worthy of mention, in connection with Eampore Beauleah, Charghat and 
Pooteah thonas, that Messrs. Watson & Co. distribute about ten lakhs of rupees eveiy 
year for advances for cocoons. In addition to this, I understand that Messrs. Louis * 
Payen & Do. distribute between two and three lakhs of rupees similarly, principally in Eam¬ 
pore Beauleah thana. The placing of so much hard cash at the disposal of the people must 
be a great help to them. 

6. The prospects of the winter crops are fair. Scarcity of water is felt only in the 
interior, that is, in villages far removed from the course ot the river. Tho condition of trade 
in the market is dull. The sui)])ly of paddy in store is not large. I do not anticipate 
any difficulty about fodder, though much may not have been preserved; but there ii ample 
grazing ground on which the cattle can thrive for months, and even if there is any difficulty 
in any particular part, the cattle can easily bo token for two or three months, as is frequently 
done, on to the churs where there is an enormous lot of excellent grazing ground. AU those 
whom I have o»»nsuited are unanimous on this point, and to save time 1 may observe that 
this remark applies generally to the whole district. 

6. God(i(/fnce Station, —This station supplies rice for the district consumption to a 
large extent. The high price of rice last year induced a very large export from here, and 
consequently the quantity left in store is not large. Eice is grown abundantly—in fact it 
is the only crop grown here—and although the rainfall was scanty, the amun promises fair 
in parts, and is there are plentiful showere of rain yet, there will be no scarcity felt in this 
part of the district. Some few villages in the south-eastern boundary of this station have 
sustained a total wreck of their crop, and the state of the crops to tho north and east, 
withfn four miles of the police t=tation, is extremely bad, owing to the inundation and the 
ravages of insects and grasshoppers. 

7. Tamore Police Station,—I tl the villages within the jurisdiction of this thana 
also rice is extensively grown. The country is Burind to the north and west, and the paddy 
grown was plentiful, but much of it was destroyed by late sowing and by reason of 
drought exce})t what grew .near tanks which afforded facilities for irrigation. The crop 
stanmng in the fields is not in a good condition. Jute has been grown to some extent, 
and the cultivation of mulberry is carried on on a small scale. Owing to demand for 
irrigation and to want of rainfall, scarcity of water will soun be felt. Those that have money 
deouDe to work, and the poorer raiyats alone work at very high rates, not having grain in 
their houses. The fact mentioned in the Lieutenant-Governor’s Eesolution on the divisional 
report, as regards scarcity in Bogra and relief works, apjilies hero and to the district 
MDerally, that people will not work aicay from their homes, nor will they work at all on any¬ 
thing like relief works as soon as pressure is removed. I mention this here, as in this police 
station last year there were pails where it appeared relief was necessary, but the people 
could not be induced to work away from their homes. 

8. Bagmara Police Station.— rice grown hero is in the low lands generally, and 
is largely used in Pooteah, besides being exported. The river barn loo, which flows tlmough 
this part of the ooimtry, did not overflow, and consequentIj, as the bhoels were not inundated, 
the amun crop will be short, though the outturn of the aus was favourable. There is no 
reason, however, to fear that the quantity will bo inadequate, although the prices may be 
high. Jute has given a fair outturn, and though the price bus fallen far below that of last 
year, still there will be a fair profit. Mulberry has been a fair crop, and a good deal of 
work is done in cocoons, and it is ho})ed tliey will show favourable results. Scarcity of water 
is felt in some parts of this thana. The lust cold-weather crops wore good, and the pros¬ 
pects of this year so far favourable. 

9. Polrn Station /'u(teah, — B,ioey both aus and amun, used to he grown in the low lands 
under the Doorgapore outpost, but of late years from insufficient produce the raiyats have 
abandoned the cultivation of rice and devoted themselves to the cultivation of sugarcane, 
which yields a surer and more profitable outturn, and they now depend upon riqe 
imported from elsewhere. Mulberry and cocoons, moreover, flourish in these parts 
the country, and the prospects of the crops this year are favourable. The inundation of the^ 
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Ckmees afforded a good sappJy of water, and no soaroity is likely to be felt in the cold 
weatner. 

10 . In this police station are situated the Eajbarees of the Pooteab and Taherpore 
£ 3 ua]ilie 8 , and though their properties are scattered all over several districts, it inay 
convenient to summarise here the reports I have received respecting the properties in this 
district. 

11. Taherpore Estate, —In the villages belonging to the estate situated in thanas 
Eampore Beaiileah, Pooteah, Nattore, Singra, and Bagmara, the bhadoi or aus or<m seems 
to have been generally an almost total failure; in fact the average is set down at 2 annas. 
This, however, I think rather too low an estimate. This failure of the bhadoi croM has, 
however, been compensated by the good crop of mulberry, sugarcane and jute, also Iby the 
rearing of cocoons; for thougn the price of jute was lower than last year, still it was high 
enough to yield a large profit. The general prospects of the winter amun crop are not 
promising from want of rain. It is, however, a significant fact mentioned by the gentleman 
irom whom I got my report, that the mahajuns have, in anticipation of distress, ceased to 
lend the raiyals paddy. He also complains of the imperfect state of irrigation, which has 
led to poor paddy crops ever since 1882, and this has been aggravated by the hheels not 
being inundated. 

12. Pooteah Estate, —The Manager of the Pooteah Estate reports that, generally 
speaking, the condition of the mehals is discouraging. He has submitted a statement, from 
which I find •that the outturn of the late bhadoi crop in the estate was about 4 j annas. The 
prospects of * the ruhbeo crop are good, and tho amun paddy promises to yield an outturn 
of nearly 5 annas. The produce of jute and sugarcane has been satisfactory in some 
mehals, while in others it is either fair or tolerable. Cocoons are abundant, and it is 
reported that, if the Pomhund result in success, there will be no appreliension of any 
hardship, notwithstanding tho failure of tho bhadoi crop. Paddy is selling at from 26 
to 28 seers per rupee, and rice from 14 to 16 seers. Price of wheat from 22 to 25 seer 
per rupee. Some raiyats have paddy in stock, and the stocks in the mahajuns’ granaries 
is sufficient to last two or three months in case of distress. Kalye was cultivated in some 
of the mehals, but owing to the overflowing of the river, cultivation has been washed 
away and destroyed. (Generally speaking, trade is only nominal in a few of the mehals. 

There is no cause for anxiety about the supply of drinking water. The Manager recom¬ 
mends the excaA^ation of tanks in some three or four mehals where there is some difficulty 
about getting drinking water. 

13. PoHee Station Chnrghat, —^Tliis station is similar to Pooteah. Here the villagers 
grow a little rice, but the lands are principally cultivated with sugarcane and pulse, and the 
villagers mainly depend apparently upon the cold-weather crops. Mulberry and cocoonss 
flourish, and on the banks of the rivers Ganges and Bural indigo is cultivated. The 
cold-weather crops were favourable last year, and equally favourable results are expected this 
j ear. Some kalye was grown in the low land, but it was submerged and destroyed owing 
to a sudden and late rise of the river. In some parts where the flood-water could not reach, 
scarcity of water is and will be felt by the villagers. 

14. Nattore Folice-^staiion, —Here the countries are watered by the rivers Ganges and 
Atrai, and rice is grown to a large extent. In the high lands, however, there is not much 
rice grown; but sugarcane and pulse very profitably take its place. The prospects of the 
rubbee crops are so far favourable. Tho rise of the Ganges i§ expected to give a favourable 
outturn of the amun crop in the low lands, and the sugarcane and pulses also promise 
fairly.. The winter crops of last year were good. Scarcity of water will be felt in the 
high lands owing to the deficient rainfall. 

16. Lalpore tolice-station. —^The prospects of crops in this station are rather distress¬ 
ing. Little rice is grown in the low lands, and the villagers have to depend to a great 
extent on imported rice, which has been almost entirely consumed. *The villagers migrate 
for labour. Want of water is also felt, aud will be more keenly felt still, uniess there is 
rain. Sugarcane and kalye have grown, and indigo cultivation is extensively carried on. 

16. In the zemindorios of Messrs. Watson & Oo., notwithstanding that no 
inundation had submerged the high lands for a period of two or three years, large tracts 
of lands were brought under cultivation on account of the high price of grain, and up to 
the middle of July, writes Mr. Abbott, a gentleman of very great experience, and who has 
long been in the district as the chief agent of Messrs. Watson & Co., the paddy 
crops in the Bilmaria, Charghat, and Pooteah stations had most favourable weather. But 
want of rain in the beginning of Srabun had disastrous effects, and the high lands 
brouglit under cultivation yielded for the bhadoi crop not more than 4 annas. The last 
bhadoi crops are said to have ranged from 1 to 16 annas, and the average was not less 
than 7 annas. The winter crop of Bharun amun paddy, it is estimated, will yield 12 
annas. This I think rather too sanguine an estimate. Half the kalye crop sown on the 
ohm’s was submerged owing to tho late rise of tho rivers. The prospects of the remaining 
kalye now on the fields are fair, and it is hoped there will be an outturn of 8 annas. In 
the villages Biraldaha, Dungapara, Monegram, Tulshipore, and Gungarampore, mulberry and 
cxKJOons have turned out well, and sugarcane also promises well, and it is believed 
[hey will enable the raiyats to withstand pressure from crop failure. The raiyats who product 
Saddy have not been selling it tlM year, perhaps in anticipation of distress. 

17. It is difficult to ascertain (continues Mr. Abbott) whether the raiyats have dhan 
n their houses. The general belief is that there is a small supply in the m^ajuns’ golahs 
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and none in the houses of the raijats. Mr. Abbott, however, is of opinion that a supply 
sufficient to last for four months exists in the mahajuns' golahs, and that the kalye and 
rubbee crops also stored there are in large quantities. The latter yielded last year a 
ptoduoe laiger than has been i^own for 20 j^ears. 

18. There is no scarcity of water in villages situated close to the nver.^ and^ if there 
are showers of rain,,there need be no fear of any such scarcity. But in village remote 
from the river distress is being already felt, owing to the want of rain and the inundation 
water not having reached the villages. The distress of these poor villagers can only be 
removed by a heavy downpour of rain. 

19. Boruigunge Station. —Much rice is produced hero, and it is exported by boats 
to other parts of the district. In the bheels to the south and west amun and Boro paddy 
are grown, and although it is reported that owing to the drought crops have simered 
materially, I am not inclined to give credence to this report, as from the fact of the country 
having been inundated by the overflow of the Ganges, such a thing was not possible. In 
the high lands turmeric is extensively prown, with large profits, and sugarcane also is 
extensively cultivated. Water-supply will, however, be short, for the Ganges water in the 
fields will dry up unless there is rainwater to help it. 

20. Folice station Sinyra. —Here the lands are generally low, and very large tracts ore 
cultivated with paddy. Reports about paddy crops and jute are most favourable from this 
station. Only the north portion of this station is Burind, and the crops may have sustained 
some injuries there owing to want of seasonable rain. Winter crops are grown here on a • 
smaller scale. The water famine will be felt only in the high lands situated to the north and 
east of the police-stations. 

21. J^owgong Folfce-station, —Here the cultivation of aus paddy is extensive, and the 
villagers had stored the bhadoi or aus crop in large quantities. The outturn of the 
bhadoi crop is estimated by the sub-divisional officer at 8 to 9 annas. Much jute was 
grown, and it sold at tolerable prices. Last year’s winter crops were good, and the cultivation 
of ganj a extensive, but this means low prices; in fact, the sub-divisional officer says the 
price per maund pucoa ranged from Rs 4 to Rs. 15. In high lands some scarcity of water 
will be felt. 

22. As to the prospects of the amun, both bona and ropa, m the sub-division generally, 
it appears from the sub-divisional ofiioer’s report that the people have had the sense to 
store up all the water of the copious rain in June for use for irrigation purposes, and 
the result is that the ropa or transplanted amun, which depends almost entirely on 
rainwater, was fiJly planted out, and where there is water stored up near, the outturn 
is likely to be between 6 and 7 annas. As to the bona dhan, it is doing very 
well in deep bheels where there is water, but many bheels are dried up from insufficient 
water, and there the paddy has withered. No estimate is made as to the probable 
yield by the £ub-divisional officer, and the District Superintendent has estimated it at 


annag. 

2’S. VoUcc-station Panchoopore —Here the crops are watered by the two rivers Atrai 
and Nagore, and are consequently able to show a favourable outturn. Much of their rice, 
however, is exported elsewhere, which has led to the increase in the soiling price of rice in 
those parts of the country. Jute is also grown here largely. There can be no scarcity 
of water felt in this part of the country where there are two rivers to irrigate the lands 
and supply water for drinking purposes, and the only portion that is liable to be so 
affected is the portion lying on the borders of the district of Bogra. The sub-divisional 
officer estimates the bhadoi crops at 7 annas. I have already dealt with the prospects 
of the amun. 

24 Police-station Manda. —Much rice is grown here, and the villagers were prudent 
enough to grow a large quantity of jute, which has yielded tolerable profits. Rice in the 
low lands is safe, but exton^ive tracts to the north and west are Burind^ and unless there is 
sufficient rainfall, I am afraid the crops on these portions will suffer very materially. But 
the remarks about amun under Nowgong apply generally hero also. Winter crops flourish 
on the banks of the river Atrai. I am afraid there will be much scarcity of water felt 
3 ver the Burind country, if there bo not more rain. 

26. It will be observed that I have hitherto made no mention of the probable amount o'* 
grain in store. The subject is a difficult one, and it is really impossible to say how much 
grain there is in store. The general opinion, however, seems to be that there is a store of 
four months’ food in the district. 

A curious fact was mentioned to me. Some raiyats had to remove their houses owing 
bo the encroachment of the river. They wore supposed to have next to no dlian whatever, 
but when they came to remove, it was found that each man had several hundred maunds 
3 f dhan in store; one man, supposed to have nothing, having as much as 1,200 maunds. If, 
ffierefore, this may be taken as a typical case, the supply in store may be taken as even 
rreater still. I believe the raiyats have in many places been holding back their paddy from 
Fear of scarcity; and, besides, it must bo remembered that, if there is scarcity, it would hav 
been a very dangerous thing for a man to have let his neighbours know how much grain he 
bod, as he would run great risk of being plundered. % 

26. I have narrated above in detail the prospects and condition of the oroj 
n the several thannas in my district, and from what has been stated, it will be see 
liat there is no cause to fear a general scarcity oyer the whole district. It is tnie 11 
export last year was very considerable, but even in spite of this large export and the pri( 
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at whioh rice is selling at present in the various markets in the district, I ^ do not 
apprehend a scarcity all over, and^I do hope that, even if, the entire,Barwif rice cbdj) 
in^the Go<^aree, Tannore, Singpra, and Manda polioe-statione fail, there wflt be found 
8ui6|qient rice in the district to meet ita demands. St>ould there, be a failure, relief will’ be 
rei^ifed probably in the Burind ; but I think after the rainfall* of the last three days, it, is 
di^cult to report with any degree of certainty, \Wiether the prospects are such as to raise 
ah eppifehension of scarcity, until we hear more of the ei^nt of the rainfall and aa to 
wh^tner it h^ been general. If it has hf^eu general, the prospeots will no doubt be much 
bettOT thm those given in this report,, and I think another report in a fortaight wo^d be 
advantageous. Inere is no doubt that much paddy, which seexned hopeless, will pick up 
to a certain extent. At any rate this report may be taken as giving the proi^eots of the 
district from th^ most unfavourable point of view. 

27. 1 beg to annex a map showing in different colours the condition of the sejeial 
thannas in tl^e district, I shall, as I have observed above, call for further report enquiring 
whether the rain of these last .three days has been general, and how it is regaled bv the 
raiyats; and when this information is obtained, I shall submit a further report, in which will 
be embodied the report from the sub-division of JJattore. In compiling this report, I^izu 
under great obligation to the District Su[)erintendent, Mar. Bamher, 

F. S. —Since writing the above I have just received the report of the Nattore Sub- 
divisional Officer, and I may remark on it generally that I am glad to say he takes a much 
more cheerfuj view of the prospects than I, with the knowledge then before, me, 
ventured to express. The ramfall. has beeu greater than in the previous year, and dis¬ 
tributed more evenly. The prospects of the amun and rubbee crops are .gener^y .^ood. 
The places where scarcity of drinking water will be felt are not many, and his opinion 
about fhe abundance of fodder agrees with that already expressed. '1 here is one gloomy 
foaturo—the outturn of aus, the principal crop in Lalpur, was 2 annas only.

With reforenoo to Government circular order No. 16T —E of the 7th instant, I Jiave 
the honour to submit a special report on the state and prospects of the crops in the several 
distriote of the Patna division. 

2. The Durbhunga report has come in to-day. I thus have the advantage of the latest 
possible information from that district, which was one about which there was most fear. It 
IS plain that Mr. Price’s report is much fuller and better than it could have been if it had 
been written only a- day or two earlif-r. 

3. JL shall first give a very short summary of the results, then extract from the district 
reports,^nd finish with any necessary comment. 

4. Of the seven districts, Ohumparun, Surun, MozufTerpore, and Shahabad are declared 
safe. It is clear from the reports that this decision is well founded. 

C), Of the remaining districts, the sub-divisions of Modhubani and Tajpore in Dur- 
bhunga, of Barb, Dinapore and Patna in Patna, and Aurungabad in Gya are also 
declared safe. 

6. There remain the sub-divisions of Nowada and Gya in t; ya, Bohar in Patna, and 
in Hurbliun^m the sudder sub-division, which cannot be declared safe, and about which a 
special report of danger is required. 

7. In these sub-divisions certain tracts again can be picked out as much bettor off than 
the rest. I can therefore here describe more particularly the areas of very bad crops. Mr. 
Griorson, Collector of Gya, has prepared a map for his district. His latest enquiries confirm 
what was believed before. 

8 . The worst tract in the division is clearly the north eastern portion of the Gya 
district, including all the north of Nowacla and the Atri thana of the siiddcr. In this tract 
there is little jungle and a large extent of rice plain, which ought to be covered with rice 
now. A great part of this has not even been cultivated for rice. I myself have seen the 
land lying unploughed. 

9. The Debar sub-division of Patna is subject to very much the same conditions. 
I am a little surprised at the good accounts from Behar. Mr. Quinn says it is worse off 
than any other part of the district, and he is watching and prej^ared for worse nows. But 
from the report, Behar is very much hotter off than Nawada. 

10 In Durblmnga, the south-eastern portion of the sudder about Eosorah is declared 
much the wor4. It would be interesting to compare Mr. Price’s report with what is said 
about Begu Sarai in Monghyr bordering it to the soutli-east. 

11. As directed in the circular order under reply, I report that in Ohumparun, Sarun, 
Mozufferpore, and Shahnhad “ the condition of tln^ district does not vary meterially from 
the normal state.” 1 therefore abstain from all details, and declare that there is “no cauBo 
for anxiety regarding food, water, or fodd(‘r-su]>pl 3 \” 

12. 3'he Uoileotor ef Durbhunga report^: — 

“In Modhubani the outturn of the last hliadoi is estimated to have been a 9 annas 
crop throughout the sub-division, and the proba1)lo yield f)f paddy to bo an 8 annas crop. 
The rubbee, which has been very extensively sown tills year, is in a prosperous state, and 
promises a good outturn. 

There are two or three important non-food stnplos grown in this suL-division, such as 
sugarcane, indigo. 'Iho prospect in ros[)ect of those sta}dos is good, and with tho help 
derived from tiiem, supplemented by the oiittum from food-crops, the people of this sub¬ 
division will bo enabled to su])poit tiiernselves eomforiahly till tlio next j^eiir’s bhadoi comes 
in. The labouring chLSses will perhaps rcquiio to b(^ furnished with some employment later 
on ; this can easily he found for tliem in tiie rojmiis and construction of villago roads. 

“There is no cause for anxiety regavding loflder or water-supply. 

“ In Taj pore, which in my opinion is v<tv little behind Modhubani in its generally 
satisfactory condition, tho bhadoi wuis all round an eight annas (to}) ; the paddy will 
scarcely be a four annas crop ^biit Tajuor:} is not generally a ricc-producing country), whereas 
at present tho prospects of the rubbee are oxcejl-mt; in fact could not be better. So also I may 
say of tobacco, w^hich is extensively cultivated in this sub-division. 1 may, I think, without 
hesitation say that the present condition of tho people and the crops in Tajpore does not 
afford any cause for alarm ; prices tliis October are not liighor than tiioy were during the 
same month last year; and there will he food available sufficient for tho supply required for 
the next four or five montlis. I do not anticipate any failure in the water or fodder-supply 
in Tajpore, that is, if rain falls as it ought to do iu December or January. 

i^nddor t^ub dtvimn ,—This sub-division is, I coiii>idor, far way the worst off of the 
three in the districts. Concerning a part of it I can speak i’rom direct personal observation^ 
for 1 am now under canvas in the tract which was reported by the police to be worst affected. 
The outturn of tho last bhadoi did not exceed a ten annas crop all round. The prospects 
of the paddy arc generally bad; in some places no crop at all can be reaped, the plants 
being used for fodder for cattle, so great has been tho deficiency in the rainfall. Here, at 
E^erah, it is 8 inches less than it was iu the famine year. Throughout the sub-division 
md more than a fourth of the usual area could bo sown with paddy, and the general outturn 
j^estimated at two to four aunas, at the outside, of an average crop. 
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“ Had it not been for tho rain (2inches) which fell yesterday and the day before, 
and which has benefited gre tly the rubboe sowings (paddy having perished irretrievably, as I 
carefully noted when riding drysliod on the 26th from.Brichowli to Mangalgarh across a 
country which ordinarily at the time of the year should consist of inundated rice-fields), 
there would have been experienced most severe distress in the south-eastern corner of this 
district, ^inoe the late rain I anticipate a fair crop of rubbee. Non-food staples, tobacco and 
sugarcane, promise very well. 1 am inclinod to think that the stocks of grain loc^Hy grown 
have been drawn upon to depletion, but the import trade is very brisk and food-grains are 
being conveyed in large quantities by rail into the district. Prices are not much, it at all, 
higher than they were this time last year, and I rejoice to add that root crops form an 
important factor in the present supply of food. These are selling at - two dhebuas (about 
four pies) a seer for the last two weeks, a soor being generally considered su$cient for a 
single full meal. f 

“The prospects in respect of water and fodder-supply wore causing much anxiety 
till the late rain on the 26th and yesterday. Tanks and wells were very low. Some of 
them liad actually run dry, and the paddy-straw, which in a year of good crops served 
later on for fodder ibr cattle, had been actually grazed down by cattle in the fields. Pros¬ 
pects now have assumed a much more favourable a])pearaiice, and it looks as if we would 
get more rain. But in any ease tlie south-eastern portion of the sub division, if no other, 
will have to be closely wat(ihed, and the employment afforded later on, if necessary, for the 
labouring classes in the coiiHlriiction and repairs of district and village roads. At present 
there is no actual suffering anywhere. 

13. The Collector of Patna says with regard to Behnr suh-division :— 

“ I take this sub-division first, as the condition of affairs there is worse lhan in other 
ports of the district. 

“ (n),^ The bhadoi outturn on the average was about a G-anna crop. 

“ (h). When the sub-divisional officer wrote his re])ort, he anticipated that the winter 
rice would be a ’i-anua or a 5* anna crop, according to whether more rain should fall or not, 
Since the receipt of the ropoit there has been heavy rain, and according to present informa¬ 
tion a 5-auna crop may he expected. 

(c ). Iluhhep crops.— When the sub-divisional officer wrote, a fair outturn was expected, 
probably an 8-anna crop. The heavy rain which has since fallen has in some cases done 
harm and in others good. On tlie whole, I think than an S-anna crop may still be expected. 

“ (d). Non-fuod stnplcii .—The only imprirtant non-food staple is opium, iho prospects of 
which since the recent rain should bo good, and a good opium crop will have a very 
considerable effect in enabling the ])eople to tide over a bad season. 

“ (r). Food 6Wrv.—Everything jioiuts to the conelusion that stocks are low. Ijast year’s 
bhadoi and rice harvests were very poor. The ])resent prices are higher than in other parts 
of the districts, and the aeeuiTmlatioiis of grain are never largo.” The Collector considers 
the food stocks suflieieiit for two months at the outside. 

“ (/). Watw-^s^ipply ,—Since the late heavy rain, I think there need bo no longer any 
anxiTity on this head. 

“ (f/). Fodder, —The Collector thinks the late rain has also taken away cause for anxiety 
under this head.” 

14. The Colleetor of Gya, Mr. Grierson, has ^vl•ilten a very full and careful report. 
It is difficult to quote from, Ijocauso if- boili is very argiimenfaiive and takes the district, not 
snh-divisioii by suh-division, hut crrip by crop. T sliould have to extracjt ptissages too much 
scattered over his report. Tliorofore, in tlie ease of Gy a, 1 com louse the information sup¬ 
plied. As has frequently been re])ort('d, the Gy a (TOji.s \i\ry very greatly in quality from 
thanna to thanna. The bhadoi crop in the smhler sub-division was— 

In thannas Gya, ^ha]Lrghaf i, ami Bara Cffati 10 annas; in Tikari 14 annas; and in 
Atri only G annas of a full cro}). For the sub-division as a whole the bhadoi was 11 
annas of a full erojj. 

In Nowada the bhadoi was—in Nowada thanna 8 annas ; in Taltri Barwan 4 to 8 annas ; 
and in Kajouli 10 annas. 

For the Nowada sub-division as a whole ihe bhadoi wns 8 annas of a full crop. 

In Aurnngabad tlu‘ bhadoi was from 8 annas to IG anmis, olthongli in one oulpost— 
Goh—in thanna I)audnngar it was alinosi a tola! failure. 1 shall iviurn to thi.s matter. 
The bhadoi outturn for the Aniamgabad sub-divisiou as a whole is between 10 ami 11 
annas. 

In Jehanabnd bhadoi is ])nt down at 8 annas, and the Collector calls the bhadoi of the 
district as a whole 9 annas of a full crop. 

15. On the rice crop, Mr. Grii'rsoii writes: — 

“ The paddy crop of the smhler suh-division is best in the Phalirghati thanna, ami is 
expected to yield about 10 annas. Jn Gya and Tilcari thaiinas it may ho faii'l y estimated at 
about 8 annas, in Bara 1 hati at G annas, and in Atri we ctin hardly expect even 1 anna. 
Thus the sub-divisional outtm-n I ost-iiiiate at 7 annas of a. full croj).” 

The Nowada rice is thus estimated: Nowada thanna less than 2 annas; Pakri Barwan 
less than 2 annas, being worse again than Nowada thanna; llajonli 4 annas. 

In Anrimgahad, Nabiiiagar thanna will have 14 annas. The worst parts of the sul 
division expect G annas. A large portion expects 8 annas, and the sub-divisional olJic( 
estimates the outturn as a whole at iO annas of a full crop. 
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The sub-divisional outturn in Jehanabad is estunated at 7 annas. The variation is yery 
great from tract to tract. 

One area of about 80 square miles is expected to yield about a 14-anna crop; while 
another, about half as big, will not give more than 1 anna. 

The Collector writes:— 

I arrive at the conclusion that the district outturn of the winter rice will be a fettle 
more than 54 annas of a full drop.’^ 

16. I need not, and indeed cannot, be so precise about rubbee prospects. They are just 
now very good; but so early in the season accurate estimates cannot be made. A much 
larger area than usual is being sown, and the land everywhere has abundant moisture. 

Sugarcane is counted a non-food Bta])le. In Grya sugarcane, opium, and linseed are 
important. Mr. Grierson says :—“ In the sudder sub-division sugarcane is extensively cul¬ 
tivated,llnd this year it is exceptionally good. Up to this lime the price of molasses is very 
high, and the crop promises a handsome return to the cultivators. There is no doubt that 
it will go a groat way towards alleviating the severity of the partial failure of the winter 
rice.*’ 

In Aiirungabad sugarcane is very good. Both sugarcane and poppy are of great use in 
helping cultivators to meet a food-crop failure. 

‘‘In Nowada sub-division the only important non-food staple is opium. It is cultivated 
on a large scale, and if it turns out a good crop, it will be a great comfort to the cultivators 
and the zemindars 

“ In Jehanabad, the sugarcane having last year proved a general failure, has been very 
sparingly cultivated ; but wherever it has been planted, it is an excellent crop.^^ 

^ “ 17.- The annexed table will show the current price of the food-grains in all the sub¬ 
divisions of the district. The incessant supply of grain from the North-West^jn^ Provinces 
is the chief reason for prices being as low as they aie. The trade has been all along and is 
still very •active. "Wheat and grom nre imported in large quantities from the north-west 
and rice from the east, and are being taken away daily by pack-bullocks and carts aU over 
the district.*^

18. Grain stocks are reported low, not even enough for a month’s consumption. The 
Collector estimates the sudder sub-divisional stocks as not exceeding 2,00,000 maunds. 
The Nowada stocks are put down at 24 lakhs, also about a month’s consumption. The 
sub-divisional oflBcer continues:— 

“ But there is scarcely any fear of a sudden and serious deficiency in food-supply, for 
the raiyats will get dhan, kurthi, and sugarcane crops within the next four months. Their 
pack-bullocks, more than in an ordinary year, are constantly bringing loads of grain from 
Gya, Behar, Shekhpura, and Jamui. 

“ Stocks in Anrungabad ore very low in consequence of last year’s bad harvest. 

“ Rice is coming from Patna and Gya and supplying the markets of Guh, Rafigunge, 
and Muddenpur. 

“ Southern markets are still supplied from local stocks. Gram and wheat are coming in 
from Shahahad. 

“ If all the markets were to be supplied from local stock, it would not last more than two 
months.” 


The sub-divisional officer of Jehanabad calls the stock large and sufficient for six months 
or more, but points out that they aro very unequally distributed and not likely to come into 
the market, lie trusts to impori chiefly. 

19. On fodder and water-supply Mr. Grierson writes:— 

“ As a necessary consequence of the failure of rice there will bo some scarcity of fodder 
for cattle everywhere, and especially in those parts of the district where the rice crop will be a 
total failure; but we have to fear nothing about water-supply for drink purposes or for 
irrigation. 

In the jurisdiction of thannas Nowada and Pakri Barwan and the outpost of Ha s uft, 
todder will be very scarce. There is not much fear for other parts.” 

^ 20. The condition of the people is reported as fairly good almost everywhere, and very 

4bad nowhere. Just now there is plenty of employment, but after the rubbee sowings are 
over in those parts where the rice has failed there is a probability of distress. 
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iCuth bf the No^adk report is taken up with disoussing the rumour^ deaths ifirom starvation. 
l!^e rumour has hoi yet been quite traced home. It is ahnest certain that isome oases of beggais 
dying ifrcAh insufficient food combined with other causes will be found. J heard sueh 
r^olirs nnrself long aigo, but they were not distinct enough for any action. 

21. Mr. Grierson sums up thus : — 

, 4 ‘ On consideration of the ciroumsttooes of all the four sub-divisions, I believe that there 
is no cause for anxiety for any part of the district except certain portions of the Nowada 
sub-division. The year will not be worse than the last year, either in respect of tha Supply 
of food, fodder or water, and if the rabi crop turns out to be what it promises now, there will 
be ho material variation in the condition of the people, nor will the labourers be in much 
want of employment. Of course there will be some want of employment between the period 
of paddy and rabi harvest, but the planting, digging, and irrigating of sugarcane, os weD as 
irrigation of poppy crops, will supply the want to some extent. % 

22. I have given the Durbhunga report in full. It will explain how concluyns are 
reached. Mr. Price shows why he has no fears for Modhubani or Tajpore, and why con¬ 
siders the south-eastern part of the suddor sub-division so badly off. 

As 1 have said, I am surprised at the good accounts from Behar, continuous with Nowada, 
and subject to similar conditions. But Mr. Quinn is watching with great care. 

Gy a is both much the worst off of all the districts, and best known to mo. Since I began 
to write this, 1 have had a letter from Mr. Grierson from Pakri Barwan in the extreme east. 
He says the coimtry is in a much worse state than close about Nowada. There is much more 
land uncultivated. 

The bad area of Gya is about 50 miles long from Atrl in the sudder to l^akri Barwan in 
the east of Nowada by about 15 miles wide in the widest part. The bad pifeoe from its 
irregular shape will have an area of about half such a rectangle. 

A separate report containing proposals will bo submitted in due oourse. 

23. I rcoapitulate very shortly. The whole of the division is safe except the parts 
described below:— 

—The south-east of the sudder sub-division of Durbhunga, in which the late bhado 
was 10 annas, the winter rieo is from 2 to 4 annas; rabi prospects are fair; stocks are very 
small ; trade is very brisk ; piieos are moderate ; root crops are good and not dear; water 
and fodder prospects are greatly bettor since the late rain, and there is no actual present 
distress. 

2nd ,—The Behar sub-division of the Patna district, where hhadoi was 6 annas, winter 
rice may be 5 annas, rabi 8 annas; opium will give much help. Stocks are low, about 
enough for two months. Fodder and water prospeSbs wore bad before the late rain. 

The Pakri Barwan and Nowada thanas of Nowada, and Atri of the sudder 
sub-division in the Gya distri;4. whore hhadoi was from 4 to 8 annas, winter rice almost 
a total failure—certainly under 2 annas; rabi prospects good; nou-food staples are very 
useful; trade is very brisk ; stfxks are very low—about enough for one month; fodder pros¬ 
pects are had; water is suflicient for all purposes, and the present condition of the people does 
not ajipoar to be bad.

I HAVE the honour to submit the report called for in the Government famine circular 
No. 16T—'R of the 7th October 18^4. 

2. The district ollioers of Monghyr and Purneah appreliend no distress or scarcity 
in their districts. Mr. Kean of IvIonghjT says that “ 1 do not think there is any cause for 
anxiety regarding the food, wate^ or fodder-supply, and I do not apprehend any want of 
employment f^r the laboming cl issos such as to call for the adoption of special measures.” 
Mr. Weekes, in writing of Purneah, says “I have little anxiety about any part of the 
district, none at all for the northern half, and only a little about parts of the south, about 
which I will report in more detail subsequently.” 

3. I beg to append extracts from the reports received from Bhngtilporo and the 
Sorthal Porgunnahs, giving the information required by Government regarding each sub¬ 
division. It will be seen that though the prospects in the former district are not bad, yet 
the Collector anticipates some pressure in certain paris, and tliinks that relief works ^1 
have to be started. I think, however, that the assistanoe of Government will not be required. 

4. The prospects in parts of the Sonthal Pergunnahs only are unfavourable, and 
Mr. Forbes’ estimates of the prospects of his district can bo safely accepted. 

5. During the last week 1 visited the Bogooserai and Jamiii sub-divisions of Monghyr, 
and found that the late rains had improved prospects very much, and that the rubbi 
sowings had germinated,, and the seedlings were strong and healthy; in both sub-divisions 
the bhadoi crop was an excellent one, and the prospects of the rubbi are os good as they 
could be. There were no signs of distress. 

6. I regret 1 am unable to supply any information in connection with the district 
of Maldah, as, up to the time of my writing this letter, I have not received the Colleotork 
report, though nis ^ special attention was drawn to the Government orders, and he wa^ 
directed to submit his report so as to reach this oi&oe not later than the 28th ultimo. While ins 
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the Pumeah district I obseired that though a large proportion—about one-third—of the 
dhan lands had no dhan in them, they had been almost all ploughed and sown with mustard, 
wheat and other rubbi crops: these were coming up thick and well. I ascertained from the 
Collector that the part of the district he was anxious about was the portion near Munihari, 
opposite the Sahibgunge railway station. A Sub-Deputy Collector had been sent out, and 
reported that the people were in distress and had to be satisfied with one meal a day; that 
rice was selling at 10 seers per rupee. He did not report on the condition of the 
peoplciand probably placed tOo much faith in what they told him. I asked the Collector 
to visit this part of his district at once and submit a further report. The rice crops 
are moderately good; a few fields only here and there may not yield mere than 2 annas; 
but I saw some very fine crops about 20 miles north of Pumeah, which will probably yield 
10 to 14 annas, while the average yield will be about 8 annas. 


Extract from Utter No. 136922, dated the ultimo^ from the Deputy Commmionery Sonthal 

Pergunnahs^ to the addrenn of the Commmioner of the Bhagulpore Division and Sunthal 

Pergiinnahs. 

The sub-divisional officers of Deoghur and Jamtora report the condition of their sub¬ 
divisions as regards crops, &o., to bo normal, and that they do not anticipate any distress of 
any kind. They estimate the rice crr p at a 12 anna one, and expect a good rubbi harvest; no 
more need therefore be said in regard to them. I may at the same time dismiss the Damin. 
The people there have reaped a bhadoi harvest such as has not been seen or heard of for 
many years. I'hey will have a full 10 annas rice crop, and their rubbi prospects are 
excellent, and later on they will have the mohwa; and if with all these they are not well off, 
they never will be. 

I nbw turn to Godda. 1 he condition of this sub-division is perhaps the worst of the 
whole district. The bhadoi crop was a 12 annas one, and where rice has been sown the 
crop will probably bo from a 6 to 6 annas one; but there is a very large area which no rice 
at all was sown ; and as they have now had thi*ee bad seasons, no matter how plentiful the 
rubbi harvest may prove to bo, it will not enable them to withstand pressure. Agricultural 
stocks in Godda must of necessity be exceedingly low, and distress will probably begin to 
shew itself early here. 

I should say that, taking the food and non-food rubbi crops together, the result to the 
ordinary cultivator would not add more than 3 annas to his food-supply ; i.e. supposing his 
rice crop to be 8 annas, a bumper rubbi would raise his food-supply to the equivalent of 11 
annas. The ordinary cultivator being in debt gets very little benefit from his non-food 
rubbi crops: they go either to his mahajan or to pay the rent. 

The three pergunnuhs in Godda where the largest area of fallow rice land is to be 
found are Barkop, Patsanda, and Munihari—Patsanda being the worst. 'Ihe people of 
these tracts are now living on their bhadoi crops. They will have no rice when that is 
done, and will have to depend entirely on the rubbi. 1 ho poorer classes will probably 
anticipate this and borrow on it early—in facit as soon as their present bhadoi stock begins 
to fail them. 

Majmehal .—I have already dealt with Damin. The sub-divisional officer does not 
anticipate any real distress in the zeiuindari portion. I do not fully support him in this. 
I am inclined to think that the hot season will bring a good deal of distress of a more or less 
severe kind among the poorer classes. Stocks cannot bo large even among the well-to-do, 
and a large number of the semi-agricultural semi-labouring classes have probably a very 
limited supply. 

The rubbi in Rajmehal is certainly better, and a more important factor in adding 
to the food-supply than elsewhere in the district; but this applies, as a rule, I think, to 
just that class of fairly well-to-do cultivators with whom wo need not concern ourselves; 
and notwithstanding the favourable view taken of the position by the sub-divisional officer, 
I am afraid that by April and May we shall find a considerable amount of distress, 
particularly in the south of the sub-division towards 'Pakour. It must bo remembered 
that the gi’oator the Bengali element in the villages, so the amount of bhadoi crop dis¬ 
appears. In the Damin jenaxa or makai is the staple food of the people; it is a most 
prolific crop, and the area sown is enormous. In the Bengali villages the area of land 
under makai diminishes gradually from the slopes of the hills till the plain or pure Bengali 
tract is reached, when it disappears almost entirely, and the place of the bhadoi in 
importance as a food-producing harvest is taken by the rubbi, but not to the same extent, 
as the mainstay of these people is of course the rice crop. 

Next is Pakourf Le. the zemindari portion. The sub-divisional officer estimates 
the last bhadoi as a full 16 annas crop. He estimates the winter rice at 8 annas all round 
with the exception of that portion of the sub-division, viz. pergunnah Ambar, which is 
subject to Gangetic floods, and in which a considerable amount of wheat is grown. The area 
of the rubbi crop is small and comparatively insignificant. Ihe sub-divisional officer, 
while looking forward to favourable rubbi prospects, estimates its powers of staving t 
pressure at about a fortnight. This is probably a low estimate. 

The Maharaja of Mmiespore writes still more hopefully, and declares most emphati- 
ill y that there will be no distress. I shall allude to this again in my general remarks. 
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'f Do'imka —Fruspeots in this lar^ Bub'division are somewhat uneyen on the whole. 

1 should say they were fair, and there is little call for anxiety* The bh^oi harvest has 
probably been a fairly full 16 annas crop all ovot. 

The dhan or winter rice crop 1 should estimate all round at 8 annas, though there 
are tracts here and there, notably in Darhi Molessar and other tracts to the south-east 
borderiug on Beerbhoom, where there is a considerable amount of fallow rice land; but the 
rubbi^ if it continues to enjoy the same favourable weather it does now, should add certainly 
4 annas to the food-supply. 

The foregoing is based on the reports of the sub-divisional officers. I now ta^e the 
general questions, and deal first with stocks. 

I am of opinion that the great bulk of the agricultural population, have, or will have, 
sufficient stocks of fuod to last them if they are prudent, throughout the season, but the 
petty cultivators, and those who live chiefly by labour, have little or no stocks of their own, 
out as long as agricultural labour is to be had they will have no difficulty in meeting their 
daily wants. These remarks apply to the sub-divisions in the foliowring order:— ^ 


Godda. 

Pakour, 


Eajmehal. 

Doomka. 


When agricultural operations are over, say about March, this class of the population will 
begin to feel distress which will iucroaso in intensity somewhat rapidly owing to high prices* 
It must be remembered that prices have been abnormally high throughout the past year> 
and looking at the fact that agricultural stocks are everywhere abnormally low, the probability 
is that when the real outtio’n of the winter rice comes to be ascertained, most agricul¬ 
turists, looking ahead, will hold on, and prices, instead of falling as they usually do after the 
winter harvest, will rise and continue to rise as the season advances. The condition of the 
surrounding districts will also materially assist towards the raising of prices. •It follows, 
then, that as agricultural labour slackens, those classes which are dependent on it, and 
whose limited means of purchasing food will be all the sooner exhausted on acooimt of 
high prices, will have to turn to our works for relief. This probably will begin to 
shew itself appreciably about the end of March or the beginning of April. Until then 
I am of opinion that there will be no cause for anxiety of any kind. These remarks, 
however, do not apply to the largo uncultivated tract 1 have spoken of as existing in the 
three northern perguunahs of Godda hero. X am afraid the pressure wdll begin to shew 
itself very much earlier, and the distress will be intensified and may take the shape of 
actual famine. Mr Grant, the sub-divisional officer, estimates the number of souls that will 
probably bo affected at from 10,000 to 15,000, and these people will require assistance for 
nearly six months. iSuch are shortly the prospects of the crops os far as I am at present in a 
position to judge. 

As regards water-supply, given three years’ short rainfall and the water-level in the month 
of October some 60 to 80 per cent, lower than previous registration for 16 years had shewn 
it to be in that month when it should be at its highest, and I think it is prudent to assume 
that, as the dry season progresses and tho water recedes still further, considerable difficulty, 
if mithing worse, in obtaining water is likely to arise. Of course it may be that there is a 
certain level below which tho water never falls, but on this point I am not in a position to 
give an opinion. Many parts of the district suffered considerable incouvenience last year 
from want of water, notably along tho chord line and about Kajmehal, and another year of 
short rainfall is not likely, I think, to improve matters. 

Fodder ,— None of tlio sub-divisional officers appear to anticipate any difficulty about 
fodder. I would note one fact. All tho bamboo on the hills, and even here and there in the 
plains the (common country bamboos, have all died this year, thus I believe indicating a 
wont of moisture near the surface. 


Extract from a kitvr No. 1257Cr., dated tlw 2^th ultimo^ from the Collector of Bhagulpore^ to the 
address of the Vommissloner of the Bhagulpore. Dimion and Sonthal Pergunnahs, 

Soopole ,—The outturn of bhadoi was 8 or 9 annas, that of winter rice is expected to 
be 8 annas, and the prospects of rubbi are very favoui'able. A large area in Soopole is sown 
with mushird and linseed, tho prospects of wliioh ore good. These crops help considerably 
in enabling the ryots to pay their rents. The harvests of the year before were poor. 
Prices ore high and large exports of grain were made during the year; there cannot 
therefore be large stocks in hand. It is believed, however, that there are sufficient to last two 
or three months, i e. till the cutting of tho winter rice. The tanks have not been well filled 
this year, but the people roly chiefly on wells, and water is to be found near the surface ; 
there is therefore no anxiety under this head. There is no apprehension of failure of fodder. 
Prices are likely to be high till the next bhadoi harvest; and as the labouring classes have 
found it extremely difficult to get along during the past year, it is possible that work on a 
small scale will have to be foimd for them from March or April next. 

Madhepoorah ,—The conditions of Madhopoorah are much the same as those of Soopole, 
but tho sub-divisional officer of Madhepoorah takes a more favourable view of the prospects 
of the year. He estimates the stock in hand at three to four months’supply, expects an 
8 annas dhan crop, and does not apprehend any distress. 

Sudder ,—'Hie outturn of the bhadoi crop was 12 annas; that of dhan is estimated at 
8 annas, and there is every prospect of a magnificent rubbi harvest. There is no likeh^^d 
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of mv ireHef being neoeesaxy except perkapi in ihe^^mote to south of Ghogha and round 
Kherhi. The outturn of rubhi, oakor, &o, along the Ganges and in Golgong should be very 
good indeed. ^ 

Banka, —The outturn of Ubadoi was about 12 antias; that of dhan is estimated at not 
more than 6 annas. The prospects oi rubbi are very good indeed. The country between the 
two roads which converge mm the north at Bowsee and a tract east of the Belassi ipuddee 
have suffered most. During the last year food-grains were largely imported into the sub¬ 
division. The markets are apparently well j&upplied, but prices are very high (11 seers of rice 
per rupee). It is estimated that there are 4J months’supplies in the sub-division. Oilseed 
and sugarcane are largely grown and will be of great assistance No severe distress is ex¬ 
pected, but the poorer cultivators, whose dhan happens to have failed, will probably feel some 
pressure until the rubbi harvest. When the rubbi sowings are over a month hence, the 
labourmg^classes wiU be hard up for work. The dhan harvest will give some help, but not so 
much}^^s usual, owing to the comparatively small amount of dhan grown. Jt is expected 
theref(A3 that relief for the labouring classes will be required for a few months in the tracts 
indioatSh above. No deficiency in the supply of water or fodder is anticipated.

In continuation of my letter No. 2751R of yesterday’s date, I have the honour to report 
that from the Maldah Collector’s reply to the Government circular regarding the prospects of 
the crops,' &c., received this day, it appears that in no place at present is severe distress pre¬ 
vailing. Should, however, the haimanti crop be a failure, the Collector fears that distress 
would be general, and that extensive relief operations would be necessary. There is, however, 
every reason to hope that there will be no such failure. 

2. I annex an extract, paragraph 8 from the Collector’s report, which shovjs the 
Collector’s opinion as to the state of affairs in the Maldah thana, and it is only in that thana 
that pressure may be said to be somewhat severe. I would point out, however, that, 
although the Collector says that in pergunnah Shikarpore the people are in extreme distress, 
he states that the prospects of the rubhee ore good, and that the late rain has improved the 
pro.'^pects of the haimanti rice crop. Relief measures have been provided for by the lipad 
Cess Committee at the Shibgunge, Gomastapore, and Maldah stations ; and at these places, as 
also at the Nawabgimge, Khurba, Tulsihatta and Bamangola stations, there will be a 
scarcity of water. Zemindars will be urged to deepen old tanks and dig now ones, and 
Mr. Porch has been requested to exert himself and use his influence in this direction as much 
as possible. 

3. Extensive road woiks have been provided for, and these will give considerable relief. 

The rubhee crop is expected to give a good yield. The jute crop in Maldah has yielded frem 
12 to 10 amms. . 


Eactract •paragraph %from letter No, 931, dattd the 2nd November 1884, from the Collector of 
Maldah to the address (f the Commissioner of the Bhayulpore Division and Sonthal Fergunnahs. 


* “8. Maldah Sfation —(1.) Bhadoi was not sown in pergunnah Shikarpore. In the 

villages situated along the bank of the Mabanunda it was sown, and the outturn has been 
10 annas on an average. 

(2.) For want of water, only half the quantity of the lands culturable has been cultivated 
with haimanti this year. The rain that fell about a fortnight ago has done immense good to 
the plants cultivated in the low lands. 4 he plants in the high lands, however, are withering 
away, and will be totally destroyed should there be no rainfall soon. 

(3.) 3'he rubboe crops have much benefited by the late rainfall. The prospect of these 
crops is good, but owing to the sudden rise of the river, some portion of the kalai and muttar 
sown oil low lands has boon destroyed. 

(d.) Of non-food crops, only mulberry is cultivated h^re in a very small quantity of

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RESOLUTION ON THE BOARD’S BBPOET ON WARDS’ AND ATTACHED 
ESTATES IN THE LOWER PROVINCES FOR 1883-84.

EESOLT7TION. 

Read—*' 

The Board’s Report on Wards’ and Attached Estates in the Lower Provinces for 
1883-84. 

The Board’s Report has reached Government long after the prescribed 
date, the^elay being attributable to the additional work imposed on local 
officers i^ connection with the Tenancy Bill. The delay in the submission of 
this Rop(y was anticipated by Government, and is sufficiently explained. 

2. The number of Waras’ Estates under management during the year was 
113, while the number of Attached Estates was 93. The former number was 
less by four, and the latter greater by two, than the corresponding numbers of 
the preceding year. The year opened with an arrear demand on account of rent 
and cesses, from both Wards’ and Attached Estates together, of Rs. 57,26,136. 
The current demand for the year was Rs. 57,65,675, thus making a total 
demand of Rs. 1,14,91,811. Of this sum Rs. 53,73,690 were collected and 
Rs. 4,29,408 remitted. The outstanding balance was thus Rs. 56,80,615. This 
is a very largo balance indeed, and the Board make some appropriate and 
important remarks on its character and origin which, as having an immediate 
bearing on the Tenancy Bill now under consideration, the Lieutenant-Governor 
will quote in extenso :— 

“ While one set of rates is entered as payable in the accounts, another rate is actually 
paid. The full rent which is entered in the zomiudari hooks may he paid in the most 
favourable years, hut as a rule a zemindar is willing to receive and be satisfied with a rental 
considerably below the amount of the full demand as shown on his books. Tlio difference is 
debited to a hcyut account, or it is merely shoivn as a balance against the lyot, or in some 
oases is kept alive by instalment bonds executed by the ryot. Almost every estate under 
the Court of Wards comes under its management, with large unrealizable balances, and it is 
found that even the current demand is not realizable in spite of all the exertions of the 
managing establishment. Year after year the percentage of collections from Wards’ estates 
is less than the current demand. The result has generally been considered unsatisfactory, 
hut no other result can be shown without oppressing and harassing the tenantry. It is no 
exaggeration to say that a fair and liberal zemindar does not collect more than 75 per cent, 
of his nominal rent-roll on an average of years. There is good rca.son for believing thai. in 
some of the eastern districts the average of late years has not exceeded 60 per cent. 

“ The Court of Wards has only on two occasions shown a general average from all its 
estates amounting to 100 per cent. But the superior organization of the Court’s manage¬ 
ment, the influence which the authority of Government officials is able to exercise, and it may 
be added, the power of the certificate procedure for the recovery of arrears of rent, has 
enabled the Court of Wards to show for more favourable results than private proprietors 
would bo able to do, and the average of collections is now rarely below 90 per cent, on the 
current demand.” 

Briefly put, these remarks amount to a confession of excessive rentals; 
and not oiily so, but that in many places zemindars, conscious of the fact, are 
satisfied with a rental considerably below the full demand, but rcstain the dif¬ 
ference against the ryot in a separate account as a mark of his perpetual 
servitude and bondage. In one case it is reported that the instalment bond to 
keep alive the debt extends over a period of 53 years. The Board’s statements 
moan further that zemindars’ rents are so exorbitant that largo arrears must 
necessarily accrue, and that even the Court of Wards, with the groat powers for 
recovering rents conferred on it by the Certificate Prociodure, finds the rentals of 
the estates of which it takes charge so extravagantly high as to be realizable 
only in the most prosperous years. The Satkhira Wards’ Estate, with a nominal 
rental of less than 8 laklis, came under the Court’s control a few years ago 
with 60 lakhs of irrecoverable arrears; while the Srinuggiu’ Estate in Pumeah, 
with a rental under 2^ lakhs which was taken charge of last year, shows 
irrecoverable arrears amounting to nearly 11 lakhs. 

. This aspect of the land question in Bengal was brought to the notice 
of the Government of India in paragraph 50 of the Lieutenant-Governor’s 

_ i _ ll'll - _ 1 il i 1 I* .t 
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Board of Revenue enforces, with great authority, the considerations urged by 
the Lieutenant-Governor in favour of limiting enhancements of rent. The remarks 
of tile Board of Revenue, quoted above, come v^ opportunely as a forcible refuta¬ 
tion of statements, persisted in notwithstanding repeated contradictions, that 
rentals’in these provinces are usually moderate. The only true test of moder- 
atioi^ in rents is the tenant’s capacity to pay them, and yet live with comfort. 
Here we have it demonstrated from actual experience that in estates situated in 
various districts of Bengal and Behar, a,nd therefore presumably typical •Of the 
condition of things in neighbouring zemindaries, rents are so high that they can 
only be fully realized in years of exceptional prosperity, notwithstanding the 
special measures of compulsion which the Board can under the Certificate firoce- 
(mre put in force. If the Court of Wards, armed with the Certificate PrMedure, 
cannot usually recover more than 90 per cent, of the current year’s rentthose 
zemindaries of which it takes charge, the question naturally occurs |fhether 
punctuality of payment can be secured by any improved procedure with which 
Government can provide zemindars generally for the recovery of rent. The 
experience of the Court of Wards seems to show that the evil lies not so much in 
the procedure as in the excessive demand. 

The Lieutenant-Governor is ready to admit that this feature of the 
agrarian difficulty is not universal throughout Bengal, and that there are 
parts of the country, where cultivators are few, in which the ryots can 
to a great extent make their own terms, while the demand of the zemin¬ 
dars must be limited. It njay be accepted, however, that such cases are 
exceptional; and upon a general view of the province, the facts which the 
report of the Board of Revenue supplies present grave considerations which 
will not take those by surprise who have studied the Report of the Famine 
Commission. The statistics of production given in that Report for Bengal 
are, no doubt, only approximations to the truth. They make no claim 
to precision. Still they are entitled to attention as estimates based on the 
best available information, which moreover have been subjected to the 
scrutiny of a Commission of Experts. According to the Report of the 
Famine Commission, then, the soil of these provinces is estimated to yield 
a gross produce valued at 103| millions sterling. If to that stun we add one- 
third as the value of dairy and miscellaneous produce, we get a total production 
valued at less than 140 millions sterling per annum for the support of 
70 millions of people. Assuming ten millions for infants and persons who do 
not sujisist in any way by agriculture;, we still have 60 millions of people, each 
of whom would thus have no more than one anna per day to supply all wants 
and meet all claims. I f the insignificant number of those who receive rents 
be deducted on the one hand, and on the other the large amount (probably not 
less than 20 millions sterling in one shape or other) received by tiiem as rent, 
the condition of the vast mass of the agricultm’al j)opulation will stand forth as 
an even more unsatisfactoiy revelation. As has been observed, the statistics of 
production lay no groat claim to precision, but they are at all events 
sufficiently correct to indi(;ate the serious nature of the agrarian problem 
in Bengal which the Tenancy Bill seeks to mitigate, to establish beyond 
reasonable doubt the great 2 )ovorty of the masses in these Provinces, and, so far, 
to confirm the inferences to bo drawn from the experience of the Court of 
Wards. 

4. The Board enter into explanations of the falling off in the percentage 
of collections, attributing the unfavourable result to the bad harvests, and to the 
fact of some estates with had arrears and excessive rentals having recently 
come under management. Both reasons are admissible, and a prominent 
instance of ^ the latter is furnished by the Srinuggur Estate in Pumeah, to 
which allusion has just b(;en made as coming under management with 
nearly 11 lakhs of irrecoverable arrears. Under such circumstances, it is impos¬ 
sible to secure a good percentage of collections on the nominal demand, and no 
blame can attach to the Board for the financial results that have been obtained. 
Financial results are not the only test of successful management, nor are they 
always a good test. If balances were properly revised, irrecoverable and bad 
debts struck off, and the demand adjusted to the ryot’s true edacity to pay, 
then, indeed, financial results would be a good test of successful management^ 
The revision of balances, and the adjustment of the demand to the ryot 
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to pay, toe no longer questionable matters. Th(^ are part of the settled 
of Gbveihhient on this question, and it is satisfactory to find that the 
b^r this in mind, thongh aS Vet no very great advance has been made in ^ving 
eject to it. It is reco^ised that careful examination and enquiry are needed 
before debts are remitted; still, as the Lieutenaht-Govemor said last year, it 
must not be forgotten that unrealizable arrears, not to speak of excessive rents, 
exercise a depressing effect upon the tenant, and make nim a worse tent^yer 
than lie would be if the demand on liira were reasonable and equitable. There¬ 
fore the Board should not lose sight of the general policy that, wherever possi¬ 
ble, they should push on those surveys, records of rights, and adjustments of 
rents, which had been begun some time ago. Such surveys, &c., are now in 
prog^s in 15 Wards’ Estates whore it was possible to prosecute them, and 
whence Tenancy Bill becomes law, and supplies settled principles and a clear 
procedure, the work can be accelerated. 

In the Resolution bn last year’s Report, the Lieutenant-Governor referred 
with approval to the Board’s views as to the duty of Managers of Wards’ 
Estates in reference to the Certificate Procedure. The Board said that “ a 
manager should not sit in his office and write out certificates by thousands, but 
should stir up his assistants to push on collections, and not until all reasonable 
means short of suits have failed should he have recom’se to the certificate proce¬ 
dure.” The Lieutenant-Governor fully concurred in that view; and to enable 
liim to ascertain how far managers acted upon it, desired that the aggr<^ate 
amount of rent, for which certificates are filed, should in future be reported to 
Government. The Board, complying with the Lieutenant-Governor’s sugges¬ 
tion, now report that, during the year, 12,409 certificates have been filed 
for the recovery of Rs. 3,50,137. Having regard then to the extent of the 
demand us stated in paragraph 3 above, the Board appear to be warranted in 
saying that “ the number of certificates filed is not sufficient to justify a conclu¬ 
sion that the procedure of the Public Demands Recovery Act is unduly resorted 
to by managers of estates generally.” 

6. The preceding remarks have dealt with the broad aspects of the year’s 
administration regarding the debts due to the estates under management. A 
few words are now necessary regarding the liabilities of the estates and how 
they were discharged. The total liabilities amounted to Rs. 45,85,374, out of 
which Rs. 6,53,627 were paid and Rs. 16,943 reduced by compromise. The 
unpaid balance amounts, therefore, to Rs. 39,14,804, but nearly 1^ lakhs of 
this is disputed, while over 4J lakhs are a nominal debt shown against the Port 
Canning Estate which Government has recently purchased. The Lieutenant- 
Governor is hot dissatisfied with the general result, though he agrees with the 
Board in thinking that the increased bmanco of Government revenue due from 
the estates is an unsatisfactory feature in the returns. In Wards’ Estates the 
balance is largest in the Ih-esidcncy Division, and in Attached Estates in the 
Chote Nagpore Division. The Lieutenant-Governor expects that the next 
year’s repox-t will show an improvement under this head. 

6. The management charges are still high in Rajshahye, but the general 
incidence of those charges, 10 j)er cent, on the current demand of rent and 
cesses, is not above what the Government has declared to bo reasonable. The 
Lieutenant-Governor is glad to observe that the Board have arranged with the 
Accountant-General for a periodic audit of the accounts of all the more important 
estates in the province. The maximum audit fee agreed upon, 6 annas per cent, 
of the current rent demand, seems fair. 

7. To conclude this portion of the review of the Court’s administration, it 
may be said that the year began with a cash balance of Rs. 17,78,237, and with 
investments valued at Rs. 21,05,030, and the receipts from all sources during 
the year were Rs. 62,69,133. The disbursements during the year were 
Rs. 62,90,102, and the year ended wfith a cash balance of Rs. 17,57,^68, and 
'with investments valued at Rs. 22,64,014. The changes which, during the year, 
occurred in the estates under management—some being released and others 
brought under control—^prevent one set of figures agreeing with the other, 

8. The Board give a brief, but sufficient, sketch of the history of the 
“'Court of Wards’ Fund,” and the growth of the principle on which the^stem 
*>f rates to cover charges incurred in the Revenue offices on account of Wards’ 
md Attached Estates is regulated. It is uimecessary to discuss the question here, 
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or to Bay more than that under the orders of Government the r^ecoveries from 
those estates are so adjusted as to cover the disbtlrsements and leave only a 
nominal margin of difference. 

9. The Board furnish the following statement and comments on the ex¬ 
penditure incurred on works of improvement dhring the year. The question of 
mndlords’ improvements has been now thorouglily discussed in connection with 
the Tenancy Bill, and the principles which the Lieutenant Governor hopes to 
see accepted are such as will in future years justify a substantial outlay 
in all Wards’ and Attached Estates. During the year under review the Board 
seem to have done as much as the unsettled state of the law and the executive 
agency at their disposal enabled them to do.

“ The contributions in aid of schools and dispensaries have increased from Es. 34,478 
and Es. 1(1,251} to Its. 39,989 and Es. ] 9,445 respectively. The largo expenditure iu the 
Patna Division on account of schools is duo to the conlrihution made by the Sasseram 
endowment towards siipporting the local Madrassa. _ The disbursements for maintaining in 
efficient condition estates, buildings, aud other immoveable property has decreased from 
Es. 1,23,593 to Es. 90,131. Tho expenditure in 1882-83 was augmented by an outlay of 
Es. 40,000 on the construction and repairs of buildings in tho Ohota Nagpore Division. As 
anticipated in last year’s report, a much larger expenditure has been incurred on 1n.n3 
improvement and in woi-ks designed for tho benefit of the tenantry. Tlio i?!crease from 
Es. T2,5T(} to Es. 1,20,493 is distributed through all the divisions, tho only observable 
diminution being in tho Eajshahye Division, where it is due to tho rclcaso during the year of 
the Chnklajat hslato. 

“ The ])olicy of spending money on improvements was fully discussed in last year’s 
report, and the (Jovommont exjuossod its approval of the Bonrd’s remarks ou the subject. In 
one particular only a modification has been introduced by tho Government of India into the 
instructions already issued, and in accordance therou'ifh the Hoard have directed that the 
rule enjoining managers to ondeavoiu: to make sncli arrangements as may ho fair with the 
tenants before the work is imdertakcn should ho rescinded, and that instead of so doing 
managers should consider and deal with each case on its own merits.” 

10. Tho Board devote their 19th parngi’aph to the question of the educa¬ 
tion of tho minors under their charge. Tlic information furnished is in each 
case satisfactory so far as it goes. Three minors—tlic Knmar of Nuddea, the 
Maharajah of Chota Nagpore, and his brother—are under the care of English 
tutors, and are making favourable progress. Miss Courjon, the proprietress 
of a valuable estate in Noakholly, is now in Franco Avith her uncle and guardian, 
M. Eugene Courjon. The other minors are either being instnicted in zomin- 
dari management, having finished their education, or arc attending colleges or 
schools. The education aud training of wards of Court is a question which 
the Lieutenant-Governor had hoped before now to consider separately. More 
urgent business, however, has prevented this hitherto, but he hopes for a 
able opportunity to discuss the matter with the Board. 

11. The following summary notices the chief points of interest in t 
detailed divisional reports:— 

Burdwan IHvision. —The current demand of rent and cesses duo to tho 
estates under tho Court of Wards in this division amounted to lis. 9,72,52 
and tho arrear demand to Rs. 11,24,355, making a total of Rs. 20,90,881. T 
rent and cesses due from the estates wore Rs. 1,01,049 and Rs. 50,902, 
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which 17,276 and Rs. 4,824 respectively were left unpaid. The collections 
amounted to Rs. 9,02,941, or 92 per cent, on the current demand, against 91 
per cent, of the preceding year, and Rs. 77,063 wore remitted. The balance 
outstanding at the end of Ihe year of report was Rs. 11,16,948, of which 
Rs. 4,36,322 were due to the l^sadul estate, which was released on the Ist 
April 1884, and Rs. 4,60,288 (out of which so much as Rs. 3,57,054 are doubtfid 
debts) to the Sultangacha estate. The debts due by the estates were reduced 
to the* extent of Rs. 1,39,192, the balance thus standing at the year’s closO 
at Rs. 4,94,794. Rupees 4,596 wore gdven in aid to schools, Rs. 6,039 to dis¬ 
pensaries, Rs. 23,546 to repairs of buildings, and Rs. 22,853 to works of 
improvement. The cost of management amounted to Rs. 1,25,951, or 12 per 
cent. o» the current rent and cess demand. The condition of the ryots was 
not 8at^.actory in any of the cstat(!S ; the early cessation of the rains led to a 
considerable failure of crops, and it was only the well-to-do among the tenants 
who were able to meet the rent demand in full. 

Collections of rent in the Cliowghoria estate have slightly improved. 
Owing to the scattered nature of its lands, stmie of which are apnas held 
ijmali with other persons, the management of this estate presents difficulty. The 
Jhargram estate’s debt (Rs. 1,11,049) was reduced to the extent of Rs. 21,277 
during the past year, and its income from the sale of timber is increasing. 
The minor, who is now 18 years of age, should bo initiated into the practice 
of zemindari management. The Mysadul estate, which was under the Court 
of Wards for about six years, from 1878, was released on the 1st April 
1884, OB the eldest Ward coming of age. During this short period the 
income of the estate increased, without any enhancement of rent rates, 
by Rs. 60,948. From the surplus funds a thrcio annas share in the Tumlook 
zemindari, with an income of Rs. 36,179, was j)urchased, a considerable portion 
of the ijara mehals brought under khas management and a saving of Rs. 15,253 
effected on account of the cwdhiction charges granted to the ijaradars. 
Assessment of excess lands in the i)osscssion of leaseholdei's and the rechuna- 
tion of waste lands contributed to the increase noticed above. The average 
cost of management was 9*8 ])er (tent, on the collections of rent and cesses. 
The financial position of the estate is therefore satisfactory. Rupees 4,21,158 
were invested in j)urchase of Government securities, a share of the Tumlook 
zemindari and other lands. 3'he ryots are fairly })rosperous and on g(H)d 
terms with the proprietors and their agents and servants. Attention was also 
paid to the education of the proprietors. • 

12. Presidency Division .—During the year under review there wore 25 estates 
(18 wards, 5 attached, and 2 trust estates) under management in this division. 
Two small Wards’ estates (Clioa and Cossim Bazar), and one attached estate 
(the Port Canning Municipal estate) were released dming the year. As in 
the previous year, no returns were received from Narail. Tlic cm’rent demand 
for rent and cesses duo to the rcmiaining estates amenmted to Rs. 16,96,861, 
and the arrear demand to Rs. 14,58,779. The collecjtions amounted to 
Rs. 15,36,578, or 90 per cent, on the current demand, against 99 per cent, in 
the previous year, the decrease being chiefly marked in the Satkhii’a estate. 
The remissions amounted to Rs. 1,93,194, of which Rs. 1,73,960 were granted in 
the Cossim Bazar estate alone. Of the outstanding balance of Its. 14,25,878, 
mor(! than half was due to the Satkhira and Co,ssini Bazar estates alone. The 
total management charges were Rs. 1,30,171, or 7 j)er cent, on the current 
rent and cess demand. Debts were paid to the extent of Rs. 1,04,703, the 
bahinpes still left unj)aid by the estates standing at the year’s end at Its. 8,76,527'. 
Of this, however, Rs. 4,61,679, due from the I’ort Canning Municipal estate, 
are only nominal, as the estate has been bought in by Govenimeut in a 
civil court sale in execution of a decree for the debt due to Government. 

The expenditure for the support of schools and dispensaries amoimted to 
Rs. 8,714 and Rs. 2,832, and for works of improvement to Rs. 46,594. 

The Port Canning Municipal estate will henceforth be borne on the Collec- 
torate register of revenue-paying lands, as it has ceased to bo treated as an 
attached estate. The Orphangunge market of Kidderpore is now managed as 
a trust estate under the control of the Board of Revenue; but as the Accoimtant- 
^neral has raised objection to this procedure, the Board have recommended that 
ae estate should be excluded from the list of trust estates, a.nd be exempted from 
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the special rates levied on trust estates for audit of accounts, &c. This would 
in fact be to deal with the estate in all respects as a Government estate. Its 
Msets are Es. 46,581 a year on account of rents, &c., with a cash balance of 
Rs. 3,15,150 at the beginning of the year under report. 

The Nuddea Ward’s estate, with a currqnt demand of Rs. 1,61,316 (rent 
and, cesses), showed a falling ofE in the collections of rent (96 per cent, 
against 108 per cent, during the previous year), owing to default macLe by the 
putnidars. The cost of management was 6 per cent, only on the ’current 
demand. The expenditure, including Rs. 16,000 for the purchase of a house, 
Rs. 9,568 invested in Government securities, Rs. 8,650 spent in repairing the 
archways leading to the Rajbari and other minor charges, amounted to 
Rs. 1,94,218, and left a cash balance of Rs. 14,689. In their last re]|ort the 
Board drew the Lieutenant-Governor’s attention to the unsatisfactory condition 
of the ryots in the Nuddea e-states, and accordingly special enquiries were 
instituted to ascertain the cause of, and the remedy for, the state of things 
said to exist. The result of the enquiry seemed to show that the previous 
reports were inaccurate, and that in point of fact the ryots were better 
off than ryots in neighbouring estates. Such contradictory rejjorts on a matter 
which should not admit of any doubt in the first instance call for further 
enquiry and explanation. The estate is under the cliarge of Baboo Kartick 
Ghundei Roy, an old and faithful servant of the liajah’.H family, of whose 
kindly disposition towards the tenantry tliere can be no doubt. Bis present 
account of the condition of the ryots is far from satisfactory. The matter will 
be dealt with separately. The minor owner of this estate is at Berhampore 
under the tuition and care of Rfr. Oswell. lie has made fair progress in Ids 
studies, and is prcquiring for the Entrance Examination. 

There are soiiic peculiar difiicultics in the management of the Narail estate, 
a portion of wdiich is held entirely by the minors, the remainder being held 
jointly with the other shareholders. The management is said to have slightly 
improved during the year under report, but the accounts are still most complicated 
and voluminous. Enmi the report received, it is hoped that the present manager 
will be able shorlly to bring up to date the back accounts of the minor’s separate 
estate. As regards the joint estate, the manager finds great difficulty in procuring 
information from the servants, who are not under his control. The Wards were 
removed from the Hare School in Calcutta to the school at Narail. The elder 
Ward, who i.s now ap2)voaching his majority, is stated to pay little attention to 
his studies, but .some effort should be made to give him instruction in zeinindari 
management. 'The young(;r Ward is reported to be making good progress. In the 
Nashiporo M5l estate, which has a cinrent demand of Rs. 2,86,919, the collections 
amounted to 98 per cent, and the cost of management to only 2 per cent, on the 
current demand. The minor passed the Entrance Examination, and is preparing 
for the h irst Arts Examination. He is also learning zemiudari business in tin* 
manager’s^ office. In the Nashipore J )obutter estate (with a current demand of 
Rs. 1,0/ ,G( 6) the collections amounted to 103 per cent, against 95 per cent, in the 
previous year. The (Jossim Bazar (Gopal Ki-isto Roy’s) and Choa estates ofMoor- 
shedabad, which remained under the (Jourt of Wards for 16 and 13 years respec¬ 
tively , w’ero released in a solvent (iondition during the year on the Wards attaining 
their majoiity. The (Jossim Bazar estate of Ashutosh Nath Roy possesses a 
rental of Rs. 2,94,259, the revenue rent and cess demand on it being less than 
a Jakli. J ho arre.ar demand for rent, however, amounted to Rs. 5,06,498. 

J he collections during the year aggregated Rs. 3,20,960, or 109 jier cent, on the 
Current rent and cess demand, against 97 per cent, in the previous year. The 
remissions amounted to R,s. 1,68,538, due from the late proprietor’s time. The 
arrear balance stood at Rs. 3,11,259 at the close of the year, the larger 
portion consisting of good debts under realization. Some progress was also 
made in rc^vering debts due to the estate, and a sum of Rs. 1,06,050 was 
invested in Government securities, the total value of whicdi, at the close of the 
yea^ amounted to 118.1,56,946 besides a cash balance of Rs. 1,55,551. 'I'lie 
chief work done by the manager during the year was the adjustment of arrear 
balances. Questionable demands on the part of the estate for nazarana, assess¬ 
ment of rent-free land, &c., were for the most part cleared off, and the little 
which still remained will bo wiped off very soon. These proceedings ha^m 
established better feelings betwen the ryots and the management of the estatj^ 
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The lientenant-Goyemor notes that, notwithstanding nttmerous impedimenta 
in the way of working this estate, much good has been done. 

In the Satkhira estate the current demand was Rs. 3,68,792 and awear 
Rs. 4,27,326. The collections amounted to Rs. 2,19,696, or 61 per cent, on the 
current demand against 88 per cent, of the previous year. There was some 
increase in the debts due by the estate but the debts due to the estate ■?rere 
some^yhat reduced. The administration of the estate during the year has not 
been satisfactory. From the facts disclosed it appears that the estate has been 
greatly mismanaged owing to systematic neglect on the part of the late 
manager in all departments, and immediate steps should^ bo taken to carry out 
the enquiries ordered by the board Avith a view to establishing a better system. 
The lyards are students of the Hindu School in Calcutta. 

In the S}mdpore estate, the nuinagemont of wliich has been transferred 
from Jessorc to Khoolna, the collections of rents and cesses due to the estate 
were 90 and 93 per cent, on the current demands respectively, against 102 
and 100 per cent, in the previous year. The total receipts were Rs. 2,36,930 
and the disbursements Rs. 1,82,374. 

13. Rajshahyc Dwision .—There were 18 estates under management, of which 
three (Kalindraporc, Maiuam and Chaklajat) were released and one (Digha- 
puttea) was taken in charge during the year. The cm*rent (Rs. 5,96,609) and 
arrear (Rsv 4,59,039) demand of rent and cesses due to the estates amounted to 
Rs. 10,55,'648, of which Ks. 5,20,209, or 87 per cent on the current demand, 
were collected during the year against 99 per cent, in the })veAaous year. The 
decrease was mainly duo to short collections in the Chaklajat (!state for the 
last six months before its release. The remissions amounted to Rs. 35,868, of, 
which Rs. 15,811 Averc granted in the Chooramun estate The balance was 
Rs. 5,06,168, of which Rs. 2,69,343 and Rs. 05,950 were due to the Chaklajat 
and Sunkorporo estates respectively. Excluding cost of repairing buildings, 
survey and settlement charges, the cost of management was Rs. 96,385, or 10 
per cent, on the curi’ent demand of rent and cesses. The debts duo by the 
estates were reduced by Rs 6,840, leaAring a balance of Rs. 25,407, of which 
Rs. 13,090 represent disputed claims. The expenditure on account of schools 
was Rs. 3,701, dispensaries Rs. 5,250, buildings Rs. 6,985, and works of 
improvement Rs. 9,415. The total receipts, including the balance (Rs. 
1,80,498) of the previous year, amounted to Rs 8,24,039, of which Rs. 6,71,190 
were expended; Rs. 58,144 were iuA'ested in Government securities, the total 
value of which was thus raised to Rs. 3,79,563. The general condition of the 
tenantry on the Dinagc])ore estates is said to be one of prosperity. The ryots 
of the Rajshahye estates suffered from the year’s scianty rainfall. 

The Kalindrapore estate, which was placed in charge of the Collector in 
August 1872, by the Judge of IHnageporc, on account of the lunacy of the proprie¬ 
tor Girish Clmnder Singh, and was released in July 1883 on his complete recovery, 
was at first held Mas till 1878-79, and was then farmed out up to 1882-83 when 
it was again brought under khas management. During the 11 years the pro¬ 
perty was in charge of Government, the demands wore regularly met, debts 
paid up, the rental increased from Rs. 5,798 to Rs. 7,315 by the setthment and 
reclamation of Avastc lands, and the relations betAveen the landlord and the 
tenants were satisfactory. The percentage of collections on the current demand 
in the Sunkor])oro estate was 85’6, but it was really 99 per cent, on the actual 
demand of Rs. 54,204, if what is called the “hajut” balance bo excluded. 
The “hajut” system of land tenure is one invohdng the suspension of the 
<lemand in bad seasons and its recovery when things improve. The “ hajut 
)orlion of the demands, collections, and balances were never shoAvn in any 
eturn submitted to tho Collector. It was thus open to che manager and his 
iubordinates to collect as much or as little as they pleased of the balances. 
Towards the close of the year, tho manager of this estate was, owing to miscon- 
luct, removed from his appointment. Some efforts at agricultural improve- 
nents were made in the Chooramon, Chowgong and Burdhankotoe estates, but 
leither in connection Avith these estates nor with the Sumbulpore, Haripore, 
Pahirpore, and Mainam estates is there any information furnished by the report 
hat need be summarized here.

During tiiis period ilie rent dmand increased from Es. 3,66,136 to Es. 3,05,446, 
and me arrear demand was reduced from Rs. 4,41,538 to Rs. 3,11,525. 
Rupees 3,17,680 were remitted on account of rent. Much of this represented 
amounts which, after collection from the ryots, had been embezzled hy naibs, 
tehsUdars and other collecting agents before the estate came under the manage¬ 
ment* of the Court of Wards. During the administration of the Court, the 
net surplus assets amounted to Rs. 7,10,948, of which Rs. 3,65,314^.were 
remitted to Cooch Behar, Rs. 2,74,473 were invested in Government securities, 
and the remainder was placed in the Lloyd’s Bank at Darjeeling, and in the 
hands of the manager and the Deputy Commissioner. Rupees 58,368 were 
raent on works of improvement and utility, Rs. 47,177 on education, and 
Rs. 10,082 in affording medical relief. The condition of the ryots is (Compa¬ 
ratively much better than that of their brethren in other parts of Bengal; The 
rents are low, lands generally fertile, and the tenants enjoy much larger profits 
than the ryots of other landlords. The relations between them an(i the land¬ 
lord are, on the whole, satisfactory. The whole estate was surveyed and 
measured at a cost of Rs. 2,60,398, ancl the total increase obtained by resettlement 
of tenures at enhanced rents was Rs. 86,981, to which a further addition of 
Rs. 10,000 may be made by the r(iscttlement of such tenures as could not be 
settled by the Court of Wards before its release. The enhancement was 
brought about amicably and without any complaint of injustice or ovorassess- 
ment. 

14. Dacca Division .—There were 18 estates under management, three of 
which were released during the year under report. The collections of rent and 
cesses duo to those estates amounted to only Rs. 3,34,238, or 84 per cent, on 
the current demand of Rs. 3,96,625, against 85 per cent, in the previous 
year. The balance was Rs. 4,21,434, of which Rs. 2,45,232 and 
Rs. 90,978 w(ire respectively due to the Dhankoora estate and the estate of 
Jagat Kishore Acharjya. The management charges were low—8 per cent, on 
the current demand. Judging by financial results the management was not 
successful. 

The Dhankoora estate, consisting largely of waste lands, situated in the 
districts of Dacca, Mymensingh, and Tipperah, is under the management of the 
Collector of Dacca. The total demand due to the estate is Rs. 1,39,821, 
which, aftiu defiuying the recurring charges, loaves a not balance of Rs. 55,805. 
Wlion the estate was taken charge of in 1882 the accounts were in great dis¬ 
order* and no groat progress has yet been made in reducing them to order. 
It is to be hoped that the new manager Baboo Durga Kanto Chowdliery will 
be able to effect an improvement and to push on collections. The debts duo to 
this estate amounted to Rs. 2,69,578, of which Rs. 8,212 have been recovered, 
and of the balance of Rs. 2,61,366, so miuh as Rs. 2,42,591 are said to be 
irrec-overable or doubtful of recovery. The debts due by the estate amounted 
to Rs. 2,14,119, of whicih Its. 80,665 have been paid, and of the balance, about 
a lakh of I'upees will have to be })aid after the accounts of the old amlah have 
been adjusted. The year closed with a cash balance of Rs. 37,871. The two 
minors are making good progi’css in the Dacca Collegiate School under the 
superintendence of a tutor at liome. 

The attached estate of Nabadurga Debya, which, owing to quarrels 
between the oAvners, has been under management for 36 years, is the largest 
and the best managed of all in Backergunge. The collections were 116 per 
cent, of the current demand. There is now some hope that it will be soon 
possible for the Court to withdraw from the management. 

The estate of Jagatkishore Acharjya, with a current demand of 
Rs. 1,88,321, is perhaps the most important one in the division. The collections 
of rent and cess were very unsatisfactory, being 86 and 66 per cent, on the 
current demand of each. The debts due from the estate were reduced from 
Rs. 3,43,514 to Rs. 3,04,844. The cost of management was Rs. 10,259, or 5 
per cent, on the current rent and cess demand. The minor will attain his 
majority in November next, when the estate will be released from the control of 
the Coiirt ()f Wards. 

15. (Jhittugong fJivision .—Thirteen estates were under management in this 
division. The collections were Rs. 4,15,669, or 108 per cent, on a current 
demand of Rs. 5,92,161 due to the estates, the percentage of the previous yeai^l 
being 96. The management charges were 10 per cent, on the current demand\

Hie delots due by the estates were reduced from Rs. 71,446 to Rs. 66,637. 
Rupees 4,996 were laid out in works of improvement. The condition of the 
tenantry was prosperous throughout the year. The progress of the Wards at 
school was, however, unsatisfactory. 

In the estate of Fuzl Ali Khan, 122 per cent, of the current demand of 
rent and cesses was collected, and, after paying the usual charges, the cash 
balaiuje stood at Rs. 98,843, the greater part of which will shortly be 
invested in Government securities. Great confusion prevailed in the estate 
owing to the absence of a proper rent-roll and other accounts. A complete 
survey and record of rights lias been sanctioned. The relations between 
the widow of the late proprietor and the revenue authorities continue somewhat 
strainhd, and the manager has been instructed to avoid all interference with 
her. The minor is at the Chittagong Madrassa, and is reported to be an intelli¬ 
gent and promising child. 

The Courjon estate showed good results, and the condition of the tenants 
was satisfactory. The financial position of the Basharut AH Chowdhmi’s estate 
is satisfactory. 

16. Patna ! division .—None of the eight estates under management in this 
division are of great importance, except the Narhan estate in the Dmbhimga 
district, which has a rent and cess demand of Rs. 1,75,.542. The total 
demand of rent and cesses duo to all the estates amounted to Rs. 3,79,976, 
of which Rs. 2,59,227, or 90 per cent, on the current demand of Rs. 2,86,917, 
were collected during the year, against 99 per cent, in the preceding year. 
The decrease was due to the partial failure of the crops. The charges of 
management were more than 13 jicr cent, on the current demand—a result due 
partly to the substitution of direct management for farming. 

In the Narhan estate the collections of rent, however, fell from 98 per 
cent, in the previous year to 91 in the year under report, owing to the 
partial failure of the late crops. Of the cess demand, 99 per c.ent. were 
collected. The rental was slightly increased by effecting direct settlement with 
ryots. But the relations between the' manager and the tenants of some of the 
villages are in consequence said to be strained. In other villages no friction 
is said to exist. In connection with these enhaiuicmcnts in the Narhan estate, 
the Lieutenant-Governor requests that a special report may be submitted giving 
the facts in all necessary detail. 

17. Bhagulpore IHvision .—Of the 13 estates under management in this divi¬ 
sion, one (Surjapore) was released in November 1883. Of the current demand of 
rent and cesses due to the estate, amounting to Rs. 6,15,479 and an arrear demand 
of Rs. 16,14,692, Rs. 5,92,373, or 96 per cent, on the current demand, were 
colle(!ted during the year against 105 per cent; in the previous year. The col¬ 
lections in five estates only rose above 100 per cent.; in the rest they were not 
satisfactory. The balance at the close of the year was Rs. 15,90,752, of which 
Rs. 14,96,816 belonged to the Srinagor estate, being mostly irrecoverable 
arrears from the time of the old proprietor. Steps should at once bo taken to 
recommend for remission those balances which are found irrecoverable. The 
cost of management was Rs. 95,753, or 15 per cent, on the cmTcnt demand. 
Itupces 1,09,793 were paid in liquidation of debts (Rs. 3,48,589) due by the 
estates, of which two (Lalpore and Malpa) are hopelessly invoL’cd, and endea¬ 
vours are being made to sell portions of them to clear as much as j)os.«ible of 
their debts, or to give up the management. Rupees 12,972 wore spent on works 
of improvement. 

The Phulberia estate is heavily indebted, and a portion of it mu.st bo sold 
to clear off its debts. The minor proprietop of this and of tlie (.^hauthan and 
Malpa estates made fair progress in their studies during the year. The Shahpur, 
Lugona, and Lalpore Patori estates suffered mucli fi’om the early cessation 
of the rains; the crops fell below the average, and colleciions were consequently 
short. Some relief was given to the distressed tenants by employing them in 
digging drains and erecting embankments. In the worst localities half the 
demand was suspended. 

'J he Surjapore estate, said to be the finest in Purneah, was under the Court 
of Wards from March 1874 to November 1883. During this period 93‘7 per 
>;ent. of a total demand of Rs. 18,83,725 were realised by an establishment 
jWcosting 4T per cent. A heavy debt of Rs. 12,67,948 was paid off, and Go- 
?- Veniment seeuxitieB for Rs. 44,730 and a cash balance of Rs. 26,421 were made 
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over to the proprietors. This result is stated to have been secured without sell¬ 
ing any portion of the property or enhancing rents. The increase in the 
profits IS stated to be due to efficient management, settlement of waste lands 
and the introduction of new ryots to extend cultivation. It is noted that a 
successful agricultural exhibition was held at Kissengunge in January 1883, in 
which the ryots of this estate took a prominent interest. 

The Srinagor estate, also a large one in Purneah and the neighbouring 
districts, has a total rent and cess demand of Rs. 2,77,709, which, afterpayment 
of all charges, leaves a net balance of more than a lakh of rupees. The cost of 
management was 11 per cent, on the current demand for the year under report. 
The estate is held jointly in equal shares with the Buneli Rai. The collections 
of rents and cesses were 87 and 56 per cent, respectively. These unsatisfactory 
results were due to deficiency of crops in some parts of the estate. 

The management of the Chanchal estate, under Mr. H. Reily, was satisfac¬ 
tory. The collections exceeded 100 per cent., and much work of improvement 
ana utility was undertaken. A survey and settlement of the estate has been 
completed, and the tenants are in a fairly prosperous condition. The success 
of the manager in securing a proper settlement of all disputes regarding the 
classifying or rating of lands by village punchayats deserves special notice, 
as confirming the views on the subject which the Lieutenant-Grotemor has 
recently expressed in his report on the Kent Bill. 

18. Orissa Division .—Of the ten estates under management, two (Panimando 
and Chuck Salim) wore ndeased during the year. Of the total demand of 
Rs. 2,18,139, Rs. 1,59,259, or 102 per cent, on the current demand of 
Rs. 1,55,129, were collected, against 109 per cent, in the previous year. The 
management charges were 10 per cent, on the current demand. Rupees 9,486 
were spent on works of improvement, besides (!ontributions of Rs. 1,725 and 
Rs. 594 to sdiools and dispensaries respectively. The balance at the end of the 
year was Rs. 1,24,832 in cash and Rs. 32,388 in Government securities. The 
ryots on the whole were tolerably <!omfortable; though there was some loss of 
crops there was no distress; and the relations between the tenants and the 
collecting agency continue satisfactory. 

The results of the management of the Kanika estate were good, though a 
little less so than in the previous year. The colhuitions in the Panimando and 
Sukinda estates (89 and 77 per cent.) were not satisfactory. A survey and 
settlqjnent of the Sukinda estate is in progress, and, when completed, may be 
exj)e(!ted to afford facilities for better management. 

19. Chota JSappore Division .—Of the ten estates under management, one 
(l)halbhoom) was released and one (Begoon Koodar) was taken charge of 
during the year. Hie current rent and cess diuuaud was Rs. 3,79,279, and 
the arrears amounted to Rs. 2,21,650, of which 105 per cent, were collected 
during the year against 93 per cent, in the previous year. The debts due by 
the estates (Rs. 1,49,133) were reduced by Rs. 23,678. The cost of manage¬ 
ment amounted to Rs. 40,738, or 10 per cent, on the current demand. The 
Government sec.urities belonging to the estates amounted to Rs. 4,51,324, 
of whi(!h the greater part belonged to the Chota Nagpore and Dhalbhoom 
estates. 

The rental of the Dhanwar estate was very considerably raised by the 
recent resettlements, and a revision of these settlements has been ordered. 
The collections were only 77 per cent, on the cuiTent demand, owing 
to failure of crojis and delay in concluding settlements which are now 
under revision. A survey and settlement will soon be made in the Serauipore 
estate. The collections hi the Oiota Nagpore e.state amounted to (rents) 116 and 
(cesses) 122 per cent, on the current demand, against 94 and 77.per cent, in the 
previous year. The cost of management was 11 per cent, against 10 ‘per cent, 
in the previous year. Arrangements are being made for erecting a suitable 
residence for the minor. The survey operatiohs in the estate have been com¬ 
pleted. The Dhalbhoom estate has been released to the owner in ‘ a good 
condiiion. Its finances, its tenantry, and its agriculture made satisfactory 
progress under the management of the Court of Wards.

RESOLUTION. 


Read— 

Tho Annual General Administration Report of the Chota Nagpore Division for the jear 
1883-81. ‘ 

The report is submitted by Mr. Hewitt, who was in charge of the Divisicm 
throughout the year. 

2. Tours, —The Commissioner’s tour extended over parts of the three 
districts of Hazaribagh, Lohardugga and Manbhoom, and tho Tributary State of 
Sirgoojah, where a special police force was employed in arresting, after much 
trouble, a number of Korwa dacoits who had plundered and burned many 
villages during the previous six months. Mr. Hewitt enquired into several 
local questions of importance during the course of his tour, and tins portion of 
his report- gives an interesting account of tho ra 2 )id extension of cultivation 
and consequent destruction of forest which has taken place in the Division during 
the last twenty years. Tours of sufficient length and thoroughness, ranging 
from 93 days in Hazaribagh to 122 days in Manbhoom, were made by the 
district officers. Specially useful work was done by the Deputy Commissioner 
of Lohardugga in re-aligning a number of district roads which will serve as feeders 
to the recently sanctioned Bengal-Nagpore Railway. The tours of tho two 
officers in charge of the Govindpore sub-division were insufficient, but this is 
explained by ill-health. 

3. Weather and the Crops. —^In all districts except Manbhoom the rainfall 
was deficient in quantity, and throughout the Division excessive rain in July 
and August damaged the b^tdoi crop, while the winter rice suffered for want of 
rain in September and October. Towards tlie close of the rains a large portion 
of the crop was saved by irrigation from artificial reservoirs, and it is hoped that 
thin eMerience will give an impetus to the construction of these useful works. 
Should the Tenancy Bill be extended to Chota Nagporo, the provisions 
regarding improvements will operate most beneficially in a country wherp the 
extreme rapidity of surface drainage renders cultivation peculiarly dependent 
upon appliances for storing and di.strilmting water. There is reason to believe 
that the action of the zemindars and petty tenure-holders in enhancing rents, 
and opposing fixity of tenure duiing the last twenty years, has had the effect 
of deterring the cultivators not only from constructing new reservoirs, but from 
repairing the old ones which were made in times when titles were less jealously 
enquired into. 

4. Tublio health and material condition of the people. —The total recorded 
mortality was slightly loss than in tho previous year in all districts except 
Hazaribagh, whore tho increase is attributed to more accurate registration. 
Cholera showed itself in an epidemic form in parts of Hazaribagh and 
Palamow, and along the Grand I'l-unk Road in • Manbhoom. Deaths from 
small-pox declined everywhere except in Hazaribagh, where tho mortality rose 
from 127 to 405. Vaccination was carried on by a salaried Government 
agency in Lohardugga and j)arts of Singbhoom, and by licensed vaccinators 
in the rest of the Division and in four of tho Tributary States. It is stated 
that 143,300 operations were performed during the year, of which 131,825, 
or nearly 92 per cent., proved successful. Considering tho weakness of 
the superior staff in relation to tho large area over which the opera¬ 
tions extend, the Lieutenant-Governor entertains some doubt as to the 
accuracy of tho statistics of sucfcessful operations, and tho Commissioner should 
ascertain how, and to what extent, the returns of tho vaccinators ore actually 
checked. It is not clear under what authority the fees for vaccination have 
''een remitted in the Kolhan, and why salaried vaccinators are employed 

i Lohardugga. On tho former point it is observed that the remarks contained 
. paragraph 4 of the Resolution on the Report for 1881-82 were merely pro- 
i^nal, and did not convey a definite order for the remission of fees. These 
>mts require the Commissioner’s attention 
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Owing to the partial failure of tho main rice crOp, the material condition of 
the people has fallen for tho time being below its usual standard of prosperity; 
but there are no grounds for supposing that’this decline is likely to be por- 
mafient. Spare land is everywhere al^dant, communications are improving, 
and the people themselves are ready to seek work wherever labobr is in 
demand. 

5. Emigration and Immigration. —Tho number of registered emigrants 
rose from 6,788 to 13,383 in consequence, it is stated, of • the short harvest 
and liigh pritjcs. These statistics, however, do not include persons who 
left the Division as free emigrants—a system which shows every sign 
of entirely replacing that under which emigrants are registered before 
leaving the districts where they live. The whole question of tho develop¬ 
ment of free emigration has recently been considered by tho Lieutenant- 
Governor in dealing wdth the Report on Inland Emigration for 1883, and 
certain special instances, in which the system has been abused, are still under 
enquiry. For tin; present, it is sufficient to remark that the Bengal-Nagpore 
Railway will probably, while under construction, absorb a largo proportion of 
the labourers wdio now emigrate to Assam, while, when it is completed, it will 
open fresh areas of labour-siqiply and materially facilitate the ^unassisted 
emigration to which the people naturally imiino. 

6. Prices of food and labour. —The partial failm’e of tho crops and the 
strong demand from neighbouring districts wlujre tin; failurti had be(!U more 
marked raised the average pri(i(! of common rice by from four to sevoJi and a half 
seers in the rupee as compared with the average j)rico of the pnndous year. The 
fluctuations in the pric(> of wlu'at are immaterial, us at jjresent oidy a small 
quantity is produced or consumed in the Division. Wages of unskilled labour 
arc said to have risen slightly in tho neighbourhood of tea gardens in Hazari- 
bagh and Loharduggii, and to have fallen in })arts of Manbhoom owing to “ the 
dearness of provisions and conse(]uent distnjss among the laboiuing classes.” 
This hitter remark apyiarently refers to money wages only, and tho fact, 
even if (auTcctly reported, is or slight importance in a district wlu're unskilled 
labourers are for tho most part employed in agricultm-e and are invariably 
paid in kind. 

7. Manufactures and Mines .— The existing manufacturi’s of (!hota Nagpore 
are ot the coarsest character. Raw material indeed is not wanting, and labour, 
though rinigh and unintelligent, is cheap. Eveiyu’herc the jimgl(‘s yield lac 
and tusscr silk, and in some jiaits of the Divi.sion, notably at Bunakm’ and in 
the neighbourhood of llalimiatli in llazaribagh, the relative distribution of ii’on- 
ore, limestone and (!oul seems peculiarly favourable for smeltingoyxTations on a 
largo s(;ale. Large quantitii's of si'rviceabh^ iron arc jiroduci'd by rough 
indigenous processi^s, but so far deflective communications and the want of 
any permanent dimuind have didi'rred capitalists from attinnpting any active 
development of the existing resourcijs. Mr. Hewitt’s jirediction that the Division 
is destined to be the centre of largo manufacturing industries has much to 
support it in the natiu'ul wo.illh id the country and the results obtained in the 
Barakur iron woiks; but it remains for the present a di.staut ])ros])ect. If 
any forecast of the kind i^aii now be legitimately attempted, it may yierhajis bo 
surmised that the ojx'iiing out of tin; country by railways may idtimati'ly lead 
to the production of iron locally cheaper than it can be imported from 
England. But the very cause which will render iron manufacture jiossible, 
will in all probability be fatal to tusser and lac. Both of these manufactures 
depend for their raAv material ujxm the forests, and although it may be the case 
that the railways now jirojcctod will open fresh sources of sujipl}-, there can 
be little doubt that within a few years the growth of population will lead to the 
denudation of fori-sts on so large a scale that neither lac nor tusser will be 
procurable in sufficient quantifies to sujiply large factories. 

It is at present uncertain to what, extent the extension of railways in C^iota 
Nagpore will cause new coal-fields to bo resorted to. Tho Bi ugal-Nagjiore 
Railway, on which work has recently been commenced, will pass within Iwelvq 
miles of the .Iheria coal-field in Manbhoom, and will traverse a portion of tlie. 
Hiugir field in the Tributary State of Gangpur. But the Jheria field is cut'-, 
off from the line by tho river Damodar, and tho quality of tho Ilingir 
coal has not yet been fully ascertained. The Benares-Cuttack line would 
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q\A tile Palamow coal-fields, and if tlie route by the Damodar valley is 
*^Opted, 'would pass witbin a moderate distaneo of the valuable coal-fields of the 
Karanpura valley in Hazaribag:h. Mr. Hewitt thinks that the dheria coal-field 
“will UQ doubt be developed” by th#Bengal-Najjpore Railway, and this 
notwithstanding the oxteusive operations in the collieries which ho on either 
side of the line near Sitarampore. 

8. Tea—The statistics furnished by the Commissioner do not show the 
number of gardens in Lohardugga nor tlio area under mature and immature 
plant. The ajijiroximate yield of all the gardcnis in ITazaribagh was 
107,702ihs. against 98,510 in 18(S‘J-S8, while in Lohardugga the outturn 
ro,se from l!)0,781tb8. to 249,864. The average yield per area of mature 
plants increa.sed in Ilazaribagh from 110 to 118ft)s., and in Lohardugga 
from 170lbs. to 1751bs. Prices ranged during the year from one to two 
annas per pound above the average of 1882-88. Under existing conditions, 
tea-planting seems to bo making sO'ady, though slow, progi'ess on the higher 
levels of Cliota Nagpore. Spare land is plentiful and labour excc^ptionally 
cheap. It remains to be seen Avlu'lher tlie railways sanctioned and planned 
will affect filie industry by stimulating emigration and raising the local rates 
of wages. 

9. Trade and Commerce .—No trustworthy statistic^s of import or export 
trade are' available, nor does it seem likely that such statistics could be 
collected, except at a cost out of all i)roj)ortion to tlieii’ value, dh'ade nuites are 
numerous, and a large portion of tlie trallic of tin* country is still (tarried by 
pack-bullocks and on suggurs or light block-wluM'led carts, Avhich find no 
difficidty in evading any stations seh'cted for tint purpose of registering 
traffic on the main roads. In spit(! of a partial failure of the winter croj), rice 
was exported in unusually large ((uaiitities from Manbh(»om, Singbhoom, and 
Lohardugga to districts where the failure had been more com])let(!. 'I'he tnide 
in oilseeds and hides was also very large. 1'he expoit of lac (htcliiied owing 
to the failui’C of tin; wint(.*r crop of bSS8, while heavy rain in duly and Aug^ist 
reduced the exports of tusser in all districts excejit Singbhoom, whei’o the 
outturn was plentiful and the trade was stimulated by jturchases made for a 
European firm in Midnapore. A large nuinbcr of railway shn'pc'rs was 
exported from Lohardugga by conti’actors who su])])ly tlu' Last Irdiun 
Railway. Idic Manbhoom sujtply is said to be on the decline, as the 
fore.sts in that district have been nearly exhausted. Under the head of 
imports, it is obs(‘rved that the inqau’t of salt into Clmttra in the w(^st of 
Hazaribagh has declined in consequence of the opt'iu’ng of the Gya Rnihvay, 
which makes it more convenient to s('nd goods direct frojn Gya to Palamow. 
This is one of the first indications of that shifting of local centres of trade 
which must lUicessarily follow iqxm the (‘xtcaision of railways in a country 
where trad(i has hitherto beeui carricnl on by the most julmitivo methods, and has 
been peceiliarly depemdent u])on tlu; <;onveni(!nce of th(5 larger (h'alers. In 
Manbhoom the inqeort of Eui’ojx'an jjiece-goods is said to have decreased, and 
that of country pic'ce-goods to huAU! liscn. 18ie statistics, however, are admittedly 
only conjectural, and the conclusion drawm by the Dcqaity (.Commissioner that 
country-made goods are beginning to comj)oto succisssfully with imported 
articles appears to be premature. It is quite certain that if the next few years 
sec the conqdcition of the Bengal and Ocntral Proviia^es Railway, which 
traverses the dislricts of Manbhocmi and Singbhoom, and of the Benaro.s- 
Cuttack line which Avill connect the North-Western Provinces through Palamow 
and Lohardugga with tlie westem and south-western districts of the Lower 
Provinces, a vast development will bo given to the great agricultural and 
mineral resources of a comparatively backward aiul unknown part of the 
comitry. 

10. fitate of puhlie feeling. —^I’ublic opinion in the Division, so far as it 
exists at all, concentrates itself upon matters of purely local interest, and is 
unmoved by the public questions, such as Local frvclf-government and the 
Tenancy Bill, which attract some attention in Bengal I^roper. In 
Hazaribagh and Lohardugga the development of emigration to Assam under 
the new Act is regarded with alarm by tea-planters and landholders of all 
classes, as reducing the labour supply in a sparsely populated comitry and 
tending to raise the current rates of wages. In the south of Manbhoom some 
feeling has been excited by the proceedings of Messrs. Watson and Company, who 
have taken a long lease of the large estate of Burrabhoom, and have introduced 
an assessment based on the standard bigha where rent had hitherto been paid on 
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the. area estimated bj the eye as rtetjuiring a maund of seed to sow it. This 
settlement has been re±»rred to in the r^ort of this Government on the Bengal 
Tanancy Bill as a practitnl instance^pf tfee good that may be done by tho 
intervention of a Govemmesvt officer IP decide., in consultation with botfc parties, 
questions wliich the courts art unable to deal with on a large scale, or with any 
prospect of arriving at uniform results. 

11. Administrative ehamjes.—^hQ only administrative changes of import¬ 
ance made dming tho year were the establishment o\ a Bench of Magistrates 
at Gurwa, tho chief trade centre of Palamow, and "itie re-arrangement of the 
thana boundaries of tho entire district of Lohardugga. 

12. Police and Crime. —I1ie conduct of the l^licc cbiring 1883 is stated to 
have been bettor than in tlie previous year, but the Commissioner remarks that, 
with very few oxcciitions, the Sub-Inspectors and liead-constaKlcs arc hardly fitted 
to hold independent cliargo of stations. The introduction of anew grade pf Sub- 
Inspectors has failed to induce a better class of men to come Lnvard as candi¬ 
dates, and the attempt to enlist the sons of zemindars in the higlnr j^xades does 
not show much jiromiso of success. It is believed that the unhealthixess of many 
parts of tho Division, the Jmrdshij)8 of travelling during the rains, and Jhe difficulty 
of procuring good food or any of the conveniencics of life anyvdiere oicept in the 
head-quarters stations, make servi(;e in Chota Nugporc i)eculiarly unj)dj>ular with 
natives of Bengal and Behar. These deterrent conditions will, however, tend to 
disap 2 )ear as communications imjirovc and trade becomes more active, and it 
may then be ])ossible to officer tho j)oli(!0 of those backward districts more 
efficiently. In tin' meantime efforts should bo made to utilize tho numerous 
rural polic,c as a jirevcntive agency by assigning to tlumi regular beats, and 
making the headmen among tlnan n^sjxmsible for any increase of crime within 
definite^ areas. do this elfeidually will require; careful organization in the 
first instance, and much tact and vigilance in keeping the men up to their work. 
But unless it is doin', the large; expenditure incurr(;d on the survey of ghatwali 
tenures which has been comjileted in Maiibhomn, and is now going on in 
Singbhoom, will have been thrown away. 'The t^anmissioner obseiwes that the 
demarciition of tho ghatwali lauds rendei's it jiossihle to imjirove the service by 
removing incajiable nn'ii. He considers, howc'ver, that vacancies should bo 
tilh;*! by apjiointing ri'sidents of the immediiite neighbourhood, and that as a 
ruh' only aliorigines should be si'h'cted. It has been suggested on the other 
hand that the discijdine of the ghatwali police would be materialh’' inqrroved 
if officers wln> havi; done good servi(;e as head-(;onstables and sub-insjjectors in 
tin' regular jiolicc wen; .'qipointed as sirdar ghatwals of ti'uures forfeited for mis- 
<'.onduc,t. I’his ipicstion will be considered in the .Judicial (Poliin;) Dejiartmcnt 
in connection with the comjiletion repoi’t of the Jlanbhoom Ghatwali Survey. 
The nunib(;r of cases of cognizable crime fell from o,4J8 to 4,90.3, tho decrease 
being chiefly in llazaribagh and Manbhoom. Otfemies against the jierson show 
a decrease from .'>08 to .344, which is probably due to the faid that cases of simple 
liurt are no longer i;ognizable. Of 4,87;j j)ersons actually tried during the year, 
about 04 per (;ent. were convicted. In Sessions {;ases the jiercentage of convic¬ 
tions was 00'2. It is satisfactory to observe that tho percentage of stolen 
j)roperty recovered is higher throughout the diAusion than in tho jjrevious year, 
and shows especial improvement in tho districts of Manbhoom and 
Singbhoom. < 

13. Civil suits .—The following statement shows the number and value 
of suits instituted in each district of the Division during tho last two years:— 
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There was a decrease, for which no specific causes ar^ assigned, in title 
suits and suits for money and moveable property, and^ increase ot b7J m 
suits under the rent laws. In Manbl^>f>m the number trom 

1,634 to 2,240 owing, it is believe^, to ^ssrs. Watson and Company having 
introduced the practice of suing for arre&s of re^ at the dose of the yew for 
which the arrear is due, wherea' the other zcniindj«s of the^ district usually bring 
such suits at intervals of three years. With regard to civil suits,^ the Deputy 
Commissioner of Lohardiig;^^ remarks tJiat tlio i'xisting procedure is too compli- 
cated fertile district, andis added that, as the Deputy Commissioner can 
only take up civil work i-i the intervals of his other duties, thcre^ should always 
bo an Assistant at lianoii with powers of a Subordinate Judge. Ihis suggestion 
will be considered in-he Judicial Deiiartment. 

14. Xa/'d arU Land "Revenue .—Out of a total demand of Rs. 4,02,854 
from 3r6 estates, Rs. 3,82,760 were (iollocted, being a percentage of 95'8 on the 
demand. h]vcryvvherc the collections from permaniuitly settled (istates were good, 
and the prop'irtion of total colh'ctions to total demand would have been 
considerablytAighcr, but for the failure to collect more than 85 j)cr cent, from 
the Govermsu'iit estates in Lohardugga. Creditable progress was made in the 
survey of the Khalsa villages in Cbola Nagporc, and only 17 villages now 
remain to' be completed. This survey has been done at an average cost of 
2 annas 4| pie per acre, and is rcjiorted to be extremely accurate. I’lie Assis¬ 
tant Su})eriutendent, who was fornuTly a nnunber of the Revenue Survey 
Department, has, during the cours(' of the survey, trained 54 a])prentie,es for 
whom work will almost cuudainly be j'ound in the Cadastral Survty shortly to be 
undertaken in Behar. Tlie survey of ghatwali lands in Manbhoom, e.onnnoTuied in 
April 1880, was coinjdch'd on the 31 st May 1883 at a total cost of about Hs. 27,000. 
Its results wore dis})uted on a large scale by Messrs. Watson and Company 
in Burrabhoom and by the zemindars of other ('states who filed (uvil suits to 
recover lands demarealod in excess of th(i tnie ghatwali arvu. I’he whole 
(question was gone into afresh by ]\lr. Risley after he was relieved of the charge 
of the district by Mr. (Jay, and a series of com])romiscs were concluded, niuler 
which the gluitwals retain as ghatwali as mucJi land as could fairly be de('med 
to belong to their si'rvice tenures, while in rcspc'cd of the nunaining area fognd 
in their ])osses.sion, they become the r(!nt-])ayiag tenants of theztunindai', holding 
their lands at privileg('d rates in (;onsideration of tlui fact tliat tiny are in many 
ceases the de.scendants of the first clenr('rs of the soil. Tlu^ most ('laborate of 
tlies(! compnmiises—that conclud(Ml betwcum (lovernnujnt, Messrs. Watson and 
Company, the zemindar and the ghatwals of Burrablnxun—is being followed in 
dealing with similar (|ue.stions arising out of the survey of ghatwali lands in Sing- 
bhoom, and the (juestion of adapting it to the ghatwali tenures of Bankura is 
under consideration. 

The whole qm'stion of the system under which settlements of Government 
and Wards and Kneumbered (sstatcis an; to bo conducted in Chota Nag})ore have 
been discus,sed at length during tin; juesent year, and'order’s hav(! i.wucd which 
represent the Lieutenant-tiovernor’s final opinion on a difficidt a)id (rornplicated 
8ubj(!ct. VV’ithout di.sputiug that us an abstract proposition it may be well to 
replac.e the arrarigemc'nts now in force by a systematic measurtiment and 
assessnu'iit Avbich will have; the effect of fixing d(;finite rates of rent for all the 
chief estatf's in the Dhdsion, Mr. Rivers Tlionipson canm't con.sent to this 
r('adju.stm('nt aloin? being made tin; means or tin; justification of largely enhanc;- 
ing the rents of caltivatoi’s who in many cases have thenis(.'lves cleared their 
lands from the original jungle. 

The current, demand of Road and Public Wor’ks c,(!sscs rose in Hazaribagh 
from Rs. 00,019 to Rs. 88,780, and in Lohardugga fnnn Rs. 01,090 to Rs. 
1,46,845, (rwing partly to revaluations and partly to readjustment (jf instalments. 
In Manbhoom, on the other hand, the cuinait demand fell frour Rs. 72,060 
X) Rs. 03,089. This is due to the fact that the revaluation of the district 
iompleted in July 1882 was so carelessly done that the whole proceedings 
lave had to be revised, the cesses being in the meantime collected at the 
lid rates. * 
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15 Excise .—The following table shows the excise revenue of the past two 
years as compared with the average of the years 1878-83:—

The revenue derived from country spirits amounted to Rs. 5,13,985, or 
83’2 per cent, of the total revenue of the year. The number of outstills was 
increased from 007 to 078, but each of these supplies an average area of 39’7 
square miles, and an average population of 0,233. The Commissioner’s remarks 
on the suitability of the outstill system to the local peculiarities of Chota Nag- 

f iore will be considered in connection with the report of the Excise Commission, 
t is satisfactory to observe a considerable decrease in the consumption of 
ganj accompanied by a rise in the revenue derived from that drug. The 
consum})tion of opium has increased owing in part to greater vigilance on the 
part of the police and excise officers in the opium-producing district of 
Hazaribagh. 

16. Stamps .—The total revenue including penalties rose from Rs. 2,60,448 
to Rs. 2,93,827. The increase is largest in Hazaribagh, where some civil suits 
of high value wore instituted by the zemindar of Ramgurh. A smaller 
increase in Lohardugga and Manbhoom is attributed to the same cause. 

17. License tax .—Deducting refunds and remissions, the nett demand of 
license tax rose from Rs. 52,070 to Rs. 54,200, and the collections from 
Rs. 50,888 to Rs. 52,495. The increase is most marked in Lohardugga, 
where it is ascribed to the re-opening t)f the trade in railway sleepers, which 
was suspended during 1882-83. In Manbhoom the demand fell off slightly 
owing to the dulness of the hu; trade and the transfer of assessments to other 
districts. On the general character of the tax the Commissioner remarks:— 

Tho tax on tho whole, 1 think, is a good one, and it will, I hope, become a permanent 
tax not liable to annual revision, but only to revisions for a term of at least five years, allow¬ 
ing assessoes the liboi-ty of applying to the district authorities for a reduction of their assess¬ 
ments if they can sliow such a reduction in their profits as will justify their demand. It is 
the annual enquiries which 1 believe ai’e the chief cause of complaint among persons assessed 
or liable to be assessed to the tax. 

18. Monetary arrangements .—The receipts of currency notes fell off 
considerably in Lohardugga and Manbhoom owing to the failure of the lac 
crop, and in tho former district the issues were also contracted in consequence - 
of the inability of tho treasury to meet the demand for remittance. In 
Lohardugga and Singbhoom co 2 )pcr was greatly in demand among tea planters, 
road contractors and jnxrchascrs of lac, oilseeds, tusser and mahua. Among the 
cultivators in the interior x)f these districts copper is tho only currency in 
use, and a large portion of tho export trade is still carried on by barter, in 
which salt and cloth form the purchasing medium. 

19. Forests .—The attitude of tho local zemindars has rendered it impos¬ 
sible to take any action for the preservation of private forests under the rules 
framed by the Commissioner tind Conservator last year. The matter vdll be again 
taken up in the camping season when tho Inspector-General of Forests will 
visit Chota Nagjjoro with tho Conservator in order to confer with the Commis¬ 
sioner on the sjjot. It is hojjed that Mr. Hewitt’s influence will be able to 
overcome the ignorance and indifference of the proprietors, and to persuade them 
that the introduction of a system of conservancy under the supervision of the 
Forest Dcjxartinent will secure to them a permanent income from jiroporty 
which is now being rapidly destroyed. The necessity of taking early measurer 
to protect the julvate forests of Chota Nagpore is strongly accentuated by th< 
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^tion already taken for railAvay constniction in many parts of tlie division, 
lijil the importance of the subject is clearly brought out by tho follotying 
ract from the Commissioner’s report:— 

Vr* What between jhoom cultivation, the destmetion of young trees by goats and cattle, the 
'Snenmous consumption and destruotioii of timber in llieso countries, where every one builds 
Ids hous^ of young trees, placed close togefliei’, ilnees in his garden with young trees, and cuts 
large numbers to bui-u for manure on his ujiland cultivation, tho new settlement of a hilly, 
tract means the denudation of tho hills in a tow years, and this denudation must largely 
^ increase before very long, when railways will lunke traffic in timber more profitable than 
■ it is at present. The denudation of tho hills is followed by the soil being washed away by 
lain, and^the hills changed from valiiahle forests into hare rock, while tho river-beds must 
be filled* up by the denuded earth and gravel, and the rainfall deoreased by the loss of the 
trees. 


20. h'oads and Communicafions .—Fair progress was made during the year 
in road work in all districts of tlu*. T )ivision. The Commissioner’s remarks on 
the subject will be considered in the Public Works Pc^partment. 'j’lio con¬ 
struction of the Bcngal-Nagporc Railway, Avliicli is now in hand, will 
necessitate a revision of the load system of the three districts of Manbhoom, 
Singbhoom and Ijoliardugga. >Sevei’al existing lines of road will be replaced 
for all but potty local ti’aliic by tlic railway. Tho relative importance of others 
will bo materially affected, and at s(!vcral points new feinler roads tIIII be 
required to moot the readjustment of trade routes whiidi may he looked for. 
The whole question therefore slmuhl now be carefully gone into by the District 
Road Committees (uinecrned. Should it he tho case tliat the road (u'ss funds are 
inadequate to meet the requiremoufs of the railway, the Lieutenant-Governor 
will be prejiarod to consider any reasonable ajiplication for .special gmnts for 
the construction of feeder roads. 

21. Education .—Tho number of scliools of all kinds rose from 1,325 to 
1,302, and of i)u]»ils from 38,217 to 42,097. The number of aborigines 
attending school inevoased from 8,750 to 10,120. Considering tho back¬ 
wardness of tho ])opulation, tlu' progr(',ss hi higher ediuiutiou indicated 
by the fact that 17 candidates passed tho Entrance examination against 
8 in the previous year mu-st ho con.sidpred satisfactory. Female educa¬ 
tion has made a remarkable utlvanco in Singbhoom, Avherc tlu^ number of 
girls’ schools increased during tlie year from 8 to 30, and tho number of pupils 
from 224 to 1,170. Tliis excellent result seenns to he largi'ly due to tho 
personal intere.st taken in the imittcT by the Deputy (.’ommissicncr. 

22. Wards and Attached Estubs .—Owing to the release of tho largo c.state 
of Dhalbhoom in Singbhooiu, only <!ight estates wort! under the charge of the 
Court of Wards against nine in the jui'vious year. The current demand on 
account of rent for all the estati's amounted to Rs. 3,03,301, and the collections 
including arrears to Rs. 3,10,958 or 102‘2 per oc'iit. d’ho diunand on account 
of cesses came to Rs. 75,974, and the collections to Rs. 90,020 or 119’3 per cent. 
These rc.sults, xvliicih are stated to have been attaiiu'd without excessive recourse 
to tho certificate pi’ociidure, ai'e very good. Duly one estate, that of Jhalda 
in Manbhoom, is heavily encumbered with d(4)ts, but these will be cleared off 
before tlio projuictor, who is now only seven years old, attains his majority. 
The conduct of all thc^ wards is favourably re])ortod on. 

Of the estates attached and managed und(;r the ChotaNagj)oro Encumbered 
Estates Act, two wore released during the year, leaving 09 under manage- 
mc'iit. The tt)tal demand, arrear and current, on a(H;ount of rent and cesses 
amounted to Rs. 3,03,232, of which Rs. 2,38,440 or O.VO ])or cent, were 
collected. Tho p(irccntago of collections to (mrrciit d(>inand was 100 in 
Singbhf)om, 94'4 in T.ohardugga, 92‘7 in Manbhoojn, and 72‘5 in Hazaribagh. 
In JIazaribagh and Lohardugga the short collections arc attributed to the 
partial failure <jf tho winter rice crop in those districts. No exjdanation is 
given in tho case of Manbhoom. 

It is ohst^rved that the amounts actually paid to tho creditors of these 
estates fall far short of tho estimates which wore framed for this purpose when 
the estates were on'giually taken under managenu'nt. Thus tho total debts of 
all the eitates being R.h. 17,24,220, it was 2 )rf)poscd to pay Rs. 0,36,053 by tho 
31st March 1884, but the amount actually paid Avas only Rs. 4,47,935, leaving 
a balance of Rs. 12,70,285 at the close of the year. In Lohardugga tho pay* 
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ments have fallen short of the schemes by no less than Its. 1,33,858, in Man* 
bhoom by Rs. 39,505, and in Hazaribagh by Rs. 15,504. Singbhoom, with 
only three encumbered estates, is the only district where the sanctioned 
arrangements have been worked up to. The reason seems to be that the ori¬ 
ginal estimates were in many cases unduly sanguine, and that in their anxiety 
to bring under management as manjf estates as possible, the local officers took 
credit in their schemes for the proceeds of sales they have been unable to efEect, 
and for enhancements of rents which have never been settled, while tliey mad* , 
little or no allowance for short collections resulting from failure of crops. The' 
Board should now look into the matter and consider whether the schemes 
cannot be revised so as to bring them into closer accordance with existing facts. 

23. Conduct of Zemindars .—Rasbeliari Lai Singh, zemindar of Jherriah in 
Manbhoom, is again commended for his support of dispensaries and schools, 
and for a further donation towards the comjjletion of the Crovindpur lake. No 
other landholders are favourably mentioned. Many of the zemindars .of 
Hazaribagh are said to be resorting to fraudulent suits for arrears of rent with 
the object of obtaining enbancements, while the conduct of several zemindars 
of Manbhoom and Jjohardugga in respect both of their tenants and their rela¬ 
tions to members of their own family deserves severe censure. On. the whole, 
however, it may bo said that active misconduct is rare among the zemindars of 
Ohota Nagjiorc, and that their shortcomings arc for the most part due to 
hereditary indolen(!e and ignorance of anything that goes on outside their 
own estates. 

24. Character of Officers .—The Commissioner’s remarks on this subject will 
b(( considered in the Appointment Department. Among European Ofii(jcrs 
Messrs. I’owcr, ltisl(?v' and Renny, and among Native Officers Baboo Rai Churn 
Chose, Rakhal Das Haidar and Ashutosh Gupto, are liighly spoken of by the 
Commissioner.

Read— 

Letter No. 8163. dated the 19th October 1884, from the Director of Public Instruction, 
and enclosures, relative to a bequest made by the late Dr. Bholanath Bote 
, of Furreedpore for the benefit of the Calcutta Medical College. 

The executor and executrix of the estate of the late Dr. Bholanath Bose, 
Civil Medical Officer of Furreedpore, have, in accordance with the terms of 
his will, forwarded to the Principal of the Medical College, Calcutta, the fol- 
lowing scientific instruments and medals to be presented to the Institution:— 

Air Pump. Spectroscope 

Galvanic batteries. Pelarisco{ie. 

Two gold medals and two silver medals awarded to Dr. Bholanath Bose 
at the London University College, and one silver medal with 
claps awardttd to that oflicer by Government for field services. 

The Principal proprises, according to the wishes of the testator, that the 
instruments should be placed among those belonging to the College for the use 
of the students, and that the mcd.ils should bo put in a separate case and 
hung up in the College Library. The Lieutenant-Governor approves these 
proposals. 

2. The executor and executrix have also forwarded to the Principal 
of the College a Government promissory note for one thousand rupees for 
the foundation of a prize or scholarship. The l^rincipal proposes that the 
interest of the sum of Ils 1,000, amounting to Rs. 40 per annum, should be 
appropriated for a prize to be awarded in alternate years to the 4th-year 
matriculated student, who is pronounced by the Pliysicians of the Hospital to 
be the most successful at bedside diagnosis of disease, and by the Surgeons 
of the Hospital to he the most successful in diagnosis of surgical cases, 
and that the examination should be held in September of each year. The 
Lieutenant-Governor approves these prop')sals, and desires that the thanks 
of Government be conveyed to the donor’s executor and executrix. 

8. The Principal of the College will be the administrator of the fund, 
which will be designated the “ Bholanath Bose Prize Fund.”

Frederick Bramwell, relating to the International Inventions Exhibition to be held next 
year at South Kensington.

Prom— Sir Frederick Bkamwell, Chairman, 

To—Her Majesty^s Secretary of State for India. 

I HAVE been requested by His Royal Highness the Prince of Wales to bring to ynur 
Lordship^s immediate notice the forthcoming International Inventions Exhibition, which 
is to be held, under the patronage of Her Majesty the Queen, in th t buildings at South 
Kensington, at present occupied by the International Health Exhibition. The Exhibition 
will be opened in May 1885 j and as the time for preparation is short, it is hoped that your 
Lordship will have the goodness to cause early notification to be made of His Royal 
Highness's request that the Government of India will favour him with their co-operation by 
taking an active part in an exhibition which will doubtless prove of benefit to the inha¬ 
bitants of all countries by bringing prominently to their notice the many inventions which 
have been made since the Great international Exhibition of lH62, and by gathering* 
together examples of the music of all nations. 

• The prospectus, copies of which are forwarded herewith, will fully explain the nature and 
purpose of the forthcoming Exhibition. I beg leave to call attention to the following rules 
which specially concern exhibitors in Foreign countries and the Colonies. 

“45. The Foreign and Colonial Commissioners appointed by their Governments are 
invited communicate with the Secretary. They will be charged with the consideration of 
all questions relative to the distribution of the space allotted to their respective countries; and 
the Executive Council will place at their disposal all information and plans which may be 
useful to them. Foreign and Colonial Commissioners will be required to guarantee tliat all 
exhibits in their respective sections are in accordance with the classification and the Regula¬ 
tions. 


“46. The applicants for space from countries in which no Co nmissioner has been 
nominaced must appoint agents in England to act on their behalf. 

“47. Applications from Foreign countries and Colonies will be received up to the l«t 
November.” 

The Executive Council would suggest that the Government of India should be asked to 
give full publicity to the announcement of this International Exhibition in its two divisions 
of inventions and music, and be asked to appoint a ("omraission to arrange for the due dis¬ 
play of goods under the various groups, and to settle, in communication with the Council, 
matters connected with India. 

The Executive Council trust that the Government of India will generally co-operate with 
them in promoting, in this manner, an exhibition of great practical importance to the com¬ 
merce and industry of the world, and in making it, in a large sense. International.

DIVISION L—Inventions. 

This division will be devoted to Apparatus, Appliances, Processes and Products, 
invented or brought into use since 1862. ^ 

The collection of inventions will, it is hoped, serve to bring vividly before the public the 
progress which has been made, during the last quarter of a century, in applying the discover¬ 
ies of science to the purposes of daily life. 

For the practical realization of this idea it will be desirable, not only to exhibit the 
apparatus by which a process is carried out (or a model or diagram of it), side by side with 
the resulting product, but also to show the working of, at all events, a limited number of 
industrial processes in their consecutive stages. 

Having in view the wide range of this International Exhibition, and the limited nature 
of the total available area, it will be necessary to restrict, as much as possible, the amount of 
space which can be alloted even to the most important classes; and only under •exceptional 
circumstances can applications be entertained for space for objects which have been shown in 
the Smoke Abatement Exhibition, 1881 ; the Fisheries Exhibition, 1883 ; or the Exhibition of 
Health and Education of the present year, \The classefi including mch ohjectH are marked in the 
annexed clamficaiion icith an aderkk,^] As regards agriculture, also, it is considered that the 
annual shows of the Royal Agricultural and kindred Societies will render it unnecessary to 
admit more than a few typical examples of each class of the improvements effected during 
recent years ; and these should be, as far as possible, represented by models or diagrams. 

It will, indeed, be preferable that inventions generally should (as far as practicable) 
be illustrated by models, which in the case of an entire machine may be accompanied by 
actual examples of the parts improved. 

Where the invention relates to parts only of a machine, the whole machine will not be 
admitted, unless the improvement (in respect of which the machine is offered for exhibition) 
cannot be sufficiently well shown without the exhibition of the entire apparatus, or unless, in 
the opinion of the Executive Council, the exhibit is of such special interesti ars to render its 
admission desirable. 

Exhibitors will be required, by reference to a specification and Letters Patent or other¬ 
wise, to show that their proposed exhibits come witbin the terms set forth in the conditions 
of Divisjon I. 

As the Exhibition will be limited to the illustration of industrial processes, examples 
of either the raw material employed, or the finished product, will only be admitted when 
they are required for the full demonstration of a particular process. It is not proposed to 
allot space for exhibition of manufactured goods alone, unaccompanied by any illustrations 
of the process of manufacture. 

Intending Exhibitors should fill in the accompanying Application Form, which must be 
sent to the Secretary not later than the 15th September. Applications from Foreign 
countries and the Colonies will be received up to the 1st of November. 

DIVISION II.—Music. 

This division will consist of examples of Musical Instruments of a date not earlier 
than the commencement of the present century; and, in addition, any machinery, apparatus, 
or apnliances connected with their manufacture or use, or iu any way hearing upon the 
science and art of music, will be admitted. There will, furthermore, be Historic Collections 
of Musical Instruments, and of Paintings and Eogtavings representing musical subjects, 
without any restriction as to date. 

Intending Exhibitors in this Division should fill in the Special Application Form 
supplied for the purpose, which must be sent to the Secretary by the 15th September. 
Applications, from Foreign countries and the Colonies will be received up to the Ist of 
November.

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PROPOSAL TO DIVIDB THB DISTRIOT OP IIIDMAPOBB INTO TWO 

DISTRICTS. ‘

In reply to your No. 804A., dated 25rh May 1«83, paragraph 6, I have the honour to 
submit iny proposals for dividing the district of Midnaporc into two. The proposal miL»ht 
more correctly be described as one for the revival of the old zillah of Hijiee, which down 
to the year 1836 oonstitiited a separate district. It is tiiis which, with some trifling modifi- 
cations, it is now proposed to restore. 

2. It is admitted both by Government and the Board that the district of Midnapore, as 
at present constituted, is too large to be efficiently raauai;ed by one district officer aided by 
the usual staff. This opinion is based not only upon the statistics of area and population, 
but upon the figures which show the amount of work arising yearly, and upou the still more 
important consideration of tne physical impossibility of one Ooll ctor^s adequately supervising 
the multifawous concerns of so ex ensive a charire. It will be advisable here to discuss 
each of these three points in detail, as the Board, to whum this report is submitted, bai 
no ' fficiahcognizance of matters not directly connected with the revenue administration of 
the district. 

3. First, as to area and population. The area of Miduanore is 5,082 square miles. 
Excluding the thinly-peopled non-regulation districts, a great part of which consists of wild 
hill and jungle, and confiuiug the comparison to the settled and populous regulation districts, 
It appears that Midnapore is now the second in size in Bengal, being exceeded only by 
Mymeiisiugh, The population is 2.517,802, and in this respect Midnapore stands fourth, 
being surpassed by Mymensingh, Durbhnnga. and Mozufferpore ouly. I take these figures 
from volume I, page 37, of the census report of 1881. 

4. These figures speak for themselves. To any one who is acquainted with the nature 
and amount of the woik which has to be done by a Collector and his staff in these provinces in 
the present day it is unnecessary to point out how well nigh impossible it must be for even 
the most vigorous and able officer satisfactorily to administer a district of more than five 
thousand square miles in extent with close upon 2i millions of inhabitants. The task is 
rendered still more difficult by the fact that the people of Midnapore are by no means easy to 
deal with, being addicted to organized ofiposiiion and passive resistance to the officers of 
Government to a degree which fortunately is rarely found in other parts of Bengal. ^ 

5. Secondly, as to the amount < f an ordinary every-day work. The statements 
appended to this report give the actual figures for the last three years iu respect of both 
criminal and revenue work. 

6. Statements I. A. and I.B. show the number of cognizable and non-cognizable ciiminal 
cases respectively. As the Board are doubtles-^ aware, cognizahle. cases are those which are 
investigated by the police on the complaint of the person injured. Non-eognizable are 
those in which the complainant addresses himself at once to the Magistrate, aud in which, 
save under exceptional circumstances, the police take no ai tion. The statements show the 
cases of both kinds in Midnapore and the other districts of this division. For purposes of 
comparison, I have also given th^ figures for three of the heaviest districts in other parts of 
Bengal, viz , 24-Fergmmiih8, Mymensingh, and Backer, unge. 

7. I have no desire to draw a highly-coloured picMire, nor is it in the slightest deijree 
nece.'^sary for me to endeavour to make the work appear heavier tlran it is. I have therefore 
no hesitation in admitting that the criminf^l cases in Midnapore are not of an exceptionally 
intricate or difficult nature, but the mere number of them is sufficient to oc< upy a very 
large portion of the time of the magisterial officers, and proportionately reduces the time 
they can sjiare for revenue and general work. 

8. There are 25 p dice thanas m Midnapore, and 1 believe some 40 or more outposts. 
The District Superintendent has to visit all these several times a y ^ar, and it is beyond the 
power (T one man to do all this work and still to keep proper control over the general police 
wotk of the district. As a consequence of the inability of the Di-trict Superintendent to 
watcb the work of so many th tnas, the Magistrate also, who depends on the 
District Superintendent for his information in police matters, is prevente.! from keeping 
the necpssaiy che k on police work, and in many parts of Midnapore, especially in those 
which are far away from head-quarters, police work has become very lax and unsatisfactory, 
The Inspector-General of Police is fully aware of this, and strongly supports my views as tc 
the necessity of dividing the district into two. 

9. Statement II shows the revenue business of Midnapore as compared with the same 
districts as are shi.wu in the ciiminarstatementSi and covers the last three years. The verj 
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Isrfre :«xoen of oonipared vijli ptj^er diitrioti m, it will ho fo^. partly dne to certi¬ 

ficate oaaee; though euen excluding tbeap jthoro it a very heavy file of ordinary caaes. 

10. Of course much of the certificate work ia due to the agitation for reduction of rents 
that hM for some time been going on in the extensive estates ofiJellaroootha and Ifajna- 
mootha, and it might bo argued that with the disappearance of this agitation the work would 
become lighter. This is undoubtedly true; only we cannot tell when the resistance to 
Oovernment demands will cease { and even if it should become less pronounced after a time, 
thepe will always be a very large quantity of certificate work. It ia a aingular comment on 
the way in which our legislation affecta the people that the certificate procedure, -which waa 
introduced for the purpose of coercing recalcitrant defaulters into paying their dues to Govern¬ 
ment, has in many districts (and notably in Midnapore) been accepted by the people as au addi¬ 
tional means of renstance. People who would have paid up without coercive measures in 
former times now almost insist on those ceorceive measures being taken against them, and 
will not pay till all the formalities of the law have been complied with. I therefore consider 
it very improbable that there will be any marked diminution of certificate work in Midna¬ 
pore for a long time to come. 

11. It will be seen that the columns shewing work under the rent laws are now blank ; 
hut this state of things will be much altered should the new Tenancy Bill become law, 
and especially if a cadastral survey and record-of-rights should be undertaken. The 
immense increase of work which would result from these measures must be borne in mind 
as likely to affect the problem of the administration of Midnapore in the immediate future. 

12. I would also call at tention to the immense amount of work shown under the head 
of “Miscellaneous business disposed of/' which for all the three years embraced by the 
statement largely exceeds that of all the other districts with which the comparison has been 
made. 

13. This is most laborious and important part of the Collector's wdrk. Under this 
head are shown all the long consultations involving much careful thought and enquiry imposed 
upon the Collector by his general administrative duties. These are the management of 
18 wards^ estates, some of them of considerable extent; that of the very numerous khas 
mehals ; the revenue survey now going on ; the Salt Department; irrigation and collection 
of water-rates ; the pleadings in Government suits ; the road cess ; education ; municipalities; 
the difficult and crimplicated work connected with embankments and drainage questions; and 
other matters of minor importance. 

14. It is impossible to give by fiirures an idea of the amount of work that all these 
things involve, but Government and the Board are too well aware of the ever-increasing 
burden of reports, appeals, enquiries, and the rest, for it to be necessary for me to dilate 
farther on this point. 

15. I wish, however, to call attention to the fact that Midnapore, while it is almost the 
largest district in Bengal, is also one where miscellaneous, political, and administrative work 
is the heaviest, and it is one in which, in addition to the ordinary calls upon a Collector’s 
time and attention, there are also very heavy special departments which do not exist at all, 
or to a very much less extent, in other districts; such are salt, canals, embankments, and khas 

^^ehals. 

16. I trust I have now said enough to prove that the Midnapore district is too large and 
the work too heavy to be managed by one district officer and staff. I will now proceed to 
explain the reasons for the division into two districts which I am proposiog. 

17. There are only two possible methods of division as far as I can see—that proposed 
by me, and a»>other which has been mentioned by His Honor the Lieutenant-Governor, and 
which, coming from so high a source, demands »*espectful consideration. 

18. This latter proposal has not been precisely defined, but its general scope is to take 
a portion or the whole of the Turnlook subdivision of Midnapore and add it to Howrah, and 
then to erect Howrah into a full ColKictorship, instead of as it is at present a revenue sub¬ 
division under the Collector of Ilooghly. 

19. There are, however, I beg respectfully to submit, many grave objections to this mea¬ 
sure. In the first place Turnlook is separated from Howrah by the Hoopiiarain river. This 
is a broad tidal estuary, in most places nearly two miles wide, and at most timrs of the year 
dangerous to cross owing to ihe force of the tide and the numerous and shifting sand¬ 
banks. The new district would be cut in two by this large river, and regular communica¬ 
tions between the two halves would be always difficult and often impossible 

20. Secondly, the peofilc of Turnlook would h.ive just cause for complaint if severed 
from the rest of the tract to which their district geographically belongs. It matters little 
whether we put them tinder Midnapore or under C«>utai, but to put them under the distinct 
and alien jurisdictif)!! of Howrah would be hard upon them in a variety of ways, 

21. Thirdly, the district so constituted would be a very straggling, amorphous entity. 
It would be about 60 miles long and about 20 broad, having thus about 1,200 square miles uf 
area cut in two by a big river and inhabited by two entirely dissimilar races—pure Bengalis 
m the one-half—Midnapurians (a mixed race—half Bengali, half Ooriya) in the other. 

22. Fourthly, the rtlief granted to Midnapore by this step would be comparatively 
small. Only an area of 600 square miles would be withdrawn from that district, and an 
area, moreover, in wldch there is comparatively little work. What is imperatively demande'^ 
by the necessities of the case is the separation of Midnapore from Contai. So long as the3 
two heavy areas are left united there will be undue pressure of work, and no perceptibl 
relief will be gained by 8nip[)ing off odd corners like Turnlook. 
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28. liaitly, the HoosjKly dintrict is already a very small one, and though the density of 
its population gives it certain impol^tance, yet the population is not «>nS that gives much work 
to the Magistrate or to the Coilector. Hooghly could well take in the magisterial work of 
Howrah and yet not be anything like as heavy as the 24-Pergunaab8, not to speak of 
other districts. 

24. For tho above reasons I strongly deprecate any attempt to solve the problem by 
uniting Turalook and Howrah. I am convinced, after much careful study of the questioDj 
that the true solution lies in restoring the old Hijlee district, or to put it in terms of existing 
administrative units, making two districts, one of which shall contain the present sub¬ 
divisions of Midnapore and Ghattal and the other those of Gontai and Tumlook. I may 
here mention that ever since the amalgamation of the two districts, the Hijlee records have 
been kept apart from those of Midnapore in the Collector's record-room. There would 
therefore be no difficulty, delay, or expense in sending them back to Contai. 

25. There would thus be two districts, not indeed of equal size, but of very nearly 
equal importance as regards work. The excess area of the future district of Miduauore 
over that of Hijlee is accounted for by the fact that a considerable tract in the western 
portion of the former is sparsely populated hill and jungle. 1 give helow the area, popu¬ 
lation, and revenue of thp two districts—

26. A few unimportant changes are required in the boundaries of the subdivisions; 
these are the following:—The transfer of thana Danton from Midnapore subdivision to 
that of Contai: the people of Danton have oldstanding relations with Contai: all their export 
trade goes in-that direction. There are numerous civil cases between Danton and Contai 
people arising out of this traffic, which already large will soon be very much larger, owing to 
the opening of the Orissa Coast canal. From local enquiries which I made when last at 
Midnapore, I learnt that the people of Danton, if they had to choose between Midnapore 
and Contai, would very much prefer union with the latter. The transfer of this thana to 
Contai would be a great relief to the sudder subdivision of Midnapore, which already 
contains 11 thanas, and would not overburden Contai, which only contains six, 

27. The thana of Panskoorah, now under Tumlook, will have to be transferred to 
Midnapore sudder. The Orissa Trunk Road, from Calcutta to Cuttack, and the Midnapore 
Canal both run through this thana, and afford easy communication with Midnapore. It 
would be a hardship to compel the people of this thana to take their cases into Contai, which 
is a long way off, and has no road or river communication with their country, 
Midnapore is so near and so easily accessible. The removal of this thana will leave the 
town of Tumlook quite at the northern end of the subdivision, but I do not propose any 
change in the subdivisional head-quarters at present. If the Hoopnarain goes on cutting 
into its right bank as it is doing now, Tumlook will be washed away in a few years, and as 
simultaneously with this event the Orissa Coast canal will be open for traffic, tho importance 
of Tumlook as a centre of trade will cease. The merchants will probably move to the 
head of the canal at Gheokbali, which is already becoming a place of some importance, and 
it will probably, in any case (I mean whether Midnapore is divided into two or not), be 
advisable to move the subdivisional head-quarters to that place, which is fairly central. 
This, however, is a point which may be left for future consideration. 

28. The small pergunnah of Moynachour, which is now in the sudder subdivision, but 
which runs down in a point to within a very short distance of Tumlook, should be included in 
that subdivision. These few changes would round off the Hijlee district, and leave a good 
working boundary between that and Midnapore,. In the annexed map I have shown the 
boundaries of the two districts as proposed above, I also submit an old map of 1845, in which 
the two districts of Midnapore and Hijlee are shown as they formerly existed. The Collector 
has unfortunately rather spoilt the map by painting all over it the present subdivisions ; but 
the Board will be able to distinguish in spite of this the old Hijlee district, which is indicated 
by a wash of purple. Allowing for the changes that have occurred sine • 1845 on the Orissa 
frontier, it will be seen that the modern Hijlee district, as proposed by me, does not differ 
very markedly from the old one, and this is an important point, as the people will be more 
easily reconciled to a return to the old arrangements, which yet live in the memory of the 
older inhabitants, than they would be to one which was entirely new and strange to them. 

29. I now approach the most important part of the subject—the question of the cost of 
the proposed measure, and how it may best be met. The figures I shall submit have taken 
.some time to colltfct, and will of course be closely scrutinized both in the Board^s office and 
in the Secretariat. I believe that they will be found substantially correct. 

• 30. The first thing 1 propose to do is to abolish the Howrah Magistracy. This will set 

free the cost of a District Magistrate and his establishment and that of a District Superintend¬ 
ent of Police and his establishment. These two officers and their staff could then be trans- 
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ferrcd bodily to Contai, and as Howrah would sink into a subdiviaion of Hooghly the Oontai 
subdiTisional staff could be transferred to Howrah, far there would be no extra expense. 
The H.owrab revtnue estahlishraent is, however, only that of a subdivision ; there would 
therefore have to be provided the difference between a subdivisional and cistrict establish¬ 
ment on the revenue side for Oontai, We have also, as I shall show presently, to provide 
for a%riminal court for Howrah. I shall now explain these various points in detail, 

81. First ns to Howrah. Its present position is in the liighest degree embarasiing and 
anomalous. On the revenue side it is a subdivision, and the officer in charge is called 
the C:ovenanted Deputy Collector, and i-subordinate to the Collector of Hooghly. On the 
magisterial side he is, however, a full Magistrate, and the post is always held by an officer 
graded as a Magistrate and Collector. It not unfrequecitly happens that the district officer 
of Howrah is much senior in the service to the district officer of Hooghly, under jvhom he 
has to serve in r»*venue matters, and alrhongh I am happy to say that in general the good 
feeling of the offitjers concerned leads them to avoid all friction, yet things have at times 
come perilously near to open dispute, and the position is often very strained. At one time 
some three years ago the post of Magistrate and C ovenanted Deputy Collector of Howrah 
was held by an officer of 20 ycars^ standintr, who had officiated as Commissi >ner, while that 
of Collector of Hooghly was held bv an officer of 10 ycars^ standing, the Junior Officiating 
Collector on the list, and whose substantive status was only that of Assistant Collector. 

32. This latter officer naturally shrunk from issuing orders to one so much his senior, 
and though the former loyally carried out all orders issued to him, ho thought himself fully 
justified in remonstrating in a tone of superior knowledge and experience whenever he 
thought that his youthful superior was mistakeu. Laier on, between the Collector of 
Hooghly and another Covenants d Deputy Collector of Howrah, there arose a^difference of 
opinion on road cess mattnis, which was carried to a very regrettable extent, and which I had 
much difficulty in adjusting. 

33. It will, I think, bo admitted that it is not advisable to perpetuate au arrangement 
which places two offiorra in such delicate relations, and under which the proper discharge of 
public duties can ouly be secured by considerable sacrifice on both sides. In some respects 
the situation has been improved of late yejirs by conferring on the Covenanted Deputy 
(.'ollecror the powers of a Collector, as for instance, in tlie Land Acquisition, License Tax, 
and Salt Departments. In the Excise Depurtraent there is a somewhat bewildering 
difference of practice. As regards the tural parts of his jui isdiction, the Covenanted Deputy 
Collector is subject to the Collector of Hooghly, and excise matters are managed by the 
Excise Deputy Collector of that district, who never knows exactly to whom he ought to 
report. If he r^^ports direct to the Collector, then the Covenanted Deputy Collector has 
fair reason for complaining that he is kt^pc in igU''rance of what is going on. If he reports 
to the Covenanted Deputy Collector, au additional stage, involving much delay, is added to 
the transmission of tlic report before it leaclies the Collector, and there arises the anomaly 
that the Excise Deputy Collecior of Hooghly reports to au officer to whom he is not in any 
W-^jsuboidinate. 

^34. In regard to tbe Municipality of Howrah the position is still more peculiar^ 
for in that area ihe excise matters are under the Collector of Calcutta, from whose orders 
appeals lie direct to me, so that the Covenant d Deputy ( ollector has no voice at all in the 
matter. This gives rise to much friction, as Howrah sw^aims with cheap hotels, drinking 
bars, and low grogslu'ps, over which the officer at Howrah has no control, though he has 
full power to interfere in his capacity of Magistrate. When he does so, there arises an 
outcry from the (yollector of ( alcutta and his subordinate. 

I will not prolong this report by detailing all the difficulties and confusion that 
arise from tbe anomalous position of tbe officer m charge nf Howrah. I will merely say that 
they are endless and of constant occurrence and constitute an anomaly of the greatest 
magnitude. It may, however, be added that owing probably to the proximity of Howrah to 
Calcutta it frequently happens that an officer is posted there merely for a short time, while 
waiting for a permanent appointment, so that changes are very frequent. Some two years 
ago the Municipal Commissioners of Howrah presented a petition to Government, in which 
they pointed out that within the preceding three years the post of district officer had been 
held by no less than 28 officers. During the year 1883 also six officers in succession have 
held this post. 

36. One other remark will suffice to conclude this part of the subject. The Magistrate 
of Howrah is frequently employed on duties beyond his district. He is one of tne Port 
Commissioners ot Calcutta. He sits as Judge for the Tiial of Pilots. He is put on Com- 
missions for various purposes connected with shifining and other matters. All these 
occupations draw him away fiom his duties as a district officer, and in many, if not all of 
them, he is independent of the Commissioner of tlie Division, who cannot insist on his doing 
his district work, no matter how much in arrears it may he, because he is acting in some 
other capacity uiuier the direct orders of Government. 

87. Considering that Howrah is now a large town, containing upwards of one hundred 
thousand inhabitants, and that those inhabitants are engaged in purely urban occupations, 
and have no sort of connection with the rural population, I think it will be admitted that 
the best organization for this town will he that prevailing in the capital and its other suburbs, 
with which Howrah is now so closely connected. 

38. The existing confused and confusing arrangements may have met the exigencies 
of the case when they were established 40 years ago, but they caunot do so now. In l8ll 
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Howrah was a very inconsiderable plac<*; now if is one of the largest towns in Bengal; 
and not only has the number of the inhabitants immensely increased, but their character has 
entirely changed. They are no longer to any great extent persons connected with the 
district aronud to whom any administrative severance from that district would cause loss or 
trouble. The natives are merchants, shipowners, millowners, clerks in the Calcutta oflSces, 
factory hands, petty shopkeepers. The Europeans are merchants, railway employ^?, and 
owners ef factories, who have nothing whatever to do with the district. 

39 Under these circumstances I think it would be fonnd to work much better and to 
suit theinhaldtants b tter if the Mmiicipality of Howrah weie placed under a Presidency 
Magistrate like those in Calcutta, who would have nothing to do but to try their cases all the 
year round ; who woul i have no occasion to go into camp or he in danger of being called away 
to dutiefriii Calcutta, or enquiries in places 30 to 40 miles off in the interior. The existing 
municip.al police might be placed under the Commi>’8ioner of Police for Calcutta, and all the 
criminal cases tiied by the Presidency Magistrate assisted by the already existing and 
numerically strong benches of Honorary Magistrates. Excise and stamps might remain 
nndtr the Collector of Calcutta, as at present. 

40. The town being thus provided for, the rural area of the Howrah subdivision con¬ 
sisting o^ the two thanas of Dorojoor and Jagatballabpore would become an ordinary sub¬ 
division presided over by a native Deputy Magistrate. The Hooghly district would thus 

have five subdivisions as noted in the margin, and even 
then would not have so large an area or population as the 
24-Pergunnah8 or Nmidea, or many orher districts. The 
bead-quarters of the suhdivisional officer might be ac 
Howrah, and he might share with tire Presidency Magistrate 
the large thne-storied building which is now used as the Magistrate's cutcheny ; or if this 
were objectionable, he might be located at Bali or Domjoor or some place just outside muni¬ 
cipal limits. 

41. I am aware that some zemindars (who I may remark do not live in the 
Howrah district) have petitioned Government against tire abolition of Howrah as a 
separate district. But apart from the fact that tluse gentlemen from their position are 
incapable of grasping or weighing all tlie grave p litical and administrative aspects of 
the case, it may be observed that the proposed change would not alter their position in any 
perceptible way. They already pay their land revenue to the Collector at Hooghly, and 
thev would continue to do so. All other branches of the revenue atiministration are already 
conducted from Hooghly, and they would continue to be so. No alteration in the civil juris¬ 
diction is coiitemplated ; they would still take their civil and rent suits to the same munsifs 
as now. In criminal matters they have now a ( ovenanted Magistrate and two Deputy 
Magistrates with two Benches of Hom.jfary Magistrates all sitting at Howrah. Under the 
proposed change they will have a Presidency Magistrate, (who may be a covenanted civilian or 
a barrister), a Deputy Magistrate in charge of the subdivision, and two Benches, either all 
sitting actually at Ilowrali, or all hut one at Howrah, and that one only two or three 

off. here then is the hardship of the change ? 

42. There can be no sentimental feeling about a place of yesterday like Howrah, such 
as was once urged in favour of Hooghly by those who owned house property there, and who 
concealed their fear of losing their tenants on the removal of the courts under poetical refer¬ 
ences to the historical associations of the place. 

43. There can also be no question as to the waste of costly and scarce administrative 
machinery which would result from dividing the already small district of Ho()ghly into two 
with two district officers and two full sets of revenue and criminal establishments while 
only one district officer and an establishment is allotted to the district of Miduapore more 
than four times as large. Even the unnatural allianee of Tumlook to Howrah would not, 
as I have shown above, reduce the inequality. Government cannot afford to throw away 
its officers, and it w«>uld be doing so to give two districts to the small tongue cf land between 
the Hooghly and the Uoopnarain, while ihe vast tract stretching from the latter to the bills 
of Orissa was treated only as one. 

44. The cost of these changes, as compared with that of the existing arrangements, is 
exhibited in statement HI appended. It will be seen that while the actual present cost comes to 
Be. 93.720 per annum, the cost, according to my calculations of the proposed arrancemeuts, 
comes only to Rs. 92,232, so that instead of an increase there will be an actual saving. This 
is on the supposition that only one Deputy Collector is allowed for the managemeut of the 
Howrah subdivision. This, 1 think, will" be enough when the large and populous town 
which gives so much criminal work is taken away. 

45. The figures for the present establishments and their cost are taken from the office 
returns. Those for the Presidency Magistrate were fumiOiod to me by the Judicial Depart¬ 
ment of Government, and those for the new Hijieo district are taken from the proposals for 
the recently established district of Khoolna, and were supf lied by Government in the General 
Department. Even if it should be thought necessary to alter or increase my figures slightly 
the excess will not be very great, as it will be observed that it will be possible to effect 
considerable reductions in the establishments at Midnapore, when the district is reduced in 
size. In addition to the abstract statement HI 1 also sui^mit detailed statements for each 
of the offices, both actual and proposed, inenDoned therein. 

46. I have uot included on either side of the account the salaries of judicial officers and 
their establishments, as no change is pruposed in them. It will probably be necessary for the

that in submitting to Government ot India proposals for the distric t of Khoolna^' this item 
was not included by the Government of Bengal. 1 here are already several large buildings 
at CoDitai: probably much accommodation might be provided by enlarging them.

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RULES FOR THE ELECTION OP MUNICIPAL COMMISSIONERS, 
UNDER ACT UI (B.O.) OF 1884 FOR. THE 
SUBURBS OP CALCUTTA. 


October 1884.—The following rules for the election of Municipal 
CommissWrs for the Municipality of the Suburbs of Calcutta haye been laid 
down by thH^eutenant-Govemor under section 15 of Act III (B.O.) ot l»»4. 

the Number of Commissioners and Wards. • 

1. The Subu?!^n Municipality shall bo divided into six wards, in the 
following manner 

Ward No. I, comprising the police thanas of Cossipore, Chitpore and 
Ooltadanga. 

Ward No. II,, comprising the thanas of MannicktoUah and Baliaghatta. 

* Ward No. HI, comprising the thanas of Entally and Baniapookur. 

Ward No. IV, comprising the thanas of Ballygunge and Tollygunge. 

Ward No. V, comprising the thanas of Bhowanipore and Alipore. 

Ward No. VI, comprising the thanas of Watgunge, Ekbalpore and 
Garden Reach. • 

2. There shall be thirty Municipal Commissioners, of whom ten shall be 
uominated by Government and twenty elected under these rules to represent 
the several wards. 

3. The twenty elected Commissioners shall be allotted to the several 
wards in the following manner:— 

To Ward No. 1, three OommissionerB.

„ No. Ill, three „ 

„ No. rV, two „ 

„ No. V, five „ 

„ No. VI, four „ 

Of the Qualification of Voters. 

4*. Persons otherwise qualified to vote must bo males, who have resided 
withiii the limits of the municipality for one year previous to the date of the 

election. above rule, all persons who have, during the year im¬ 

mediately preceding the election, paid an aggregate amount of not less than 
its. 3 in respect of any rates imposed by the Act, and who have been duly 
registered as hereinafter provided, shall be qualified to vote. 

6. Subject to the proviso contained in Rule 4, any person who, being a 
member of a joint undivided family, one of the members of which has, during 
the year preceding such election, paid, in respect of any of the rates imposea 
by the Act, an aggregate amount of not less than Ks. 3, is a graduate or 
licentiate of any University, or holds a certificate as a pleader or mooktear, or 
holds any office or employment carrying a salary of not loss than Rs. 50 per 
mensem, shall be entitled to vote. 

7. Each voter shall be entitled to vote for the ward in which he ordinarily 
resides, and for no other. Each voter shall have as many votes as there are 
vacancies, and may give as many of those votes as he pleases to any one or 
more candidates. 


Of the Begistraiion of Voters. 

8. For each ward a register shall be prepared by the Municipal Commis¬ 
sioners, in which shall be entered the names of the persons qualified to vote at 
elections. This register for each ward shall be prepared as soon as possible 
after the apf^val of these rules by Government, and hereafter shall be revised 
ftTimmll y apd repubUshed on the 1st October in each year.

11. No person shall be qualified to vote unless his name has been entered 
in the register of voters. 


0/ the Qualification and the Nomination of Candidates. 

12. The Chairman shall, at least 30 days before the date fixed as herein¬ 
after provided for the commencement of the elections, issue notices calling for 
nominations of candidates. 

13. Any person qualified to vote under these rules shall be qualified for 
nomination as a candidate. 

14. Any four j)ersons registered as qualified to vote in any ward may 
nominate a candidate for election to represent such ward. The nomination shall 
be made in writing in the form annexed to thes(' rules, and the candidate shall 
signify on the nomination paper his consent to the nomination. The nomina¬ 
tion paper slmll be delivered at the Municipal Office not less than ten days 
before the date fixed for the election. 

15. The Chairman shall forthwith ascertain whether the nominators and 
the candidate respectively are qualified in accordance with these rules. If 
satisfied in this respect, ho shall insert the name of the candidate in a list of 
candidates for the Commissionership or Coimnissionerships to be filled u]). 
Such list shall also contain a specification of the qualifications of the candidate, 
and specifications of the names and qualifications of the persons nominating 
him. 

16. On or before the morning of the ninth day previous to the election, 
the Chairman shall cause a copy of the list to be affixed at the Municipal Office, 
and another at each police-station within the ward. 

17. Any registered voter may, within 4(S hours from the publication of the 
list at the Municipal Office, object in writing to any such nomination; his objec¬ 
tion shall specify the grounds on which it is made, and shall bo delivered at 
the Municij)al Office. 

18. Such objection shall, within 24 hours, be decided summarily by the 
Sub-Committee appointed by the ("hainnan, or by the officer or officers specially 
deputed by the Magistrate of the district, as the case may be, under Rule 10, 
and the decision, which shall be immediately announced, shall be final. 


0/ the manner of holding Elections. 

19 The election of Coramis.sioners-in each ward shall be held on such date 
(not being less than 30 days after the publication of the registers of voters under 
Rule 9) as the Chairman, with the sanction of the Local Government, may 
appoint. This date shall be announced by advertisement in the Calcutta 
(j azetie, and in such newspapers as the Chairman may think desirable; also by 
a notice affixed at the Municipal Office and at each police-station in the ward, 
and at any other place which may seem to the Chairman to be necessary for the 
due publication of the notice.

The Municipal Commissioners shall appoint polling officers and other 
establishments, and may define their dutiejj so far as they may not be defined by 
these, rules. 

22. The allowances of establishments shall bo fixed by the (Commissioners, 

and these, as well as all other expenses ^ incurred in conducting the elections, 
shall %<^aid from the funds of the municipality. , 

23. the number of candidates be not greater than the number of 
vacancies, uh^hairman shall declare the^ candidate or candidates to be duly 
elected. If tu^e be any vacancies for which no candidates have appeared, the 
Chairman shall iwoi’t the fact for tlie information of Government. 

24. If the n^iber of cundidates be greater than the number of vacancies, 
the Chairman shall^suo a public; notice (to be affixed at tlio Municipal Office, 
at the police-stations^ and at as many as possible of the chief public offices, and 
to be otherwise notified in such manner as may seem to him necessary), declar¬ 
ing the day and hours in which, and the place at which, the election is to be 
held, and also the names of the candidates. 

25. The poll shall commence at 8 a.m. and shall close at 6 p.m. 

26. Each candidate may apjjoint, by a hotter to the Chairman, a copy of 
which shall be delivered by the candidate to each agcait to serve as his autho¬ 
rity, not more th.an two agents to be present at the polling place to •watch the 
proceedings on his behalf, and to bring to the notice of the })olling officers any 
instance of false personation or other malpracti(;(; Avhi(;li may come to their 
knowledge as the (slection ])voceeds. Such agents shall be bound to obey any 
directions which the ])residing officer shall givctlnan for the purpose of keeping 
order; and no election shall be invalidated on the ground that the presiding 
officer has exceeded his ])ow(ts in this respect. 

27. The polling oflarcir shall be provided with a list of the registered voters 
qualified to vote within the ward. 

28. The votes shall lx; taken by means of voting papers. 

29. A voter may either attend at the polling ]dace and record his vote, or 
ho may forward his vote; to the polling oflicer, so that it may reach him before 
the hour fixed for the close of the poll. 

30. Any vot(;r wi.shing to obtain a voting pajicr beforehand may apply, 
not less than five clear days before the day fixed for the election, at the Munici¬ 
pal Office for a voting pap(;r. 1 he a])plication shall be in writing, and shall 
bear the signature of the voter written with, his own hand; it shall specify his 
address and his number on the register. A voting ])aj)er in the form appended 
to those rules, shall be at once forwarded to the voter by post, or by such other 
mode of conveyance as may bo convenient. 

31. The voter having received this voting paper may— 

(1) Return it by post, duly fillcxl up, to the Municipal Office, in a 

clos(;d cover marked ‘‘ Voting paper—AVard No.-; ” or 

(2) Present it himself at the polling place withiii the time fixed 

for the j)oll. 

32. All voting pap(;rs received at the office in accordance with the first 
clause of the last rule shall be made over unoj)onod to the polling officer to be 
opened by him publicly at the polling place within the hours fixed for the poll. 

33. Should any cover received at the Munit:ipal Oflice, and not marked as 
required by Rule 31, be found to contain a voting paper otherwise in order, 
such paper shall be immediately placed in a cover and sent to the polling officer 
to be dealt with according to Rule 32. 

34. No duplicate voting papers shall be issued, but any voter, to whom a 
voting ptmor may have been forwarded under these rules, may nevertheless 
attend and vote in person at the polling place. In this case the original voting 
paper shall be considered as cancelled. 

35. The voting papers sent out from the office under Rule 30 shall be 
printed on paper of a ^fferent colour from that used for papers to be fmuishtd 
at the polling place. They shall boar the signatm’o of the (’hairman stamped 
upon them, and shall bo numbered consecutively, and dujdicates of them simi¬ 
larly numbered shall be kept in counterfoil. 

36. Any voter who may present himself at the polling place to vote shall 
appear before a polling officer, who shall question him as to his name, address. 
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and number on the register, and after noting these facts in a voting paper 
(numbered consecutively), and in the counterfoil, shall hand over the voting 
paper to him. 

37. I’lie voter shall, if he can read and write, record his own vote on it, 
and shall present it to the presiding officer, who shall initial it, and shall .enter 
the vote on the copy of the register made over to him under Rule 27. 

38. If the voter be unable to read and write, his vote shall recorded 

for him by an officer authorized by the Chairman; the papei^hall then be 
returned to him for presentathm to the presiding officer, who sj^all deal with it 
as directed in the preceding rule. / 

39. In all cases in which the voting paper is filled up iri a language other 
than English, the name of the voter and of the person or jjCvrsons for ^^om he 
votes shall be entered in English by an officer authorized by the Chairman. 

40. If a voting paper received bv post is not in order, the polling officer 
shall nevertheless receive and re(!ord the vote, at the same time recording the 
objection and separating the voting paper from those papers to which there is 
no objection. 

41. If an objection, on the ground “of personation, of non-registry or any 
other cause, bo made to the polling officer in any case, the vote shall neverthe¬ 
less bo noted and separated as above, and the objections shall be recorded. 

42. Any agent appointed by a candidate in accordance with Rule 26 may 
inspect any voting paper. He may, at any time up to the close of the poll, 
object in writing to the rccejdion of any vote, stating the grounds of 1^ 
objections, and he shall sign such statement. 

43. If in any case the presiding officer shall find that a second voting 

E is presented, purporting to be on account of a person whoso vote has 
already recorded, he shall proceed in the same manner as in the case men¬ 
tioned in Rule 41. 

44. At the close of the poll, the presiding officer shall transmit to the 
Cliairman all objections, together with all the records relating to them. The 
Chairman, or, if ho be prevented from attending, a Sub-Committee of Com¬ 
missioners ai)pointed by him, shall ])roceed on the next following day, not being a 
Sunday or holiday, to hear and determine such objections, and the decision 
shall be final. 

45. At the close of the p(»ll, the polling officer shall forward to the Chair¬ 
man all the voting papers, ai ranged according to their consecutive numbers, in 
a packet duly sealed and secured. 

46. As soon as may bo after the decision of objections has been con¬ 
cluded, the Chairman shall publi.sh, in the Calcutta Gazette, and at the Munici¬ 
pal Office, the names of the person or persons in whose behalf votes have been 
recorded, and the number of votes given for eacdi of them ; and the candidates 
for whom the greatest number of votes shall have been given shall bo declared 
to have been duly elected. 

47. If the same person be a candidate for election in more than one ward, 
on his election for one ward he shall cease to be eligible in any other ward. 

48. In case of an equality of votes, the Chairman shall give a casting vote. 

49. No election shall be invalidated on a point of form, provided that 
these rules have been substantially obeyed. 

50. No election shall be invalidated on account of any irregularity what¬ 
ever, unless it shall appear that that irregularity was such as materially to aRect 
tlie result of the election. 

51. No person in the employment or pay of the Municipality shall, 
direcitly or indirectly, engage in canvassing for votes, or otlu^rwise assist in the 
election of any c-andidate, otherwise than by giving his own vote. Any breach 
of this rule will render the offender liable to ^smissal.

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RULES FOB THE ELECTION OP MUNICIPAL COMMISSIONERS 
UNDER ACT lU (B.O.) OP 1884. 


The 29th Septemher 1884.—The following rules for the election of Muni¬ 
cipal Commissioners in all Municipalities in the Burdwan, Presidency, 
Rajshahye, Dacca, Chittagong, Patna, Bhagulporo, Orissa, and Chota Nagpore 
Divisions (except Howrah and the Suburbs of Calcutta), have been laid down 
by the Lieutenant-Governor under section 15 of Act III (B.C.) of 1884:— 

Of the qualification of voters. 

1. Persons otherwise qualified to vote must bo males, who have resided 
within the limits of the municipality for one year previous to the date of the 
election. \ 

' 2. Subject to the above rule, all persons who _ have, during the year 

immediately preceding the election, paid an aggregate amount of 3iot less than 
Re. 1-8 in respect of any rates imposed by the Act, and who have been duly 
registered as hereinafter provided, shall be qualified to vote. 

3. Subject to the proviso contained in rule 1, any person who, being a 
member of a joint undivided family, one of the members of which has, during 
the year preceding such election, paid in respect of any of the rato8.1mposed by 
the Act an aggregate amount of not less than Re. 1-8, is a graduate or licen- 
titfxte of any University, or holds a certificate as a Pleader or Mooktear, or 
holds any office or employment carrying a salary of not less than Rs. 50 per 
menseib, shall be entitled to vote. 

Of the registration of voters. 

4. As soon as possible after these rules shall have been published, the 
Magistrate of the district shall cause to be prepared a register of persons 
qualified to vote. Su(;h register shall be prepared from the assessment lists, 
from enquiries made by persons specially deputed for the purpose, and in such 
other manner as may appear expedient. Such register shall from time to time 
be corrected and added to as the Magistrate may direct. It shall be the duty of 
the Chairman of the Municipality to furnish the Magistrate or the Sub- 
Divisional Officer with any available information required for the preparation 

•and correction, from time to time, of the register in question. 

5. At least one month before the date fixed for the elections as herein¬ 
after provided, an extract from the register, showing the persons qualified 
to vote W'ithin each AVard, shall be published at suitable places within that 
ward. A copy of the whole register shall also be published at the municipal 
office. 

. G. The Magistrate, or such other gazetted officer as he may depute for 
tnc pxirpose, shall sit to hear and decide objections to, and claims for, regis¬ 
tration of voters on some date of which at least throe days’ notice shall have 
been given, and which shall be at least ten da 3 's after the publication of the 
lists in question, and at least one week before tlie date fixed for the commence¬ 
ment of the elections; and such decision shall be final. 

7. '] ho ward li'ts us amended, after the hearing and decision of claims 
and objections, shall bo considered as the final lists of persons entitled to vote 
at the elections, and no person whose name does not appear in the ward lists 
shall be permitted to vote. 

Of the qualification and the nomination of candidates. 

8. Any person qualified to vote under these rules shall be qualified for 
nomination as a candidate. 

9. Any rate-payer qualified to vote may nominate any other qualified 
person as a candidate. 

10. The Magistrate shall, at least six weeks before the date fixed for the 
commencement of the elections, issue notices calling for nominations of candi¬ 
dates. Such nominations shall be delivered at the municipal office within 
fourteen days from the date of publication of the notices in question. No 
names of candidates shall be received after the expiration of such period. 
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11. The preliminary list of candidates, with the names of the persons 
nominating them, shall bo published in each ward, and at the municipal office, 
at least three weeks before the date fixed for the commencement of the elec¬ 
tions. A notification shall at tlie same titne be published, fixing a date for the 
hearing of objections to candidates. Such date shall be at least one week later 
than the publication of the notification in question. 

12. The Magistrate, or such other gazetted officer as the Magistrate may 
depute 'for the purpose, shall hear and decide all objections to candidates; and 
such decision shall be final. Before publishing the final list, he shall ascertain 
that all the candidates are eligible and willing to stand for election. 

13. The final list of candidates shall be jmblished in each ward, and at 

the municipal office, at least one week before the date fixed for the commence¬ 
ment of the elections. No candidate whose name i.s not contained in such list 
shall be eligible for election. / 

Of the imnner of holding elections. 

14. The elections for the different wards shall be held on such date as 
may be fixed by the Lieutenant-f Jovernor and noli lied in the Calmlta Gazette. 

^ If). 'J’he 'Magistrate shall decide at what place the election for each ward 
shall be held. 

IG. The date fixed for the election in <uich ward shall bo duly notified by 
beat of drum, and by tho publication of notices in such ward at least one month 
beforehand. 

17. Each voter shall be outilhid to vote for the ward in which he or(iinarily 
resides, and for no other. He shall bo entitled to vote for as many candi¬ 
dates as there are va(rancies for such ward. 

18. All persons wishing to vote must bo present at tho elections. No 
votes by proxy or in writing shall be receivcid. 

19. Iho Magistrate, or such other gazetted ofli(!er as the Magistrate? may 
depute for the purpose, shall jne.side? at the election for each ward, assisted by 
a Committee of not less than tillee and not more than five rate-payer.s of the 
ward, nominated by the ^Magistrate. 

20. The proceedings shall commence by the presiding officer explaining 
the nature and objects of the meeting to tho assembhid voters. He shall then 
read out the list of candidates, and state tho number of vacancies. 

21. Each candidate sliall then be jirojiosed by one qualified voter, and 
seconded by another. Subject to the control of the presiding oflicer on jioints 
of order, each candidate and his jnoposer and seconder shall be permitted to 
address the assembhid voter.s on tlu? suliject of his candidature. The names of 
candidates not duly proposed and sc'condcd .shall be removed from the list. 

22. In tho case of the nuinlicr of the candidates duly proposiid and 
seconded not being greater than the number of vacancies, the presiding office* 
if he is satisfied that not le,ss than 10 per cent, of the registered vot..'rs for tno 
ward or wards in which tho election is taking place arc present, shall at once 
declare such candidates to be duly elected. 

23. If the number of candidates duly proposed and seconded exceeds the 
number of vacancies, tho presiding officer shall proceed to call for a sliow of 
hands in favour of each candidate, d’he presiding officer sliall decide and state 
which of tlio candidates have received tho largest number of votes by the said 
allows of hands. Should no poll be demanded against any one candidate, he shall 
declare sucli candidate to be duly elected. 

24. Any defeated candidate, or his proposer or seconder, may demand a 
poll on his behalf, as agair.st any or all oi the candidates selected under the above 
rule. 

25. Wlu'n a poll is demanded, tho votes shall then and there be recorded 
by the presiding officer with his own hand. All objections to voters shall, if 
possible, be summarily d(?ci(led by tho presiding officer, alter reference lo the 
register. No objections shall bo entertained other than objections arising out of 
matters subsequent to registration under rule G. 

26. 'Iho j)residing officer shall then and there declare such ca.ndidatos as 
have a clear majority of votes to be duly elected. Provid-d that no caTididate 
shall be declared to be duly elected unless at least 10 per cent, of the registered 
voters for the ward have appearod and recorded their votes. 
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27. If 10 per cent, of the registered voters for the ward are not present 
(Rule 22), or have not appeared and recorded their votes (Rule 26), the 
presiding officer shall report that tho electors have failed, under section 16 
of the Act, to elect Commissioners for the ward. 

28. In case of an ecjuality of votes for the same vacancy, and when the 
number of vacancies does not admit of all the candidates who have obtained 
an equality of votes being elected, tho presiding officer shall postpone the 
election, fixing at the same time a date upon which the proceedings shall be 
re-commenced. Wlien the majority for any candidate consists-only of disputed 
votes, with reference to which further enquiry a])pears to bo necessary, the 
result of such enquiry shall be notified on a subse(|uent date. 

29. The list of duly returned candidates for the whole municipality 
shall bo forwarded to ^lio Commissioner of tho Division for publication in the 
Calcutta Gazette. 

Miscellaneous. 

.30. No election shall be inviilidatcd on a point of form, provided that 
these rules have been substantiully obeyed. 

31. No election shall bo invalidated on a(!Count of any irregularity what¬ 
ever, unless it shall a]q»ear that that irregularity was su(di as materially to affect 
tho result of the election. 

32. No person in tho employment or pay of tho municipality shall, 
directly or indirectly, engage in canvassing for votes, or otherwise assist in the 
election of any candidate, otherwise than by giving his own vote. Any 
breach of this rule will render him liable to dismissal. 

33. All costs incurred in tho pre])aration of tho register of voters, tho 
publication of notices, tho holding of electif)ns, or takin;; any other necessary 
actions under these rules, shall be payable by the Commissioners out of the 
municipal fund.

2. Tho munic.i|)ality shall be divided into 10 wards in accordance with 
tho schedule annexed. 

Of the qualificattion of voters. 

3. Persons otherwise qualifi('d to vote must be males, who have resided 
within tho limits of the municipality for one year ju-evious to the date of the 
election. 

4. Subject to tho above rule, all ])or,sons who have, during tho year im¬ 
mediately preceding the eh'ction, paid an aggregate amomit of not less than 
Rs. 3 in respect of an}'- rates ini])oHed by tho Act, and who have been duly 
registered as hereinafter ))rovided, shall be qualiti('d to vote. 

6. Subject to tho jiroviso contained in rule 3, any person who, being a 
member of a joint undivich'd family, one of the members of whhdi has during 
the year preceding such (dection, jiaid in re.spcct of any of the rates imposed by 
the Act an aggregate amount of not loss than lls, 3, is a g' aduato or licentiate of 
any University, or holds a certificate as a Pleader or Mooktear, or holds any 
office or emjdoymcnt carrying a salary of not less than Rs. 60 per mensem, 
shall be entitled to vote. 

Of the registration of voters. 

6. As soon as p()ssiblc after these rules shall have been published. 
Magistrate of the district shall cause to be prepared a register of per. 
qualified to vote. Such register shall be prepared from the assessment 1 
from enquiries made by persons specially deputed for the purpose, and in i 
other manner as may appear expedient. Such register shall from time to 1 
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be corrected and added to as the Magistrate may direct. It shall be the duty 
of the Chairman of the Municipality to furnish the Magistrate or the Sub- 
Divisional Officf'r with any available information required for the preparation 
and correction, from time to time, of the register in question. 

7. , At least one month before tl>e date fixed for the elections as herein¬ 
after ])rovidcd, an extract from the register, showing the persons qualified to 
vote within oacli ward, shall be published at suitable places within that ward. 
A copy of the whole register sliall also be published at tho municipal office. 

y. The Magistrate, or such other gazetted officer as he may depute for 
the j)ur{)oso, shall sit to hoar and d('cide objections to, and claims for, registra¬ 
tion t)f voters on some date of which at least three days’ notice shall have 
been given, and which shall bo at least ten days after the publication of the 
lists in (|uestion, and at least one week before the date fixed for the com¬ 
mencement of the elections ; and such decision shall be final. 

9. The Wiird lists as amended, after the hearing and decision of claims 
and objections, shall be consideri'd as the final lists of persons entitled to vote 
at the elections, and no person whose name docs not appear in the wai'd lists 
shall bo permitted to vote. 

Of the qualification and the nomination of candidates. 

10. Any person qualified to vote under these rules shall be qualified 
for nomination as a candidate. 

11. Any rate-payer qualified to vote may nominate any other qualified 
person as a candidate. 

12. The Magistrate shall, at least six weeks before the date fixed for tho 
commencement of the elections, issue notices calling for nominations of candi¬ 
dates. Such nominations shall be delivered at the municipal office within 
fourteen days from the date of publication of the notices in question. No 
names of candidates shall be received after the expiration of such period. 

10. Tiie preliminary list of candidates, with tho names of tho persons 
nominating them, shall be published in each ward, and at the municipal office, 
at least three weeks before the date fixed for the commencement of the elec¬ 
tions. A notification shall at the same time be published, fixing a date for tho 
hearing of objections to candidates. Such date shall bo at least one week 
alter than the jmblic’ation of the notification in question. 

14. The Magistrate, or such other gazetted officer as tho Magistrate may 
depute for the purpose, shall hear and decide all objections to candidates; and 
such decision shall be final. Before publishing tho final list, he shall ascertain 
that all the candidates are eligible and willing to stand for election. 

15. I’he final list of candidates shall be published in each ward, and at 
the municipal office, at least one week before the date fixed for tho commencement 
of tho elections. No candidate whose name is not coniainod in such list shall 
be eligible for election. 

Of the manner of holding elections. 

16. The elections for tho different wards shall bo held on such date 
as may be fixed by the Lieutenant-Governor and notified in tho Calcutta 
Gazette. 

17. The Magistrate shall decide at what place the election for each ward 
shall be held. 

18. Tho date fixed for tho election in each ward shall bo duly notified by 
beat of drum and by the publication of notices in such ward at least one montn 
beforehand. 

19. Each voter shall be entitled to vote for the ward in which he ordina¬ 
rily resides, and for no other. He shall be entitled to vote for as many candi¬ 
dates as there are vacancies for such ward. 

20. All persons wishing to vote must be present at the elections. No 
votes by proxy or in writing shall be received. 

21. The Magistrate, or such other gazetted officer as the Magistrate may 
depute for the purpose, shall preside at the election for each ward, assisted by 
a Committee of not less than three and not more than five rate-payers of the 
ward, nominated by the Magistrate. 
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22. . The proceedings shall commence by the presiding officer explaining 
the nature and objects of the meeting to the assembled voters. He shall then 
read’out the list of candidates, and state the number of vacancies. 

23. Each candidate shall then be proposed by one qualified voter, and 
seconded by another. Subject to the control of the presiding officer on points 
of order, each candidate and his proposer and seconder shell be perifiittod to 
address the assembled voters on the subject of his candidature. The names of 
candidates not duly proposed and seconded shall be removed from the list. 

24. All objections to voters shall, if possible, bo summarily decided by 

the presiding officer, after reference to the register, No objection8.shall be 
entertained other than objections arising out of matters subsequent to regis¬ 
tration under rule 8., , • , , • 

25. The prosidihg officer shall record with his own hand the votes of the 

electors present. 

26. The presiding officer shall then and there declare such candidates as 
have a clear majority of votes to be duly elected. Provided that no candidate 
shall be declared to bo duly elected unless at least 10 per cent, of the registered 
voters for the ward have appeared and recorded their votes. 

27. If 10 per cent, of the registered voters for the ward have qot appeared 
and recorded their votes, the presiding officer .shall report that the electors have 
failed under section 16 of the Act, to elect Commissioners for the ward. 

28. In case of an equality of votes for the same vacancy, and when the 
number of vacancies does not admit of all the candidates who have obtained an 
equality of votes being elected, the presiding officer shall postpone the election, 
fixiii"- at the same time a date upon which the proceedings shall be re-commcnced 
When the majority for any candidate consists only of disputed votes, with 
reference to wliich furtlier enquiry appears to be necessary, the result of such 
enquiry shall be notified on a .subsequent date, 

29. I'he list of duly returned candidates for the whole municipality shall 
be forwarded to the Commissioner of the Division for publication in the Calcutta 
Oaselte, 

Miscellaneous. 

30. No eh'ction shall be invalidated on a point of fonn, provided that 
.tliese rules hav(* been substantially olxyc’d. 

31. No ol(>cti(»n .shall be invalidated on account of any irregularity what¬ 
ever, unless it .shall a])])i‘ar that tlnit iiTegularity was such as materially to affect 
the result of tin; (.'lection, 

32. No person in the employment or pay of the municipality shall, 
directly or indirectly, engage in canvassing for votes, or otherwise assist in the 
election of any canclidate, otherwise than by giving his own vote. Any breach 
of this rule will render him liable to dismissal. 

33. All costs incurred in the preparation of the register of voters, the 
publication of notices, the holding of elections, or taking any other necessary 
actions under these rules, shall be pa^'able by the Commissioners out of the 
municipal fund.

Thkke is little to note in the meteorology of the past week. North-east monsoon winds 
prevailed over the greater part of the Bay and continued to give heavy rain to the South 
Ooromandel coast and Ceylon until the 16ih, when the rain ceased. A rather rapid fall of 
the barometer,‘extending from the 9th to the 12th, initiated a change in the distribution of 
pressure in the Bay. Previously pressure was lowest in the soutn-west of the Bay, 
and decreased in amount from the head of the Bay southwards. The area of 
low pressure was transferred to Aracan and Burmah, so that pressure increased 
from east to west across the Bay. This condition was established on the 14th and still 
obtains. During the period of /ailing barometer, skies clouded over generally in Bengal 
and Behar. and a few light showers fell in Orivssa and East Bengal. The rise of the 
barometer on the 13th was speedily followed by the disappearance of the cloud, and 
fine clear dry weather was again established over ihe Province qn the 18th or 14th. 

Pressure was increasing at tne commencement of the week. This continued until the 
9th, when it began to give way. It diminished slowly, but continuously, until the morning 
of the 12th, when a slight recovery co»nmenced. The oscillations of the barometer are 
usually of liitle importance in November. The only noteworthy feature is that there is 
always a tendency to the formation of cloud during falling barometer, and this was shown 
very distinctly during the past week. The sky chmded over on the 11th and 12th, and 
began to clear again on the 13th with a rising barometer. The mean pressure of the week 
was considerably above the normal. The excess averaged *02" in Orissa, in South 
Bengal, and *05'^ to *07''' in Behar. 

Temperature was unusually low during the week. This was mainly due to the low night 
temperature, which at present accompanies the steady prevalence «»f dry northerly winds. 
The mean temperature of the week was from 3^° to 4|® below the normal in Bengal, Behar, 
and Chutia Napur, and nearly 3° in Orist^a. The deficiency in the temperature was hence 
very uniform over the Province. The following table shows the diminution in the night

On the appointment and constitution of a Committee to aid in carrying out the provisions of Act 

IV {B.C.) 0/1871 in the town of Gurbetta. 

Thb provisions of this Act shall be carried out by a Committee consisting of three official 
and three non-official members appointed for that purpose by Government. 

2. On the Ist of March in each year the Sub-Divisional Officer ahall nominate the 
members to serve on the Committee during the ensuing official year, and shall report the 
nomination for the sanction of the local Government, 

8. In the event of the death, removal, or resignation of any member of the Committee 
during his year of office, an official member shall be succeeded by the successor to his appoint¬ 
ment or any other official; and in the case of a non-official member^ his successor shall be 
appointed h^r the remainder of the Committee. 
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4. The Committee shall meet for the tnoeaotioa of bonaen la the office of the l ofa i 
Sn b*Begistr*r or Honorary Mi^trate, aho ia the Chairman of the Committee, on the 15th 
of each month, or, if that date fall ou a Sunday or holiday, on ^e next eacoeeding open day 
pro Tided that it ahall be lawful for Ae ^airman to call a meeting at any other time daring 
the month, recording hie reasons for doing ao. 

5. Notice of every meeting shall be issued to the members by the Chaisman three 
clear days beforehand. 

6. No qnestion ahall be decided at any meeting unless its substanee has been induded 
in the notice prescribed in Rule 5. _ 

7. Every question shall be decided by a majority of votes. In the event of an equal 
division, the Chairman shall have a casting vote. 

8. The proceedings of every meeting ahall be recorded in a book to he kept by the 
Chairman for the purpose.

9. On the 15tb October of each year a budget of the probable receipts and expenditure 
of the ensuing financial year, together with the opening and closing balanoeSy shall be sub*

10. It shall be competent for the Committee, subject to the orders of Government, to 

transfer sums from one item of the budget to another, provided that t)ie total expenditure be 
not exceeded, and provided that an annual review of the same be submitted to the 
Commissioner. ^ « 

11. In forming every annual estimate an amount not exceeding Rs. 25 per cent, shall 
be reserved for emergent contingeoeies, such at a sudden outbreak of cholera and sioknessi 
and necessity for employment of extra and special establishment. 

12. At the close of every year the Chairman shall submit a report on the working of 
the Act during the year, showing the works of improvement and conservancy carried out, 
and a detailed account of the receipts and expenditure during the year and the balance in 
hand at its close. The report should be submitted through the District Magistrate and the 
Commissioner to Government. 

Part IV. 

13. If any i^erson shall carry night-soil or other offensive matter through the town 
otherwise than in a closely covered receptacle, he shall be liable ^to a fine not exceeding 
Ks. 5. 

14. The Committee shall open a register of the sweepers engaging for various parts 
of the town, specifying the name or names of the sweepers engaging for each part and 
responsible for its cleauliness, and shall supply each sweeuer with a metal ticket bearing 
his number painted on it, and the seccion of the town to which he is attached, the spots fixed 
under section 24 of the Act, in which they are bounded to deposit dirt, and any other detail 
that may seem necessary. Any sweeper neirlectiqg to remove night-soil from any part of 
the (quarter for which he is responsible once iu twenty-four hours shall be liable for each 
omission to a fine not exceeding Be.

20, providea that this penalty shall not extend to manure heaps until 
notice to remove them have been issued by the Health Officer. The Chairman of the 
Committee may issue notice ordering any person to remove any offensive matter that may 
be buried on the premises occupied by him witniu a specific term. Anv person neglecting 
to comply with such notice shad be liable to a daily fiue not exceeding Bs. 2 from the date 
of the expiry of notice.

17. Any person allowing land or premises occupied by him within the limits of the 
town of Gurbetta to be used as a camping place for cattle or carts or any beasts of 
draught or burden shall be bound to permit such premises to be inspected by the Health 
Officer or Chaimao of the Committee, or any officer they may depute, and shall be liable 
to any penalty provided for any infringement of the laws or bye*law8 committed on his 
premises. 

18. Whoever shall offer for sale fish unfit for food, or shall offer for sale any fish in 
any part of the town except in places notified by the Magistrate, shall be liable to a fine not 
exceeding Bs. 10*

19. At each monthly meeting of the Committee one or more members shad be 
appointed to supervise the working of the Act during the calender month next following. 

20. The remarks and orders of the working member or members for eaeh month, and 
the reniarks of inspecting officers, shall be euter^ in the minute book prescribed in Bu.e 7. 
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8L Erery lodging-house keeper taking out a license under this Act shall provide 
himself with a copy of the Act, and with a printed copy of the notice prescribed in section 14^. 
which notice shall be in the form shown in appendix A of these byelaws. 

22. The register referred to in section 16 of the Act shall be in the form shown in 
appendix B of these bye-laws. 

28. There shall be bung up in each compartment of a lodging-house a board on which 
shall be legibly written in Uriya, Hindustani, and Bengali the dimensions of such conapart- 
mcnt and the number of lodgers it can properly accommodate, and this board shall bear the 
signature of *the Health Officer. 

24. Every lodging-house or hotel-keeper shall be bound, on requisition by the Health 
Officer, to provide himself with tickets c r tokens bearing consecutive numbers, and to furnish 
each of his lodgers with one of such tickets or tokens.

Rule IX .—All vessels anchored in the stream 
within the port and its approaches shall exhibit 
between sunset and sunrise, where it can he best 
seen, but at a height not exceeding 20 feet above 
the hull of the vessel, a white light in a globular 
lantern of eight inches in diameter, and so con¬ 
structed as to show a clear, uniform and unbroken 
light, visible all round the horizon, at a 
distance of one mile. Vessels under weigh at 
night shall show the lights prescribed bj the 
Board of Trade Begulations. 

Rule X .—All bBilams, cargo-boats, hhurs, and 
hudgerows, when under weigh after dark within 
the port, shall carry a white light in a lantern 
in the forepart of the vessel, where it can he 
distinctly seen.

Buies for Pilots in the Port of Chittagong* 

I.—Pilots in charge of inward-bonud vessels 
are directed to hoist the veasePs number, and, if 
salt laden or from dutiable ports, are to have the 
ensign hoisted at the main-mast head for the 
information of the Customs Inspector, Juldia. 


II.--A pilot on taking charge of an inward- 
bound vessel shall, immediately on boarding 
her^ hoist his distinguishing number, and hand 
over to the master of the vessel the following 
papers :—(1). Port Buies, (i) Pilotage Rules, 
(3) Medical Inspection Buies, (4) Customs 
Regulations. If any, case of cholera,.small-pox, 
or other epidemic disease common in India is 
on board he shall at once report the faot to 
the Fort Officer, stating the number of cases, 
and shall await orders before taking up any 
anchorage in the harbour. 

HI.—A pilot detained on board at Juldia will, 
in the event of the captain refusing to take steam, 
report the matter to the Port Officer and await 
orders. 

IV. —The pilot shall not give over charge of his 
vessel in the river unless she has been moored 
or he has been relieved by a harbour master or 
other officer authorised to take charge. 

V. —Pilots on arrival off town shall state the 
time of arrival, the vesaePs name, the place where 
she has been left, and, if moored, with how much 
chain each way. This information is to be entered 
in a book kept at the Port Office for that purpose. 

VI. —Every pilot shall ou arrival report to the 
Port Officer the number of pilots on the station, 
and also any alterations he may have observed iu 
the river ou his way up. 

VIL—No pilot shall take charge of an out¬ 
ward-bound vessel without an order signed by the 
Port Officer, or proceed unless the vessel has 
obtained her customs clearance. If the vessel is 
to take steam, he should not break ground with¬ 
out satisfying himself that the tug is engaged to 
take the vessel to sea, or to remain by her till the 
vessel is outside the Outer Bar. 

VIII. —The pilot shall ascertain that the 
vessel has two serviceable bower anchors, and 
if she has not a sheet or spare anchor fit for a 
bower over her side, that she has one in such a 
position on deck that it can easily be brought 
into use in case of necessity. Also that a kedge 
with line ready bent be on deck and ready for 
immediate use. 

IX. —If a pilot appointed to take a vessel 
to sea during neaps considers her draught too 
much, and that it would involve a risk and 
responsibility which he is unwilling to take, he 
should at once communicate the fact to the 
master and report to the Port Officer, for orders, 
fully explaining his grounds of objection.' 

X. —If after a pilot joins a ve-ssel he finds 
that she is of larger draught than she was 
reported to be, or that she takes in any cargo that 
alters her drauiiht, he will at once report the 
matter to the Port Officer and await orders. 

XL—Pilots are on no account to cross the 
bar between sunset and sunrise, on pain of dis¬ 
missal, without the permission of the Port Officer 
ill writing, the cost of lighting the buoys being 
defrayed by the ship concerned. 

• Xll.—A pilot shall not relinquish charge of a 
vessel unless on account of sickness or other 
unavoidable necessity. If he is iu any way 
impeded in the performance of his duty, he should 
report the circumstances to the Port Officer, and, 
if necessary, anchor the vessel 

XIII. —Pilots shall attend the Port Office 
daily, and shall not leave town without permission 
from Port Officer being previously obtained. 

XIV. —lIntil further orders, pilots shall be 
guided by the following rules as to the draughts 
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of TosieU to be moved either up or down, in or 
oat :~ 

^(o)~They may move a vessel in or ont with¬ 
out steam at a draught of 18 feet, and 
with steam to any reasonable draught. 

(i)~Veesel 8 of 275 feet length and upwards 
shall, nut be bronght up above Moiscally 
withoiit permission from Port OflScer, to 
whom her length and draught must be 
reported in writing. 

XV. —No pilot on his Way up or down the 
river, and not employed on any special duty, 
shall pass a vessel having a pilot signal flying 
without boarding her and ascertaining why 
she 18 without a pilot, and if required shall take 
charge of her, and take her on her way and stop 
by her until she can be left in safety. 

XVI. —Masters are requested to report when 
there app^^ars to have been any unnecessary 
delay in getting the pilot on board. 

XVII. —If a vessel loses an anchor or anchors, 
the pilot shall immediately submit a report to 
the Port Office. .The report should be attested by 
the master of the vessel, and to enable the Port 
Officer's Department to identify the lust articles, 
it shall iudibate accurately the following parti- 
culars :— 

( 1 ) —Locality of the loss. 

( 2 ) —Bearings of known objects. 

( 8 )—Description, weight, and distinc¬ 
tive marks of anchors. 

(4)—Description and quantity of cable. 

XVIIL—Sho uld a vessel ground, collide with 
any ve 8 «?el or buoy, or meet with any casualty 
while under weigh or at anchor, the pilot shall, on 
the first opportunity, forward to the Port Officer a 
report in writing of the occurrence, containing 
the following particular ;— 

(а) —Locality of the accident. 

( б ) —Bearings of any known object in view. 

(c) —The vessePB draught of water. 

(d) —The lime of tide. 

(e) —Hour of tbe day the accident occurred. 

( 7 )—Manoeuvre the pilot was executing or 

attempting to execute. 

(^)—^The damage, if any, sustained. 

(A)—The time the vessel was on shore. 

(i)—Quantity of water made by the vessel. 

XIX. —Pilots, before leaving a vessel, shall 
obtain a certificate from the master as to bow he 
has ^jorformed his duty, and present the same to 
the Purt Officer on arrival. 

XX. — Pilots, whilst in town, should daily 
in 8 pe<*t carefully the channel and the nver-book 
kept at the I'ort Office. 


XXI, ~If the pilot coniiders himself aggrieved 
by any conduct on the part of the master of a 
vessel, he shall transmit his complaint in writing 
to tbe Fort Officer for his consideration and 
orders. 

XXII. «^Masters or ^ents are requested to give 
at least 24 hourt^ previous notice when a pilot 
is required to shiit or take a vessel to sea or 
for any other purpose, to enable tbe Port Officer 
to send for pilots from the month of the river, 
if required. 

XXIII.—The cutter with pilots shall cruise in 
the day backwards and forwards from the Outer 
Bar buoys to off the mouth of the Sangoo river 
during the south-west monsoon, weather permit¬ 
ting, and shall remain day and night on her 
station, viz, three miles outside the Bar buoys 
during the north-east monsoon. Tbe senior pilot 
on board will be held responsible should any 
complaint be made owing to delay being incurred 
in getting, or putting on, or taking a pilot out 
from a vesse).

N.B.— The Begulations are liable to be altered in future years. 

1. On the 2nd Juno, 1885, and following dajs, an examination open to all qualified 

persons will be held in London (a). Not fewer than persons will be selected, if so mauj 
shall be found duly qualified ; rtz., for the Lower Provinces of Bengal (including 

Assam); for the Upper Provinces of Bengal (including the Punjab and Oudh); 

for Burma ; for Madras; and for Bombay (6). 

2. No person will be deemed qualified who shall not satisfy the Civil Service Com- 
missioners— 

(i) That he is a natural-born subject of Her Majesty. 

(ii) That his age will be above seventeen years and under nineteen years on the

• For regulating the disposal of offensive matter, rubbish, and dead bodies of animals, 

1 . Every person within whose premises any animal may die shall, within four •hours 
after its death, or if death occurs at night, within two hours after daylight, either at his 
own expense, cause the carcass to be buried in the place set apart by the Commissioners for 
that purpose, or report its death to the Conservancy Overseer; and in such latter case shall 
pay to the said Overseer the expense of removing the carcass at such rate as the Commis¬ 
sioners may determine ; provided that in cases where the said person is not th^ owner of 
the animal, and the owner is known, the owner shall alone be responsible for the payment 
of such expense; and such expense shall be recoverable as a debt due to the Commissioners. 
The Overseer when called upon shall not neglect to cause the carcass to be removed 
immediately or as soon as it is possible* 

The penalty for infringement shall be a fine not exceeding Rs. 10. 

For the regulation and management of privies. 

2. Every owner or occupier of any house, land, or premises from which offensive matter 

is not removed by the said owner or occupier, sliall give free access to the servants of the 
municipality, duly authorized by the Commissioners, to his house, lands, or premises for 
the removal of any night-soil or filth within such hours as shall be fixed by the Municipal 
Commissioners. *« 

The penalty for infringement shall be a fine not exceeding Rs. 5. 

3. On receipt of a notice from the Municipal Commissioners, every owner or occupier 
of any house, land, or premises in or on which any well-privy or other noxious or improperly 
constructed privy may be situated, shall fill up, close, or otherwise alter the construction 
of the said privy as may be directed in the notice; and if the orders contained in the notice 
be not carried out within 15 days, the Commissioners may fill up, close, or otherwise 
alter the said privy, and any expense incurred in so doing shall be recoverable as a debt 
due to tlie Commissioners. 

4. No owner or occupier of any house, land, or premises in or on which any privy 
may be situated shall allow night-soil or filth of any kind to flow or be discharged from 
such privy into any drain, watercourse, river, tank, hollow, or excavation, or any place con- 
taininir waste and stagnant water.

5. No person shall throw, deposit, or discharge any night-soil, sewage, or the contents 
of any drain, privy, or cesa-pool into any river, tank, kbal, watercourse, or receptacle for 
water, or dispose of the abovenicntioncd kinds of offensive matter in any other way than as 
the Municipal Commissioners may from time to time direct.

The \ 7th November 1884.—Under the powers conferred upon him by section 10 of the 
Land Improvement Loans Act, No. XIX of 1883, the Lieutenant-Governor, with the previous 
sanction of the Governor-General in Council, is pleased to make the followiu^^ rules for 
the woikinir of the Act:— 

1 Loans under these rules will be made from such sums as the local Government may 
from time to time allot to the Board ol P/.VLnue. 

2. ('omraissionera will submit, by the 15th October of each year, an estimate of the 
requirements for loans under the Act for each of the disstricis of their divisions for tue 
ensuing financial year; and when orders thereon arc received from (Government and an 
allotment is made, the Board will distribute as funds are available. It will be in the power 
of Commissioners to divide the ^uln so allotted anumg the districts of their divisions at their 
discretion, and to transfer assignments from one district to another, but expenditure in the 
division must be kept wiibin the amount assigned. 

3. lu these rules Collector has the meaning defined for it by the Act. 

4. Subject to the provisions of these rules, the Collector may sanction loans not 
exceeding Rs. 1,000 for pu poses specified in the Act, provided th** district allotment must 
not bt* exceeded without the sanction « f the ('ommissioner of the division. Loans exceeding 
lis. 1,000 require the sanction of the Commissioner, and exceeding Rs. 5,000 the sanction of 
the Board, lu such cases the Commissioner or the Board may call for such detailed plans 
and estimates, or for ouch professional opinion on the project, as may seem necessary. 

5. Applications for loans may be presented to any revenue oflicer, of or above the 
rank of a Cauoougoc or Sub-Deputy Collector, for t^aa^nJissiun to the Collector. 

6 . The application shall be made in writing as nearly as possible in the annexed 
Form A. 

7. The Collector shall either make a local enquiry himself, or cause one to be made 
by a revenue officer not below the rank of a Canoongoe or Sub-Deputy Collector, for the 
purpose of ascertaii ing the particulars mentioned on the reverse of form A. 

8 . (a) When the applicant's interest in the land to be improved is sufficient to cover 
the loan, no collateral security need be required. (A) When the sureties are a body of 
village residents who bind themselves jointly and severally as provided in section 9 of the 
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Act, their personal surety shall be suflScient. ic) In all cases not covered by clause (a) or 
clause {h) of this rule, immoveable property shall be hypothecated by the applicant as colla¬ 
teral security. 

9. Repayment shall be by half-yearly instalments. The date of the first instalment 
shall not exceed two years from the date of the loan, and shall, in cases in which such a 
principle is applicable, be fixed with reference to the time when the improvement will begin 
to yield a return. 

10. The date of the last instalment shall not ordinarily exceed ten years from the date 
of the*loan, the amount of the instalments being fixed, in cases in which such a principle is 
applicable, with reference to the annual profit expected to accrue from the improvement. 
With the sanction of the Board of Revenue, the time for repayment may in special cases be 
extended to 20 years. 

11., If the proposed improvements fall within the provisions of section 11, clause (2) 
of the Act, and the security offered is good and sufficient, the Collector may, on comple¬ 
tion of the local enquiry, sanction the loan himself, if empowered to do so. Otherwise 
he shall forward the application with his report to his superior officer for disposal. 

12. If the loan be sanctioned, the applicant shall be required to sign a certificate in 
ths annexed Form B, and, when his interest in the land to be improved is not sufficient to 
cover the loan, to execute, together with his sureties, if any, a bond in the annexed Form C 
or Form D as the case may be. 

13. A copy of the certificate shall be given to the applicant, and payment of the loan 
shall be made at the district or sub-divisional treasury on its prescutaiioti. 

14. {•'() The rate of interest shall be one anna in the rupee, or 6J per cent, per 
annum. /

16. The repayment of the loan shall be made in accordance with the table in annexed 
Form E, which shows the amount of equal half-yearly payments necessary to re-pay a loan 
advanced vpith interest at 6^ per cent, per annum for any number of years from one to 
twenty. 

16. The dates for payment of instalments shall usually be the dates fixed for payment 
of the land revenue. 

17. Instalments may be suspended by order and at the discretion of the Collector on 
proof of failure of crops or i>ther exceptional calamity. The Collector shall report the ,sus¬ 
pension through the Commissioner to the Board of lievenue, who shall pass such orders on 
the case as may seem proper. 

18. The Collector shall make provision for the inspection from time to time of works 
undertaken under the Act. In all cases the work shall be inspected within one month after 
the expiration of the time within which completion was directed in the certificate. 

19. If at any time it is proved to the satisfaction of the Collector that any part of the 
loan has been misapplied, he may, after recording in writing the grounds of his decision, and 
subject to the control of the superior revenue authorities, proceed to recover the whole 
amount of the loan with such interest as may have become due thereon. 

20 . When any portion of a loan made under these rules is found to be irrecoverable, 
a special report shall be made to the Board of Revenue. 

21. The Board of Revenue shall regulate the forms of all returns, registers and 
accounts relating to loans under the Act.

the following bye-laws, which have been framed for the town of Gurbetta, in the district 
of Midnapdre, with the assent of the Health Officer of the town appointed under the Act 
for the management of ail noacters necessary for the due enforcement of the /\ct within 
the said town of Gurbetta. 

BYE-LAWS UNDER SECTION 87, ACT IV (B.C) OP 1871 FOR THE TOWN O? 
gurbetta, in the district of MIDxVAPOilE. 

Part I. 

On the appointment and constitution of a Committee to aid in carrying out the provisions of Act 

IV {B.C,) o/18rl in the town of Gurbetta, 

The provisions of this Act shall be carried out by a Committee consisting of three official 
and three non-official members appointed for that pumose by Government. 

2. On the Ist of March in each year the Sub-Divisional Officer shall nominate the 
members to serve on the Committee during the ensuing official year, and shall report the 
nomination for the sanction of the local Government. 

3. In the event of the death, removal, or resignation of any member of the Committee 
during his year of office, an official member shall be succeeded by the successor to his appoint¬ 
ment or any other offici *1; and in the case of a nou-official member, his successor shall be 
appointed by the remainder of the Committee. 

Part IL 

Rules for the conduct of business, 

4. The Committee shall meet for the transaction of bu.sinea8 in the office of the local 
Sub-Registrar or Honorary Magistrate, who is the Chairman of the Committee, on the 15th 
of each month, or, if that date fall on a Sunday or holiday, on the next succeeding open day, 
provided that it shall he lawful for the Chairman to call a meeting at any other time during 
the month, recording his reasons for doing so. 

5 . Notice of every meeting shall be issued to the members by the Chairman three 
clear days beforehand. 

G. No question shall be decided at any meeting unless its substance has been included 
in tbo notice prescribed in Kale 5. 

7. Every question shall be decided by a majority of votes. In the event of an equal 
division, the Cliairman sliall have a casting vote. 

8. The proceedings of every meciiug shall be recorded in a book to be kept by the 
.Chairman for the purpose. 

Part III. 

On the receipt and disbursement of moneys under the Act» 

9. On tho 15th October of each year a budget of the probable receipts and expenditure 
of the ensuing financial ytar, together with the opening and closing balances, shall be sub¬ 
mitted to the Magistrate for tlie sanction of (government. 

10. It shall be competent for the Committee, subject to the orders of Government, to 
transfer sums from one item of the budget to another, provided that tJie total expenditure be 
not exceeded, and provided that an annual review of the same be submitted to the 
Commissioner. 

11. In forming everj annual estimate an amount not exceeding Rs. 25 per cent, shall 
be reserved for emergent contingencies, such as a sudden outbreak of cholera and sickness, 
and necessity for employment of extra and special establishment. 

12. At the close of every year the Chairman shall submit a report on the working of 
the A.ct during the year, showing the works of improvement and conservancy carried out 
and a detailed account of the receipts and expenditure during the year and the balance lu 
hand at its close. The report should be submitted through the District Magistrate and the 
Commissioner to Government. 

Part IV. 

13. If any person shall carry night-soil or other ofFeuaive matter through the town 
otherwise than in a closely covered receptacle, he shah be liable to a fine not exceeding 
its. 5. 

14. The Committee shall open a register of the sweepers engaging for various parts 
of the town, specifying the name or names of the sweepers engaging for each part and 
responsible for its eleaulineas, and shall supply each sweei>er with a metal ticket bearing 
his number painted on it, and the section of the town to which he is attached, the spots fixed 
under section 24i of the Act, in wiiich they are bounded to deposit dirt, and any other detail 
that may seem necessary. Any sweeper ueiriectiug to remove niglrt-soil from any part of 
the quarter for which he is responsible once in twenty-four hours shall be liable for each 
mlssioa to la fine not exceeding Re. 1. 
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15. If any person shall bury, or allow to be buried, within the limits of the town of 
Ourbetta night-soil or other cfFensive matter, or leave it within the premises occupied by 
him beyond such time as may be fixed by the Magistrate, he shall be liable to a fine wbieh 
may extend toRs. 20, provided that this penalty shall not extend to manure heaps uutil 
notice to remove them have been issued by the Health Officer* The Chairman of the 
Committee may issue notice orderinir any person to remove any offensive matter that may 
be buried on the premises occupied by him within a specific term. Anv person neglecting 
to coranly with such notice shall be liable to a daily fine not exceeding Rs. 2 from the date 
of the expiry of notice. 

16. If any person shall dispose, or cause to be disposed of, within the limits of the 
town of Gurbetta any corpse, or part of a corpse, otherwise than by burning or burying it 
at or in some burning or burial ground, specially set apart for that purpose, fixed, by the 
Chairman of the Committee with the assent of the Health Officer, he shall be liable to a fine 
not exceeding Rs. 10. 

17. Any person allowing land or premises occupied by him within the limits of the 
town of Gurbetta to be used as^ a camping place for cattle or cares or any beasts of 
draught or burden shall be bound to permit such premises to be inspected by the Health 
Officer or Chairmati of the Committee, or any officer they may depute, and shall he liable 
to any penalty provided for any infringement of the laws or bye-laws committed on his 
premises. 

18. Whoever shall offer for sale fish unfit for food, or shall offer for sale any fish in 
any part of the town except in places notified by the Magistrate, shall be liable to a fine not 
exceeding Rs, 10, 

Paet V. 

I 

Miscellaneous, 

10. At each monthly meeting of the Committee one or more members shall be 
appointed to supervise the working of the Act during the calender month next following. 

20, The remarks and orders of the working member or members for each month, and 
the remarks of inspecting officers, shall be entered in the minute hook prescribed in Rule 7, 

21, Every lodging-house keeper taking out a licersc under this Act shall provide 
bimsetf with a copy of the Act, and with a printed copy of the notice prescribed in section 14, 
which notice shall he in the form nhown in appendix A of these bye-lawa 

22. The register referred to in section 15 of the Act shall be in the form shown in 
appendix B of these bye-laws. 

23. There shall be hung up in each compartment of a lodging-house a board on which 
shall be legibly written in Uriya, Hindustani, and Bengali the dimensions of such compart¬ 
ment and the number of lodgers it can properly accommodate, and this board shall bear the 
signature of the Health Officer. 

24, Every lodging-house or hotel-keeper shall be bound, on requisition by the Health 
Officer, to provide himself with tickets t>r tokens oearing consecutive numbers, and to furnish 
each of bis lodgers with one of such tickets or tokens. 

25. For the purpose of this Act the year shall be considered to commence from let 
April, and all licenses shall ruu from that date.

Tht 81^^ October 1884.—It is hereby notified 
for fjfeneral information that the Lieutenant- 
OoTemor has been pleased to make the following 
Port ahd Pilot rules for the Port of Ohittagong. 
They will take effect from the Isfc November 
1884. 

The Port of Chittagong, ard the navigable 
river and channels leading thereto, having, with 
the sanction of the Governor-General of India in 
Council, been declared subject to the provisions 
of Act XXTI of’ 1855, have become subject to Act 
XII of 1875 (the Indian Ports Act) in accot dance 
with the provisions of section 3 of the latter Act. 

The limits of the said Port of Chittagong are 
as follow:— 

To the north-east,—a line drawn across the 
river Karnafoolee from the boundary pillar at the 
mouth of the Chaktai nulla to the boundary 
pillar on the opposite bank of the said river. 

To the south,—a line drawn from Jooldia 
flagstaff to Patunga beacon. 

These limits include so much of the river 
Karnafoolee and the shores thereof ns lie within 
fifty yards ot high-water mark ac ordinary spring 
tides. 

The limits of the navigable river and channels 
leading to the said Port of Chittagong are as 
follow:— 

To the north-east,—the Port of Chittagong as 
above defined. 

To the south,—a line drawn west from 
Norman^s Point light-house. 

To the north,—the port as defined above, and 
from Patunga beacon a line drawn due west sea¬ 
ward. 

To the west,—a line drawn parallel to a line 
between Patunga beacon and Norman^s Point 
light at a distance of four miles. 

To the east,—the south bank of the Karnafoolee 
river between Jooldia and Norman's Point light¬ 
house. 

All parts of the river Karnafoolee between the 
said limits and below high-water mark at ordinary 
spring tides are subject to the said Act. 

Port dues shall be levied at the following rates 
once in 60 dajs in the Port of Chittagong :— 

Balara boats of 10 tons and upwards, 1 anna 
for everv ton of burihcii. 

All other sea-going vessels of 10 tons and up¬ 
wards, 4i annas lor evc-y ton of burthen. 

Port ^ules* 

The following Port Rules are hereby promul¬ 
gated for general information and guidance :— 

Rule /.—Within 24 hours after arrival 
within the limits of the port, the master should 
report to the Port Officer the arrival of his vessel, 
whieh shall be put into moorings or shall take 
up such berth as may be appointed by the Port 
Officer, from which she shall not be removed 
(except in case of emergency) without the sanc¬ 
tion of the said officer. Every vess-1 shall change 
her berth when required by the Port Officer to 
do so. 

Rule II —Every vessel lying within the limits 
of the port shall be moored and shall keep a clear 
hawse. 

Rule IIL —Unless moored head and stern, no 
vessel within the port, or in the navigable channel 
leading thereto, shall lie cloj»e to the shore, or 
shall in any way obstruct tho passage of boats 
inshore. 


Buie /F.—Every vessel in moorings shall use 
her bower chain for her stern moorings, or such 
other chain that may be approved of by the 
Port Officer, who, in case of approaching bad 
weather, may have the same changed or doubled 
at his discretion* 

Rule r.—Every vessel within the port shall 
rig in her jib and driver booms, and, if required 
to do BO, take in ail boats hanging at the davit 
as soon as she has moored, and shall so retain 
them, unless otherwise authorized by the Port 
Officer. 

Rule VI. —Every vessel entering the port 
between the 16th day of May and 15th day of 
November shall send down her top-gallant yards, 
and have mast ropes rove ready to send down 
her top-gallant masts at short notice on receiving 
iustructions from the Port Officer. 

Rule VII. —No ballast shall be discharged 
from shipboard, or landed from boats, or 
taken from the shore or river banks within 
the port and its approaches without the previous 
sanction of the Port Officer, who may appoint 
ballast guards to supervise the work. 

Rule VIH. —Vessels of less ‘than 12 feet 
draught, proceeding up or down the river, are 
prohibited from anchoring in the fairway. 

Rule IX. —All vessels anchored in the stream 
within the port and its approaches shall exhibit 
between sunset and 8unri>e, where it can be best 
seen, but at a height not exceeding 20 feet above 
ti e hull of the vessel, a white light in a globular 
lantern of e^gbt inches in diameter, and so con¬ 
structed as to show a clear, uniform and unbroken 
light, visible all round tho horizon, at a 
distance of one mile. Vessels under weigh at 
night shall show the ighis prescribed by the 
Board of I'rade Bcgulations. 

Buie X. — All bailams, cargo-boats, bburs, and 
budgerows, when under weigh after dark within 
the port, shall carry a white light in a lantern 
in the forepart ot the vessel, where it can be 
distinctly seen. 

Rule XL —Except in cases of emergency, no 
vessel shall be moored, or unmoored, and no haw¬ 
sers and warps shall be left out between sunset 
aud daybieuk. 

Rule XIL —Vessels fouling buoys, tide-gaugesi 
or any other plant of the port, shall report tho 
same to the P<»rt Officer in writing without delat, 
statint: tue time and manner of occurrence. 
Violation of this rule will render the master 
of the vessel liable to a penalty not exceeding 
lU. lOO. 

Rule XIIL —Every vessel of a draught of 12 
feet and under shall anchor on the shoal side of 
the river, or, off town, from below the pier on the 
south side of the river, aud from Goshaldanga to 
Domacolly on the eastern side of the river, and 
below Domacolly to Gooptacolly on the northern 
side o( the river, and keep in a line so as not to 
obstrnci the uavi-ation of the river in any way.

II*—A pilot on taking charge of an inward- 
bound vessel shall, immediately on boarding 
her, hoist his distinguishing number, and hand 
over to the master of the vessel the following 
papers (1) Port Rules. (2) Pslotage Rules, 
(3) Medical Inspection Rules, (4) Customs 
Regulations, If any case of cholera, small-pox, 
or other epidemic disease common in India is 
ou board he shall at once report the fact to 
the Port Officer, stating the utfmher of cases, 
and shall await orders before taking up any 
anchorage in the harbour. 

III. —A pilot detained on board at Juldia will, 
in the event of the captain refusing to take steam, 
report the matter to the Port Officer and await 
orders. 

IV. --The pilot shall not give over charge of his 

vessel in the river unless she has been moored 
or he has been relieved by a harbonr master or 
other officer authorised to take charge. ' - 

V. —Pilots on arrival off town *ahall state the 
time of arrival, the vessePs name, the place where 
she has been left, and, if moored, with how much 
chain each way. This information is to be entered 
in a book kept at the Port Office for that purpose. 

VI. —Every pilot shall on arrival report to the 
Port Officer the number of pilots on the station, 
and also any alterations he may have observed in 
the river on his way up. 

VII. —No pilot shall take charge of an out¬ 
ward-bound vessel without an order signed by the 
Port Officer, or proceed unless the vessel has 

I obtained her customs clearance. If the vessel is 
to take steam, he should not break ground with¬ 
out satisfying himself that the tug is engaged to 
take the vessel to sen, or to remain by her till the 
vessel is outside the Outer Bar. 

VIII. —The pilot shall ascertain that the 
vessel has two serviceable bower anchors, and 
if she has not a sheet or spare anchor fit for a 
bower over her side, that she has one in such a 
position on deck that it can easily ho brought 
into use in case of necessity. Also that a hedge 
with line ready bent be on deck and ready for 
immediate use. 

IX. —If a pilot appointed to take a vessel 
to sea during neaps considers her draught too 
much, and that it would involve a risk and 
responsibility which he is unwilling to take, he 
should at once communicate the fact to the 
master and report to the Port Officer, for orders, 
fully explaining his grounds of objection. 

X. —If alter a pilot joins a vessel he finds 
that she is of larger draught than she was 
reported to be, or that she takes in any cargo that 
alters her draui^lit, he will at once report the 
matter to the Port Officer and await orders. 

XL—Pilots are on no account to cross the 
bar between sunset and sunrise, on pain of dis¬ 
missal, without the permission of the Port Officer 
in writing, the cost of lighting the buoys being 
defrayed by the ship concerned. 

XIL—A pilot shall not relinquish charge of a 
vessel unless on account of sickness or other 
unavoidable necessity. If he is in auv wav 
impeded in the performance of his duty, he should 
report the circumstances to the Port Officer, and, 
if necessary, anchor the vessel 

XIII. —Pilots shall attend the Port Office 
daily, and shall not leave town without permission 
from Port Officer being previously obtained. 

XIV. —Until further orders, pilots shall be 
guided by the following rules as to the draughts ^ 
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of vessels to be moved either up or down, in or 
out:— 

(fl)~Tbey may move a vessel in or out with* 
out steam at a draught of 18 feet, and 
vrilh steam to any reasonable draught. 

(4)—Vessels* of 275 feet length and upwards 
shall nut be brought up above Moiscally 
without permission from Port Officer, to 
whom her length and draught must be 
reported in writing. 

XV. —No pilot bn his way up or down the 
river, and not employed on any special duty, 
shall pass a vessel having a pilot signal flying 
without boarding her and ascertaining why 
she 18 without a pilot, and if required shall tske 
charge of her, and take her on her way and stop 
by her until she can be left in safety. 

XVI. —Masters are requested to report when 
there app<^ara to have been any unnecessary 
delay in getting the pilot on board. 

XVII. —If a vessel loses an anchor or anchors, 
the pilot shall immediately submit a report to 
the Port Office. The report should be attested by 
the master of the vessel, and to enable the Port 
Officer's Department to identify the lost articles, 
it shall indicate accurately the foU>>wing parti¬ 
culars :— 

(1) —Locality of the loss. 

(2) —Bearings of known objects. 

(3) —Description, weight, and distinc¬ 

tive marks of anchors. 

(4) —Description and quantity of cable. 
XVIII.—Sho uld a vessel ground, collide with 

any vessel or buoy, or meet with any casualty 
while under weigh or at anchor, the pilot shall, <*n 
the first opportunity, forward to the Port Officer a 
report in writing of the occurrence, couta ning 
the following particular :— 

(fl)—Locality of the accident 

(b )—Bearings of any known object in view. 

(cj—The vessePs draught of water, 

(rf)—The time of tide. 

—Hour of the day the accident occurred, 
(y)—Manoeuvre the pilot was executing or 
attempting to execute. 

(^)—The damage, if any, sustained. 

(A) — The time the vessel was on shore. 

(i) —Quantity of water made by the vessel. 

XIX. —Pilots, before leaving a vessel, shall 
obtain a certificate from the master as to how he 
has performed bis duty, and present the same to 
the Port Officer on arrival. 

XX. —Pilots, wliibt in town, ahoold daily 
inspect carefully the channel and the river-hook 
kept at the l*ort Office. 


XXI. —Ifthe pilot considers himself aggrieved 
by any conduct on tho part of the master of a 
vessel, he shall transmit his complaint in writing 
to the Port Officer for his consideration and 
orders. 

XXII. — Masters or agents are requested to give 
at least 24* hours^ previous notice when a pilot 
is required to shift or take a vessel to sea or 
for any other purpose, to enable the Port Officer 
to send for pilots from the mouth of the river, 
if required. 

XXI11.—The cutter with pilots shall cruise in 
the day backwards and forwards from the Outer 
Bar buoys to off the mouth of the Sangoo river 
during the south-west monsoon, weather permit* 
ting, and shall remain day and night on her 
station, viz. three miles outside the Bar buoys 
durii'g the north east monsoon. The senior pilot 
on board will be held responsible should any 
complaint be made owing to delay being incurred 
ill getting, or putting on, or taking a pilot out 
from a vessel.

NOTIFICATION. 

The 17/A November 1884.—Under the powers conferred upon him by section 10 of the 
Land Improvement Loans Act, No. XIX of 1883, the Lieutenant-Governor, with the previous 
sanction of the Governor-General in Council, is pleased to make the following rules for 
the working of the Act 

1. Loans under these rules will be made from such sums as the local Government may 
from time to time allot to the Board of Revenue. 

2. Commissioners will submit, by the loth October of each year, an estimate of the 
requirements for loans under the Act for each of the districts of their divisions for the 
ensuing financial year; and when orders thereon are received from Government and an 
allotment is made, the Board will distribute as funds are available. It will be in the power 
of Oommissioners to divide the sum so allotted among the districts of their divisions at their 
discretion, and to transfer assignments from one district to another, but expenditure in the 
division must be kept within the amount assigned. 

3. In these rules Collector has the meaning defined for it by the Act. 

4. Subject to the provisions of these rules, the Collector may sanction loans not 
exceeding Rs. 1,000 for purposes specified in the Act, provided the district allotment must 
not be exceeded without the sanction of the Commissioner of the division. Loans exceeding 
Rs. 1,000 require the sanction of the Commissioner, and exceeding Rs, 5,000 the sanction of 
the Board. In such cases the Commissioner or the Board may call for such detailed plans 
and estimates, or for such professional opinion on the project, as may seem necessary. 

5. Applications for loans may be presented to any revenue officer, of or above the 
rank of a Canoongoe or Sub-Deputy Collector, for transmission to the Collector. 

6. The application shall be made in writing as nearly as possible in the annexed 
Form A.

7. The Collector shall either make a local enquiiy himself, or cause one to be made 
by a revenue oflBcer not below the rank of a Cauoongoe %ot Sub-Deputy Collector, for the 
purpose of ascertaining the pjarticulars mentioned on the reverse of form A. 

8. (a) When the applicant's interest in the land to be improved is sufficient to cover 
the loan, no collateral security need be reqaired* (i) When the sureties are a body of 
village residents who bind themselves jointly and severally as provided in section 9 of the 
Act, their personal surety shall be sufficient, (c) In all cases not covered by clause (a) or 
clause (^) of this rule, immoveable property shall be hypothecated by the applicant as colla¬ 
teral security. 

9. Hepayment shall be by half-yearly instalments. The date of the first instalment 
shall not exceed two years from the date of the loan, and shall, in cases in which such a 
principle is applicable, be fixed with reference to the time when the improvement will begin 
to yield a return. 

10. The date of the last instalment shall not ordinarily exceed ten years from the date 
of the loan, the amount of the instalments being fixed, in cases in which such a principle is 
applicable, with reference to the annual profit expected to accrue from the improvement. 
With the sanction of the Board of Revenue, the time for repayment may in special cases be 
extended to 20 years. 

11. If the proposed improvements fall within the provisions of section 11, clause (2) 
of the Act, and the security offered is good and sufficient, the Collector may, on comple¬ 
tion of the local enquiry, sanction the loan himself, if empowered to do so. Otherwise 
he shall forward the application with his report to his superior officer for disposal. 

12. if the loan be sanctioned, the applicant shall be required to sign a certificate in 
the annexed Form B, and, when his interest in the land to be improved is not sufficient to 
cover the loan, to execute, together with bis sureties, if any, a bond in the annexed Form C 
or Form D as the case may be, 

13. A copy of the certificate shall be given to the applicant, and payment of the loan 
shall be maJlc at the district or sub-divisional treasury ou its presentation. 

14. (a) The rate of interest shall be one anna in the rupee, or per cent, per 
annum. 

(?>) But the local Government may for special reasons, and on special application 
through the Board of Revenue, sanction a loan at a lower rate of interest or without 
interest. 

(r) If any instalment of principal or of interest, or of consolidated principal and 
interest, is not paid when it falls due, the Collector may, if he thinks fit, charge interest on 
it at any rate not exceeding 6^ per cent, per annum from the date of its falling due to the 
date of payment. 

15. 'Jhe repayment of the loan shall be made in accordance with the table in annexed 
Form E, which shows the amount of equal half-yearly payments necessary to re-pay a loan 
^vanced with interest at 6^ per cent, per annum for any number of years from one to 
twenty. 

16. The dales for payment of instalments shall usually be the dates fixed for payment 
of the land revenue. 

17. liistalments may he suspended by order and at the discretion of the Collector on 
proof of failure of crops or other exceptional calamity. The Collector shall report the sus¬ 
pension through the Commissioner to the Board of Revenue, who shall pass such orders on 
the case as may seem proper. 

18. The Collector shall make provision for the inspection from time to time of works 
undertaken under the Act. In all cases the woik shall be inspected within one month after 
the expiration of the time within which completion was directed in the certificate. 

19. If at any time it is proved to the satisfaction of the Collector that any part of the 
loan has been misapplied, he may, after recording in writing the grounds of his decision, and 
subject to the control of the superior revenue authorities, proceed to recover the whole 
apaount of the loan with such interest as may have become due thereon. 

20. When any portion of a loan mada under these rules is found to be irrecoverable, 
a special report shall be made to the Board of Revenue. 

21. The Board of Revenue shall regulate the forms of all returns, registers and 
apeounts relating to loans under the Act.

The Chairman ot the 
Committee may issue notice orderinir any person to remove any offensive matter that may 
be buried on the premises occupied by him within a specific term. Anv person neglecting 
to comply with such notice shall be liable to a daily fine not exceeding Rs, 2 ‘from the data 
of the expiry of notice. 

16. If any person shall dispose, or cause to be disposed of, within the limits of the 
town of Gurbetta any corpse, or part of a corpse, otherwise than by burning or burying it 
at or in some burning or burial ground,specially set apart for that purpose, fixed, by the 
Chairman of the Committee with the assent of the Health Officer, he shall be liable to a fine 
not exceeding Rs. 10. 

17. Any person allowing land or premises occupied by him within the limits of the 
town of Gurbetta to be used as a camping place for cattle or carts or any beasts of 
draught or burden shall be bound to permit such premises to be rnspected by the Health 
Officer or Chairman of the Committee, or any officer they may depute, and shall be liable 
to any penalty provided for any infringement of the laws or bye-laws committed on his 
premises. 

18. Whoever shall offer for sale fish unfit for food, or shall offer for sale any fish in 
any part of the town except in places notified by the Magistrate, shall be liable to a fine not 
exceeding Rs. 10. 

Part V. 

Miscellaneous. 

19. At each monthly meeting of the Committee one or more members shall be 
appointed to supervise the working of the Act during the calender month next following. 

20. The remarks and orders of the working member or members for each month, and 
the remarks of inspecting officers, shall be entered in the minute book prescribed in Rule 7. 

21. Every lodging-house keeper taking out a license under this Act shall provide 
himself with a copy of the Act, and with a printed copy of the notice prescribed in section 14, 
which notice shall be in the form shown in appendix A of these bye-laws. 

22. The register referred to in section 15 of the Act shall be in the form shown in 
appendix B of these bye-laws. 

23. There shall be bung up in each compartment of a lodging-house a board on which 
shall be legibly written in Uriya, Hiudustaui, and Bengali the dimensions of such compart¬ 
ment and the number of lodgers it can properly accommodate, and this board shall bear the 
signature of the Health Officer. 

24. Every lodging-house or hotel-keeper shall bo bound, on requisition by the Health 
Officer, to provide himself with tickets i r tokens bearing consecutive numbers, and to furnish 
each of his lodgers with one of such tickets or tokens. 

25. For the purpose of this Act the year shall be considered to commence from 1st 
April, and all licenses shall run from that date.

Fkom the evidence addiused before me at Bagoola ou tho dOtli and 31st 
October last it is clear that the (mtirc blame for the railway accident at Aran- 
ghatta on the 2ud Oetobcu' last, and the dire consequences which resulted 
therefrom, rested with the unfortunate driver Walter Gumming, now deceased. 
It has been proved to uiy satisfacition by the statements of drivers, guards, 
station-masters, and oilier railway olKciuIs that the telegram eoiitainiug tho 
words “ detained here,” when taken with the iiiuiii signal, wliic-h admittedly 
was at danger, was not misleading, and tliut Avith such there was no possible 
excuse for the driver not bringing his train to a stand shoii of tho main signal. 
This is further supported by other tclegi’ams, similaiiy Avorded, Avhich had beem 
made over to drivers who had stopped their trains before reaching, or rise 
opposite, the station. Doubtless, in the cases of tboso lust-mentioned ttii'gnims, 
the distant as well as the main signal was at danger ; but at Aranghatta esjjcci- 
ally, where tho lino is so straight that the maiu and distant signals can both 
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be seen at the same time, even had the latter been -white, the former should 
have prevented the driver from entering the station limits, otherwise than 
at a slackened speed, and going beyond the station itself. It is quite evident, ^ 
both from the evidence and conduct of the ^ard of the mail train, that he 
thoroughly understood what ought to have bq^n done ; and if he did so, there 
is no reason to suppose that the driver was-misled thereby. 

As regards the state of the distant signal, all the station staff swear posi¬ 
tively to its being in working order and at danger. Their evidence must of 
course be received with caution, but for the following reasons I am inclined 
to believe that their statements arc true. 

The machine by which this signal is worked, if left untouched, keeps the 
red spectacle over the light, and it is only by pulUng down the lever and 
fixing it that the said spectacle is removed from the face of the lamp. The 
rule, too, is that distant signals should remain at danger; that the lever should 
be lowered on the approach of a train, and again allowed to fly back as soon 
as the train has passed within it. Under such circumstances, it can scarcely 
be said that, tlirough neglect, the signalman left the signal white. Ho must 
purposely, either of his own accord or under orders, have lowered the lover; but 
why he should have done so it is difficult to sec. It certainly might be, that ho 
neglected to unfix his lever after the last train had passed in; but had he done 
so, it is, I think, more than probable that this neglect would have been noticed 
by some one during the interval which elapsed between that and the mail train. 
The only -witness, other than the stalf station, who can or who is likely to be 
able to speak to the state of this signal is the guard of the train. Passengers, 
even if awake, woiild seldom, if ever, look at them. This guard states that 
when he .sighted the distant signal, he was distant about one mile from it; 
that it was white ; but at the same time, seeing the main at red, he at once went 
to his brake, and by means of it tried to attract the attention of the driver. 
But when this evidence is read with that of Mr. Patterson, the Permanent Way 
Inspector, th(!re is a possible way of explaining how it was that the giiard found 
this signal white. Mr. Patterson, it seems, took down from Bagoola a relief 
train some few hom-s after the jiccident, and he states that when at a distance 
jf two miles from the distant signal, he, too, noticed that it was white; but 
m approaching nearer to it he saw it was red. This change, it s('('ms, might be 
mused by the lainji not having been pulled up to its extreme lu-ight. Now, it is, 

1 think, quite possible that the guard, after once seenng the light white, but 
perceiving the main signal against tlie train, busied himself with his brake, and 
in other attemj)ts to altracst the diiver’s notice, and never again looked at the 
ugnals. Then! was certaiidy no necessity for his doing so, and there was every 
aecessity for his giving his full attention to other matters. 1 would here also 
remark that, under the rules, a half-red and half-white signal is a danger 
ugnal. 

As to the distant signal being out of working order, there is not the slightest 
proof. The Reverend Mr. Bell, who heard a discu.ssion on this subject, says 
that he heard a man, whom he took to bo one of the station .shiff, say that it 
was out of order, and that if lu^ saw that man again, he could id(aitify him. 
Wlicn, however, the whole station staff wcr(; paradcM before him, he distinctly 
said that that uian was not among tlu-m. This gentlemdn further states that ho 
heard the station-master say that lie had shovui a hand red light, fi-om which ho 
drew the inference that he (the station-master) admitted that the distant signal 
was out of order. I am, however, unable to concur in this latter view. It was 
the station-master’s duty, whether the signal was at danger or not, to show the 
red hand-liglit under the circumstances; and as I have no doubt that any dis¬ 
cussion which took place so soon after the accident would bo attendi'd with a 
certain amount of confusion, it is quite possible that the station-master’s remarks 
had no connection with that of the person who said that the signal vfas out of 
order. Added to this, the evidence of Mr. Patterson goes most clearly; to show 
that it was in good working order. 

With rt'ference to the conduct of the station staff after the accident, the 
most that can be said is, that for the space of some five minutes they were quite 
unnerved, and shut themsclvo^j up in one of the station rooms. But even tins is 
not satisfactorily proved. Indeed, the evidence of the guard actually disproves 
that the station-master shut himself up, though it goes to show that he was too 
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tumerved to be of any great use at such a time, when there was so much for the 
station*master to do. There is nothing surprising in the fact that some of 
'4he passengers should have required his assistance and failed* to find him; nor is 
it to be wondered at that for a short time he, and indeed every one not possess¬ 
ed of bool courage in time of danger, should have been unnerved. As far, then, 
as the station-master and his staff aife concerned, there are, I consider, not the 
slightest grounds for believing that they in any way neglected their duty. In 
short, I can only account for this accident by the supposition that the driver and 
his firemen were asleep till it was too late to prevent the collision. 

With reference to the management since the line has been taken over by 
Government and the “line-clear” system generally, the Manager, Major 
L. Conway Gordon, r.e., has fully deposed, and I feel sure that all who, hoard ‘ 
that evidence must have been thoroughly satisfied with the clear, free, and 
straightforward way in which it was given. From it there can be no doubt that 
complaints which have been made of reduction of the working staff, and the 
consequent overwork which has been forced on the existing staff, has no founda¬ 
tion in fact; but that, on the contrary, the strength of the working staff has 
been actually increased. 

The line-clear system, as now described by the Manager, seems to 
ensure the safety of all trains; that is if, in practice, the rules are strictly 
enforced. In a case tried by me some months back, when the lino was with 
the Eastern Hengnl Railway Company, it seemed to me that the rules were not 
practically always attended to; and hence I made certain suggestions, which, 
however, I now find from Major Gordon’s evidence, arc not needed. I think, 
however, that it would be an additional safeguard if it was distinctly laid down 
that, when the “line-clear” was only from one station to the next, the rule 
that the telegram is to be delivered by the station-master to the guard, and by 
the guard to the driv(>r, should bo strictly carried out, and that drivers should 
not bo permitted to pick up the “line-clear.” 'Ihis would ensure all trains, 
which were even only likely to cross another, to (!ome to a stand at the station, 
irrespective of the signals, which w*ould then he additional, and not the chief, 
guide for drivers, as tliey now arc. 

There now nmiaius only to consider the action taken by the various 
authorities after tin; accident. The evidence shows that the guards of both 
trains, wilh th(i assistancte of the passengers, did all that was possii)le, under the 
cinmmstanccs, till the arrival of i-(dief trains from Bagoola, Kanchrapara, and 
Calcutta; that the Deputy Magistrate at lianaghat, Inspt'ctor of Police, Sub- 
Deputy, Native Dochu', and some police were on the spot as soon as it was 
possible for them to g(;t thei’c;; that tin; wounded W(U'o first attended to, and 
their sufferings relieved, as far as circumstances admitted, and they were sent 
down to Calcutta under charge of medical men; that the dead bodies were 
collected, and j)oli(!C dc'puttHl to wat<;h tluun and all ju'operty that was Ipng 
about; that every endcuivour was made to have dead bodies idcmtiliod ; and that 
when it was no longer advisable to k(!ep th(! bodies, they were disposed of 
decently, and that not till descriptive rolls had been taken, and a list of all 
property made out. There were doubth'ss many difiicultics to contend against, 
some insurmount;ibl(!; but there is, I think, no reason to believe that more could 
have been done than was done niidcr the circumstances. 

On my return from Bagoola, tlu! District Superintendent sent me a copy 
of the Indian Mirror, dated the 24th, in which complaints of robbery and want 
of due attention to the sufferers wore; made, and it was stated that some of the 
wounded in the hospital in Calcutta would speak thereto. I at once sent tliis 
off to the Deputy Magistrate; of Ranaghat, with dir(;ctions to go to Calcutta, 
see and examine the wounded there; and if he found any ready to depose to 
such facts, to send me word, in ord(;r that I might myself record their state¬ 
ments. I «im glad, however, to be able to say that the report of the Deputy 
Magistrate clearly show's that none had any such comjjlaint to make. 

In conclusion, I have to expr(;ss my thanks to Mr. W. C. Bonnerjee, 
Standing Counsel, for the assistance ho rendered mo in conducting this 
enquiry, and to Major Gordon for the arrangements made for the convenience 
of the Court and for my personal comfort.

The deposition of Major L. Conway Oordon, r.e , taken on oath or solemn affirmation . 
under the provisions of Act X of 1873 before me, W. V. G. Tayler, Magistrate of Nuddea, 
this 30/A day of October 1884. 

My name is Lewis Conway Gordon. I am Manager of Eastern Bengal State Rail¬ 
way. 1 took over charge of my office on the Slst August, or Ist September last, 
from Colonel DeBburboL Since I have been in charge I liave made no roductions except 
in the clerks of my own office. These clerks had nothing to do with the working of the 
railway. I cm not aware of any reductions in tho working staff since Government 
have taken over charge. No application for additional staff has boon refused. All 
drivers and ffiemen who were previously employed are still in employ, except such as 
have been dismissed for faults. I could tell the number of such by reference to the 
minutes of tho olficial meetings. The places of such dismissed men liuve been filled 
by others of the same class, us far ns I know. Tlio strength of the working staff* has, if 
anything been increased. The meaning of a line-clear messago is that the message is 
an intimation given to the drivers that the line is clear of all obstruction, as far as it is known, 
from one distant signal to tho next. Betwoeii this and tho block system the differenoe is 
that in one case you give the driver Avritleii intimation that the lino is clear, and in the other 
tho driver tmrfus entirely to signals. The driver, on receiving a line-clear mcesago should 
not start till ho has received a hand signal from the guard ; then after passing out beyond 
the distant siglia), ho would run his train at such a j)ace to keep time towards the next 
station ; the whole time in driving he would keep a sharp look out for any signals from the 

E ermanent-way mon on tho line, and ho would obey any sitrnals given in spite of his 
,ne-clear. Ho ought to have his train well in band on approaching the next distant signal, 
and take liis orders from that signal; if that signal sliowed danger, he ought to bring his 
train to a dead stop outside the distant signal. 1 know the Aranghatta station ; it is a small 
roadside skitioii 50 miles, 71 cliains from Calcutta, and is situate lo the south of Bogoola, and 
north of lianaghat. It is about (i J miles from Bogoola and 5| from Knnagliat Tlioro is nothing 
but one long dead siding, about J,833 feel long. The points lead off c'xac.tly opposite the station 
building and the main signal. This ^dan Exliibit A, now before the court is correct. Tho dead 
siding is marked on it. The posilions of ilio distant and main signals arc oorreclly given, Tho 
dead-huffer is about six feet high. Engines nt night have a rod light in front; the dead- 
bufl*er at the end of the siding is not eo high that this light would he hidden by it. Tho 
main signal shows red and green by night, with ordinary semaphore arms by day. Tho 
north distant is from the main signal 1,9G0 feet, and tho soulli 1,820 feet from the main. Tho 
distant signal is about 130 feet from tho dead-buffer. 3'h(‘ distant signals are worked by 
a long wire leading from the distant to tlu^ lover near tho main signal. Both distant signals 
are worked alike. The distant signals are the same as llio ordinarily proscribed patterns on 
tho State Railways. I have been two or throe limes over the lino at Aranghalta, and 
made it a point to examine the whole station and llio line running to and from it; the lino 
is nearly straight the uoarost eiir\"e lo the north, is 2 miles 9 chains away, and that is a 2- 
mile curve, and the country is ch^ir, and there is nothing to obstruct tho distant signals. 
I went out specially to see how far off the signals could bo seen at niglit. I. found that tho 
light was visible from 1 i to two miles off. This specially apidies to tho north distant signal. 
This signal would ordinarily remain at danger, and it has to bo pulled to bo brought down 
to caution. The arrangements for working tlicxso signals are within a few feet of tho main, and 
are visible from the main. Semaphore arms arc of use only in the day time; at niglit a 

lamp is hoisted on tho signal post, and tho danger signal is given by a rod spectacle, 

which covers it; tho same wire that moves tho arms moves the spectacle, 
and, as in tho case of tho arms, it would ordinarily reaiain at danger. As soon as the lamp is 
hoisted up as high as it f‘an go, it xvould ho at danger. When loosing the wiro to brin^ a 
caution signal to danger, a green symetaeJo falls over the hull’s eye towards tho station, 
and thus t(41s tho man that tho signal is at danger. Distant and main signals are intended 
entirely for guidnneo of drivers and gunrtls. There is a disc signal at each point at 

most stations on this line. This is not a working signal; it is moroly an indication liow tho 

points arc laid. If for the main signal, this signal shows wliito, and if for the siding, it 
shows gi'cen. It is shown by a disc by day and lamy)s by night. There is a disc 
signal at Aranghalta, just oyiywsito the station, where tliu jaunts arc. Th% disc signal 
gives merely sliuiitiiig directions. According to working time-table the 14 down and the IG up 
goods should have crossed at Bogoola on the 2nd October; tho 14 down was due there at 
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1-40 A.M., and the 16 up at 2-10 a.m., the mail train stopping at Bogoola, for refreshment, 
its booked storting time being 2-10 a.m. The 14 down mail had on ^at night 29 vehicles. 
There was the engine and tender, then 10 covered goods wagons, one second class carriage, 
one intermediate, six third class, one postal composite, one intermediate, one composite first 
and second, one first class carriage, one brakevan, one Inggage van, two horse-boxes, and two 
fish vans. One brakevan is tire ordinary number for that train, and this train has been run 
thus for ye^s. When 1 took over charge, there was a groat want of brakevans. The driver 
in charge of 14 down was Walter Gumming; ho had the ordinary number of two firemen, both 
natives, viz,, Gopal and Tomizzuddiu. The guard was John Lander. The driver and 
Tomizzuddin arc both dead, but Gopal is missing. I asked the police to look after him, but ho 
has not yet been found. Walter Gumming had been in employ in the Company, and 
was taken o^er with the lino. I have a record of his services. Ho was .appointed 
by the Company as fireman from September 1877 to September 1878, and as shunter from 
September 1878 to July 1880, when he resigned, lie was ro-omployed as fireman and 
shunter in March 1882, and finally j)romoted to di’iver in April 1883, and continued such 
till his death. I believe Gopal has been fireman since April 1883. The J6 on the 2nd 
October bad an engine and tender and three 45 wagons and one brakevan. James Morgan 
was driver in charge ; ho had two firemen, both natives, viz. Sheikh Alee and Bundoo; they 
were not his regular men. 3 he guard was H. Hoo. The driver and firemen are dead. 
Morgan was engaged as fireman in March 1874 ; he served as such till April 1877, when he 
was promoted as shunter, and finally to driver in 1879, and continued as such till his death. 
We had no special system of appointing drivers for passenger and goods trains or other engine, 
but kept on the system of first in nud first out, ns done by the ( ompany, the result of which 
is that a driver may have a goods train one day and the mail another. We* were compelled 
to have tliis system, though 1 do not think it n good one. We could not, however, remedy it, 
on account of having agreed to keep on the Company system of overtime allowances (ill 
the 31st December next, and besidcis I was not anxious to introduce any material ebanges in 
the very heigbt of the julo season, wlien the traffic is ilic lieaviest. As far us records go, the 
14 down came to Bogoola in time, composed and marshalled as given above, but the IG up 
goods was running late; she hd't Sealdah about 19 minutes late; the train which then 
only consisied of engine and ]>rak(‘vau had to wait for tlio engine ; the wagons were picked 
up on the road, 40 at ( liitporo and 5 at Shammiggur. The engine W'as late because 
the driver was waiting for liis firemen, Golnb and Yakoob. They did not appear or send 
notice that they could uol, (‘onie, and the locomotive foreman had to send two new men. 

Neither of the trains had to stop at Aranghatta according to the working time-table. 

The up train being late, wldhj the 14 was in time at Bagoola, it was the duty of the station- 
master, Bagoola, to arrange for another crossing fuidher down. This he would do by asking 
for lino-clear from Aranghatta, and on reoedving line-clear, he would give it to guard, and the 
guard tothediivoi'. The up train left Cliogda at 1-4H, and bc3fore leaving that station 

would have a line-clear from Jvaungliat. IShe left Eaiinghat picking up line-dear at 2-8 

A. M., working under lino-e.loar hctw(‘eu Itanaghat and Aranghatta. The lianaghat station- 
master, und(3r these cireuinstaiiees, would ask for a line-clc.ar lioin Aranghatta, and having 
recoivcel it Avould give it to driver ns the train passed slowly through. It would bo known 
at Bagoola wdum the train hJt llanaghat, and I believe it w'ould also be known when it left 
Chogdn. Th(» duty of slalioii-niaster, umler ihoso circuuistuiices, after giving lino-clenr to 
both stations, was to keep niaiii and both distant signals at danger till arrival of the 
up goods. The usual rule is to give proforcnce to tlie passenger, but owing to 
particular disinisition of the Aranghatta station, a working order wnis issued to say 
that in all cases the up train w^as to ha^o tlie prcfereiieo, and thereby allow the 
up train to go straight into the siding. Those orders wxto issued hy the Eastern Bengal 
Railway Conij>any, and have boon kept up by us. The mall train, therefore, should 
have remained at the distant signal till the goods w'as well in tlio siding. The station- 
master’s first attention would ho to the goods train. Du arrival of the up, he would 
lower south distant, and let the train come in within station limits, keeping all other signals 
at danger. The south main woidd ihon bo lowered, and south distant raised to red; he would 
then open the points, and Imnd-sigiial the train into the siding, and then see that all was clear, 
when ho would thou lower the north distant signal, nud as the down train aj>proached the 
main, he would raise Iho north distant signal to danger, and lower the down main, having 
previously put the points over the main line. The duty of driver of up goods would first be 
to satisfy himself before leaving Ranagliat as to the contents of his line-clear; he Avould then 
have driven cautiously on looking out for distant signal at Aranghatta ; he would koop the 
train well iu hand on approaching that signal; if he found it louvered for him he would bring 
his train cautiously within station limits, and if main signal were lowered lie would go on 
cautiously, and seeing thcj disc light iu his favour, and showing green, and the station-master’s 
signals, he would have token his train into the siding, and remained there till hand-sig¬ 
nalled hack, after departure of the mail. The duty of driver of down mail, having satisfied 
himself of the contents of the line-clear, would keep a sharp lo(jk out also for distant signals; 
on finding these against him, he should have brought Iiis train to a dead stop outside that 
signal; he would then have orei)t inside, so as to get protection by that signal, an\^ remained 
there till main was lowered. In case the distant signal was in his favour, ho would* 
come to a dead stop at the station, and under no circumstances have passed the maiu ; he 
should, in fact, have brought his train to a standstill between the distant and main signal. 
If the goods had been in the siding, it was his duty to see, by observing the side lights of 
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the hrakevan of the goods, if the whole train was within the siding. He could 
not, under any circumstanoes, go through to Aranghatta without the line-clear. If 
he had to run through picking up line-clear, he would have seen both the main and 
distant signals would nave been in his favour. The line being very straight, the main 
signal can be seen at the same time as the distant. Under the circumstances, the guard of the 
down having satisfied himself as to the line-clear, would personally give it to driver, he 
would then keep a sharp look out, and if the driver did not sloken or stop, when he (the 
guard) thought he should do so, he ought to have applied liis brake sharply and otherwise 
endeavour by danger signals to attract the notice of the driver. In some trains there are 
communication cords, but not in this one ; it is not under the rules a necessary appendage. 
The train, as composed, could not have been supplied with one, since the stock handed 
over to me had no spirals. With short trains according to my experience, this cord does 
act, but not with long ones, and especially mixed trains, when it nsnally gets jammed, 
I here put in the line-clear message wliich passed from both sides (Exhibits B. 0. and 
D. E. F. G.) To understand the moaning of inessnge 0 “detained here,” we must first 
look to wording of B. The stutioii-nmster of Bagoola directs to “ detain No. 16 at 
yours this was a form of message only necossary when 16 np was running on a through 
Une-cloar between llanaghat and Bagoola, wliich she was not doing in this instance, 
and when after giving a through lino-clear to No. IG np from Banaghat to Bagoola; it 
subsequently became necessary to stop No. 16 up at Arangliatta; the form of words used by 
Bagoola in this case was unnecessary. The stution-master of Bagoola appears to be in the 
habit of using this form. The station-mnslor of Arnnirhatta replied “ Detained here ” 
merely in answer to station-master of Bagoola, meanini: that she would not be allowed to 
further. I think the message on both sides Tvas rediinflant, was intended ns extra, and, 
mmy opinion, ought not to have deceived the driver. The crossing of 14 down and 16 np 
was not unusual ; it had happened on the morning of Jlrd, Kith, 2*2nfl, 21tli, 26th and 
30th of the month of September. I put in copies of the messages (exhibits) that passed on 
these days. On none of these occasions as far as records show had the 16 uj) arrived at 
Aranghatta when the messages were despatched. Those messages would, however, worded 
clearly, indicate that the train had to cross, and tlie staff would roly for the position of the 
trains on in and out reports, but the drivers would simjdy know that they bad to go 
as far as the distant signal. Drivers have to signal watering and crossing stations and 
train notice note. I produce that of 2ud October for the Bagoola slat ion ; it sliowa the 
trains the drivers have to cross (points out llio signaliiros of Wfiltor (Juinming and Lander.) 
The duties of iho staff above-mentioned are all given iu a manual called general rules, 
which is common to all railways, and in addition thereto subsidiary rules, under the 
authority of the general rules, have boon issued. These rules are given to all officers, 
who arc obliged to have tliom. Alterations are issued from time to tinio by circular orders. 
After the accident, I wont to the spot, arriving about 8 o'clock on tlio 2nd. 1 saw the two 
engines were blocked togetlier about 357 foot to the south main signal; tho engines liad 
met face to face, the tenders had both mounted tho engines, the under frame of tendor 
resting on the outer shell of the firo-box. J)river Morgan and his firemen were still 
on the engine jammed between tendor and fir(‘-box ; ilie rolling-stock of No. 16 up 
goods was a good d?ul damaged, and about five goods \tagons were derailed. Tho 
ten covered goods wagons of 14 down were on the line between engine and 
platform, and just opposite tho jdutform wore tlie w(H*ks of tlie first sofioud class 
carriage, the first intermediate, and the first third class. U^he intermodiato oamago had 
overridden and destroyed iho second class, and the third class liad ovemdden and 
destroj^ed the interaacdiale, its own condition being only some breakage in the front 
portion. Tho wounded had been all taken away. As wo came up in tlie train, wo met 
them at Banaghat, and T put one of the doctors, Dr. Renmens, in charge of tlicm, and took 
on another doctor, viz. Dr. ('orbett. Tlie Doj)uly ^Magistrate liad andved previously, and 
was then taking depositions of tho staff concerned. I saw some 11 jinsscngcTs’ dead bodies, 
and that of Morgan and one of his firemen, 'ibe uninjured portion of tho 14 down had been 
run back to Bagoola. The third class carriage, which was on top of the other two, was in a 
dangerous position, and was consequently pulled ov(*r on to the ground clear of siding, and 
fell on the top of wire of tho distant signal. 1 was, therefore, unable to enquire if tho distant 
signal was or was not in projter O7*dor. I endeavoured subsequently to find this out, and I 
found it worked stiffly, by which I mean that it did not work readily, and had to be jerked 
at times to make it fly back to danger. After the Deputy Magistrate liad (*omplotod his en¬ 
quiries, at which I listened, I have had enquiries made, and myself made other enquiries. Aa 
an officer of experience, I believe, the lateness of the ItJ up was not a direct cause for the accident; 
tho whole line-clear system is devised solely to eiiahle you to cross trains at other than their 
hooked crossings. Even if distant signal was in the driver's favour, liad the driver done lus 
duty, the aeoidont would not have occurrcxl, and still less if liolh signals had been against 
the driver, and he had done his duty properly. Taking iho most favourable assumption for 
the driver, t.e., that distant signal did not sliow red, 2 find, first, f lint he did not approach the 
station with every caution in accordance with paragraph 22 of Working order No. 80, dated 20th 
December 1880 ; second, tliat he did not pay attention to llio main signal in accordance with 
clauses 228 and 236 of the General Buies; thirdly, that ho did not keep a good look out iu 
accordance with clause 227 of the General Rules; fourthly, that he passed the main or station 
signal when at danger in contravention of clauses 72 and 233 of the General Rules; fifthly, 
that he did not sound his engine whistle in accordance with olauso 252 of the General Rules ; 
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dzthly, that he did not attend to pjsiragraph 10 of suhaidiary rules regaiding the noticing of the 
X brake dde lights vjhm passing a train in a siding; seventhly, that he passed the Aran- 
ghatta platform and proceeded on without a line-clear in contravention of clause 342 of the 
wnefal rules and paragraph 12 of the subsidiary rules. I can attach no blame to the 
Aranghatta station-master beyond having, first, answered a redundancy in the 
line-clear from Bagoola, which was unnecessary, hut which I believed most people 
in his position would have answered; and secondly, such blame as may attaoh.to him on 
the evidence with regard to the position of the distant signal. With regard to the latter point 
I wish to state that the two distant signals aro worked from the same point, and the native 
signaller gets into the habit of never lowering both distant signals at the same time. To 
lower both at the same time would be quite unusual, so much so that. I believe had the 
station-master by mistake ordered him to do so, the signalman would have beep certain 
to have brought it to his notice, and it is in evidence that the south distant signal 
was lowered. The disc signal could, in no way, interfere or obstruct the other lights. 
From evidence before me, 1 formed an idea that the rate was about 15 to 17 miles an 
hour: no fixed speed is presmbed for trains going through stations and picking up line- 
clear; the rules simply require every caution. I would here mention that the 10 mile 
an hour tlrrough facing points would not apply to the 14 down as the points did not face his 
train. The dead bodies were buried by order of the Deputy Magistrate at about 1 or 2 
o’clock; they were tlien most ofTensivo, and when I spoke to the Deputy Magistrate about it, 
I agreed with ihat officer ihat ihero was nothing cdso to ho done. .The Bagoola and 
Aranghatta station-masters would know about the same time about the leaving of the up 
train. .

The deposition of Retrrend W. C. Bkll taken oyi oath or nnleyA.n affmnatmi uyider the py*ovmon$ 

of Act X of 1873 tyrfoy*e me, W. V. G. Taylek, Magistrate of Naddea, this^i)th day of 

October 1884. 

My name is W. (k Boll. T reside at present at Dum-Dum where I am a Chaplain. 
I was a passenger on the down mail on the night of th(^ 2nd Ootoher. I liad come from 
Kooshtea. I don’t remeinlxu* wlietlier I was awake or at Bagoola. I was alone in 

a first class oamago, but I was disturbed by the shock of the accident at Aranghatta. I 
looked out of the window, saw and asked the guard wliat had happened, then got out of the 
carriage and ran up with ihc guard along tlu^ ]>latf()rm to the wreck of the oarriuges. We fejund 
nobody on the platform. 1 was eventually taken hack to Bagoola. I did not, while at 
Aranghatta, notice the signal lights. Of my own personal knowledge I know nothing of the 
cause of the accident. But wlieii talking to the guard, T w^as told that iho distant signal was 
wliite, and seeing tliat the di’ivm’ had been misled, thcugli the main was at danger, when the 
guard said this a man, wliom 1 took to bo one of tlie station statfsaid :—“ Oh ! the distant 
eigiial was out of order.” 'I he station-master also remarked at the same time that lie had sliown 
a red light, from which I drew tlio intVreiieo that he adinitttMl tlmt the distant signal was out 
of order. I did all 1 could to assist tlio wounded. In order 1o render assistance 1 went to the 
station-room and found the door shnt, and going round to a window T saw several (may have 
been five or six) meu all looking very frightened inside. 1 spoke to them, and after that they 
came out, and I saw them afterwards showing liglits. This w'as all dojio in some five on ten 
minutes. (1'he station siafl being brought before witness says none of these mfui spoke of the* 
distant signal being out of order ) Among tlio passengers 1 discovered an Assistant Surgeon, 
and with his hedp was able to afford help to the suilen rs. The pilot-engine liom Bagoola 
did not come till 5 a.m to take us back and biiug meu to render assisiauee. Wo hdt before 
the wounded were sent off.

Jiie deposition of Baboo Peary Moiiun Gi:ha taken on oath or solemn afinnation imd<r the 
provisioyts of Act X rf 1873 before me, W. V. G. Taylek, Ma(jisiy'ate of XtuLtea, this 
day of October 1884, 

My name is Peary Mohiin Quha, I am a pleader. I was a passenger in the 
14 down train of tho Ist Oedober, which arrived at Aranghatta on the morning of 
the 2nd. I was in the first class. I got in at Goalundo. I was bound for llanaghat 
by thd-t time, I was asleep when the train w\a8 at Bagoola, and by tho shock of the 
accident at Aranghatta awoke. I got out of the train immediately after tho accident. 
My carriage was opposite the platform. I saw no lights on the platform. A few minutes 
after I met the guard. I saw none of the station staff at tho time. Wanting a light to 
render assistance, 1 went to iho station-house, and found the doors shut, and could got no 
response, though I knocked. This was some minutes after tho accident; tho door was shut 
from inside; about an hour after I saw tho station people. I don’t think they had 
lights; they may have been out before that, but I did not see them. One of them, who was 
standing at the door, said, now that the accident had happened, they should render assistance, 
and not be thinking of the consequences to thomsolvos. I was brought back to Bagoola. 
I also heard a disoussion between, I think, Mr. Ewbank and other European and native 
gentlemen about the cause of the accident, some saying that tho distant signal was 
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out of order; but this a gentloman coutradioted on the ground that he had lately Examined 
it. I saw some 30 or 11 dead bodies, and several wounded, and the state of the injured 
engines and carriages. I did not go round to see if any door on the other side was open. I 
did not know the station staff and say they were absent because all complained of their 
absence.

The iepomion of Pringle David Barclay taken on oath or aulemn affirmation under the pro^ 

tisions of Art X of 1873 heforc mCy W. V. G. Taylkk, Magistrate of NuddeUy the ZQth day 
of October 1884. 

My name is Pringle David Barclay. I am Traffic Superintendent, Eastern Bengal State 
Railway. 1 have been Traffic Superintendent Binco the Company made over the line to 
Government. No reductions have been made in the working staff, but on the contrary it has 
been increased. I dont know whether native firemen have replaced Europeans. On the 2nd 
October, the station staff at Araiighatta were M. N. Ghoso, station-master, J. N. Dey, 
booking clerk, R. L. Biswas, signaller in charge, B. L. Adhikareo, assistant signaller, 
P. C. Haidar, assistant signallor ami other menial servants, names not known. The number 
of men is quite sufficient; no reductions have been made. Tho whole staff was tliOTe when 
1 took charge. I came up with Major Gordon after the accident occurred. I have hoard his 
evidence given to-day. liis description of the state of the injured carriages and other 
matters is, as.far as I remember, correct, except tho position of the three damaged carriages, 
which had beetf tnkon back a little northwards. I did not see the dead bodies. I heard 
the evidence of Major Gordon as regards the duties of tho guards and station staff of the 
several stations under tho circuinstances, and I quite ngroo therewith. I am acquainted with 
the rules and orders alluded to by that officer, and they were correctly given. I concur 
in thinking that had the driver Gumming obeyed all orders, he could not have been where 
he was, but ought to have been north of tho main signal ; in fact notl)ing can excuse him 
passing tho maiu signal with a running train, even tliougli the distant M^oro in his favour, 
if he nad been carrying out runs, he ought to have been quite able to pull up before 
passing the main. 1 know of uo practice that would render it imj>ossIl)lo to pull up a 
train before roacliing the main, even tliough tho distant signal was in his favour. From 
personal experience, at a speed of 20 miles an hour, a lino-clear is soniotimos ])ioked up. 
The line at Arangliatta is very straight, and the main signal is clearly visible from a 
mile and a half off. I take the same view that Major Gordon has done with regard to tho 
conduct of tho station staff. 3 saw flic station staff paraded just now ; all three num present 
that time were brought in. No n])]>li(‘atiou made for iucreasod staff lias boon refused. 
I beg to produce a ciivular order issued to all station-masters on 27th August 1884, regard¬ 
ing the reprint of line-clear enquiry and lino-clear niessagc form (Exliihit M.) 

Uccailrd —Says I jiroduco two copiers of line-ch^ar messages 27i]i and 30th Pojitember, 
and tho two original guard’s reports of the Mo. l4 down mail for tho train of 2iid, 12th, 
2lBt, 23rd, 2oth, 2()th and 29th September.

The dcoosition of At>an Wood Eendall taken or oath on sohwn affnmtvm under the provisions 
of Act X of 1873 hrfore nity W. V. G. Tayleu, Magistrate of NuddeOy this 30^A dag of 
of October 1884. 

My name is Alan Wood Rondnll. I am Locomotive Superintendent of the Eastern Bengal 
State Railway. I took charge on tlu^ 1st July 1884. I kept on tho old stuff of drivers and 
firemen. 1 have reduced none of this staff, except for misconduct, nor suhsfituted native for 
European firemen. There was an iticrc^ase ot two European firemen in October compared with 
tho staff in July. When Europeans were discharged for misconduct, new Kuroponns have boon 
appointed. Tho system in vogue under tlio (‘omjmny was what is tennod first in, first out. I 
do not approve of it. The system was in vogue iq) to October. I did not change, as tho doing so 
would create discontent, as it would have made a differen(*o as to the overtime earned by 
the men under the old rules. I heard the evidence given by Major Gordon. I heard 
what he said as to what both Gumming and Morgan should liavo done. I quite agree with 
Major Gordon thereon. At 3-47 a.m. I got information of the accident; the guard tele¬ 
graphed to mo from Aranghatia. I took the engine of No. 1 up, and arrived at 
Aranghatta at 5 io 6 a m. 1 was the first superior official on the spot. On my arrival, 
I found the state of tho carriages a little different to that described; the third class that 
mounted upon the other two was intact, but a third class which followed those carriages 
had its front knocked in, and tho two wagons in front of tho three carriages were derailed; 
otherwise the state of things, as stated by Major Gordon, was similar to what I saw. 
The reversing lever of the down mail was in back gear, but the reversing arm on the 
way bar shaft was broken off, so that the engine had fallen into fore gear ; but whether ihis 
happened before or after I cannot say. Tlio steam was full on, and the regulator 
jammed. Tho first duty of a driver is to shut off steam, but steam was put on full, 
as far as I cau judge, after reversing. Walter Gumming was alive, but was unable 
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to speak. I saw tke wounded there. I went to engine of 16 up. I would like 
to mention here that I found Oumming’s leg had been out off by the sector 

E late of the reversing lever. The leg I found jammed there. * This would show that 
e actually was at his reversing lever when the collision occurred. Also from the 
posifion of the die block on the brake-screw, I should say that the brake was hard on, 
and the second fireman was lying on the brake side of engine on the grass. I did not 
observe the handle of the whistle. I'he shook of the accident would shut it, if it had been 
open. On the 16 up, the reversing lever was in back year, and the regulator slightly^ open. The 
<mver was jammed on the fire-box and was quite dead; he must have been scalded to death, 
if not killed otherwisp. One fireman was dead. 1 at once sent all injured passengers to 
Bagoola, and then the Assistant Surgeon, who was brought up by me, attended to the 
injured, whom I despatched to Calcutta. I remained at Aranghatia till 8 p m., and I reckoned 
that some 11 persons had been killed. They were laid out on the platform ebiefly, some 
on the opposite side. I was there when the Deputy Magistrate arrived. The condition stated 
by Major Gordon as to the state of the deceased just before burial was quite correct. If the 
driver had come as far as the distant signal expecting to run through at 20 miles an hour, I don’t 
think he could have pulled up before reaching the main signal, but his train ought to have 
been going at much less ejieod than it was when tlie collision occurred. The usual distance for 
shutting off steam for these trains is about half a mile Outside distant signal. Walter 
Gumming was a Kuropoau, also James Morgan. On the wliole I take the same view of the 
conduct of the station staff as Major Gordon. It would have been an additional safeguard 
had the disc light shown for the siding and not for the main. The engines have aU the 
ordinary brakes ; it would be a great safeguard to have steam brakes ; we are now about to iutro- 
duoe them, as engines for State linos are so provided. One engine on this Ime^has steam brake, 
and one with n hand brake in addition to the tender brake. The disc light‘always shows for 
the main, except when the points are put for the siding. The driver can reverse Ids lever 
in a few socou^ls. There was a medical man there, besides the mau 1 brought. 1 thought he 
was 'a passenger. The Deputy Magistrate wanted to bring out some of the injured in 
order to identify the d(‘ad, but they were too bad to cotuo out for such a puqiose, and 
attempts wore made to get jicrsous to assist in burying the dead, but no one oould bo got 
to assise. 

RvcalM. —I did not find the remains of the missing man Gopal. I believe that he 
was not one of the killed, but 1 fancy he must have absconded.

Act X of 1873 before mc^ W. V. G. Tayler, Mayistrate of Nuddea^ this 30/4 day of 
October 1884. 

My name is William Innos. I am Deputy Traffic Su]^erintendeut, Eastern Bengal State 
Railway. I have boon De]mty Traffic Superintendent since Government took over the Railway. 
I was before Traffic Superintendent of the Eastern Bengal Railway ('ompony. The 14 down 
starts from Qoalundo at the same time now as it did at time of the Company, and tlio 18 up at 
the same time from Sealdah. Bagoola was, as far as I can recollect, the crossing station then, 
as now. The 14 down used at the time of the Comjiany to run with one brake. In the time 
of the Company it frequently happened that these trains crossed at stations further down, and 
not at Bagoola, wlioro they are booked to cross. We had no spare brakes in the time of the 
Company. Wo do not consider it necessary to run all our passenger trains with two 
brakes. In the time of the Company it was a mixed train as it is now. This train in the 
Company’s time never had a cord, wagons having no spirals. There has boon no reduction 
in the Traffic Department, noi*, as far as 1 am aware, in the Locomotive.

The deposition of William George Bolton, iaken^ on oath or solemn affirmation under the 
promsioyis of Act X of 1S73 before mCy W. V. G. TAYLiUi, Magistrate of NuddeOy on this 
the 30/4 day of October 1884. 

My name is William George Bolton. I was station master of Bagoola in October, 
having been there 15 months. During that time Bagoola was the crossing station of the 16 
up 14 times. It was not unusual for the traius to cross further down. 11. D. Bannorjee was 
in charge of the station, but I have to oomo out to see that all is right. My assistant ^ta^tod 
the train. I was called from my bod after 3 a.m., and told of the accident. I at once sent for 
the pormanent-way inspector, aud 1 also sent the engine of No. 15, which was here about 4, 
with all the men that I oould collect, I merely went to the ttJegraph office and learnt that 16 
up was at effiogda, and 1 told tliis to the guard, but to the driver I only exchanged good 
night.” It was about a little before 2 that I enquired for the 16 up ; neitlier I nor the guard 
could have thought that it was at Aranghatta. (Looks at train notice book, and points 
out Walter Cmmming’s signatuin, and says that the words 14 down above his signature 
is in his handwriting).

The witness was asked to look at message marked 0, and said with 
Biuh a laes^ago I should have stopped (uitside the distant signal, if that signal was against me; 
but if it was white and the main at danger, I should have drawn up within the distant signal. 
It de]>ends on Aveight of train and number of vehi(4e, and other eireumstancos, when steam 
should be shut off. (xrease on rails and ])osition of wind have all to be oonsidered. I know 
the lino at Aimnghiitta It is very straight The main signal there is easily visible from a 
distance •sulUcient to draw up any ordinary train. With such a messago I should 
ceitainly bo going Avith caution, in order to stop at Arunghatta. If a guard applies his brake 
liard, the driver onn ahvays feel it. T consider I am boimd by signal, whatever the 
telegraph is. A train picks up a line clear at a sj)oed of iO to 15 miles.

I see this mess/ige, exhibit C. With such a message I would keep the train under control 
till I got to Arunghatta, and even if seeing the distant signal white, I should con¬ 
tinue to keep the train under control till I saw the main signal in my favour ; and if that 
signal was red. I would draw up outside it. I know the Arunghatta line. Main signal 
can he seen from a long distance, sufiicioutly far off to draw up a train, even at a gooa 
speed. Wlien shutting off steam, one has to consider weight of train, wind, &c. with 
a line clear only to next statiou, I should enter the station very cautiously. Our rules are 
all laid doAvn.

My name is lliomas Edwin Collins. I am a driA^er. I have been a driver 
15 yeaiti. With this nicsenge C, 1 should expect that No. 1C up goods was up and 
already in siding: and though the distant signal was in my favour, 1 would look 
out for the main, and if I saw it against me, I should inill uj) outside of it, or at the 
platform. It is a rule that my train must be quite under c.oiitrol, unless X am quite 
satisfied that I am to run through. I do not, as a mb', Avhistle if the signals are in my 
favour. If such a lnos^age and the distant signal Avere in my favour, though I might think 
I might otheiwise have run through, and if the lino clear was not ready for me, or for other 
reasons I had to stop, Avhen coming inside a station I would always have my train under 
control: by this 1 mean from 10 to 12 miles an hour. I know the Arunghatta line and its 
peculiar siding. If a train wore standing at it, the head light would always he visible: 
a wagon might he in the way, or it might be taken down for trimming.

My name is Hurreedas Banerjee. My father’s name is Khetore Mohun Banerjee. My 
home is at mouzali L)ehanundai)oro, xillah llooghly.^ I reside at present in mouzah Bagoola. 
1 am assistant station-master 1 was assistant station-master on the 2nd October, and 1 was 
in charge. I despatched this telegram B. It would have been sufficient to say is line clear ; 
but to niake doubly sure 1 put the message in this way. I got in reply message 0,, but from 
my ill and out-reijoiis 1 knew that the train was not at Arunghatta. 1 understand “ detained 
here” to mean would ho detained, and that the line was clear between Bagoola and 
Arunghatta. 1 believe the 14 down come in ot due time. I started the train at 2-10a.m, 
Cumming was driver and Lander the guard. I saw the latter. I gave him the line-clear 
message. 1 scut message D. I heard of the accident at Aninghatta by telegram at a quarter 
post 3. 1 was waiting for 16 up goods, 1 called up station-master. 

llURREEDAS BaKERJEE. 
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Tlie depmiikn of John Lander, tcJcen mi oath or Bokmn affirmation unHer ike promiom of 
Act X of 1873, before me. W. V. G. TaYlek, Magistrate of Nud^a. this 30^A day of 
^ OcioUr 1884. • 

Afy name is John Lander. I am a guard. I was in charge of No. 14 down on the 2nd 
October. Wo arrived at Bagoola in due time, and started at 2-10 a M. I have been guard 
13 years. I cannot suy whether I got the message from station or assistant station-master 
and gave it to tlie driver, whom I saw and spoke to. He was perfectly sober, and so was 1. 
When I first sighted the distant signal it was about five minutes before the accident. That 
signal was white. I could see the main at the same time was at danger. I was a mile from 
distant signal when I first sighted it. The line is very straight there. By the time I had 
got mv bnike on, we were half a mile from distant signal, M^y brake brought up the train a 
uttle, but kyond this there was no lessening of speed. Had driver attempted to stop his train 
when I put on the brake, we could have done so before rcaciliing the platform, assunfing the 
engine was in proper working order. ^J'hero was no reason to believe tnat it was not in good 
order. When we collided, I should say with my brake on, we must have been going at 
about 15 miles an hour. I did not notice the disc signal. Whatever light that signal showed, 
I would have put on brake on seeing main at danger. As soon as we collided, I jumped out 
on platform, and I saw station-master with a red signal lamp and several others. Some 
passengers were out before I was. The station-master was on the platform, but too frightened 
to be of any use. I cannot say whether olkers of the station statf were about. The accident 
happened, I think, ut 2-30: then looking at his journal says it took place at 2-30 a.m. I 
looked at my watc^h to fix the time. As guard I should take the time when driver 
signalled after receiving line-clear which he picked at passing. No such signal was given. 
We had a line-clear to AruHghatta only, and could not go beyond without a fresh 
line clear. The guard of the up train and I did all we could for the sufferers. When I got 
the message C., 1 expected we should have to stop at Arunghatta, and seeing the main at 
danger, I knew we had to stop. Besides Gumming, Morgan, and their firemen, and Mrs. Gann’s 
baby, I knew none of the deceased. I sent this telegram, exliibit N. I saw Camming after 
I sent the message. He was alive, but in a senseless state Ho said something about distant 
signal being white. I counted the dead and found 11 passengers had been killed. I did not 
count the number of the wounded. Dee and 1 did all we could. I came to Bagoola with 
uninjured passengers, and returnod to Arunghatta in about an hour. I was tending 
Gumming when he spoke about the distant signal. We had hardly finished extricating the 
people when Mr. Iteudall arrived.

The deposition of Maurice Henry Dke taken on oolh or hofemn affirmation^ under the 
provisions of Aet X <f before me, W. V. Gr.

tiOih dag of October 1881. 

My name is Mauri(?e Henry Doe. I am a guard. I was guard of the 16 up goods on 
the morning of the 2nd October. James INI organ was the driver. My train started late from 
Calcutta by 19 minut es. We were waiting for engine, i don't exactly know cause. We passed 
through Itanaghat between 2-10 and 2-11. AVe approached Arunghatta at very slow speed. 
The distant signal was lowered for us to enter, but the main was kept at danger,^ as is the 
custom when the train is going into a siding. 1 left the brake immediately after accident, and 
could not find, or got an answer from the drivers or firemen of either train. Then I went to 
assist the sufferers. Lander and I did all in our power to help the wounded. Sometime after 
I mounted the tender of my train, and found the bodies of the driver and firemen. I also saw 
Cumming afterwards. I did not count the dead. 1 remained at Arunghatta all that day. 
I did notice the north signals. James Morgan did all be could do, and was in no way to 
blame for the accident. 1 have been a guard about five j^ears and three months. I cannot say 
that I felt that the driver had reversed his engine. I did not at firsT notice the station, but 
afterwards, when assisting the wounded, 1 saw station-master and booking clerk.

I am Bu Assistant Engineer. I am employed as an Assistant Engineer on the Eastern Bengal 
State Railway. I have been in the Railway service for the last 12 years. I prepared this 
map, exhibit A. it is drawn to scale and is correct.

My name is Mohendro Nath Ghose. My father’s name is Rom Lall Ghose. I fun by 
oasto kaist. My home is at mouzah Donoheor, pergutmah Chosdah,^ zillah Nuddea. I reside 
at present in mouzah Arunghatta, where I am * a station-master. I am employed by the 
Eastern Bengal State Eailway. I was station-master of Arunghatta on the 2nd October 1884. 

I was three years assistant Station-master at Bagoola and for 18 months at Arunghatta* 

I was at Arunghatta on the morning of the 2nd Octob^ 1884. I first got intimation of the 
down train by telegram from Bagoola in words of message, exhibit B, 1 got that 
message at 1-58 a.m. On receipt thereof I sent message C Then 1 sent a reply on 
receipt' (looks at nlessage C, and says I received message B before J-44, at whion time 
I sent •'a reply). It has happened before many times that these two trains crossed at 
Ajunghatta. When I sent C, the 16 up had not arrived. By words ‘‘ detained here,” 

I meant will bo detained. All my signals were at danger. It is the normal state for all 
four signal*^ to be at danger, and i myself saw that they were placed at danger. About the 
time that I sent 0,1 received message from Ranaghut enquiring for line-clear for 16 up, 
exhibit E, and I sent message F. Alter this I got one message from Bagoola and one 
from llanaghat, exhibits D and K. From the out-re 2 >orts I know that the 16 up had left 
Eanaghat at 2-8 a.m., and the 14 down at 2-10 a.m. In consequence of this I was on the 
alert. I allowed the up train into station limits first. Had the 14 down arrived first at 
distant signal, 1 should have kept the down train outside distant signal. Had the 16 up 
broken down on road, I would still have kept the 14 down standing. About 2-25 a.m. I was 
first aware of'fhc up train’s arrival. I waited for the whistle, and then ordered the distant ^ 
signal to be lowered, but no orders were given to lower the other three signals. No one has 
power to lower any signals without my orders. Had any one done so, I should have seen i . 
When distant signal is at danger, a green light is seen from the station, hence we can 
tell the state of that signal. When lowering the south distant signal, I specially 
looked and satisfied myself that all the other signals were at danger, and did not take 
it for granted that they were so. After .the distant signal was lowered, and previous to acci¬ 
dent, 1 gave no orders to any one to lower any of the other signals, and all were at danger. 

I saw the up-train coming up slowly, aud then I noticed it was coming on regardless, as if it 
had a line-clear right througli. At that time on the platform with me wore Madhob, policeman, 
and Hurrcql’, ferasb. We all three had red lights in our hands, and we fan forward north¬ 
wards with our lights, which we raised, shouting at the some time. At our shouts the telegraph 
Bajboos came out and joined us in shouting, hut in a moment the collision ocourred. The 
mail train never once whistled, neither grave nor ordinary. I could not see the position of the 
driver and firemen as they passed me. The mail train ought to have come in slowly after being 
signalled in, taken the line-clear and gone on to Itanaghat. A fireman or driver, standing 
on the outside edge of the engine, takes the message. No one was in such a position that night. 

I was naturally confused and frightened. On recovering myself a little, I looked to see what 
had dheurred to passengers, and went to send telegrams of the accident. There were but 
few of us station staff on the platform. Some of the passengers ran into the room in the 
station. I saw Mr. Bell on the platform, as I was going to send my telegram. In the oflice 
1 found passengers creating much noibe. 1 told them to go out and sent telegram, and after 
that I did what I could for the sufferers. On the night in question the staff for the station 
were three telegraph Baboos, station-master, booking clerk, one pointsman, two signalmen, 
two porters and one ferasli—eleven in all were employed. Those not on duty wore in their 
bason, some 25 cubits from the station, witliin station compound—I, the ferash, one signaller, 
pointsman, and two telegraph Baboos—six in all. Beharce Lall Adhikaree and another, name 
not known, were the telegrap)h Bahoos Niamut Sheikh was the signalman, end Sahab Ali w^as 
pointsmau. The telegraph staff consists of three Baboos: those present were then on duty, 
one having just relieved the one absent. At the time of the accident I did not see any one not 
on duty present^ but a few minutes after they came. Wo all did what we could for the suflerers. 

I was at the station all that day and removed the looked oarriages. 1 saw the dead bodies, but 
did not count them. All the dead bodies wore collected together. I did not observe any 
pieces of a dead body so small as to indicate that any missing dead body was not likely to 
w discovered. Mr. Eendull was the first superior oflioial to arrive and take charge. 

Mohendra Nath Ghose. 


The depomiion o/* B^iiaree Lall Adiitkarek taken oath or solemn affirmafiem^ under the 
provimom of Act X of 1873, before me, W, V. Tayler, Magistrate of Nuddea^ this 30ch 
day of October 1884. 

My name is Bahareo Lall Adliikaroe. My father’s name is Modoo Soodan Adhikoree. 
I am hy caste Boistuh. My home is at mouzah Sooksagur, zillah Nuddea. I reside at present 
in mouzah Arunghatta, where I am a signaller. I see telegrams B, C, D, E, F, G. These were 
received aud sent from the Arunghatta telegraph ofllco on the 2nd October. T\Tien C was sent 
us the train had not arrived. The etation-mastor gave us the message and we sent it verbatim 
I iiuderslood it to mean that the train would be detained. We often send such messages, and 
with no bad results. When the accident occurred, I was at the door of my ofiBoe, attracted by 
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the noise of the station-master, who was also showing red lights. I joined in sho uting . 

afterwards sent telegram of the accident. I sent this, exhibit N. I saw the main signal 
at danger and the north distant showing a green light.

The deposition of Sheik Niamot, aged about 40 years, taken on oath or solemn affirmation, under 
the provisions nf Act X q/lSTS, before me, W. V. G. Tayler, Magistrate of Nuddea, this 
30tt day of October 1884. 

My name is Sheik Niamut. My father’s name is Shoikh Imam Baksh. I am by caste 
Mussalmau. My home is at mouzah Kanholee, zillah Patna. I am signalman at Arungbatta. 
I have been 6 yeers at Arunghatta. My duty is to work the siguals. I was on duty on the 
night of the accident I cannot alter any signal without orders, nor, as a fact, do 1 ever do so, 
nor have 1 done so without orders. On the night of the accident, before the approach of the 
train, all signals were at danger. On the Ranaghat train’s whistling, I was orclered to lower 
the south distant signal, end 1 did so. I got no orders before or after that to lower the north 
distant, and did not do so. In order to lower signal, I have to use some force. On the distant 
signal being lowered, the points were opened. The main signals remained at danger. I did 
not do anything to try and stop the down train. The station-house is directly opposite the 
main signal. The station-master and policeman and a fcrash with lamps were on the station : 
they shouted and showed red lights. The north distant signal was in good order, and I 
distinctly saw the green light. 1 did not notice the position of the driver and firemen as the 
train passed. The points were opened to admit of the up train into the siding*• 

Sheik Niamut. 


The deposition of SAmn AhiKnATS. ayed about ymra, taken on oath or zolemn affirmation^ 
Under ihn provbiio>i^ of Act X of 1873, before mCy W. V. G. Taylbr, Magistrate of Nuddea^ 
this 30/A day of October 1884. 

My name is Saheb Ali Khan. My father’s name is Furahad Khan. My home is at 
mouzah Manee, zillah Jounpore. I re.side at present in mouzoh Arunghatta where I am a 
pointsman. On the night of the accident I was on duty. I have been pointsman for two 
months at Arunghatta. I have been elsewhere doing this duty for ten years. I was at my 
points when the accident occurred. I had opened the points to let the Honaghat train into the 
siding. Wiien the mail came in, however, by order of the station-master, I re-shut the points, 
and the mail went over them without breaking the points. I am oertain that I re-shut the 
points at the order of the station-master. The lights of the points were showing green on both 
sides. 1 saw a green light in the north distant signal. The station-master on seeing the mail 
oi-dered me to reshut points, and then ran forward, northwards, shouting and showing his 
hand danger liglits. 1 was naturally frightened when I saw the mail coming on regardless of 
signals. To open and reshut points the handle must be worked: it won’t fly back of itself.

My name is HmToesh Shoikh. My father’s name is Roop Chund Mondal. 1 am by caste 
Muesolmau. My home is at mouzah Arunghatta. I urn a fcrash of Arunghatta station, and 
have been so for a year. There are three signal lights an<l one disc light. 1 hoist the lamps on 
the staff. I remember the night of tho accident. I hoisted the lights on that evening as usual, 
and they wore burning all right when the accident happened. I had a red light in my hand and 
was on the platform. I saw tho north distant signal was showing'green towards the station. I 
hoisted the li^ht up to the full at the north distant signal and found all was right. The station- 
master and policeman were on the platfoim, also with red lights : wo all three shouted and showed 
our lights. As the train passed 1 did not notice the position of the driver or firemen, or if any 
one was standing to taJte the line-clear. Had any one been so standing, I must have 
seen him. 

Hurrrbsh Sheikh. 


The deposition of Madhoo Mullah, aged about 26 years, taken on oath or solemn affirmation, 
under the provisions of Act X of 1873, before me, W. V. G. Taylbr, Magistrate of 
Nuddea, this 30/A day of October J884. 

My name is Madhoo Mullah. My father’s name is Kujajat. I am by caste a Hindoo. 
Mv home is at mouzah Kuttra, zillah Roy Bareilly. 1 am a policeman of Arunghatta. 
I have been employed for six months, and was on duty on the night of the railway accident. 
1 was at that time on the platform. ^ 1 had rung the bell for both trains, and was standing 
there. I noticed the north distant signal, which showed green. 1 had a red light in my hand, 
and showed it to stop the mail, going northward, by orders of the station-master. I was 
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examined by the Deputy Magistrate. I did not say before him that I had not seen the distant 
aignaL The pointsman was at the points, which had been opened. This I saw by the gr©^ 
lights being north and south, and white towards the platform. I hod gone northward, and 
cannot say whether the points were open when the train passed over them. 

Madhoo Mullah. 


o/W illiam John Patterson iaken on oath or solemn affirmationy under the 

protmonn of Act X 0/1873, before m, W. V. Qt. Tayleb, Nagistrafe of Nuddca, this 30/A 

doy of October 1884. 

My name is William John Patterson. I am Pennanent-way Inspector of the Eastern 
Bengal Eailway Company now taken by Government. I have been as such since June 1877. 
I am stationed at Bagoola, where I have been four years. My duties with regard to signals 
and signal lamps are to inspect from time to time, and see that they are in repair, and to 
repair them. Arunghatta is within my jurisdiction. I remember the night of 2nd October. 
I examined the signals of Arunghatta on 22nd September and found them in good condition 
and thorough workmg order : before that I examined them on the 18th September. I went 
on the I8th in consequence of an extract of a driver^s report which was sent me with orders 
to examine the signals. Points out extract of I2th September—“ Down distant signal, Amn- 
gliatta, must be out of order : shows white light when at danger.^’ I went to examine the 
post, and climbed it myself and examined it thoroughly, all spectacles, fastenings of ^©livery 
rods, and other fastenings, and balance lovers, and found it all right and in good order. 
I examined the up distant signal also and ordered it to be repaired on the 12th September. 
On the 22nd September I also found the signal in uood order. I aocount for the extract by 
saying that either the ferash had not thoroughly pulled up the light or contraction of wires 
at night: the cold would affect it then. There are compensating arrangements to countertict 
that. After my visit no further comiJaints were mside. Had they been made, I should have 
been certain to hear of them. I heard of this accident at 3-19 a.m. from the station-master of 
Arunghatta. I collected all the men I could, and I arrived about 4 am. at Arunghatta. 
I remained there till 8-40 p.m. on the 2nd. It was not a foggy night. 1 he distant signal 
showed white at a distance of two miles off, and on nearing red. Climpson drove the engine 
that took me down. About quarter of a mile from the distant signal it became red, and the 
train going at 40 miles could have Btopi)ed before reaching the station. A half-white half-red 
light IS also “ danger.’^ When we came up to the light it seemed quite perfec^t. I examined 
the signal again on the 3rd and found it in good oider. I saw the dead bodies brought out, 
and helped to dig the grave. I saw both wounded and dead, and counted the latter. 
1 examined the debris and searched among it for all remains. I saw nothing to lead me to 
suppose that any one had been so smashed as to become part of the debris. Alter all identi¬ 
fication had been attempted, the bodies were buried about 1 o'clock. Decom])osition had then 
set in. The bodies were laid side by side, and covered with four feet of earili, and sleepers 
were placed on the graves on the following Sunday. The graves had not been in any way • 
interfered with in the meanwhile. There was a of exhuming the bodies on the 3rd, and 
I had made arrangements for doing so, but received no orders. The Europeans present did 
everything. In fact, as the natives refused, we placed cloth over the bodies before covering 
them with earth. Some of the injured passengers returned to Bagoola and some stjiyed in tlic 
compound of the station. Those who were seriously injured were forced to go to Calcutta: 
others went or not as they liked.

The depoHition of Ram Chakan Bose taken on oath or nolemn affirmation ^ under the 

provisions of Act X of 1873, before me, W. V. G. Tayler, Magistrate of Nuddeay this 
30/A day of October 1884. 

My name is Ram Charan Bose. I am a Deputy Magistrate. I am in charge of the 
sub-division of Ranaghat, and was there on the 2nd October. I have been in charge for four 
years and one mouth, with the exception of short .leave once. I got information at 4-30 a.m. 
of the accident, whereon 1 sent a ohuprasie to the station-master to arrange for a tiolly or other 
means of conveying me to the scene of the accident, and sent for the sub-dojmty, inspector, native 
doctor, and the head eon stable with orders to hurry on to the station witli constables. 1 then 
went off to the station, arriving at about two or three minutes to 5 a.m, I went on foot. Those 
1 sent for arrived about the same time. I remained at the station till about 6-30 a.m., when 
an engine with brake-van took us to Arunghatta. Prankissen Dass, sub-deputy, Rashbehoroe 
Biswas, inspector of police, Badhikor Prosad Banerjee, hospital assistant, Bomkesh 
Adhikareo, head constable at station, and some four or five constables and one chuprasie of 
mine went with me to the view. I found Mr Rendall there moving the wounded to the 
brake-van. We arrived at Arunghatta about 7 a.m., and after arrival I gave personal 
assistance to remove the wounded to the brake-van, and placed the hospital assistant under the 
Eailway Doctor to give whatever medical assistance he could give and he was asked to give. 
I ordered the head constable with his constables to watch over tne dead bodies and properties of 
passengers which were lying about exposed there. About eight bodies were then on the platform* 
which the constables h^ tx) look after. I found two dead bodies lying by the vehicles, and 
afterwards I found the bodies of Morgan and the firemen jammed together. After a good search

ten were on the spot, the two on the engine, and in the brake-van Mrs.Cann^s babj, I made a 
special searoh for dead bodies in case there might be others. I did not that day see anything 
to lead me to think that any bodies had been so out to pieces as not to be found or identified. 
Water was much needed for some sufEerere, and 1 did the best I could to procure this. 1 then 
went to the brake-van, where the wounded'Wore. ^ I found three females who, I thought, had 
not been so severely wounded, viz., Mohamoye, Bkhumoye, and Romah Bewa: these women 
informed me that others travelling with them were dead. I asked them to go with me and 
identify their relatives, but they were in too much pain, and notwithstanding my •endeavours 
to help them, they could not move without serious pain, and so I was forced to leave them; 
but from what 1 learnt from them I was enabled to identify all but two persons. Those two 
were 1 >w caste Mahomedanri. 1 then supervised the holding of the inquest by the inspector, 
and 1 took evidence as to the cause of the accident, and the sub-deputy and inspector also 
made an inventory of all property. I endeavoured in vain to take the evidence# of driver 
(Jumming. 1 was there till a.m. I examined several persons, and wrote an intimation 
report and sent a telegram to the Magistrate of the district. On the 3rd I submitted from 
Arunghatta a second report. I went on that date to meet the District Magistrate and 
Superintendent of Police. That day a Marwaree came to enquire if his brother was one of 
the dead: he said his brother was 23. travelling from Assam. I told him there was 
one up-countryman found dead, who was over 45 or 46 years of age, and I farther 
told him that there were certain properties left by that deceased, which he could come and see 
if belonging to his brother. 1* olfored to exhume the bodies if lie wished it, I took him 
afterwards to Rnnaghat to show him the property, but on arrival there he had disap¬ 
peared, and though 1 made enquiries for him, even in Calcutta, could not find him. On that 
day the Magistrate showed mo a boue and some olothes. 1 am a Hindoo, caste Kaist. I firsti 
tried to get raooohees or low caste peojde in order to help mo in collecting* the bodies, and 
either to make them over to relations and friends should any such come forward. From 
three villages all moochoes had apparently (liBaj)peared I then asked several spectators of 
various castes, whoso assistaiujo 1 asked for, but all refused: the bodies therefore remained there 
till up to 1 P.M., and 1 tliought it best to bury thorn, and so have them ready to exhume if 
iiooesaory. According to the iSliastras, as far as my knowledge goes, I know that cremation of 
men dying by accident or unnatural causes is interdifited, and the custom is to throw the 
bodies into the river This custom, of course, I could not follow out; to cremate the bodies 
also men of the same caste is necessary. I coidd and did find out the castes of the dead. 
There were Kaist, lloislmah, viarwarec, whether Boishnab or not I cannot say, and Moha- 
niodans. I coidd not liavo got them cremated had I wished to do so. Besides the application 
of the one man mentioned, no oao applied to have bodies exhumed. Some fourteen days 
after the accident, a man named Kedar 'lhakoor came to me at Santipore, and said he was 
Koomall’s husband. I asked him to come and take the body of Naluk Thakoor, who bad been 
travelling with Itomali, hut he ]>ositively declined to do so. On my arrival, Mr. Rendal and 
other officials were there, and subsequently Major Gordon and others came. I saw that every 
one did all that was possible imder the cncumstoiiees. More could not have been done. A des- 
oriptivo roll of the dead bodies was taken. Bodies of the Boishnab should be buried and not 
oromated, they having no casto. Mr Patterson assisted in the burial. On the 14th October 
1 sent in my final report.

24,78,324 maunds 18 seers 7 chitracks in the previous quarter, and 28,29,977 
maunds 30 seers 3 chittacks in the corresponding quarter of the previous year ; 
and the net amount of duty levied tnereon was Rs. 60,17,367, against 
Ks. 47,90,905-8 in the previous quarter, and Rs. 62,25,981-8 in the correspond¬ 
ing quarter of tne previous year. 

3. 'Ihe quantity of excise salt sold in the districts of Cuttack, Pooree, 
Balasore, and 2 i-Porgunnahs during the quarter under review from the stock 
of the diflf'rent seasons’ manufactuie, and the quantity which remained in 
store at the close of the quarter, are shewn in Table I:— 
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4. The above statement shews that the total sale of excise salt during the.

SUMMARY OF THE METEOROLOGICAL AND RAINFALL OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN BENGAL DURING THE WEEK ENDING THE 21bt l^fOVEM- 
BER 1884. 

The weather in Bengal during the past week was of the nsual oold-weather character. 
The barometric changes were small in amount, the temperature low and below the average, the 
air dry and skies clear. The steadiness of the conditions in Bengal and at the head of the 
Bav appears to be largely due to the continuance of strong north-east monsoon winds on the 
Coromandel coast, which accompanies a very marked tendency to deficient pressure in the 
south-west of the Bay. This has been a permanent feature of the meteorology of the past 
six weeks. The logs of several vessels received in the Bengal Meteorological Office show that 
unusually heavy rain fell during the early part of the past week (t e. from the 11th to the 16th) 
in the sout^i-east and centre of the Bay, It is described in one log as “ deluges of rain,” 
and in another as “ torrents of rain.” This excessive rainfall at sea apparently accom¬ 
panied or gave rise to a small cyclonic disturbance, the existence of which was first shown 
by the Madras coast observations of the 18th and 19th. It increased slightly in intensity 
on the tOth, and passed across the Coromandel coast on the morning of the 2lst. The 
indraught to this from the north slightly intensified the northerly winds at the head 
of the^ Bay, and gave the weather in Bengal the steady character it had during the 
week The’chief feature of the week was unusually low temperature. The mean temper¬ 
ature of the week was 5° below the normal temperature in Orissa, S'* in South-West Bengal, 
Chutia Nagpur, and Behar, and 1® in East Bengal. This was chiefly due to the abnormally 
low night temperatures which at several stations in the interior were frequently from 6® to 8° 

below the normal night temperature. - . i mu .i* . u 

PreMurc—Was very Steady during the greater part of the week, Ihe disturbance in 
the south of the Bay reduced pressure in Bengal slightly below the averasre until the 20th. 

The passage inland of the storm on the 21st was accompanied with a moderate rise of the 

barometer* and pressure was on the Elat for the only time during the week above the average. 
The mean ’pressure of the week was-Ol" in defect in Orissa and South-West Bengal, -05" 
in East Bengal, and from 01* to •03*' in Behar and Chutia Nagpur. 

Temperature _Was, as it has been for some weeks past, considerably below the average. 

The maximum day temperature was, for the whole province, 2° in defect, and the minimum 
niffht temperature 4° below the average. The mean daily temperature of the Province was 
thus 3“ below the normal temperature of the week. The following table gives data for 
comparison of the mean maximum and minimum temperature of the week with the normal 
in the case of several stations.
